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THE 

PREFACE. 

FEW  years  ago,  lome 
p^yficians  in  London,  a- 
greed  to  meet  together 
-  for  their  mutual  improvement  in 
the  practice  of  their  profeilion.  The 
reigning  difeales  of  the  leafon,  with 
the  methods  of  cure  that  were 
found  moll  effectual  ;  new  difcover- 
ies  in  phyiick,  either  here  or  abroad, 
and  more  efpecially  fuch  as  they 
thernfelves  had  either  made  or  exa- 
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mined,  were  intended  to  be  the  prin¬ 
cipal  topicks  of  converfation. 

The  perfons  who  formed  this 
Society,  v/ere  either  fuch  as  had  the 
care  of  holpitals,  or  were  otherwife 
in  fome  degree  of  repute  in  their 
profeffion  ;  and  confequently  had 
frequent  opportunities  of  making  ob- 
fervations  themfelves,  and  of  ve¬ 
rifying,  in  the  courfe  of  their  prac¬ 
tice,  the  difcoveries  of  others.  When 
difficult  cafes  occurred  to  any  of 
them,  the  reft  were  confulted  ;  and 
that  method  of  cure,  which  ap¬ 
peared  mod  likely  to  be  attended 
with  fuccefs,  was  tryed,  and  the 
event  communicated. 

When  thefe  meetings  had  conti¬ 
nued  a  conliderable  time,  lome  of  the 
members  became  deftrous  of  making 
the  publick  partakers  of  the  advan¬ 
tages 
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tages  that  might  be  derived  from  fuch 
an  affociation  :  accordingly  they,  with 
fome  other  phyficians,  formed  them- 
felves  into  a  Society,  for  collecting 
and  publifhing  Medical  Ohfervations 
and  Inquiries. 

There  is  not  perhaps,  in  Europe,  a 
place  more  proper  for  an  inftitution 
of  this  nature  than  this  metropolis  ; 
as  there  afe  no  where  more  eminent 
phyficians,  whofe  extenfive  practice 
muft  furnifh  frequent  opportunities 
of  obfervation  and  experience.  No 
place  abounds  more  with  well  regu¬ 
lated  hofpitals,  where  new  and  in~ 
ftruCtive  cafes  frequently  occur.  The 
extenfive  commerce,  that  is  here  car¬ 
ried  on  with  all  parts  of  the  world,  af¬ 
fords  the  greateft  advantages  for  efia- 
bliOiing  a  general  correfpondence  ; 
and  our  particular  connexion  with  the 
Britifh  colonies  and  fettlements, where 
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there  are  phyficians  of  great  experi¬ 
ence  and  abilities,  will  be  the  means 

of  our  receiving  much  ufeful  infor-

mation. 

With  thefe  advantages,  is  it  not 
a  reflection  on  the  faculty,  that, 
whilft  learned  focieties  in  many  parts 
of  the  world  are  vying  with  each 
other,  which  fhall  contribute  mo  ft  to 
the  improvement  of  medical  know- 
ledge,  no  attempts  of  this  kind  have 
hitherto  been  made  in  London  ? 

The  world  is  greatly  indebted  to  the 
Medical  Society  of  Edinburgh  for  their 
curious  and  ufeful  eflays  ;  and  has 
juft  reafon  to  regret  that  the  profecu- 
tion  of  fo  ufeful  a  deflgn  has  been 
dropped.  The  collection  flnce  pub- 
lifhed  there,  may,  indeed,  in  force 
degree,  be  confldered  as  a  conti¬ 
nuation 
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nuation  of  that  valuable  work  ;  yet 
its  prefent  form  feems  to  render  it 
liable  to  moft  of  the  objections 
made  again!!;  both  the  Philofophi- 
cal  Tran  factions  of  the  Royal  So¬ 
ciety,  and  thofe  of  the  Academy  of 
Sciences  at  Paris  ;  of  which  it  is 
juftly  obferved,  in  the  preface  to  the 
Medical  Effays,  “  That  thefe  are  va- 
“  luable  treafures,  that  publick  libra- 
“  ries  cannot  be  without,  and  all 
“  learned  men  wifli  to  poflefs ;  in 
“  the  numerous  volumes  of  which, 
“  many  parts  of  medicine  have  been 
“  treated  with  the  utmoft  accuracy 
“  and  ingenuity  ;  but  the  conftitu- 
“  tion  of  the  Englifh  Society  and 
“  French  Academy  does  not  allow 
“  them  to  infert  feveral  things,  which 
<c  a  plan,  calculated  only  for  the  im- 
£C  provement  of  phylick,  would  ea- 
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il  fily  admit  :  and  it  is  to  be  regret- 
“  ted,  that  their  papers  are  not  fo 
“  univerfally  purchafed  as  they  ought, 
“  by  thofe  who  are  imployed  in  me- 
“  dicine,  becaufe  the  greater  (hare 
“  of  the  trads  are  not  immediately 

relative  to  their  proper  bufinefs, 
“  but  treat  of  natural  hiftory,  me- 
‘£  chanicks,  aftronomy,  abftrad  raa- 
“  thematicks, 

There  are  many  cafes  and  ob- 
fervations  which  are  only  proper  to 
come  before  a  fociety  of  phyficians; 
as  there  are  fome,  which  are  too 
important  to  be  fuppreffed,  yet  can¬ 
not  decently  be  read  in  a  mixed 
company  ;  and  there  are  others,  of 
the  merits  of  which,  phyficians  only 
can  be  adequate  judges,  and  which 
would  appear  neither  entertaining 

nor 
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nor  inftrudtive  to  philofophers  or 
mathematicians. 

The  reader  will  eaiily  compre¬ 
hend,  from  this  firfl:  volume,  the 
nature  of  our  plan  ;  which  is  in¬ 
deed  no  other  than  that  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  great  Lord  Bacon; 
who  adviles  us  “to  revive  the  Hippo- 
“  cratic  method  of  composing  nar- 
“  ratives  of  particular  cales,  in  which 
“  the  nature  of  the  difeafe,  the  man- 
“  ner  of  treating  it,  and  the  confe- 
“  quences,  are  to  be  fpecified  *  : 
“  to  attempt  the  cure  of  thofe  di- 
“  feafes,  which,  in  his  opinion,  have 
“  been  too  boldly  pronounced  incu- 
“  rable  -f :  and,  laftly,  to  extend  our 
“  inquiries  after  the  powers  of  parti-

“  cular 
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“  cular  medicines  in  the  cure  of  par- 
“  ticular  difeafes 

Agreeable  to  this  rational  plan, 
the  Society  will  proceed  to  collect 
and  publifh  fuch  fadts  and  obferva- 
tions  as  occur  to  them,  and  appear 
conducive  to  the  advancement  of  me¬ 
dical  fcience. 

And  they  flatter  themfelves, 
when  it  is  publickly  known  that 
a  Society  of  this  nature  is  fet  on 
foot  in  London,  they  will  meet  with 
fufficient  incouragement,  from  thofe 
who  wifli  well  to  the  improvement 
of  medicine,  to  proceed  in  fo  ufeful 
an  undertaking. 

It  is  by  no  means  their  inten¬ 
tion  to  publifh  indifcriminately, 
whatever  papers  they  may  receive  ; 
but  to  fele£t,  lor  this  purpofe,

fuch 
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fuch  as  fhall  appear  of  ufe  and  im¬ 
portance. 

All  new  and  ufeful  obfervations, 
defcribed  with  clearnefs  and  candour, 
will  be  thankfully  received,  and  pub- 
lifhed  when  a  fufficient  number  are 
colleded  to  make  a  volume  :  as  al-

fo,  fuch  fingle  cafes  as  tend  to  con¬ 
firm  or  explain,  what  was  before 
imperfectly  known  or  underftood,  or 
from  which  fome  new  truth  may  be 
clearly  deduced. 

But  thofe  fads  and  cafes,  that  are 
either  doubtful,  or  from  which  it  is 
difficult  to  derive  any  ufeful  infor¬ 
mation,  will  be  referved  till  a  num¬ 
ber  of  others,  fufficient  to  give  them 
weight  and  value,  fhall  be  col¬ 
leded. 

Relations  of  unfuccefsful  attempts, 
or  even  errors  in  the  cure  of  di- 

feafes, 
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feafes,  often  furnifh  matter  of  in- 

ft  ruction  ;  for  which  reafon,  fuch 

✓ 

accounts  will  be  acceptable,  and  the 
relator  treated  with  the  candour  due 
to  a  perfon  ingenuous  enough  to  ac¬ 
knowledge  a  miftake ;  and  his  name, 
if  it  be  delired,  (hall  be  concealed. 

Hypothetical  difquifitions,  points 
of  controverfy,  numerous  and  need-

I.  An  account  of  a  woman  who  was  cured  of 
a  fpafmodick  contraction  of  the  lower 
jaw,  commonly  called  a  lockt-jawy  occafion - 
ed  by  the  laceration  of  the  tendon  of  one  of 
her  fingers ,  by  Dr .  J.  Silvefter,  F.  R .  S • 
Read  Dec.  io,  1753. 


lizabeth  Fox,  of  the  pa- 
rifli  of  St.  George's,  Middiefex, 
aged  23  years,  of  a  good  and 
ftrong  habit  of  body,  had  the  mif- 
fortune,  on  the  firft  of  January  1749,  to  fall 
down,  as  die  was  walking  in  Whitechapel  -y 
by  which  accident  flie  broke  and  lacerated 

B  the 
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the  firft  joint  of  the  fourth  finger  of  her 
right  hand,  in  fuch  a  manner  as  rendered  it  in¬ 
capable  of  ever  being  of  fervice  to  her ;  and 
as  it  gave  her  the  moffc  exquifite  pain,  fhe 
came  that  evening  to  the  London  Hofpital, 
where  Mr.  Harrifon,.  one  of  our  furgeons, 
took  it  off  immediately ;  which  gave  her 
prefent  eafe^  and  fhe  continued  to  come  every 
day  as  an  out-patient,  to  have  her  finger 
drefL  But  as  part  of  the  fecond  joint  had 
been  likewife  denudated,  and  lacerated  by 
the  fall,  the  pain  daily  increafed  ;  and  the 
fkin  and  flefli,  inftead  of  covering  the  joint,, 
and  cicatrizing,,  were  rather  drawn  back, 
every  day  more  and  more ;  till  at  laft  the' 
whole  hand  was  greatly  fwelled,  and  feve- 
ral  abfceffes  were  formed  in  the  palm  of  it;, 
upon  which  fhe  was  blooded,  and  taken  in¬ 
to  thehoufe  on  the  17th.  The  fame  even¬ 
ing  file  was  feized  with  a  fpafmodick  con¬ 
traction  of  the  elevating  mufcles  of  the  lower 
jaw;  which  gave  her  great  uneafinefs  all 
night;  and,  in  the  morning,  fhe  found  that  fhe 
could  take  no  nourifhment,  but  what  was 
poured  down  with  a  tea  fpoon ;  which,  as  fhe 

could 
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Could  fcarcemove  her  jaw,  would  have  been 
almoft  impofiible,  without  breaking  fome 
<of  her  teeth,  if  the  under-  jaw  had  not 
naturally  projected  beyond  the  upper. 

As  foon  as  this  terrible  fympton  made  its 
appearance,  Mr.  Harrifon  defired  I  would 
take  this  woman  under  my  care;  upon  which, 
on  the  1 8th,  I  directed  a  blifter  to  be  put  to 
her  back,  another  round  her  throat,  and 
one  behind  each  ear,  and  prefcribed  fome 
alexipharmick  and  volatile  medicines  to  be 
given  frequently  and  in  large  dofes.  She 
continued  under  this  courfe  till  the  20th; 
during  which  time  fhe  grew  worfe  and 
worfe;  her  jaw  became  immoveable;  her 
fpeech  was  quite  altered  ;  violent  and  fre¬ 
quent  fpafms  feized  her  along  the  fpine; 
which,  when  fhe  attempted  to  fit  up  at  any 
time,  would  pull  her  back  upon  the  pillow, 
with  fuch  force,  as  if  fhe  was  throwing  her- 
felf  back  with  the  greateft  violence,  at  the 
fame  time  thrufting  her  legs  and  arms  out  to 
their  greateft  extent.  In  fhort,  every  part  was 
almoft  continually  convulfed  ;  and  the  pain 
Was  fo  great,  that  fhe  could  not  poffibly  get 
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any  fleep  ;  her  fight,  hearing,  and  memory* 
were  like  wife  greatly  impaired.  On  the  20th 
I  ordered  her  20  drops  of  tinEtura  thebaha 
every  fix  hours  in  a  julep.  The  21ft  I 
found  the  fymptoms  as  it  were  at  a  Hand; 
I  then  increafed  the  dole  of  the  tinftura 
tbebaica  to  30  drops  every  fix  hours. 

The  2 2d  I  found  her  fomewhat  relieved, 
and  her  head  better;  I  then  increafed  the 
dofe  to  40  drops  every  fix  hours. 

The  23d  fhe  had  flept  near  half  an  hour 
three  different  times,  and  her  fpafms  became 
lefs  frequent,  though  near  as  violent.  As  I 
found  that  the  opium  had  none  but  the  molt 
defirable  effects,  I  ordered  her  3  grains  of 
the  extrad  three  times  a  day. 

The  24th  I  found  her  furprifingly  mend¬ 
ed,  and  thought  I  might  fafely  leflen  the 
quantity  of  opium  to  2  grains  inftead  of  3  ; 
but,  on  the  25th,  I  found  fhe  had  got  no 
ground,  and  that  it  was  necelfary  to  increafe 
the  opium,  which  I  did  to  8  grains  in  the 
day,  that  is,  2  grains  to  be  taken  in  the 
morning,  2  in  the  afternoon,  and  4  at  night ; 
which  dofe  I  increafed  the  27th  to  6  grains. 
In  this  manner  file  continued  till  the  30th, 

when 
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when  finding  that  the  fpafins  were  rather 
kept  under  than  cured,  and  that  the  jaw  re¬ 
mained  almoft  equally  lock’t,  I  defired 
Mr.  Harrifon  to  take  off  the  whole  finger; 
for  as  part  of  the  bone  of  the  fecond  joint 
was  grown  more  bare,  and  the  fkin  and 
tendons  drawn  back,  paft  recovery,  I  much 
fufpedted  that  all  I  was  doing  was  fcarce 
any  thing  more  than  barely  palliating  the 
feverity  of  the  fymptoms,  unlefs  the  caufe 
was  removed:  And  indeed,  though  the  night 
after  this  amputation  was  rather  worfe  than 
any  fhe  had  had  for  a  week,  yet  the  next 
day  file  began  to  mend,  and  continued  to 
do  fo  every  day  more  and  more;  her  con- 
vulfions  left  her  by  degrees,  firft  thofe  of  the 
arms  and  back,  and  then  thofe  of  the  legs ; 
the  wound  proved  kind,  and  cicatrized  as 
foon  as  could  be  expected ;  but  the  jaw  ftill 
remained  ftiff  and  difficult  to  move.  As  the 
fymptoms  abated,  I  leflened  the  dofe  of 
opium,  nearly  at  the  rate  of  one  grain 
every  day,  till  fhe  took  but  one ;  which  I 
continued  for  fome  time  longer  at  night :  At 
laft  in  the  beginning  of  March,  fhe  returned 
thanks  and  went  out  of  the  Hofpital  per- 
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fedlly  cured,  excepting  a  fmall  degree  of 
ftiffnefs  in  her  jaw,  which  prevented  her 
opening  it  as  wide  as  die  was  ufed  to  do  be¬ 
fore  this  accident.  It  is  remarkable  in  this 
cafe,  that  though  the  patient  was  not  ufed  to 
take  opium,  die  took  it  in  fo  great  a  dofe 
without  any  bad  effect :  On  the  contrary,  it 
cleared  her  head,  made  her  fpirits  greatly 
better,  and  her  fpeech  more  lively,  and  at 
the  fame  time  her  appetite  and  ftrength 
Jncreafed. 

I  have  long  waited  for  an  opportunity  of 
trying  a  fecond  time,  the  method  which  I 
have  here  followed  with  fuccefs;  being  fend- 
ble  that  one  inftance  is  fcarce  of  confequence 
enough  to  deferve  attention  ;  but  as  I 
have  not  met  with  any  for  fo  many  years, 
and  podibly  may  not  for  many  more,  I 
thought  it  might  not  be  altogether  impro¬ 
per,  or  ufelefs  to  mankind,  to  communicate 
a  method  which  fucceeded  once  ;  as  I  own  I 
have  never  yet  heard  of  any  other  that  did. 
I  havp  given  a  plain  narrative  of  fadts  only^ 
purpofely  omitting  any  bypothefis ,  or  reafon- 
ing,  either  on  the  nature,  or  caufe  of  the 
difeafe,  or  operations  of  the  remedy.  I 

have 
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have  likewife  avoided  all  quotations ,  as  I 
find  no  author  that  gives  any  fatisfaftory 
account,  or  defcription  of  this  difeafe,  and 
that  they  all,  with  Hippocrates,  pronounce 
it  to  be  mortal  %

SIR , 

IN  compliance  with  your  requeft,  I  fend 
you  the  following  account  of  the  cafe  of 
Elizabeth  Boucheret,  who  died  at  the  French 
Hofpital  in  St  Luke’s  parish,  in  London,  on 
the  15th  of  December  1752,  aged  82  years, 
Elizabeth  Boucheret  was  in  her  youth  of 
a  flender  habit,  but  well  proportioned,  fhe

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was  fickly,  and  very  irregular  in  her  monthly 
courfes,  to  whicli  her  conftant  fitting,  as  fhe 
earned  her  bread  by  winding  of  filk,  might 
perhaps  contribute  ;  however,  as  fhe  advan¬ 
ced  in  years,  fhe  grew  healthier  and  ftronger, 
till  one  day,  being  then  near  30  years  old, 
flie  fatigued,  and  heated  herfelf  excefiively 
with  cleaning  her  houfe;  and  being  in  a  great 
fweat,  went  down  into  a  damp  kitchen  un¬ 
derground  ;  where  fhe  had  not  been  long,  be¬ 
fore  flie  felt  the  bad  effects  of  cooling  herfelf 
fo  fuddenly ;  and  foon  became  fo  cold  and 
ftiff,  that  flie  could  neither  get  up  nor  move, 
feeling  at  the  fame  time  the  moft  exquifite 
pains  all  over.  In  this  condition  fhe  was  car¬ 
ried  to  bed  ;  where  flie  continued  for  fome 
days ;  and  after  having  taken  proper  reme 
dies,  recovered  in  a  fliort  time,  and  was  freed 
of  all  her  pains;  excepting  an  uneafinefs  about 
her  belly  and  loins,  which  fhe  at  firft  ima¬ 
gined  to  be  only  occafioned  by  her  menfes ; 
as  it  was  that  kind  of  pain  fhe  ufually  felt  a 
day  or  two  before  their  coming :  but  tho" 
fhe  had  them  very  regularly,  the  uneafinefs 
in  her  loins  and  abdomen  never  left  her  en¬ 
tirely;  but  was  now  and  then  increafed  upon 

her 
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her  catching  any  cold,  or  fatiguing  her- 
felf  too  much.  During  this  time,  her  health 
was  in  other  refpedts  tolerably  good,  and  fhe 
went  on  with  her  ufual  work  ;  'till  at  length, 
in  her  36th  year,  fhe  obferved  her  belly  was 
fwelled;  which  however  occafioned  her  fo 
little  pain,  that  her  neighbours  made  that 
difcovery  almoft  as  foon  as  herfelf,  and  very 
uncharitably  accounted  for  the  caufe  of  her 
fwelling;  but  time  cleared  her  character, 
tho’  it  increafed  her  complaint ;  and  notwiths¬ 
tanding  fhe  followed  every  method  that  was 
thought  of  for  her  relief,  (excepting  tapping, 
to  which  fhe  would  never  content)  fhe  con¬ 
tinued  to  fwell  more  and  more  every  day, 
for  upwards  of  two  years ;  ’till  having  ac¬ 
quired  pretty  near  the  bulk  fhe  had  at  her 
death,  fhe  continued  at  that  fame  point,  01- 
degree  of  bignefs,  without  any  perceptible 
variation,  for  44  years.  As  the  fluctuation 
of  a  fluid  was  very  plain,  fhe  had  frequently 
been  importuned  to  be  tapped,  as  the  only 
means  of  getting  a  cure  -y  but  all  to  no  pur- 
pofe,  fhe  conftantly  refuting  tofubmit  to  it: 
In  the  beginning  of  her  illnefs,  fhe  was  will¬ 
ing  to  try  any  other  method  firft ;  and  when 

flie 
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ihe  found  that  fhe  had  not  increafed  for  fome 
time,  file  flattered  herfelf  that  fhe  might  foon 
grow  better  without  it  ;  and  at  laft  became  fo 
tifed  to  her  complaint,  that  as  it  was  only 
troublefome,  and  not  painful,  and  as  fhe  was 
fare  of  a  maintenance,  fhe  thought  it  would 
have  been  highly  imprudent  to  run  any  rifque 
of  her  life  for  the  fake  only  of  acquiring  a 
little  more  eafe.  During  this  time  the  ex¬ 
ec  five  weight  of  water  made  her  very  un- 
wieldly,  and  unable  to  ftir  but  very  little,  and 
forced  her  to  fit  rather  than  lie  in  her  bed  to 
get  fleep ;  her  appetite  was  fmall,  and  fhe 
never  had  any  extraordinary  thirft.  In 
this  manner  fhe  fpun  out  a  tedious  and  lin¬ 
gering  life;  and  without  any  other  remark¬ 
able  complaint,  or  any  trouble  from  her  old 
diftemper,  died  at  laft  of  old  age  at  82. 

Curious  to  learn  the  nature  of  a  dropfy 
that  could  continue  for  44  years  in  an 
aimoft  invariable  ftate,  two  days  after  her 
deceafe  I  opened  her  and  made  the  fol¬ 
lowing  obfervations. 

She  was  emaciated  to  the  greateft  degree  $ 
the  navel  was  absolutely  obliterated ;  the  te¬ 
guments  of  the  abdomen  were  extreamly 

diftended* 
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diftended,  (for  {he  meafured  upwards  of 
three  yards  round  the  waift)  and  propor-r 
tionably  thin,  but  fo  confufed,  that  the  muf¬ 
fles  could  fcarce  be  diftinguifhed  any  where, 
but  at  their  tendinous  infertionSc  The  la - 
tnellce  of  the  peritonaeum  were  feparated 
from  each  other  3  their  outward  furface  was 
perfectly  fmooth  and  even  3  but  the  internal 
one  was  very  rough  and  fcirrhous,  and  each 
of  the  lamella  was  thicker  than  they  are 
both  together  in  a  healthy  ftate.  Within  the 
cavity  formed  by  the  feparation  of  thefe  la¬ 
mella  were  contained  5 1  pints  of  a  foetid, 
thick,  vifcous,  and  faline  fluid,  which  had 
depofited  a  kind  of  a  muddy  faline  fettle- 
ment  round  about,  but  efpecially  at  the 
bottom  part,  where  the  chryftals  were  larger 
and  more  difcernible,  fome  being  near  as 
big  as  a  fmall  hempfeed,  of  a  prifmatical 
form,  nearly  refembling  the  chryftals  of 
nitre  3  the  others  were  much  fmaller,  and 
fcarce  diftinguilhable  but  by  their  fhining. 
The  epiploon  was  extreamly  thin,  and  void 
of  any  fat 3  as  was  alfo  the  mefentery;  which 
was  full  of  obftru£ted  and  fcirrhous  glands 3 
the  ftomach  was  very  fmall,  and  the  intef- 

tins 
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tins  fo  contracted,  that  I  could  fcarcely  in¬ 
troduce  my  finger  into  the  return-,  the 
liver,  fpleen,  and  other  vifcera ,  were  all 
found,  but  fmaller  than  is  ufually  found  in 
a  healthy  body.  I  am  with  due  refpeCt*

tar  ir ,  Aleppo,  Augufl  25,  1752. 

According  to  my  promife,  I  now  fend 
you  an  exadt  drawing  and  deferipti- 
on  of  the  plant  that  yeilds  the  true  Aleppo 
Scammony  of  the  fhops,  with  fuch  parti¬ 
culars  concerning  it,  as  appeared  in  the  leafi: 
worth  your  notice,  and  which  occurred  to 
me,  in  a  journey  I  lately  made  through 
that  part  of  the  country  where  the  plant  is 
found  in  the  greateft  plenty, 

Thd 
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The  drawing  was  taken  from  a  frefh 
plant  procured  for  that  purpofe  from  a  confi- 
derable  diftance,  there  being  none  to  be 
found  within  lefs  than  fifteen  miles  of  this 
city  5  and  I  mull  do  the  ingenious  gentleman, 
who  was  fo  kind  as  to  take  this  trouble, 
the  juftice  to  fay,  he  has  given  a  moll  exa£t 
reprefentation  of  it.  It  may  however  be 
noted,  that  for  the  fake  of  exhibiting  more 
diftindlly  the  leaves,  ftalks,  and  manner  of 
growth  of  the  plant,  the  whole  of  the  foli¬ 
age,  with  which  it  is  covered,  is  not  here  ex- 
prefled. 

Tho*  a  tolerably  exa<5l  notion  of  it,  and 
the  method  of  colledting  the  Scammony 
called  by  the  natives  Mahmoody,  will  per¬ 
haps  be  conceived  from  viewing  thefe  figures, 
yet  it  may  not  be  improper  to  fubjoin  the 
following  defcription.  This  plant  then  is 
the 

Convolvulus ,  foliis  fagittatis ,  poftice  trim* 
catis ,  pedunculis  bijioris .  Roy .  Lugdb.  427*

Convolvulus  Syriacus ,  S.  Sca/nmonia  Sy - 
riaca%  Morifon.  Hift.  2.  p.  12, 
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Scammonia  Syriaca.  Bauh.  Pin.  294. 

Scammonium  Syriacum ,  Antiochenum  of 
Lobel.  Icon.  620. 

This  plant  agrees  in  its  characters  of 
fructification,  with  the  Convolvulus  as  de- 
fcribed  by  Linnaeus,  in  his  Genera  plant  a- 
rum ,  excepting,  that  he  confines  the  number 
of  feeds  to  two,  whereas  there  are  oftner 
three,  fometimes  four,  in  the  Scammony. 

The  root  is  generally  from  three  to  four 
feet  long,  and  about  as  many  inches  in  dia¬ 
meter,  covered  with  a  pretty  thick,  afh- 
coloured  bark;  The  inner  fubftance  of  the 

4r 

root  is  of  a  white  colour,  and  manifeftly 
confifts  of  two  parts.  Firft,  a  number  of 
ftrong  woody  fibres  running  lengthways,  and 
next,  fmall  bundles  of  velfels  which  contain 
a  milky  liquor,  running  in  the  interftices  of 
the  others.  Upon  cutting  the  root  tranf- 
'  verfely,  this  ftrudture  is  very  viiible  $  the  fap 
veflels  being  eafily  diftinguilhed  by  their 
yellow  colour  and  fpongy  texture :  And  in 
young  roots  the  open  mouths  of  thefe  vef- 
fels  are  clearly  difcernible  without  glafies. 

From 
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From  this  root  arife  a  great  number  of 
fmall,  round,  pliant  ftalks,  about  the  fize  of 
a  fmall  goofe  quill,  running  out  either  on 
the  earth,  or  any  other  fupport  they  meet 
with*  from  fifteen  to  twenty  feet  or  more. 
From  thefe  fpring  other  fmaller  ftalks  or 
branches  at  unequal  diftances,  and  of  little 
lefs  extent  than  the  main  ftalks. 

The  leaves  grow  out  from  thefe  lefler 
ftalks  irregularly ;  they  are  thin,  foft  and  of 
a  bright  green  colour,  about  an  inch  and  \ 
broad,  in  the  wideft  part;  growing  narrower 
from  thence  gradually  to  a  point  like  the 
fagittaria.  That  part  next  to  the  ftalk  has 
on  each  fide  the  footftalk  two  femicircular 
notches  or  engrailures,  the  one  deeper  than 
the  other ;  which,  as  well  as  ihe  variety  that 
is  in  fome  of  the  leaves,  will  be  better  un- 
derftood  from  the  figure  than  from  a  de~* 
fcription. 

The  flowers  grow  upon  a  {lender  ereft 
ftem,  of  about  fix  inches  long ;  divided  near 
the  top  into  two  fmall  pedicles  an  inch  or 
two  in  length,  each  fupporting  a  pale  yel¬ 
low,  or  fulphur  coloured,  bell  fhaped  flower,, 
with  its  brim  turned  outwards  and  undi- 
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vided.  Thefe  flowers  begin  to  be  fent  off 
from  the  ftalk,  within  about  two  feet  from 
the  root,  and  fo  continue  through  the  whole 
length  of  the  plant :  the  great  number  of 
flowers,  and  their  erect  lituation  above  the 
leaves,  affords  an  agreeable  appearance. 

The  pericarpium  is  a  brown,  membranous 
capfula;  from  its  apex,  half  way  down,  it  is 
marked  with  four  flight  ribs  at  equal  diftan- 
ces,  each  of  which  opens  for  the  paffage  of 
the  feeds,  which,  when  ripe,  are  black,  and 
about  the  fize  of  the  fenugreek.  Their  form 
is  neareft  that  of  a  Pyramid,  with  a  fmall 
projection  from  one  fide  of  the  bafe,  and 
their  number  uncertain,  often  two,  generally 
three,  fometimes  four. 

This  plant  either  trails  upon  the  ground, 
or  raifes  itfelf  upon  the  neighbouring  fhrubs, 
in  the  fame  manner  as  the  large  white  con¬ 
volvulus  does  upon  the  hedges  in  England. 
It  begins  to  Ihoot  in  January,  it  flowers  in 
May,  towards  the  end  of  June  it  comes  to 
feed,  which  are  generally  ripe  by  Auguft, 
But  thefe  circumflances  vary  according  as  its 
place  of  growth  happens  to  be  higher  up  in 
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the  cool  of  the  mountains,  or  nearer  to  the 
warmth  of  the  plains. 

The  Scammony  grows  naturally  on  all 
that  chain  of  mountains  which  extends  from 
Antioch  to  mount  Libanon,  and  on  that 
part  of  mount  Taurus  which  is  near  to 
Maraafh.  I  have  alfo  feen  it  in  the  plains 
between  Latachia  and  Tripoly  Syria,  where 
there  was  any  cover  for  it  from  the  intenfe 
heat.  From  thefe  places  it  is  chiefly  collected 
and  brought  to  Aleppo ;  but  as  I  have  alfo 
feen  fome  plants  of  it  on  the  mountains 
Amanus,  I  imagine  it  might  probably  be 
found  on  moil  of  the  hills  in  Syria  that  pro¬ 
duce  any  verdure ;  but  the  plundering  dif- 
pofition  of  the  inhabitants  renders  it  very 
unfafe  to  venture  among  them  in  fearch  of  it. 

The  time  of  collecting  the  Scammony, 
is  in  the  beginning  of  June  :  The  people 
employed  in  it  are  only  a  few  peafants,  who 
travel  over  the  country  on  purpofe  at  that 
feafon.  For  as  the  plant  grows  entirely 
without  culture,  the  Scammony  is  the  pro¬ 
perty  of  any  perfon  who  will  be  at  the 
pains  to  collect  it.  In  many  villages,  about 
which  it  grows  in  the  greateft  plenty,  the 

C  pea- 
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peafants  either  do  not  know  it,  or  are  unwill¬ 
ing  to  take  the  trouble  of  gathering  it. 

The  method  of  collecting  the  Scammo- 
ny  is  this :  having  cleared  away  the  earth 
from  about  the  upper  part  of  the  root,  they 
cut  off  the  top,  in  an  oblique  direction, 
about  two  inches  below  where  the  flalks 
fpring  from  it.  Under  the  mofl  depending 
part  of  the  Hope  they  fix  a  fhell,  or  fome 
other  convenient  receptacle,  (fee  plate  IL  F .) 
into  which  the  milky  juice  gradually  flows. 
It  is  left  there  about  twelve  hours,  which  time 
is  fufficient  for  the  draining  off  the  whole 
juice  5  this  however  is  in  a  fmall  quantity, 
each  root  affording  but  a  very  few  drachms. 

This  milky  juice  from  the  feveral  roots  is 
put  together,  often  into  the  leg  of  an  old 
boot,  for  want  of  feme  more  proper  veffel, 
where  in  a  little  time  it  grows  hard,  and  is 
the  genuine  Scammony.  It  is  the  root  only 
that  produces  this  concrete ;  for  the  flalks 
and  leaves  near  the  root,  even  when  preffed, 
afford  no  lignsof  a  milky  juice ;  tho’,  at  the 
fuperior  extremity  of  the  plant,  the  leaves 
and  flalks,  when  flrongly  preffed,  do  emit 
a  very  thin  milky  liquor ;  yet  both  the 

quan- 
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Quantity  is  inconiiderable,  and,  according  to 
the  beft  obfervation  I  could  make,  the  qua¬ 
lity  of  it  is  different*  for  neither  ftalks, 
leaves,  flowers,  or  feeds,  feem  to  have  any 
purgative  quality  \ 

Of  this  entirely  pure  Scammony,  but  ve¬ 
ry  little  is  brought  to  market,  the  greateft 
part  of  what  is  to  be  met  with  being  adul-

b  To  a  perfon,  with  whom  a  fcruple  of  very  weak 
Scammony  ufed  to  work  by  dool  fix  times,  I  gave  an 
infufion  of  half  an  ounce  of  the  dried  leaves,  with  their 
fmall  dalks,  in  eight  ounces  of  boiling  water,  without 
having  the  lead  vifible  effect  upon  him. 

One  drachm  of  the  feeds  powdered,  and  made  into 
a  bolus,  given  to  the  fame  perfon,  had  as  little  erled!. 

Half  an  ounce  of  the  dryed  root  (from  which  the 
Scammony  had  not  been  extracted)  boiled  in  twelve 
ounces  of  water,  to  the  confumption  of  one  third 
.part  of  the  liquor,  worked  the  fame  perfon  five  times 
by  dool,  without  occafioning  any  gripes,  ficknefs,  or 
any  manner  of  uneafinefs ;  and  this,  upon  feveral 
tryals,  had  the  fame  effecd. 

To  another  perfon,  a  like  quantity  work’d  by  dool 
four  times  ;  but  occahoned  a  naitfea  during  the  whole' 
time  of  its  operation,  tho’  no  gripes. 

The  fame  quantity  of  the  decocdion  from  a  root, 
from  which  the  milky  juice  had  been  extracted  in  the 
ufual  way  by  incifion,  worked  the  fird  mentioned 
perfon  three  times  by  dool. 

This  decodlion  of  the  root  is  entirely  wdthout  fmell, 
Pnd  rather  fweetifh  than  difagreeable* 

C  2  terated, 
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terated,  if  not  by  thofe  who  gather  it,  by 
thofe  who  buy  it  of  them  abroad  $  for  the 
chief  part  of  what  is  brought  hither,  paffes 
through  the  hands  of  a  few  people,  (chiefly 
Jews)  who  make  it  their  buflnefs  to  go  to  the 
villages  of  any  note,  near  which  the  Scam- 
mony  is  collected  •>  as  Antioch,  Shogre, 
Edlib,  Maraafh,  &c.  and  there  buying  it 
while  yet  foft,  they  have  an  opportunity  of 
mixing  it  with  fuch  other  things  as  beft  an- 
fwer  their  purpofe  $  as  wheat-flower,  afhes,  or 
fine  fand,  all  of  which  I  have  found  it  evident¬ 
ly  mixed  with  5  but  there  feems  to  be  fome  o- 
ther  ingredient  fometimes  (poffibly  the  expref- 
fed  juice)  which  makes  it  fo  very  hard  and  un- 
diffolvable,  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  difco- 
ver  it  to  my  fatisfaclion .  However,  the  notion 
of  its  being  mix’d  with  the  juice  of  fpurges, 
feems  to  me  a  miftake;  for  I  can  confident¬ 
ly  affirm,  that  in  the  courfe  of  above  eleven 
years  extenfive  pradtice  in  this  city,  during 
which  time,  as  I  have  found  Scammony  a 
fafe  and  efficacious  cathartic  in  many  cafes, 

I  have  ufed  a  confiderable  quantity  of  very 
different  qualities,  and  carefully  obferved 
their  effedts,  I  never  found  that  any  of  the 

different 
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«  \ 

different  fubftances*  it  was  adulterated  with, 
ever  quickened  its  operation;  on  the  contra¬ 
ry,  its  purgative  quality  was  always  ftrong- 
eft  in  the  pureft  Scammony,and  lefs  fo  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  the  quantity  of  other  fubftances, 
with  which  it  happened  to  be  mixed. 

Pure  Scammony  is  light,  fhining  when 
broke,  and  crumbles  with  the  leaft  force, 
when  rubb’d  between  the  fingers.  If  a  wet¬ 
ted  finger  but  touches  it,  it  turns  immediate¬ 
ly  milky;  and  if  broke,  and  put  into  a  glafs 
of  water,  it  foon  diffolves  into  a  milky  liquor 
of  a  greenifh  caft  ;  which  tho’  it  lets  fall  a 
fmall  fediment  after  fome  little  time,  yet  the 
liquor  ftill  retains  its  milky  colour. 

The  colour  of  Scammony  feems  to  be 
a  mark  of  little  confequence,  for  I  have  feen 
it  in  all  the  degrees,  from  almoft  a  jet  black, 
to  a  yellowifh  white,  and  all  equally  good, 
in  every  refpeft,  upon  tryal :  but  tho’  it  dif¬ 
fers  fo  much  in  colour  when  in  large  pieces, 
yet  all  good  Scammony,  when  powdered,  is 
nearly  of  the  fame  colour,  a  brownifh  white. 
Thofe  who  gather  it  affert,  that  the  diffe¬ 
rence  of  colour  proceeds  from  the  different 
methods  of  drying  it;  alledging,  that  what  is 

C  3  dryed 
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dryed  in  the  fun  will  differ  widely  in  colour 
from  what  is  dryed  in  the  {hade :  this  feems 
not  improbable,  but  I  never  made  the  tryal. 

Their  method  of  trying  it  here,  is  gene¬ 
rally  by  wetting  it  with  their  tongue,  or 
rubbing  it  with  a  wet  finger  5  when,  if  it  turns 
milky,  and  they  find  it  at  the  fame  time 
friable  and  light,  they  pronounce  it  good \ 
and  indeed  one  may  form  a  tolerable  judg¬ 
ment  of  it  in  this  manner  ;  but  it  will  often 
happen  (particularly  when  it  is  mixed  with 
wheat- flower,  and  a  little  fine  fand)  that 
you  will  be  deceived  ;  and  upon  diffolving’ 
it  in  water,  thofs  fubftances  will  fettle  at  the 
bottom ;  for  which  reafon  I  look  upon  the 
diffolving  of  it  as  the  fureft  tryal  %  and  I 
believe  it  will  generally,  be  found,  that  in 
proportion  as  it  diffolves  eafily,  and  anfwers 
the  above  marks,  the  better  it  is,  and  the 
fmaller  will  be  the  dole. 

Whether  the  Scammony  gathered  from 
plants  growing  in  different  foils  may  be  of 
different  qualities,  I  cannot  pofitively  deter¬ 
mine  ;  but  this  I  know,  that  notwithftand- 
ing  that  which  comes  from  the  parts  of 
Antioch,  Edlib,  and  towards  Tripoly  Syria, 


is 
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is  more  efteemed  here,  and  indeed  in  fad 
is  better  than  what  is  generally  brought 
from  the  parts  about  Maraaih  ;  yet  it  is, 
I  believe,  chiefly  owing  to  its  being  more 
pure,  as  I  have  more  than  once  had  fmall 
quantities  from  Maraaih,  in  no  refped  infe¬ 
rior  to  the  other  c.

c  The  publick  is  not  only  indebted  to  Dr.  Ruffed 
for  this  account  of  the  Scammony,  which  fo  far  as  I 
know  is  more  accurate,  and  better  to  be  depended 
upon,  than  any  other  yet  extant,  but  likewife  for  pro¬ 
curing  with  no  little  difficulty,  at  different  timfcs,  fe- 
veral  parcels  of  the  feeds,  which  have  been  raifed  here, 
and  likewife  fent  to  fucfi  of  our  American  colonies  as 
feem’d  to  correfpond  the  bell  with  the  climate  where 
this  plant  is  a  native.  And  as  it  Aouriffies  here  in  the 
natural  foil,  with  all  the  marks  of  vigour,  there  is  lit¬ 
tle  reafon  to  tear,  but  we  may  be  able  in  time  to  raife 
a  fufficient  quantity  of  this  valuable  drug,  in  the  ut- 
moft  pevfedion,  for  our  own  ufe. 

My  worthy  friend,  P.  Gollinfon,  had  it  growing  in 
his  garden,  in  the  natural  foil,  at  Mill-hill,  lad  fu ru¬ 
in  er,  with  great  luxuriancy.

IV.  An 
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IV.  An  account  of  a  child >  whofe  Abdominal 
Vifcera  were  chiefly  found  within  the  ca¬ 
vity  of  the  Thorax.  By  Dr.  George 
Macaulay.  Read  Jan.  27,  1754. 

HIS  child  was  born  in  the  lying-in 


I  hofpital,  in  Brownlow-ftreet,  on  the 
24th  of  Auguft,  1752 ;  and  was  a  full  grown 
boy,  remarkably  fat  and  flefhy.  He  was  the 
firft  child  of  a  healthy  young  woman,  who 
was  very  well  during  her  pregnancy.  In  the 
feventh  month,  ffie  had  three  falls,  which 
frighted  her,  but  fhe  received  no  hurt  from 
any  of  them.  The  child,  when  firft  born, 
ftarted  and  ftiuddered  5  fo  that  the  nurfe  ap¬ 
prehended  his  going  into  fits.  He  breathed 
alfo  with  difficulty,  and  it  was  fome  time 
before  he  could  cry ;  which  when  he  did, 
there  was  fomething  particular  in  the  note. 
He  feemed  to  revive  a  little  in  about  half  an 
hour,  and  breathed  more  freely :  but  foon  re- 
lapfed,  and  died  before  he  was  quite  an  hour 
and  a  half  old.  Being  informed  of  thefe  par¬ 
ticulars  by  the  mother,  the  matron,  and  the 
nurfe,  I  was  defirous  of  examining  the  Body. 
Having  firft  injedled  it  by  the  funis ,  I  laid 


open 
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open  the  abdomen ;  and  found  that  none  of 
the  inteflines  were  contained  in  that  cavity, 
except  part  of  the  colon ,  which  wras  diftend- 
ed  with  meconium .  This  would  not  have 
been  fufpedted  from  the  external  appearance, 
as  the -abdomen  did  not  feem  flatter  than  ufual, 
even  before  the  injection. 

Before  I  proceeded  further  in  the  dif- 
fedtion,  I  fent  to  acquaint  my  ingenious 
friend  Dr.  Hunter.  We  together  differed 
and  examined  this  curious  fubjedt ;  and,  at 
the  fame  time,  committed  to  writing  the 
mod  remarkable  appearances. 

"When  the  jlernum  was  raifed,  the  flo¬ 
ra  a  ch  and  greateft  part  of  the  inteftines,  with 
the  fpleen,  and  part  of  the  pancreas ,  were 
found  in  the  left  cavity  of  the  thorax  j  having 
been  protruded  thro’  a  difeontinuation,  or 
rather  an  aperture  of  the  diaphragm,  about 
an  inch  from  the  natural  paflage  of  the 
cefophagus. 

From  the  extraordinary  bulk  of  the  parts 
contained  in  the  left  fide  of  the  thorax , 
the  mediaflinum ,  the  heart,  the  cefophagus, 
and  the  defeending  aorta,  were  forced  a 
confiderable  way  towards  the  right  fide : 

and 
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and  the  left  lobes  of  the  lungs  were  not  larger 
than  a  fmall  nutmeg ;  and  about  two  thirds 
lefs  than  the  right  5  tho’  neither  of  them 
were  difeafed. 

The  cefophagus  having  palled  through  the 
diaphragm,  made  a  fudden  turn  to  the  left ; 
and  afcended  thro’  the  preternatural  aperture 
into  the  thorax  to  terminate  in  the  ftomach, 
which  was  placed  on  the  left  fide  of  the 
heart,  refiing  upon  the  upper  furface  of  the 
diaphragm,  it’s  fundus  turned  upwards.  The 
pylorus  lay  in  the  aperture,  from  which  the 
duodenum  made  one  turn  in  the  abdomen  be¬ 
fore  the  renal  cdpfula  of  the  left  fide  ;  at  the 
inferior  part  of  which  it  received  the  bili¬ 
ary  and  pancreatic  duels,  and  immediately 
mounted  again  into  the  thorax .  This  was 
the  only  portion  of  the  fmall  inteftines  that 
remained  in  the  cavity  of  the  abdomen %  The 
jejunum ,  ileum,  ceecum ,  and  part  of  the  colon, 
were  almofi:  empty.  As  for  the  remaining 
part  of  the  colon,  which  was  diltended  with 
meconium ,  it  run  firft  upwards  in  the  tho- 
rax ,  behind  the  fiomach  and  lungs ;  then 
palled  acrofs  the  fpine,  from  the  left  to  the 
right  fide  of  the  thorax ,  pafilng  between  the 

aorta 
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aorta  behind,  and  the  aefophagusy  vena  cava 
inferior  y  and  heart,  before  j  covered  by  an 
elongation  of  the  pojlerior  mediafinunty  which 
the  gut  pufhed  before  it,  in  the  manner  6f  a 
pouch.  Hence  it  returned  to  the  left  again, 
running  behind  the  lungs,  and  canalis  arte - 
riofusy  and  mounted  as  high  as  the  firft  rib ; 
from  which  it  defcended  in  a  ftraight  line  to 
the  aperture  in  the  diaphragm,  behind  the 
other  inteftines ;  and  in  the  abdomen  made 
two  or  three  turns  before  it  terminated  in  the 
rettum.  '  The  fpleen  lay  lengthways  in  the 
lower  pofterior  part  of  the  thorax ,  along  the 
heads  of  the  lower  ribs ;  and  the  pancreas 
lay  in  the  doubling  of  the  duodenumy  partly 
in  the  thoraXy  and  partly  in  the  abdomen . 

Having  replaced  the  vifcera  in  their  natu¬ 
ral  pofition  in  the  abdomeny  there  was  found 
a  large  chafm  or  hole  in  the  diaphragm  on 
the  left  fide,  thro’  which  the  parts  might 
freely  pafs  into  the  thorax .  From  its  appear¬ 
ance,  as  well  as  that  of  all  the  other  parts, 
it  feems  extremely  probable,  that  in  this 
cafe  there  was  an  original  mal-conformation 
of  the  diaphragm,  by  which  means  the  ab¬ 
dominal  vifcera  had  very  early  flipt  into  the 

thorax  5 
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thorax  j  becaufe  there  was  not  the  leaft  mark 
of  rupture  or  inflamation  about  the  edges  of 
this  chafm  :  and  becaufe  it  is  probable  that 
the  diminifhed  fize  of  the  left  lobes  of  the 
lungs,  and  the  heart  and  mediajlinum  being 
puflied  to  the  right  fide,  were  gradually  ef¬ 
fected  by  the  bulk  and  increafe  of  the  vif- 
cera . 

As  the  cefophagus  was  pufhea  to  the  right 
fide  by  the  ftomach  and  bowels,  in  the  ca¬ 
vity  of  the  thorax ,  it  kept  the  fame  courfe, 
and  pierced  the  diaphragm,  not  at  the  ufual 
place,  but  considerably  further  to  the  right 
fide :  and  the  aperture,  thro’  which  it  paf- 
fed,  was  backwards  and  to  the  right  fide* 
with  refped:  to  that  for  the  vena  cava . 

I  have  preferved  the  heart  and  lungs,  to 
Shew  the  difproportioned  fizes  of  the  lobes. 
And  I  have  dryed  and  prepared  the  dia¬ 
phragm,  with  its  connexions  to  the  vertebra 
and  flernum ,  to  fhew  the  preternatural  aper¬ 
ture,  thro’  which  the  bowels  pafled  into  the 
thorax ;  as  alfo  the  paflage  of  the  cefophagus 
in  the  right  fide  of  the  diaphragm. 

N.  B .  Thefe  preparations  were  at  the  fame 
lime  ftiewn  to  the  fociety. 


A  fimilar  • 
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A  fitnilar  cafe  to  the  former ,  by  the  fame * 
Read  Jan.  27,  1 755. 

SINCE  I  gave  in  the  .preceding,  I  have 
met  with  another  cafe  of  the  like  ex¬ 
traordinary  natui*e,  which  will  ferve  to  ex¬ 
plain  and  illuftrate  the  former,  and  is  there¬ 
fore  a  proper  fequel  to  it :  and  as  I  have 
had  two  accurate  plates  done  from  this  fub- 
jedt,  they  will  convey  a  more  diftindt  notion 
of  the  fituation  of  the  parts  than  is  poffible 
to  be  given  by  words. 

The  child,  of  whom  I  now  treat,  was 
born  in  the  lying-in-hofpital,  in  Brownlow- 
ftreet,  on  the  7th  of  December,  1754. 
The  mother,  a  healthy  young  woman,  and 
this  her  firft  child  3  fhe  had  an  eafy  natural 
labor  3  and  the  child,  which  was  a  female, 
at  firft  breathed  with  great  difficulty,  cryed 
once  feebly,  fighed  for  about  three  quarters 
of  an  hour,  and  expired.  Having  been  in¬ 
formed  of  the  above  particulars  by  the  ma¬ 
tron  and  nurfes  of  the  hofpital,  I  had  the 
curiofity  to  open  the  body,  in  order,  if  poffi¬ 
ble,  to  difcover  the  caufe  of  this  child’s 

■ 

death.  I  was  indeed  the  more  defirous  of 

this 
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this  examination  from  what  I  met  with  in 

'  }  -  • 

the  former  cafe,  efpecially  as  the  manner  of 
breathing,  crying,  and  expiring,  was  nearly 
the  fame  in  both  infants :  yet  I  did  not  ex¬ 
pert  to  find  fo  near  a  refemblance,  as  cales 
of  this  kind  are  extreamly  rare. 

The  cafe  here,  however,  was  the  reverfe 
of  the  former,  inafmuch  as  in  this  the  ab¬ 
dominal  vifcera  had  pafled  into  the  right 
fide  of  the  thorax  ;  in  that  into  the  left.  In 
both  the  wrong  poiition  feemed  to  be  ow¬ 
ing  to  an  original  mal-conftrurtion  of  the 
diaphragm,  and  not  the  effort  of  rupture  or 
violence.  And  it  is  evident  that  in  both, 
the  preffure  of  the  abdominal  vifcera  upon 
the  lungs,  which  obftrurted  a  free  refpirati- 
on,  and  circulation  of  the  blood,  was  the 
immediate  caufe  of  death. 

Nothing  very  extraordinary  happened  to 
the  mother  during  her  pregnancy :  when  (he 
was  about  three  months  gone,  fine  had  an 
uterine  difcharge,  like  the  menjes ,  after  hav¬ 
ing  been  put  into  a  paffion  ;  and,  at  the*  end 
of  feven  months,  the  fame  thing  happened 
from  the  fame  caufe.

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The  firfi:  of  thefe  plates  exhibits  a  view 
of  this  *  fubjedt  with  the  thorax  and  abdomen 
laid  open.

The  cartilages  on  the  right  fide  are  cut 
away  clofe  to  the Jiernum ,  that  the  parts  un¬ 
der  them  might  be  better  feen  $  but  they 
are  left  of  fome  length  on  the  other  fide,  be- 
caufe  the  mediafiinum  being  pufhed  to  the 
left  fide  by  the  abdominal  vifeera  in  the  tho¬ 
rax,  it  was  attached  not  to  the  Jiernum  but 
to  the  very  extremities  of  thefe  cartilages.

F  The  vena  cava. 

G  Part  of  the  lungs  on  the  right  fide. 

H  The  heart  in  the  pericardium  pufhed  to 
the  left  fide.

A  Is  part  of  the  liver  which  was  found  in 
the  thorax . 

B  The  remainder  of  the  liver  fufpended  by 
a  thread.

pp  FI  E  cafe  I  am  going  to  defcribe,  is 
that  of  my  own  lifter  y  who,  about 
the  thirtieth  year  of  her  age,  was  feized  with 
a  fever,  that  continued  about  ten  days ;  and 
then  left  her  very  weak.  Three  days  after 
her  recovery,  fhe  catched  cold  5  which 
brought  on  a  relapfe.  For  the  two  firft 
days,  after  the  return  of  her  fever,  die  had 
a  ficknefs  and  vomiting,  which  prevented 
her  taking  any  nourifhment.  Thefe  fymp- 
toms  difappeared  with  the  ufe  of  the  faline 
draughts,  but  were  fucceeded  by  profufe 
fweats,  that  weakened  her  extreamly.  I 
ordered  a  blifter  to  her  back,  fome  cardiac 
bolufles,  and  a  few  drops  of  the  tinSlura 
antiphthyjtca .  Her  fweats  difappeared  the 
next  day  $  but  die  differed  very  much  from  ■ 
the  ftrangury,  and  complained  of  being  op- 
preffed  with  wind  in  her  ftomach  and  bow¬ 
els  1  the  uneafinefs  die  was  under  from  thefe 
complaints  prevented  her  getting  any  deep ; 

D  2  which 
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which  fhe  very  much  wanted,  not  having 
had  any  fince  the  time  of  her  relapfe  :  and 
after  they  were  removed,  hie  flept  very  lit¬ 
tle  5  and  obferved  that  the  fhort  fleeps,  which 
fhe  got,  were  not  refrefhing.  About  the 
fifth  day  I  began  to  perceive  a  fubfultus  ten- 
dinum :  and  her  weaknefs  was  fuch  as  not 
to  permit  of  her  being  raifed  up  in  bed  with¬ 
out  fainting.  Her  pulfe  was  fmall  and  quick, 
and  was  not  to  be  kept  up,  but  by  a  fre¬ 
quent  repetition  of  warm  cardiac  medicines  • 
for  when  (he  continued  long  without  fome- 
thing  of  that  kind,  I  found  her  pulfe  quite 
depreffed,  and  her  fubfultus  tendinum  more 
violent.  On  the  eighth  day  fhe  had  all  the 
appearance  of  a  perfon  at  the  laft  extremity; 
the  blifters,  which  had  been  laid  above  her 
ankles  the  night  before,  had  not  rifen  at  all, 
or  given  her  the  leaft  pain.  The  fubfultus 
tendinum  was  conftant,  and  fometimes  fo  vio¬ 
lent,  that  fhe  appeared  to  be  quite  convul- 
fed.  She  had  a  pale  funk  countenance,  with 
a  livid  ftroke  on  each  fide  the  nofe,  together 
with  a  rifus  cynicus ;  and  her  fweats  had 
that  earthly  kind  of  fmell,  which  is  fre¬ 
quently  perceived  from  fuch  as  are  near 

their 
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their  end.  She  had  hitherto  had  no  fleep, 
that  had  done  her  any  fervice,  as  it  was  al¬ 
ways  of  fhort  duration a  and  left  her  flurry- 
ed  and  difcompofed,  and  fometimes  even 
convuifed. 

Particularly  this  evening  die  waked  from 
a  fhcrt  deep  in  fuch  agonies,  that  fhe  faid 
die  was  not  able  to  furvive  fuch  another  drug¬ 
gie,  and  begged  of  me  to  watch  her  for  the 
red  of  the  night,  and  prevent  her  going  to 
deep.  I  placed  myfelf  by  her,  with  an  in¬ 
tention  of  complying  with  her  requed  :  and 
whild  I  was  engaged  in  that  office,  I  could 
not  help  reafoning  upon  the  nature  and  caufe 
of  this  fymptorm 

It  feemed  probable,  that  in  great  debility, 
when  the  natural  functions  are  proportion- 
ably  impaired,  the  involuntary  mufcies, 
which  ferve  to  refpiration,  may  be  too 
weak  to  perform  their  office  alone;  and  may 
require  the  affidance  of  all  thofe  mufcies, 
which  confpire  in  moving  the  thorax  at  the 
command  of  the  will.  The  adlion  of  thefe 
mufcies  is  very  confpicuous  in  the  agonies 
of  death ;  when,  the  vis  vita  being  quite 
exhauded,  the  heaving  of  the  bread  becomes 

D  3  entirely 
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entirely  a  voluntary  motion.  Thefe  reflecti¬ 
ons  led  me  to  conclude,  that  the  voluntary 
mufcles  not  adting  during  lleep,  and  the 
involuntary  ones  being  too  weak  to  carry  on 
refpiration  alone,  a  perfon  under  fuch  cir- 
cumftances  would  ceafe  to  breathe,  and  con- 
feauently  be  in  a  ftate  of  fuffocation.  But 
the  pain  and  uneafinefs  arifing  from  thence 
would  foon  wake  him  again,  ftruggling  for 
breath,  and  aimoft  fpent.  It  then  came  into 
my  thoughts,  that  I  might  venture  to  let 
my  fifter  go  to  Deep,  provided  I  attended 
all  the  while  to  her  breath  and  her  pulfe, 
and  in  cafe  they  failed,  awake  her,  before 
{he  could  fuffer  much  from  this  kind  of 
fuffocation. 

She  readily  agreed  to  my  propofal,  after 
I  had  affured  her,  that  fhe  would  not  be  in 
danger  of  fuffering  as  before.  She  was  ve¬ 
ry  much  difpofed  to  fleep ;  and  had  been 
kept  from  it  only  by  the  dread  of  its  confe- 
quences.  I  kept  my  hand  conftantly  upon 
her  pulfe ;  and  it  was  not  long,  before  I 
perceived  her  to  be  afleep.  It  did  not  ap¬ 
pear  to  be  above  half  a  minute  before  her 
pulfe  flopped,  and  I  could  not  hear  her 

breathe. 
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breathe.  I  immediately  waked  her,  and  was 
agreeably  furprized  to  hear  her  fay,  that  Ihe 
had  had  a  very  refrediing  deep :  for  (lie  feemed 
not  fenfible  how  diort  it  had  been.  I  then 
advifed  her,  as  foon  as  (lie  had  recovered  her 
breath,  to  compofe  herfelf  again  5  which 
die  did :  and  her  fecond  deep  was  about 
twice  as  Ions;  as  the  firft.  When  her  breath 
and  pulfe  failed,  I  waked  her  again ;  and 
fhe  expreffed  the  fame  fatisfadlion  as  before. 
In  continuing  this  method,  I  every  time  per¬ 
ceived  her  deep  was  of  longer  duration  than 
the  preceding  ;  that  her  pulfe  grew  appa¬ 
rently  ftronger  and  fuller,  and  that  her  fub- 
Jultus  tendinum  was  lefs  frequent.  It  was 
about  midnight  when  die  began  to  deep  ; 
and  betwixt  two  and  three  in  the  morning 
fhe  complained  that  the  blifters  above  her 
ancles  were  very  painful.  During  the  time 
I  was  attending  to  her  pulfe,  it  once  hap¬ 
pened  that  I  fell  adeep  myfelf,  and  let  her 
continue  too  long  before  I  waked  her.  She 
was  very  fenfible  of  my  negledl  frGin  what 
die  felt,  and  begged  of  me  to  be  more  at¬ 
tentive.  However,  betwixt  four  and  five  in 
the  morning,  her  ftrength  was  fo  much  im- 

D  4  proved, 
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proved,  that  fhe  could  fleep  without  dan¬ 
der. 

The  next  day  her  blifters  had  rofe  very 
well,  and  her  fever  left  her,  but  in  fo  weak 
a  condition,  that  fhe  was  conflantly  in. 
hyftericks  for  the  two  fucceeding  days,  being 
always  either  laughing  or  crying  whiift  a- 
wake,  and  making  fudden  tranfitions  from 
the  one  to  the  other  on  the  moft  trifling  oc- 
cafions.  Neverthelefs  flie  afterwards  reco¬ 
vered  her  health  and  ftrength,  in  lefs  time 
than  could  well  have  been  expected*

VI.  An  uncommon  Crifis  of  the  Gout.  By 
Dr.  Samuel  Pye.  jRtWMay  13,  1754. 


R.  Major  Rook,  furgeon  andapothe- 
thecary  in  Upper-Shadwell,  of  about 
43  years  of  age,  a  fober,  temperate  man,  of 
a  good  habit  of  body,  accuftomed  to  no  dif- 
eafe  but  the  Gout ;  the  returns  of  the  fits 
whereof  had  never  been  more  frequent  than 


once  in  twelve  or  fourteen  months.  About 
the  month  of  June,  1752,  he  was  feized 
with  a  very  fevere  paroxyfm  of  the  Gout. 
As  1  had  known  fome  extraordinary  effe&s, 
proceeding  from  a  vegetable  diet,  in  that 
diftemper ;  particularly  in  one  Gentleman, 
who,  by  a  total  abftinence  from  all  manner 
of  food,  except  cow’s  milk,  and  that  with¬ 
out  bread,  had  cured  himfelf  of  this  diieafe ; 
and,  who,  at  the  time  I  mentioned  the  cafe 
to  my  friend,  was  in  the  thirteenth  year  of 
his  milk-diet ;  I  perfuaded  Mr.  Rook  to  try 
what  vegetables  would  do  for  nim  *  he  lea- 
dily  complied,  and  entered  upon  it  immedi¬ 
ately,  with  a  refolution,  that  if  it  anfwered  his 
expectation,  he  would  renounce  fifli  and  fleili 

for  even  _ 

But 
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But  after  the  maft  religious  abftinence 
from  animal  food,  of  every  kind,  for  eleven 
weeks,  being  vifited  by  a  gentle  attack  in 
both  feet,  he  returned  immediately  to  his 
animal  food.  This  paroxyfm  continued  but 
48  hours:  but  in  March  1753,  was  fuc- 
ceeded  by  a  very  fevere  one  in  both  feet. 

The  pain  in  his  feet,  heels,  and  ancles,  in- 
creafed  with  great  violence,  for  about  ten  or 
twelve  days  ;  till  at  length  he  was  in  the 
moft  extream  agonies ;  fuch  as  he  had  never 
felt  before,  and  fuch  as  almoft  made  him 
mad.  In  the  height  of  this  extremity,  the 
pains,  (it  is  his  own  expreffion)  from  the 
feet,  heels  and  ancles,  flew  as  quick  as  light¬ 
ning  directly  to  the  calves  of  his  legs ;  but 
remaining  there  not  half  a  minute,  and  not 
in  the  leaf:  abating  of  their  extream  violence; 
(though  the  feet,  heels  and  ancles  were  left 
entirely  free  from  pain)  from  the  calves,  af¬ 
ter  a  jfhort  flay  of  about  half  a  minute,  the 
pains  afeended  with  the  fame  velocity  as  be¬ 
fore,  to  both  the  thighs,  at  the  fame  time 
leaving  the  calves  of  the  legs  free  from 
the  thighs,  in  lefs  than  the  fpace  of  one 
minute,  and  as  quick  as  before,  they  arrived 
at  the  abdomen ,  and  after  giving  the  pa¬ 
tient 
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tient  one  moft  fevere  twitch  in  the  bowels, 
they  reached  the  ftomach  ;  here  the  pains, 
and  here  the  fit  ended,  upon  the  patient’s  vo¬ 
miting  up  about  a  pint  and  a  half  of  a  green 
aqueous  liquor,  but  foextreamlycorrofive,  that 
he  compared  it  to  the  ftrongeft  mineral  acid. 

This  extraordinary  crijis  happened  at  about 
two  in  the  morning  :  immediately  after  this 
difcharge,  he  fell  afleep,  and  flept  till  feven 
or  eight,  and  waked  perfectly  eafy  in  every 
part,  no  figns  of  the  diftemper  remaining, 
but  the  fweliing  and  tendernefs  of  his  feet; 
both  of  which  went  off  gradually ;  fo  that  in 

two  days  he  was  able  to  walk  about  his  bu~ 
finefs. 

The  next  fit  feized  him  in  February  1754, 
in  the  common  way,  but  was  lefs  violent 
than  the  former,  and  continued  for  about  fix 
weeks;  during  which  time  he  had  three  in- 
creafed  paroxyfms,  or  diftinel  fmart  fits, 
which  held  him  about  two  hours  each ;  in 
the  laft  of  which,  he  had  the  fame  critical 

difcharge,  by  vomiting  of  the  fame  corrofive 

\ 

matter,  proceeded  by  the  fame  uncommon 
fymptoms  as  in  the  fit  of  1753.  But  mend¬ 
ing  every  hour,  he  was  able  the  very  next  day 

to 
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to  walk,  and  attend  his  patients,  with  more 
cafe  than  after  the  firft  mentioned  fit ;  for  the 
fweliing  abated  much  fooner,  and  in  three 
days  difappeared. 

I  have  faid,  that  this  laft  fit  was  attended 
with  three  diftindt  paroxyfms,  the  laft  of 
which  ended  as  above  yet  to  fhew  the  dif- 
poiition  of  nature,  in  this  cafe,  to  throw  off 
the  offending  humour  in  th&  her  new  way,  it 
is  remarkable,  that  in  the  two  firft  of  thefe 
increafed  paroxyfms  of  pain,  the  patient 
declared  to  me,  that  he  never  had  the  leaft 
eafe  till  he  had  vomited ;  but  as  there  was 
no  tranflation  of  the  pain,  before  thefe  vomi¬ 
tings,  there  was  none  of  that  corrofive  mat¬ 
ter  to  be  difcharged ;  nothing  but  the  com¬ 
mon  contents  of  the  ftomach  was  to  be  feen* 
Thefe  vomitings  however  procured  the  pa¬ 
tient  fome  eafe,  but  the  fit  of  the  gout  went 
on,  till  the  third  paroxyfm  was  over,  which 
ended  as  has  been  related. 

As  the  cri/is  in  this  cafe  is  uncommon,  I 
muft  take  notice  of  a  fymptom  or  two,  which 

were  no  lefs  extraordinary,  in  both  thefe  fits 
of  the  gout. 


A 
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A  moft  profufe  fweat  attended  the  patient 
every  morning,  during  the  whole  courfe  of 
the  fits,  which  was  fo  very  ofFenfive,  and 
at  the  fame  time,  his  breath  fo  uncommonly 
ftinking,  that  neither  the  patient  himfelf,  nor 
thofe  who  waited  on  him,  were  ever  fenfibie 
of  the  like. 

His  linnen  was  tinged  as  if  with  faffron  ; 
and  his  urine  very  high-coloured,  of  almoft 
as  deep  a  red,  as  claret  :  but  upon  the  criti¬ 
cal  vomitings,  every  one  of  thefe  fymptoms 
difappeared  with  the  difeafe. 

Poftfcript,  Jan.  5th,  1756. 

On  the  9th  of  December,  1755.  he 
was  attacked  again  in  one  foot ;  the  fymp¬ 
toms  however  were  fo  very  mild,  that  he 
took  no  notice  of  them  to  his  family,  till 
the  1 2th;  from  that  day  the  pain  was  aggra¬ 
vated,  and  the  fwelling  greatly  increafed, 
by  walking,  and  riding  in  a  coach.  On 
the  17th  it  became  extreamly  violent,  par¬ 
ticularly  in  the  heel ;  when  it  inftantaneoufly 
left  the  parts  affedted,  and  in  the  fame  man¬ 
ner  and  with  equal  velocity,  (as  in  the  two 
former  fits,)  it  flew  into  the  calves  of  his 

legs* 
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legs,  thighs,  and  abdomen  3  and  when  it 
had  reached  the  ftomach,  it  caufed  him  to 
vomit  the  fame  kind  of  corrofive  acid,  as 
in  the  two  former  fits 3  and  though  the  quan¬ 
tity  was  no  more  than  a  tea-fpoonful,  he  be¬ 
came  perfectly  well  in  two  days. 

The  fame  fymptoms  of  fetid  urine,  and 
offenfive  fweats,  attended  the  patient  in  this 
fhort  paroxyfm,  as  in  thofe  of  1753  and 
17543  the  fweat  continued  but  two  nights, 
and  the  urine  fetid  only  48  hours. 

As  Mr.  Rook  had  experienced  fo  great 
and  happy  effects  from  the  former  critical 
vomitings,  he  was  greatly  difappointed  up¬ 
on  finding  the  quantity  evacuated  fo  very 
fmall  3  for  which  reafon  he  immediately  at¬ 
tempted  to  encreafe  it,  by  drinking  three 
pints  of  warm  water,  (which  was  at  hand) 
but  in  vain  3  for  neither  that,  nor  the  ufe  of 
his  finger,  could  provoke  to  an  evacuation, 
which  was  begun  and  finifhed  by  nature  : 
for  though  the  quantity  evacuated  was  fo 
very  fmall,  yet  as  it  was  equally  corrofive, 
and  produced  the  fame  efifedt,  the  difcharge 
muft  be  accounted  as  truly  critical  as  the 
others  were; 


During 
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During  the  firft  of  thefe  fits,  in  the  year 
1752,  a  hard  tumour  had  appeared  on  the 
fide  of  the  metatarfus  near  the  middle  of  the 
right  foot,  which  continued  till  after  the 
third  critical  vomiting  \  when  it  was  refol- 
ved,  and  totally  difappeared,  upon  the  dif- 
charge  of  a  vifcid  matter,  like  the  white  of 
an  egg,  with  a  few  fmall  chalk  ftones  from 
the  end  of  the  middle  toe  of  the  fame  foot. 
This  difcharge  happened  about  four  or  five 
days  before  the  patient  was  feized  with  a  re¬ 
gular  fit,  in  April  1755.  But  it  is  to  be 
remarked,  that  this  lafit  fit  continued  three  or 
four  weeks,  and  went  oft  in  the  common 
way,  without  any  of  the  critical  difcharges 
of  vomiting,  urine,  or  fweat$  but  left  on 
one  hand  three,  and  on  the  other,  two  fin¬ 
gers  loaded  with  chalk  ftones ;  v/ith  this  pe¬ 
culiar  fymptom,  that  when  the  weather  was 
cold,  thole  fingers  were  affeCted  with  a  moft 
exquifite  pain,  which  was  always  removed 
by  heat. 

But  not  long  after  this  laft  mentioned  fit, 
a  large  quantity  of  chalk  ftones  were  ex¬ 
tracted  from  the  bottom  of  the  left  foot,  near 
the  ball  of  the  great  toe,  and  that  from  time 

to

to  time,  for  about  three  or  four  months* 
On  the  19th  of  January  1756,  (the  wound 
occafioned  by  the  chalk-ftones  being  ftill 
open)  he  was  feized  with  a  fever,  without 
any  fymptom  of  the  gout :  the  fever  went 
off  on  the  third  day,  with  the  fame  kind  of 
critical  fweat  and  urine  as  always  accompa¬ 
nied  the  acid  vomitings,  in  the  fore-menti- 
,oned  fits.  On  the  fourth  day  from  the  at¬ 
tack  of  the  fever,  a  fit  of  the  gout  came  on 
with  the  common  fymptoms,  in  both  feet, 
which  continued  with  violence,  for  about  a 
week,  with  frequent  reaching,  and  vomit¬ 
ing,  but  without  bringing  up  more  than  the 
common  contents  of  the  ftomach.  At  this 
time  an  uncommon  itching,  in  the  bottom 
of  the  foot  and  bail  of  the  great  toe,  from 
whence  the  chalk-ftones  had  been  extracted, 
tormented  the  patient  for  five  or  fix  hours ; 
upon  his  gently  rubbing  the  part,  he  was 
very  fenllble  of  a  fluctuation  of  fome  matter, 
which  foon  appeared  to  flow  at  firfl  in  fmall 
quantities  from  the  open  orifice,  in  the  ball 
of  the  toe  :  Upon  prefiing  the  part,  about  a 
tea-cup  full  of  a  liquid  chalky  matter  was 
collected.  The  next  morning  the  patient 

made 
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made  a  large  opening  with  an  impofthume 
knife,  which  produced  more  than  half  a 
pint  of  a  bloody  ferous  matter,  full  of  chalk 
Hones,  which  proved  as  truly  critical,  as  the 
vomitings  of  the  corrofive  acid  did,  in  the 
cafes  above-mentioned  ;  for  the  orifice  from 
whence  the  chalk  ftones  firft  iffued,  was 
very  foon  healed,  and  the  gentleman  con¬ 
tinues  in  perfect  healths

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VII.  A  Cafe  of  a  Locked  Jaw,  fuccefsfully 
treated  by  John  Clephane,  M.  D.  F.  R.  S. 
&c.  Read  June  24,  1754. 

Ames  Greaves,  a  middle-aged  man. 


J  of  a  healthy,  robufl  confcitution,  by 
trade  a  bricklayer,  happened,  on  the  12th  of 
April,  1754,  when  at  his  work,  to  tread  on 
the  point  of  a  large  nail  3  which,  entering 
between  the  two  laft  or  outer  metatarfal 
bones,  penetrated  almoft  thro’  the  foot. 

The  day  following(  April  1 3 )  he  was  brought 
to  St.  George’s  hofpital;  where,  his  foot 
being  much  fwelled,  and  very  painful,  he 
was  blooded  ;  the  wound  likewife  was  a  little 
dilated;  and  a  bit  of  flocking,  which  the 
nail  had  carried  in  with  it,  extracted  :  after 
v/hich  he  continued  eafy,  the  wound  look¬ 
ed  well;  and,  if  we  except  a  cough,  which 
came  on  about  the  18th,  and  was  fuppofed 
to  be  from  cold,  nothing  remarkable  hap¬ 
pened  till  the  morning  of  the  26th  of  April, 
when  he  complained  of  a  fliffnefs  in  the 
lower  jaw,  and  at  the  fame  time  a  dry  hufky 
cough,  with  a  flinging  pain,  as  he  exprefied 
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it,  in  his  bread,  fir  iking  through  to  his 
back. 

His  pulfe  being  quick,  full,  and  bound- 
ing,  he  was  immediately  blooded  to  about 
j  2  ounces  5  and,  being  coflive,  took  an 
opening  mixture.  In  the  evening  he  was 
ordered  a  blifter  inter  j copulas ,  and  for  his 
cough,  a  mixture  of  OL  Amygdal.  d.  and 
Sp.  C.  C.  and  at  bed  time  a  pill  of  gr.  ii. 
of  opium . 

He  had  but  a  reftlefs  night,  flept  little, 
and  next  morning  (April  27,)  the  jaw  was 
clofer,  and  more  rigid  3  but  the  other  fymp- 
toms  were  much  as  the  day  before :  the 
opening  mixture  having  done  little,  a  glider 
was  ordered  3  and,  after  its  operation,  he 
was  directed  to  take  Mofch.  pur.  fcrup.  Jemis. 
pi  a  vel  4  td  qudque  lord  in  Julep.  Commuru 
for,  as  yet  he  could  receive  and  fvvallow 
liquids. 

The  morning  of  the  28th  there  appeared 
little  or  no  variation  in  any  of  the  fymp- 
toms  :  the  mufk  feemed  to  have  heated  him 
greatly  ;  and  he  was  therefore  prefcribed 
final  1  broths  and  gruels,  as  plentifully  as 

E  2  .  the 
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the  diftemper  would  allow  them  to  be  given; 
and  the  mulk  was  ordered  to  be  continued. 

He  had  a  very  reftlefs  night,  and  in  the 
morning  (April  29,)  complained  much  of 
his  cough,  pains  in  his  breaft  and  back,  and 
of  gripingsin  his  bowels  5  and  now  the  jaw 
was  fo  faft  locked,  that  he  could  hardly  get 
down  any  nourifhment  at  all :  he  more¬ 
over  complained  of  a  pain  and  difficulty  in 
making  water ;  which,  as  he  had  for  years 
been  a  little  fubjefl:  to  the  gravel,  was  at 
firft  thought  to  proceed  from  that  caufe. 

As  he  had  now  taken  the  mufk  for  two 
days,  in  which  time  the  diftemper  had  evi¬ 
dently  gained  ground,  it  was  not  thought 
advifeable  to  continue  it ;  he  was  therefore 
immediately  blooded  to  9  ounces  (the  pulfe 
being  quick  and  full)  after  which,  on  ac¬ 
count  of  coftivenefs,  a  purging  glifter  was 
given  5  which  procured  2  or  3  motions ;  and 
in  the  evening  he  took  a  pill  of  Opii  pur.  gr. 
ii.  to  be  repeated  every  three  hours. 

The  fore  part  of  the  night  he  was  reft- 
iefs,  but  towards  morning  (April  30,)  (lum¬ 
bered  a  little,  and  by  eleven,  he  had  ta¬ 
ken  in  all  10  gr.  of  opium  :  he  could 


now 
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now  open  the  jaw  fo  far  as  to  get 
down  thin  gruels,  tho’  with  difficulty :  his 
cough  likewife  and  pains  feemed  a  little 
abated.  .  He  was  ordered  thro’  the  day  a 
little  broth  or  panada,  as  he  could  take 
them,  and  in  the  evening  to  go  on  with  the 
opium  as  the  day  before.  He  fiept  between 
two  and  three  hours,  and  in  the  morning 
(May  1,)  had  only  taken  three  pills  •  that 
is,  6  gr.  of  opium .  The  jaw  appeared  much 
as  the  day  before  :  the  pains  were  eafier  3 
his  cough  and  dyfury  much  the  fame  3  but 
his  pulfe  was  quick  and  hurried,  and  he 
complained  much  of  heat  and  cough,  and 
had  a  thick  rafh  3  and  was  the  whole  day 
very  reftlefs  and  uneafy. 

In  thefe  circumftances  it  was  thought  beft 
to  difcontinue  the  opium  for  that  night,  and 
to  order  him  for  nourifhment,  broths,  and 
thin  gruels,  and  for  his  dyfury,  barley-water 
with  G.  Arabic  diffolved  in  it,  and  in  the 
evening  (he  being  ftill  coftive)  a  laxative 
glider.  The  night  was  very  reftlefs,  and 
this  day  (May  2,)  he  was  evidently  much 
worfe :  the  jaw  was  clofer,  and  more  rigid 
than  the  day  before  :  his  pains  were  violent, 

E  3  but 
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but  now  more  in  the  lower  belly,  fhooting 
upwards,  as  he  defcribed  them,  into  the 
ftomach,  breaft,  and  back.  His  pulfe  was 
much  hurried,  and  the  rafh  ftill  out. 

In  this  unfavourable  profpedt,  the  benefit 
he  feemed  to  receive  from  opium,  April  30, 
and  the  return  of  the  bad  fymptoms,  after 
difcontinuing  it  the  1  ft  of  May,  induced 
me  to  make  a  further  trial  of  that  medecine; 
he  was  therefore  ordered  gr.  i.  of  opium 
every  hour,  and  accordingly  began  it  about 
noon.  And,  as  his  pains  were  remarkably 
violent  in  the  lower  belly,  a  glifter  with 
about  |/5.  of  Rad .  Valcr .  Syh.  pulv.  was 
ordered  in  the  evening. 

His  nourifhment  this  day  was  the  fame 
as  before,  but  he  could  get  down  but  very 
little.  This  night  he  had  in  all  about  two 
hours  fleep$  and  in  the  morning  (May  3,) 
when  we  v kited*  him,  -  he  feemed,  almoft 
in  every  refpedb,  better  he  /eould  open  his 
jaw  a  little  more* 5  his  cough  was  eafier, 
and  fo  were  the  pains  of  his  ftomach,  breaft 
and  back  5  but  in  the  lower  belly,  they  were 
ftill  violent.  The  dyfury  was  troublefome, 
the  rafh  ftill  out,  tho’  not  fo  florid,  and  the 
pulfe  quick*  He 
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He  was  ordered,  Opii  pur .  granum  unum 
fiatim ,  et  repet .  0/0/2/  bihorio .  In  the  night 
he  had  between  2  and  3  hours  deep,  and 
next  day  (May  4,)  Teemed  a  good  deal  bet¬ 
ter,  he  could  open  the  jaw  a  little  further  5 
infomuch  that  he  now  took  liquids  pretty 
ealily.  His  pulfe  was  much  the  lame  as  be¬ 
fore  ;  the  rafh  Teemed  going  off  5  the  dyfury 
was  lefs,  but  he  ftill  complained  much  of 
pains  in  the  lower  belly. 

He  was  ordered  to  keep  to  the  fame  nou- 
ri foment  and  drinks,  to  take  Opii  pur.  gra¬ 
num  unum ,  every  fix  hours  only  5  and,  in 
the  evening,  to  have  the  valerian- glider  re¬ 
peated. 

Here  perhaps  it  may  be  wondered,  why, 
from  a  grain  of  opium  every  hour,  or  every 
two  hours,  I  fhould  fall  fo  fuddenly  to  fo 
fmall  a  quantity :  the  truth  is,  in  a  fimilar 
cafe  or  two,  where  I  had  known  opium  giv¬ 
en  in  large,  or  frequently  repeated  dofes,  I 
thought  I  faw  bad  confequences  from  it  5 
this  I  confefs  made  me  cautious,  perhaps 
too  much  fo ;  for  I  am  not  fure  that  the  tedi- 
oufnefs  of  the  cure  was  not  in  feme  meafure 
owing  to  this  over  caution  :  be  that  as  it  will, 

E  4  i  t 
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it  may  not  perhaps  be  improper  to  mention 
here,  that  from  the  evening  of  April  29, 
when  he  firft  began  the  opium,  to  the  4th  of 
May  at  noon,  he  took  in  all  44  grs .  of 
opium,  and  that  28  of  thofe  were  taken  in 
the  48  hours,  from  May  the  2d  at  noon,  to 
May  the  4th  at  noon. 

The  morning  of  the  5th,  I  found  a  ge¬ 
neral  amendment  in  the  fymptoms  :  he  had 
taken  3  grs.  of  opium ,  and  had  flept  be¬ 
tween  two  and  three  hours :  he  complained 
moftly  of  pains  in  the  lower  belly,  with 
coftivenefs ;  for  which  he  was  ordered  an 
Enem.  Purg .  cum .  Pi  net.  Phebaic.  ZJ.  <vef- 
peri.  The  rafh  was  going  off :  gr.  ii .  of 
opium  with  Af.  feeiid.  gr.  v.  were  dire&ed 
to  be  given  at  bed-time. 

This  day  (May  6,)  his  cough,  and  pains  in 
the  breaft,  &c.  were  returned  ;  he  had  flum- 
bered  but  little  in  the  night.  The  jaw  was 
much  as  the  two  preceding  days  5  as  he 
could  now  take  things  with  a  fpoon  pretty 
eafiiy,  he  was  ordered  a  mixture  of  Sperm . 
Cet.  Sal.  ml.  C.  C.  and  Elix.  Paregoric. 
Cochlear.  ii,fubinde,  Urg.  PuJJi  vel  dolor e,  &c. 
at  the  fame  time  he  was  directed,  Opii  pur. 
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gr.  ii.  Jiatim ,  et  repet .  hord  fomni ,  et  horn 

quinta  vel  fexta  Matutina. 

He  had  a  quieter  night,  and  next  morning 

(May  7,)  the  jaw  was  fenfibly  freer  than 
the  day  before  5  and  he  feemed  every  way 
better ;  only  the  pains  in  the  lower  belly 
wereftill  troublefome;  xheSperma  Ceti  mix¬ 
ture  had  difagreed  with  his  ftomach  :  he 
continued  coftive;  and  indeed  from  the  be¬ 
ginning  he  had  no  ftools,  but  what  were 
procured  by  purging  phyfick  or  glifters. 

He  was  this  evening  ordered  Enem.  Purg . 
cum.  Rad.  Valerian ,  and  a  pill  of  gr.  ii.  of 
opium,  to  be  taken  going  to  reft,  and  repeat¬ 
ed  in  the  morning. 

This  day  (May  8,)  all  the  fymptoms 
looked  more  favourable ;  and  I  now  per¬ 
ceived,  for  the  firft  time,  a  remarkable  alter¬ 
ation  for  the  better  in  his  pulfe :  as  there¬ 
fore  he  could  now  take  things,  whether  iood 
or  medicine,  pretty  eafily,  but  the  jaw 
feemed  to  mend  but  flowly,  it  was  judged 
advifeable  to  try  the  antifpafmodicks :  ac¬ 
cordingly  3 fs.  of  Pulv.  Rad.  V alerian  Sylv • 
was  ordered  with  the  "Julep,  e  Camphor .  ter 
in  die ,  and  Opii  gr.  ii.  hord  fomni . 


In 
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In  the  night,  he  {lumbered  but  little,  how¬ 
ever,  next  morning  (May  9,)  the  pains  were 
much  eafier  ;  he  now  made  water  freely^ 
and  his  pulfe  was  quieter  ;  but  ftill  the  jaw 
was  much  confined  in  its  motion ;  befides 
in  moving  it  he  complained  of  a  pain  at  the 
articulation :  for  this  two  fmall  blifters  were 
applied  behind  the  ears,  and  a  pill  of  Opii 
gr.  it.  given  at  bed  time. 

The  night  of  the  9th  was  the  firfl:  in 
which  he  could  be  faid  to  have  had  a  tolera¬ 
ble  night’s  reft  5  he  flept  five  hours :  and  the 
next  day  (May  io5)  he  had  for  the  firfl:  time 
a  natural  ftool :  he  had  now  evidently  both 
a  better  pulfe,  and  a  much  greater  opening 
and  flexibility  in  the  jaw:  from  this  day 
therefore  the  chief  attention  was  to  his  diet; 
however,  the  antifpafmodicks  were  continued 
for  two  or  three  days  longer.  A  laxative 
mixture  was  dire&ed  pro  re  natdy  and  a  pill 
of  Opii  gr,  ii,  h .  f,  0 .  n .  The  13th  he  eat  a 
bit  of  pudding,  and  chewed  a  piece  of  bread 
for  the  firfl:  time. 

The  14th,  and  15th,  &c.  he  continued 
gaining  ground,  tho’  flowly  :  but  being  very 
anxious  to  return  to  his  family,  he  was  per- 

v  mitted 
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mitted  to  become  an  out-patient  the  2 2d  of 
May,  altho’  even  then  the  jaw  was  not  fo 
free  and  flexible  as  it  ought  to  be. 

When  out  of  the  hofpital,  he  continued 
to  take  every  night  an  opiate-pill,  fometimes 
of  one  gr.  and  fometimes  of  two  grs.  till 
friday  June  7,  when  he  left  off  all  medicine; 
and  on  the  wednefday  following  (June  12,) 
came  to  the  hofpital,  and  returned  thanks 
for  his  cure. 

The  wound  all  along  looked  well,  and 
healed  up  very  kindly  feveral  days  before 
the  other  fymptoms  difappeared. 

Every  time  that  a  vein  was  opened,  the 
blood  appeared  of  a  loofe  texture,  never  fizy : 
indeed  in  all  the  cafes  I  have  feen  of  the 
Locked  Jaw,  this  has  been  uniformly  the  ftate 
of  the  blood,  and,  I  believe,  I  might  add, 
in  all  the  fpecies  of  fpafmodic  afteCtions. 

I  ought  to  have  remarked  above,  that  al¬ 
tho’  the  convulflon  of  the  lower  jaw  was  here 
the  principal  diftemper,  it  was  neverthelefs 
accompanied  with  a  flight  degree  of  rigidity 
in  the  neck  and  fpine,  and  of  that  retraction 

of  the  mouth,  which  is  called  the  fpajmus 

cynicns : 
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cynicus :  and  here  it  may  not  be  foreign  to 
the  purpofe,  to  obferve  further,  that  thefe 
appearances,  as  well  as  the  cough,  and  fling¬ 
ing  pains  in  the  breaft,  back  and  bowels, 
were  all  of  the  convulflve  kind,  and  properly 
belong  to  that  difeafe,  of  which  the  Locked 
Jaw  itfelf  is  oftentimes  but  a  fymptom ,  I 
mean,  the  tetanus . 

When  he  was  at  the  worft,  and  the  days 
he  took  the  moft  opium ,  he  never  com¬ 
plained  of  pain,  or  the  leaft  diforder  in  his 
head  ;  and  had  all  the  time  his  fenfes  entire 
and  undifturbed. 

Throughout  his  illnefs,  there  was  hardly  a 
night  that  he  did  not  dumber  a  little ;  but 
he  never  flept  more  than  two  hours  and  a 
half  on  any  night ;  not  even  on  thofe  of  the 
2d  and  3d  of  May. 

I  reckon,  that  from  April  29,  to  May  22, 
that  is,  in  the  fpace  of  22  days,  he  took  in 
all  about  ninety  grs.  of  opium. 

Poftfcript,  Jan.  29,  1756. 

This  morning  I  had  a  vifit  of  the  poor 
man,  whofe  cafe  I  have  related,  and  had 

the 
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the  fatisfadtion  to  find  that  he  has  enjoyed 
a  perfect  ftate  of  health  fince  he  left  us, 
without  the  leaft  return  of  his  complaint, 
only  as  in  his  bufinefs  he  is  fubjedt  to 
flight  colds ;  he  finds  at  thofe  times  a  little 
ftiffnefs  in  his  lower  jaw,  more  than  he 
ufed  to  feel,  before  the  accident,  in  fuch 
indifpofitions 
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VIII.  An  account  of  the  Epidemick  difeajes 
mojl  frequent  at  Gambroon,  by  the  late  Dr. 
Oliphant,  and  communicated  to  Dr.  Po¬ 
ther  gill,  by  J.  Hardcaftle,  Surgeon  in  the 
Hon .  Eaft-India  Company  s  fervice. 

DURING  my  aboad  at  Gambroon, 
both  autumnal  and  vernal  intermit- 
tents  were  very  frequent,  and  often  of  the 

worft  fort ;  both  in  refpedt  to  their  conti¬ 
nuance,  and  the  violent  and  irregular  fyrnp- 
toms  that  attended  them. 

The  quotidians,  during  the  firft  days,  are 
not  eafily  diftinguifhed  from  continual  fe¬ 
vers  ;  as  their  intermiffions  are  hardly  fen- 

J  X 

fible,  they  are  beft  known  by  attending  to 
the  nature  of  the  cold  lit,  and  to  the  courfe 
of  the  fubfequent  fymptoms.  The  chillnefs 
begins  at  fome  of  the  extreme  parts ;  as  at 
the  tip  of  the  nofe,  or  the  end  of  the  fin¬ 
gers  :  and  it  never  feizes  all  the  parts  of  the 
body  at  once,  as  in  many  continual  fevers ; 
and  is  lefs  violent  than  in  tertians,  but  as 
the  cold  fit  in  tertians  is  often  very  flight  at 
Gambroon,  this  diftindlion  is  not  fo  certain  : 
towards  the  end  of  the  cold  fit,  a  pituitous 

vomiting 
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vomiting  frequently  comes  on,  attended 
with  great  droufinefs ;  foon  after  a  quick 
undulating  pulfe ;  but  not  fo  ftrong  as  in  ter¬ 
tians,  nor  fotenfe  and  hard  as  in  inflammatory 
fevers.  The  patient  has  little  or  no  thirfl: ; 
and  frequently  frothy  and  watery  fpittings. 
The  heat  is  moderate,  during  the  increafe 
and  ftate,  with  a  moifture  on  the  fkin.  If 
the  face  continues  for  any  time  livid,  or 
bloated,  accompanied  with  tenfe hypochondria, 
it  portends  danger.  As  the  intermiflions  in 
the  firfl  days  are  fcarce  perceptible,  there  are 
feldom  any  true  critical  fweats.  However, 
in  five  or  fix  days  the  intermiflions  will  com¬ 
monly  continue  for  fix  or  eight  hours ;  and 
in  about  a  fortnight  more,  the  difeafe  af- 
fumes  the  form  of  a  tertian. 

My  method  of  treating  this  fever  confifts 
in  obferving  a  middle  courfe  betwixt  a  hot 
and  cool  regimen. 

At  the  beginning,  I  give  a  vomit  of  Ipeca¬ 
cuanha  j  to  which,  in  robufl:  conftitutions, 
I  fometimes  join  antimonials.  Bleeding  is 
rarely  neceflary,  and,  for  the  moft  part,  pre¬ 
judicial  ;  as  are  all  evacuations  of  any  kind. 
For  drink,  I  give  fack  whey,  altered  with 

fage 
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fage  and  orange  juice ;  to  which  I  often  add 
a  little  fal  prunell.  I  give  fome  fpoonfuls  of 
rhenifh,  old  hock,  or  any  other  white  wine, 
in  their  panadas,  and  other  fpoon-meats, 
when  the  fever  is  low  -y  but  I  do  not  approve 
of  any  animal  diet.  All  attempts  to  pro¬ 
voke  fweats,  otherwife  than  by  gentle  dilu¬ 
ents,  do  harm.  In  cafe  of  coftivenefs,  I  ufe 
glitters  of  milk,  oil,  and  fugar,  with  a  little 
lenitive  electuary.  When  the  droufinefs  is 
fo  great  as  to  threaten  a  coma ,  or  the  pulfe 
is  very  languid,  blifters  are  of  ufe ;  but  other- 
wife  might  be  liable  to  bring  on  a  continual 
fever.  When  I  think  the  patient  will  not 
have  ftrength  to  go  through  the  ufual  courfe 
of  the  difeafe,  I  take  the  firft  opportunity 
of  a  fmall  intermiffion  to  give  the  bark.  To 
bring  on  an  intermiffion,  when  the  cafe  is 
urgent,  I  am  frequently  obliged  to  let 
blood. 

In  the  beginning  of  tertians,  I  have  fre¬ 
quently  found  it  neceffary  to  bleed  mode¬ 
rately,  and  have  fometimes  been  obliged  to 
repeat  it.  I  think  the  danger  of  protracting 
the  difeafe  by  bleeding,  is  of  no  confequence, 
in  comparifon  with  the  rifque  that  the  pati¬ 
ent 
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ent  may  otherwife  run  of  the  fever's  becom¬ 
ing  a  continual  one  5  which  is  always;  in 
this  cafe,  of  the  malignant  kind. 

The  tertians  at  Gambroon  are  often  very 
obftinate  and  of  long  duration.  I  nlyfelf 
had  an  autumnal  tertian,  which  held  out  a- 
gainft  all  my  remedies  for  1 3  rnonths ;  tho* 
I  neither  bled,  nor  ufed  any  other  violent 
evacuation.  Sometimes  it’s  attack  is  fo  vio¬ 
lent,  that  in  a  few  days  it  exhaufts  the 
ftrength  of  the  patient :  fo  that  I  have  been 
obliged  to  give  the  bark  on  the  firft  inter- 
million ;  which  has  always  been  attended 
with  fuccefs.  When  the  firft  exhibition  did 
not  fucceed,  the  next  paroxyfm  was  exaf- 
perated*  but  without  danger,  and  the  next 
never  failed  to  put  a  ftop  to  the  fever.  When 
the  cafe  was  lefs  urgent,  I  gave  after  the 
intermiflions  the  Sal  Polychrejl  to  a  drachm 
twice  a  day  in  a  draught  of  bitters  morning 
and  night ;  repeating  the  bitters  twice  or 
thrice  a  day  alone.  But  whilft  the  difeafe 
Was  undetermined,  I  ufed  vomits,  and  the 
fame  regimen  as  in  quotidians.  When  the 
paroxyfm s  doubled,  as  they  fometimes  did,' 
without  any  apparent  caufe,  I  took  the  firft 

F  oppor- 
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opportunity  of  throwing  in  the  bark.  The 
patients  are  very  liable  to  a  relapfe  from 
evacuations  of  any  kind,  or  from  any  caufe 
that  exhauils  the  fpirits ;  efpecially  from 
the  ufe  of  venery. 

When  I  was  affraid  of  uflng  the  bark, 
either  in  the  regular  or  irregular  intermit- 
tants,  I  found  the  elixir  of  vitriol  join'd 
with  bitters  of  great  ufe ;  and  alfo  to  pre¬ 
vent  relapfes. 

I  think  the  fpirits  are  more  apt  to  flag  at 
Gambroon,  than  in  any  place  I  was  ever  in  5 
efpecially  in  the  heats  and  in  foggy  damp 
weather.  Yet  I  never  had  recourfe  to  any 
heating  cordials  $  but  found,  that  juleps  aci¬ 
dulated  with  the  Gas  Sulphur  is,  fpirits  of 
vitriol,  and  other  acids,  were  the  belt  re- 
midies  in  fuch  cafes.  I  alfo  gave  fack-whey, 
acidulated  in  the  fame  manner,  for  their 
common  drink ;  and  I  prefered  it  to  emul- 
fions  and  teas.  Sometimes  I  indulged  my 
patients  in  a  cool  tankard  made  with  rhenifh 
wine,  or  old  hock,  or  with  white  wine 
fharpened  with  orange  juice  or  fpirits  of 
vitriol.

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IX.  An  account  of  a  worm  bred  in  the  liver , 
communicated  in  a  letter  to  Dr .  John  Cle- 
phafte,  by  Dr.  Thomas  Bond. 


Philadelphia ,  May  i,  1754. 

Dear  Sir , 

SINCE  my  laft,  the  folia wing  remark¬ 
able  cafe  has  fallen  under  my  obferva- 
tion.  Mrs.  Holt,  a  widow  lady  in  this  city, 
was,  about  18  months  before  her  death, 
affected  with  a  pain  in  the  right  fide,  which 
in  the  beginning  was  like  the  flinging  of  a 
bee,  or  the  pricking  of  a  pin.  This  pain 
daily  increafed  and  gradually  extended  until 
it  occupied  a  great  part  of  the  right  hypo- 
condriack  region.  3Twas  at  firfl  in  the  fide 
only,  but  after  fome  months  was  felt  alter¬ 
nately  in  the  fide  and  fhoulder.  Through 
the  whole  of  her  illnefs  fie  had  intervals  of 
eafe,  thefe  toward  the  latter  end  of  her  cafe 
were  but  fhort,  and  the  pain  was  fo  encreaf- 
ed  that fhe compared  it  toa  bull-dog  gnawing 
her  liver.  After  9  or  10  months  fhe  thought 
there  was  fome  thine  alive  in  her  fide,  for 
(to  ufe  her  own  expreffion)  fhe  faid  fhe  plain¬ 
ly  perceived  a  tickling,  and  quiriing  in  it.

She  rarely  felt  much  uneafinefs  when  in 
motion,  particularly  on  horfeback,  but  was 
moft  diftrefled  when  lying  in  bed.  She  ac¬ 
cidentally  difcovered  that  a  quick  fmartblow, 
ftruck  with  an  open  hand  on  the  affeded 
place,  gave  immediate  relief,  and  therefore 
often  call’d  on  her  lifter  to  do  it.  If  the  pain 
was  in  the  fide  when  relieved  by  the  blow, 
’twas  ufually  felt  next  in  the  fhoulder,  and 
vice  verfa  if  in  the  fhoulder.  The  fame  re¬ 
markable  thing  arofe  from  the  application 
of  a  lixivial  pultice  to  the  fide  for  the  fpace 
of  two  weeks,  during  which  time  the  pain 
was  altogether  in  the  fhoulder,  but  again  re¬ 
turned  to  the  fide  loon  after  that  medicine 
was  removed. 

In  the  place  where  the  diforder  began, 
which  was  about  live  inches  from  the  fpine, 
the  ribs  were  gradually  diftorted,  fo  as  at 
length  to  form  a  confiderable  gibbofity  •  the 
teguments  furrounding  this  part  grew  fore, 
the  right  fide  became  oedematous,  and  a 
quantity  of  fluid  matter  could  plainly  be 
felt  under  the  intercoftal  mufcles. 

A  month  before  the  patient’s  deceafe,  the 
feat  of  the  pain  changed,  it  went  in  a  dired 

line 
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line  from  the  right  to  the  left  fide,  its  mo¬ 
tion  was  regular  and  flow,  fo  that  fhe  did 
from  time  to  time  point  out  its  progrefs  • 
7twas  4  days  in  paffing  over,  afterwards  fixed 
in  the  ftomach,  and  was  never  more  felt  in 
the  fide,  where  the  forenefs  of  the  teguments 
like  wife  foon  abated. 

The  fiomach  had  hitherto  received,  re¬ 
tained  and  digested  the  food  tolerably 
well,  but  was  now  affebted  with  an  inceffant 
heaving  and  naufea ,  unlefs  now  and  then  re¬ 
lieved  for  a  fhort  time  by  ftrong  opiates  or 
large  draughts  of  lpirituous  liquors  :  there 
was  like  wife  the  fame  fenfation  of  tickling  and 
quirling  in  it  that  had  been  before  perceived 
in  the  fide.  She  had  a  flight  cough  from 
the  beginning  of  the  illnefs  ;  but  after  the 
pain  came  into  the  ftomach,  this  cough  was 
violent,  and  file  expectorated  large  quanti¬ 
ties  of  a  vifcid  frothy  phlegm.  Thefe  fymp-r 
toms  all  vanifhed  fuddenly,  and  in  24  hours 
after,  fire  voided  by  ftc-ol  the  fore  part  of  an 
annular  worm  9  inches  long,  and  an  inch 
in  diameter ;  and  in  6  hours  more,  the  tail 
and  other  parts  of  the  body,  amounting  in 
the  whole  to  20  inches  in  length.  ?Twas  of 

F  3  a  red 
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a  red  colour  and  filled  with  blood  in  the 
manner  of  a  leech.  After  the  worm  left  the 
ftomach,  Mrs.  Holt  complained  that  the 
ftomach  was  fallen  down,  and  feemed  very 
empty,  and  fhe  entirely  loft  the  power  of 
deglutition  ;  fo  that  the  did  not  furvive  above 
48  hours.  Whilft  the  pain  continued  in 
the  fide,  {lie  had  a  confiderable  degree  of 
fieih  and  ftrength  remaining,  but  languifhed 
faft  after  it  came  into  the  ftomach. 

This  unhappy  gentlewoman  was  for  ma¬ 
ny  months  before  her  death  fo  fully  con¬ 
vinc’d  of  there  being  fomething  extraordi¬ 
nary  in  her  cafe,  that  fire  infilled  on  having 
her  body  opened,  and  the  nature  of  her  dif- 
eafe  carefully  inquired  into  :  which  was  ac¬ 
cordingly  done  by  Doctors  Kearfely  fenior, 
Shipper,  Phineas  Bond,  and  myfelf,  in  the 
prefence  of  many  of  her  friends.  We  found 
the  liver  in  larged  and  forced  over  to  the  left 
fide,  the  fubftance  of  it  harder  than  com¬ 
mon,  and  in  feme  parts  adtually  fcirrhousj 
the  gall-bladder  diftended  with  thick  black 
bile  to  the  fize  of  a  goofe-egg,  the  ftomach 
and  jnteftines  in  a  natural  ftate,  the  liver  ad¬ 
hering  to  the  peii.Qnaum.  In  the  external 

part 
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part  of  the  liver  under  the  diflortion  of  the 
ribs  was  a  large  cavity  containing  near  two 
quarts,  filled  with  bloody  water,  and  a  few 
lumps  of  coagulated  blood  5  the  furface  of  the 
liver  within  it  appeared  jagged  and  uneven  as 
if  it  had  been  gnawed :  on  the  fide  of  this 
cavity  was  a  chamber  two  inches  in  diame¬ 
ter,  and  in  the  bottom  of  it  a  paffage  lead¬ 
ing  into  the  hepatic  dud:  5  the  mouth  of  this 
paffage  was  purfed  up,  and  appeared  to  have 
been  confiderably  large.  On  laying  open 
the  duodenum ,  we  found  the  perforation 
of  the  biliary  duds  into  it  fo  dilated,  as  rea¬ 
dily  to  admit  the  end  of  a  common  tallow 
candle  :  there  was  not  here  or  in  the  neigh¬ 
bouring  parts  the  lead  tinge  of  bile,  nor 
did  it  flow  eafily  by  preffure  on  the  gall¬ 
bladder,  though  we  could  not  difeover  any 
thing  in  the  paffage  to  obftrud  it. 

From  the  above  fymptoms,  and  the  appear¬ 
ances  of  the  parts' on  diffedion,  there  feems 
little  room  to  doubt,  that  from  the  time  of 
Mrs.  Holds  complaining  of  the  pain  in  the 
right  fide,  until  it  moved  to  the  left,  this  hor¬ 
rid  animal  had  its  feat  in  the  cavity  we  found 
in  the  liver  3  that  afterwards  it  worked  its 

F  4  way 
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way  from  thence  into  the  ftomach,  and 
there  continued  ’till  twenty  four  hours  be¬ 
fore  'twas  voided  ;  and  I  think  we  may  rear 
fonably  conjecture,  that,  when  very  fmalh 
'twas  taken  into  the  ftomach,  and  pafllng 
over  the  pylorus ,  entered  the  biliary  duCts, 
and  purfued  one  of  the  branches  of  them 
as  far  as  it  could  go,  then  formed  its  bed, 
and  was  nourifhed  by  fucking  the  blood, 
until  the  morbid  ftate  of  the  juices,  or  the 
naufeous  applications  ufed  externally  to  her 
f  de,  made  its  fituation  improper  5  after 
which  it  returned  through  the  fame  paffa? 
ges  that  had  given  it  admittance. 

From  the  obftruCtion  of  the  bile  in  the 

•» 

gall-bladder,  and  from  the  contraction  of  the 
paffage  leading  from  the  cyjlis  of  the  fidp 
into  the  liver,  whilft  that  in  the  duodenum 
continued  fo  much  enlarged,  'tis  probable 
the  whole  of  the  body  of  the  animal  did 
not  pafs  into  the  inteftine  'till  after,  or  at 
leaft  a  fhort  time  before  its  death,  which 
was  the  caufe  of  the  water's  remaining  in 
the  cavity,  and  of  its  body  being  broken  in¬ 
to  pieces , 


The 
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The  fore  part  of  this  worm  was  thrown 
away,  before  I  had  an  opportunity  of  feeing 
it $  but  from  the  defcription  her  filler  and 
the  nurfe  gave  of  it,  and  the  refemblance  the 
rein  finder  bears  to  that  defcrib’d  by  Mr.  Paifly, 
in  the  *  Edinburg  Medical  EiTays,  they  appear 
to  be  exactly  of  the  fame  kind  3  I  have 
therefore  fent  you  the  tail  to  fupply  the  de^ 
fe<ft  of  his  figure,  (Vide  plate  III.  Fig.  2.) 

The  likenefs  of  thefe  two  animals,  and 
feme  other  cafes  I  have  before  met  with 
perfwade  pne  that  the  diforders  of  the  liver* 
arife  more  frequently  from  worms  than  has 
been  generally  fufpefted  ;  and  that  the  feat 
of  them  is  commonly  on  the  convex  part  of 
it,  is  probable  from  what  has  been  obferved, 
that  old  dogs  in  America,  whofe  juices  have 
been  corrupted  by  frequent  bites  of  rattle 
fnakes,  have  large  worms  in  their  livers  ; 
which  are  always  fituated  in  the  fame  part3 
where  I  found  that  of  Mrs.  Holt.  I  have 
feen  fome  of  thefe  three  feet  and  an  inch 
long,  and  near  two  inches  in  circumference. 
The  common  people  believe  them  to  be  real 
fnakes,  generated  by  the  bite  5  which  uiv 

philo~

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philofophical  notion  we  may  excufe  in  them; 
iince  the  learned  Bartholin,  Bonetus,  &c. 
have  imputed  the  madnefs  and  venom  of 
wolves  to  ferpents  (of  the  fame  kind  pro¬ 
bably)  which  they  have  found  in  their  kid¬ 
neys. 

This  cafe  of  Mrs.  Holt,  fhews  that  the 
affections  of  all  parts  of  the  liver  are  not 
equally  productive  of  a  pain  in  the  fhoulder 
per  confenfum likewife  the  confent  there  is 
betwixt  the  ftomach  and  lungs,  (this  is  per¬ 
haps  one  of  the  moft  ufeful  parts  of  medical 
knowledge)  If  this  animal  had  luckily  gone 
down  the  inteftinal  canal,  inftead  of  the 
courfe  it  took,  perhaps  the  patient  might 
have  recovered. 

I  think  this  worm  may  juftly  be  called  an 
hepatic  leech.  If  my  memory  does  not  de¬ 
ceive  me,  worms  of  confiderable  fize  have 
been  found  in  moft  parts  of  the  human  body, 
and  the  fame  fpecies  ufually  in  the  fame 
places;  yet  many  of  them  remain,  ’till  Tis  too 
late,  morbi  inco?niti\  I  think  this  muft  be  for

want  of  accuracy  in  obfervation.  Animals 
of  the  fame  kind,  and  in  the  fame  fituation, 
m-uft  produce  a  famenefs  of  effects  and  fymp- 

toms. 
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toms,  which  might  be  known  to  the  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  patient,  and  reputation  of  the 
phyAcian.  The  Angularity  of  this  cafe  gave 
me  great  perplexity  :  ftwas  at  Arft  conftdered 
as  an  obftrudtion  of  the  liver,  and  deobftuents 
prefcribed;  the  gentler  failing,  recourfe  was 
had  to  a  ptyalifm  raifed  by  the  unguentum 
cceruieuni  rubbed  over  the  part,  mercurial 
plaifters,  and  fmall  dofes  of  calomel  by  the 
mouth.  Towards  the  end  of  this  courfe,  the 
worm  was  fcarcely  felt  for  fome  weeks. 
When  we  perceived  matter  under  the  inter- 
coftal  mufcles,  we  advifed  laying  the  part 
open,  but  the  patient  would  not  fubmit 
to  it,

A  letter  from  Mrs.  Holds'  ffer  to  Benjamin 
Franklin,  Efq\  defer  thing  the  fame  cafe . 

Philadelphia ,  April  12,  1755. 

5  72?, 

I  Will  give  you  as  exaft  a  defeription  of 
my  After's  cafe  as  I  can.  Firft  fhe  com¬ 
plained  of  a  flow  fever,  and  then  of  fudden 

ftitches 
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flitches  in  her  fide;  which  die  would  com*- 
pare  to  the  prick  of  a  pin  ;  and  would  flap 
her  fide  with  her  hand  ;  which  never  failed 
giving  her  relief  for  fome  time.  She  then 
began  to  complain  of  a  pain  in  her  fhoulder, 
and  that  would  be  more  violent  and  laft 
longer,  the  pains  increafing  and  being  more 
frequent,  die  would  fay  it  was  juft  like  the 
fting  of  a  Bee.  Afterwards  die  began  to 
complain  of  a  pain  under  her  fhoulder,  juft 
below  the  dioulder  blade.  She  faid  it  had 
form’d  itfelf  into  three  points :  it  was  always 
word;  in  the  night.  This  was  her  cafe  for 
about  ten  months  :  her  pains  then  began  to 
be  violent,  and  fhe  would  feream  out,  and 
would  beg  me  to  pound  her  back,  or  fhoul¬ 
der,  which  I  did  for  io  or  15  minutes  at  a 
time,  and  flap’d  her  fide.  I  then  fpoke  to 
Dodlor  J.  Bond.  He  advis’d  her  to  ride, 
but  die  was  at  that  time  fo  id,  that  die  could 
neither  fit  up  nor  lie  down  half  an  hour  to¬ 
gether  ;  and  faid  it  was  impoffible  for  her  to 
fet  on  horfeback,  and  that  it  would  kill  her: 
the  Dodlor  infilled  upon  it ;  and  die  to  pleafe 
us  (as  die  faid)  would  try.  She  had  hardly 
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got  out  of  town,  before  (he  found  a  great  al¬ 
teration  for  the  better ;  and  before  {he  reach’d 
Francfort,  was  perfetftly  eafy.  She  went  to 
Trenton  that  day*  to  Princeton  the  next; 
and  continued  riding  three  weeks  every  day ; 
came  home,  as  {he  thought,  in  perfect 
health,  and  continued  fo  for  two  weeks. 
She  was  then  taken  with  a  violent  pain  in  her 
fide.  Doftor  Bond  order’d  her  to  be  let 
blood  ;  which  was  done  immediately,  but 
to  no  purpofe.  She  was  then  blifter  d,  but 
all  in  vain,  her  pains  ftill  increafing.  She 
was  then  put  under  a  courfe  of  phyfic,  but 
ftill  to  no  putpofe.  It  would  be  too  tedious 
to  relate  all  the  medicines  that  were  ap¬ 
plied. 

She  next  complained  of  a  quirling  pain, 
that  wou’d  laft  three  or  four  hours  with  the 
utmoft  violence ;  and  nothing  would  relieve 
her,  but  ftrong  anodines ;  and,  when  their 
force  were  over,  the  would  be  awak’d  with  a 
violent  pain  under  her  fhoulder ;  which  {he 
could  compare  to  nothing  but  a  great  bull¬ 
dog  tearing  her  liver.  She  would  lie,  to  all 
appearance,  in  the  agonies  of  death,  five  or 
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fix  hours,  without  the  lead:  intermifllon,  un¬ 
till  fhe  took  another  anodine. 

She  then  began  to  fwell ;  firft  her  feet* 
then  her  legs,  and  at  length  her  whole  body* 
except  her  hands  and  arms ;  but  there  was 
one  fpot  under  her  fhoulder,  that  might  be 
cover’d  with  a  hand,  more  puff’d  than  any 
other  part,  and  extremely  fore  :  her  forenefs 
was  very  great  from  head  to  foot;  but  fhe 
faid  it  pointed  at  that  fpot.  We  ufed  divers 
pultices ;  one  of  which  was  made  of  rye- 
meal,  honey,  and  Caftile  foap,  and  it  had 
not  been  on  half  an  hour,  before  the  pain 
left  that  fpot,  and  fhe  faid  it  was  the  beft 
pultice  /lie  ever  had.  She  lay  tolerably 
eafy  for  about  half  an  hour,  and  then  began 
to  fcream  out  with  a  violent  drawing  pain  at 
the  bottom  of  the  fmall  ribs ;  and  faid  the 
pains  were  drawing  over  to  the  left  fide. 
She  faid  it  was  a  drawing  pain  at  the  fmall 
ribs,  and  a  tickling  pain  at  her  back  ;  at  the 
fame  time,  all  who  faw  her,  judg’d  her  to  be 
in  the  agonies  of  death.  The  Doftor,  at  my 
requeft,  gave  her  an  anodine ;  which  reliev’d 
her  for  a  few  hours.  It  was  about  four 

o’clock 
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o'clock  when  (he  took  this  anodine  :  at  eleven 
fhe  took  another  $  and  at  eight  next  morning 
a  third.  She  continued  in  this  agony  for 
three  days,  when  all  at  once  fhe  fcream’d  out, 
and  faid  the  quirling  pain  was  got  into  her 
ftomach  ;  call'd  for  all  her  friends,  and  took 
leave  of  them  in  a  mold  affectionate  manner. 
She  herfelf  and  all  prefent  expected  her  laft 
moment  was  at  hand.  The  agonies  fhe  was 
in  cannot  be  exprefs'd.  From  that  time  no¬ 
thing  would  flay  on  her  ftomach,  except 
ftrong  brandy  or  geneva  punch ;  and  no¬ 
thing  would  give  any  tolerable  eafe,  except 
ftrong  anodines.  She  has  taken  two  and 
three  hundred  drops  in  a  day  5  which  had 
no  other  effect,  but  to  enable  her  to  converfe 
with  her  friends.  For  about  three  weeks  fhe 
continued  in  this  conftant  agony,  and  then 
felt  a  fudden  change  3  and  calling  to  her 
nurfe,  afk’d  if  fhe  did  not  perceive  an  alter¬ 
ation.  She  faid  yes,  but  that  fhe  hoped  it 
was  for  the  better  :  my  filter  faid  fhe  hoped 
fo  to,  but  faid  it  was  for  death  :  for  though 
the  quirling  pain  was  gone,  her  fwallow  was 
gone  with  it  alfo  5  and  her  ftomach  was  do- 

fed. 
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fed,  but  felt  no  pain.  This  was  about  two 
o’clock  on  Thurfday  morning  -y  and  at  eleven 
in  the  forenoon  fhe  voided  by  ftool  the  firft 
of  a  worm  :  and  about  four  in  the  afternoon 
that  part  which  you  faw.

Mackenzie  to  Dr.  John  Clephane,  dated 
Conftantinople,  Aug.  17,  1754,  relating 
to  the  cure  of  a  SuppreJJion  of  Urine  by  the 
Bark,  communicated  to  the  Society ,  Septem- 
ber  23,  1754. 


ON  the  31ft  of  July,  1754,  one  Mr. 

Stanton,  aged  about  30,  ftrong  and 
robuft,  who  had  never  before  been  trou¬ 
bled  with  the  gravel,  ftone,  ftrangury,  or 
any  pain  or  difficulty  in  the  urinary  pafta- 
ges,  was  at  once  taken  with  a  total  retention 
of  urine  ;  for  which  he  was  blooded  in  two 
or  three  hours  time  from  his  firft  pain  ;  and 
in  two  hours  more,  he  had  a  glyfter  given 
him ;  which  operated  copioufly  by  ftool, 
but  he  could  not  make  one  drop  of  urine. 
At  night  he  took  an  anodine  diuretic  mix¬ 
ture  to  as  little  advantage.  He  was  all  this 
time  in  fome  pain,  without  any  febrile  fymp- 
tom,  not  fo  much  as  thirft. 

On  the  firft  of  Auguft,  in  the  morning 
he  took  another  glyfter,  which  operated 
very  well,  but  without  the  defired  effect. 
'Wherefore  I  ordered  a  femicupium  for  him, 

G  and 
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and  fome  dofes  of  pulv .  millepedum  and  fpi~ 
ritus  nitri  dulc .  from  which  he  found  no 
benefit  $  which  made  me  propofe  founding 
him  5  but  he  would  not  confent,  protefting 
obftinately,  that  he  would  rather  die.  Where¬ 
fore  I  continued  for  two  days  more  ordering 
fome  lenitive  purges  of  cajjia ,  mamia>  and 
Epfom  falts,  with  all  the  diuretic  falts  and 
oils,  mixt  with  fome  narcotic  and  anodine 
medicines  in  different  forms,  but  all  in  vain. 
At  laft,  fufpe&ing  fome  relaxation  of  the 
extrufores  urince ,  on  the  4th  of  Auguft  I 
ordered  for  him  fome  dofes  of  the  bark  ; 
which  produced  fuch  a  happy  eifiedt,  that 
in  an  hour  after  taking  the  third  drachm  of 
bark,  he  made  fome  urine ;  and,  after  tak¬ 
ing  10  drachms,  he  was  perfectly  cured, 
and  made  water  with  great  eafe  and  in  great 
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XL  Arelation  of  a  cure  performed  by  EleBri - 
c/Vjv,  Mr.  Cadwallader  Evans,  /indent 
in  phyfic  at  Philadelphia,  Communicated 

Odt.  21,  1754. 

CB.  in  the  fummer*  1742,  and  about 
the  fourteenth  year  of  her  age,  was 
feiz’d  with  convulfion  fits,  which  fuc- 
ceeded  each  other  fo  faft,  fhe  had  near  40 
In  24  hours  after  the  firft  attack.  She  ftrug- 
gled  with  fuch  violence  in  the  fits,  that  three 
flrong  people  could  fcarcely  keep  her  in  bed; 
but  after  bleeding,  blifters,  with  the  ufeof  ano- 
dine  and  nervous  medicines,  they  now  abated 
in  feverity,  and  did  not  return  above  once  or 
twice  a  day.  It  was  thought  to  be  occa- 
fioned  by  an  obftrudtion  of  the  menfes>  from 
imprudently  expofing  herfelf  to  cold,  at  the 
time  of  their  appearance  ;  therefore  fhe  was 
put  on  a  courfe  of  gums,  fteel,  bitters,  &c. 
which  fucceeded  in  procuring  that  difcharge 
in  a  pretty  regular  manner. 

Notwithflanding  this,  her  diforder  con-* 
tinued  in  one  fhape  or  other,  or  return’d  af- 
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ter  an  intermiffion  of  a  month  or  two,  at  far¬ 
thest.  Sometimes  £he  was  tortur’d  almoft  t'o 
madnefs  with  a  cramp  in  different  parts  of  the 
body;  then  with  more  general  convulfions 
of  the  extremities,  and  a  choaking  deliquium . 
and,  at  times,  with  almoft  the  whole  train 
hyfteric  fymptoms.  Thefe  continued,  and 
harrafs’d  her  "alternately  for  ro  years,,  tho* 
She  had  the  beft  advice  the  place  afforded, 
and  took  a  great  number  of  medicines.  In 
Sept.  1752,  fhe  determin’d  to  try  what 
electricity  cou’d  do  for  her ;  which,  toge¬ 
ther  with  its  effedt,  fhe  relates  as  follows, 
in  two  letters;  the  firft  dated  five  months 
after  the  trial,  the  laft  in  February  1754. 
<c  At  length  my  fpirits  were  quite  broke  and 
cc  fubdued  with  fo  many  years  affliction, 
€C  and  indeed  I  was  almoft  grown  defperate, 
C€  being  left  without  hope  of  relief  About 
cc  this  time  there  was  great  talk  of  the  won* 
<c  derful  power  of  electricity ;  and  as  a  per- 
<c  fon  reduc’d  to  the  laft  extremity,  is  glad 
<c  to  catch  at  any  thing  ;  I  happen’d  to  think 
<c  it  might  be  ufeful  to  me.  Altho’  I  cou’d 
<c  have  no  encouragement  from  any  expe- 

cc  riment 
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e<  riment  in  the  like  cafe,  I  refolv’d  to  try, 
«  let  the  event  be  what  it  might  ;  for  death 
“  was  more  defirable  than  life,  on  the  terms 
“  I  enjoy’d  it.  Accordingly  I  went  to  Phi- 
ct  ladelphia,  the  beginning  of  Sept.  1752, 
u  and  apply ’d  toB.  Franklin,  who  I  thought 
££  underftood  it  beft  of  any  perfon  here.  I 
££  receiv’d  four  fhock-s  morning  and  evening; 
<c  they  were  what  they  call  200  ftrokes  of 
£C  the  wheel,  which  fills  an  eight  gallon  bot- 
<£  tie,  and  indeed  they  were  very  fevere.  On 
u  receiving  the  firft  fhock,  I  felt  the  fit  very 
££  itrong,  but  the  fecond  effe&ually  carry ’d 
£C  it  off ;  and  thus  it  was  every  time  I  went 
££  through  the  operation ;  yet  the  fymp- 
^  toms  gradually  decreafed,  ’till  at  length 
££  they  intirely  left  me.  I  ftaid  in  town  but 
<£  two  weeks,  and  when  I  went  home,  B. 
<£  Franklin  was  fo  good  as  to  fupply  me 
“  with  a  globe  and  bottle,  to  electrify  my- 
<c  felf  every  day  for  three  months.  The  fits 
£C  were  foon  carried  off,  but  the  cramp 
<£  continued  fomewhat  longer,  tho’  it  was 
<c  fcarcely  troublefome,  and  very  feldom  re- 
u  turn’d.  I  now  enjoy  fuch  a  ftate  of 

G  3  £C  health. 
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“  health,  as  I  woud  have  given  all  the 
“  world  for,  this  time  two  years,  if  it 
had  been  in  my  power,  and  I  have  great 
reafon  to  hope  it  will  continue.” 

I  have  other  letters  from  the  family  of 
later  date,  which  fays  die  continues  to  enjoy 
perfe<£t  health. 


XII.  Of 
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XII.  Of  the  Qpidhotonos  and  Tetanus.  By 
DoBor  Lionel  Chalmers  e/'Charles-Town 
in  South-Car  olina,  fent  to  Dr .  John  Fo- 
thergill,  and  by  him  communicated  to  the 
Society ,  Oft.  31,  1754. 

OF  all  the  difeafes  to  which  man  is 
fubjeft,  none  defer  ves  more  to  be 
confidered  than  the  Opijlhotonos  and  Tetanus , 
either  with  regard  to  the  variety  of  painful 
fymptoms,  which  almoft  without  intermif- 
fion  didraft:  the  fick,  or  the  danger  of  the 
difeafes  themfelves,  from  which  few  reco¬ 
ver,  in  comparifon  of  the  number  they  at¬ 
tack.  In  both,  the  vital  actions  are  very 
imperfeftiy  performed,  mod;  of  thofe  which 
are  called  natural,  being  as  it  were  fufpend- 
ed  at  once,  and  fo  far  is  the  patient  from 
being  able  to  execute  any  voluntary  motion, 
that  the  whole  machine  undergoes  the  mod 
excruciating  didortions,  from  the  violent  and ' 
unnatural  contractions  of  the  mufcles. 
Happy  it  is  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  more 
temperate  climates,  that  fuch  difeafes  appear 
rarely  among  them,  but  in  thofe  countries, 
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*  which  lie  in  the  more  fouthern  and  warmer 
latitudes,  they  are  endemic,  efpecially  to 
negro  flaves.  In  South-Carolina,  they  fhew 
themfelves  at  all  feafons,  but  not  fo  often  in 
winter,  more  frequently  in  fpring  and  au¬ 
tumn,  and  are  moil  common  in  the  fum- 
mer,  when  people  work  abroad  and  are 
alternately  expofed  to  the  fcorching  heat  of 
the  fun,  and  heavy  (bowers,  which  often 
happen  fuddenly,  and  greatly  alter  the  tem¬ 
perature  of  the  air.  Others  are  feized  with 
the  Opifihotonos ,  after  fleeping  without  doors* 
that  they  may  enjoy  the  deceitful  refrefh- 
ment  of  the  cool  night  air,  when  the  wea¬ 
ther  is  warm  5  and  one  youth  chofe  to  cut 
off  his  hair  and  fhave  his  head  on  a  warm 
day  in  March,  and  went  to  bed  without  a 
cap  >  but  the  weather  changed,  and  became 
cold  in  the  night,  and  he  was  found  rigid 
with  that  difeafe  next  morning. 

Thefe  difeafes  fo  rarely  appear  as  originals 
in  Europe,  that  a  good  hi  (lory  of  them  can¬ 
not  be  expected  from  the  phyficians  who 
practife  in  that  part  of  the  world ;  nor  has 
any  thing  like  a  full  delcription  been  given 
of  them,  by  any  ancient  or  modern  author 

which 
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.which  I  have  feen.  Hippocrates  indeed 
takes  notice  of  them  in  many  places,  and 
feems  to  regard  them  only  as  confequences 
of  other  difeafes,  or  of  wounds  or  ulcers  of 
the  nervous  or  tendinous  parts,  of  which 
fymptomatic  kind  of  Opi/ihotonos  he  gives 
three  remarkable  cafes  in  lib.  V.  §  VII.  de 
Morb.  Hjulg.  and  repeats  them  in  another 
place;  but  the  few  fymptoms  he  recounts,  do 
not  fhew  themfelves  with  us.  Galen,  Cselius 
Aurelianus,  Aretseus,  See.  feem  only  to  have 
copied  Hippocrates,  with  the  addition  of 
feme  fuppofititious  fymptoms,  which  really 
do  not  appear,  and  the  little  that  Bontius 
fays  of  it,  ‘is  very  faulty. 

Among  the  numerous  clafs  of  fpafmodic 
difeafes,  there  are  three  which  diftinguifh 
themfelves  in  a  very  particular  manner,  on 
which  the  names  of  Emprojl hot onosy  Opijihoto ~ 
nos  and  'Tetanus  have  been  juftly  enough  be¬ 
llowed,  as  being  expreffive  of  the  poflure  into 
which  they  throw  and  confine  the  patient* 
When  therefore  thofe  mufcles  which  bend 
the  head,  neck  and  body  forwards,  fuffer  fuch 
involuntary,  violent  and  continued  contrac- 
yens,  as  fix  the  chin  to  the  bread,  incurvate 
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the  fpine  and  body,  and  retain  the  fkk  in 
this  painful  and  prone  pofture,  the  difeafe 
is  called  Emprojlhotonos .  When  the  pofterior 
mufcles  are  fimilarly  affeded,  fo  that  the 
head  is  drawn  towards  the  fpine,  and  the 
fpine  itfelf  is  recurvated,  it  has  then  the 
name  of  Opijlhotonos ,  altho*  in  fad:  in  this, 
all  thofe  mufcles  which  ad  in  deglutition, 
bend  the  head  forwards,  or  turn  it  to  either 
fide,  are  equally  contraded  with  thefe  which 
raife  the  head  and  fpine.  The  ‘Tetanus  differs 
from,  or  rather  is  compounded  of,  both  the 
others,  for  in  this  the  patient  is  found  rigid 
and  inflexible ;  being  as  it  were  braced  be¬ 
tween  the  oppofite  contradions  of  the  an¬ 
terior  and  pofterior  mufcles  3  yet  even  here 
the  head  is  much  retraded. 

I  never  faw  the  Emprojlhotonos ,  and  fhall 
only  fpeak  of  the  Opijlhotonos  and  Tetanus 
the  firfl:  being  by  far  the  moft  common,  and 
in  the  laft  ftage  of  which  the  Tetanus  fre¬ 
quently  liipervenes.  And  let  it  be  obferved, 
that  the  following  defeription  by  no  means 
refpeds  fuch  fymptomatic  contradions  as 
often  happen  immediately  before  death,  both 
in  acute  and  chronic  dileafes  3  neither  will 
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It  agree  with  that  fpurious  Opifthotonos  or 
Tetanus  y  which  appear  fome  times  in  the 
firft  and  fecond  ftages  of  quotidian  inter- 
mittents  in  this  country,  however  they  may 
emulate  the  true  difeafes  in  fome  of  their 
fymptoms,

S  t  a  d.  I.  The  OpijlhotqnoSy  contrary  to 
what  Bontius  afferts,  often  comes  on  gradu¬ 
ally  and  by  {lighter  approaches,  the  patient 
complaining  at  firft  rather  of  an  uneafy  ftiff- 
nefs  in  the  back  part  of  the  neck,  and  about 
the  fhoulders,  than  of  any  acute  pain,  with 
fome  degree  of  a  general  laffitude.  Thefe 
increafe,  and  become  fo  troublefome  when 
he  attempts  to  turn  his  head,  or  to  bend  it 
foreward,  as  to  oblige  him  to  walk  very 
ereft,  for  he  can  by  no  means  look  down¬ 
ward,  nor  to  either  fide,  without  turning  his 
whole  body.  He  cannot  open  his  jaws 
without  pain,  and  has  fome  difficulty  in 
fwallowing,  which  difcourages  him  from 
attempting  to  eat.  At  times  he  feels  a  hid¬ 
den  and  painful  traftion  under  the  cariilago 
cnfiformisy  which  hrikes  through  to  the  back, 
and  inftantly  increafes  the  rigidity  about  the 

neck 
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neck  and  Shoulders,  draws  the  head  back- 

i 

ward  a  little,  and  flints  the  jaws  clofer.  The 
pain  under  the  Jlernum  returns  more  fre¬ 
quently  and  with  greater  violence  5  and  the 
other  contractions  become  fo  ftrong,  that 
the  head  from  this  time  continues  much  re- 

1 

tradted,  and  he  now  refutes  nourishment, 
as  Swallowing  is  attended  with  great  pain, 
and  occafions  a  return  of  the  fpafm  ;  which 
extends  along  the  Spine  quite  to  the  lower 
extremities ;  fo  that  they  will  no  longer  Sup¬ 
port  him,  and  he  is  under  the  neceffity  of 
going  to  bed. 

In  this  manner  paffes  over  the  firft  flag© 
of  the  Opijlhotonos ,  which  Sometimes  takes 
up  three  or  four  days  5  the  patient,  as  well 
as  thofe  about  him,  mistaking  the  firft  ap¬ 
pearances  of  it  for  that  rheumatic  complaint, 
which  is  commonly  called  a  crick  in  the 
neck ;  but  it  Sometimes  forms  itfelf  much 

1 

quicker,  and  invades  the  unfortunate  perfon 
with  the  whole  train  of  its  mifehievous 
Symptoms,  in  a  few  hours ;  in  which  cafe, 
the  danger  may  truly  be  eftimated  from  the 
violence  of  the  firft  attack,  for  Such  gene¬ 
rally  die  in  24,  36,  or  48  hours,  and  very 

rarely 
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rarely  furvive  the  third  day.  But  when  it 
is  lefs  acute*  few  are  loft  after  the  ninth  or 
or  eleventh,  which  number  of  days,  k 
would  not  be  pofiible  for  them  to  compleat, 
unlefs  the  violence  of  the  difeafe  was  in  a 
good  meafure  fubdued  ;  although  I  had  one 
who  recovered,  after  having  been  fubjeCt  to 
its  tyrannical  attacks  daily  for  fix  weeks.  In 
this  ftage,  the  pulfe  is  flow,  and  very  hard, 
and  the  belly  is  bound  ;  blood  taken  away, 
feemsnot  to  be  altered  from  the  natural  ftate 

V 

fo  that  no  indication  can  be  deduced  there¬ 
from,  and  only  varies  with  regard  to  laxity 
or  compaction,  according  to '  the  age  of  the 
perfon,  and  feafon  of  the  year. 

S  t  a  d.  II.  The  fpafrn  under  the  fie  mum 
(which  is  the  pathognomic  fymptom  of  this 
difeafe)  becomes  more  violent,  returning 
every  1  o  or  15  minutes,  and  never  fails  to 
be  inftantly  fucceeded  by  a  ftronger  retradlion 
of  the  head,  with  great  rigidity,  and  pain 
all  round  the  neck,  and  along  the  fpine  to 
the  lower  extremities  which  are  fuddenly 
put  to  the  ftretch.  ‘  The  countenance  is  very 
pale  and  contracted,  the  jaws  are  that  mo¬ 
ment 
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ment  fnapped  together,  and  cannot  after¬ 
ward  be  opened  fo  wide  as  to  receive  the  end 
of  one's  little  finger,  an  attempt  to  do  which, 
by  way  of  experiment,  furely  hurries  on  the 
fpafm.  The  maftoid,  eoracohyoid  and 
fternohyoid  mufcles,  as  well  as  all  the  others 
concerned  in  deglutition,  and  the  deltoid  and 
pedtorals,  are  moft  violently  contracted,  fo 
that  the  fhoulders  are  llrongly  raifed  for¬ 
ward,  and  the  arms  are  ftretched  out  or 
drawn  acrofs  the  body  *  but  the  wrifts  and 
fingers  feem  not  tgJk^e  affected. 

Such  is  the  condition  of  the  patient  in  the 
time  of  the  fpafm,  which  ceafes  in  a  few  fe- 
conds,  after  which  the  fhoulders  and  arms 
recline,  and  the  inferior  extremities  relax* 
yet  not  fo  entirely,  but  that  fuch  a  degree  of 
rigidity  for  the  moll  part  remains,  as  will 
not  permit  them  to  bend,  when  this  is  at¬ 
tempted  by  another  perfon;  for  as  to  the 
lick  himfelf,  he  cannot  at  all  move  them. 
The  mufcles  on  the  fides,  and  fore-part  of 
the  neck,  continue  Hill  contracted,  altho* 
not  fo  llrongly ;  but  their  action  is  overcome 
by  the  number  and  llrength  of  the  pofterior 
ones ;  fo  that  the  retraction  of  the  head  con- 

flantly 
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ftantly  remains.  He  breathes  quick  for  fome 
minutes,  as  if  he  had  been  exceffively  exer- 
cifed,  and  the  pulfe  is  fmall,  fluttering,  and 
irregular,  but  both  become  more  calm 
and  flow.  The  pulfe  efpecially,  in  fome, 
does  not  exceed  forty  vibrations  in  a  mi¬ 
nute  ;  in  others,  it  is  more  frequent  than 
natural,  and  always  hard.  The  face  is 
fometimes  pale  in  the  intervals,  but  oftner 
flufhed ;  and  the  whole  countenance  expref- 
fes  ftrong  appearances  of  the  moft  melan¬ 
choly  diftrefs,  as  well  becaufe  of  the  dread 
he  has  of  a  return  of  the  fpafm,  which  he  is 
fure  will  foon  happen,  as  from  the  pain  he 
fuffers  by  the  prefent  contractions,  and  the 
more  general  and  fevere  ones,  which  he  has 
fo  lately  fuflained.  The  tongue  is  ftiff  and 
torpid,  but  fo  far  as  it  can  be  feen,  is  not 
foul.  The  urine  can  feldcm  be  faved,  for 
it  is  either  forced  away  by  the  fpafm,  or 
voided  in  the  bath ;  but  what  I  have  feen  was 
high  coloured  (probably  becaufe  they  drink 
little)  with  a  rare,  dufky  cloud,  which  does 
not  precipitate.  When  the  heat  is  moderate 
and  equal,  the  pulfe  is  flow,  nor  is  it  very 
intenfe  when  the  pulfe  is  quicker ;  and  the 

head. 
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head  is  rarely  complained  of,  alth'o*  they 
mutter  a  little  in  their  ffiort  flumbers,  from 
which  they  are  foon  roufed  by  the  fpafrm 
The  belly  is  always  bound,  and  cannot  eafi- 
ly  be  loofened.  In  drinking,  the  liquid  paf- 
fes  with  great  difficulty  to  the  ftomach  even 
in  the  fmalleft  quantity ;  and  if  the  fpafm 
fhould  feize  him  at  that  time,  which  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  fwallow  for  the  moft  part  occafi- 
ons,  the  liquor  returns  through  the  nofe 
with  fome  force.  Blood  taken  away  in  this 
ftage,  never  fhewed  any  appearance  of  an 
inflammatory  difpofition,  but  rather  was  of 
a  diflblute  crajisy  with  florid  and  dulky 
ftreaks  interperfed  on  the  furface.  In  ge¬ 
neral,  they  delire  to  lie  ftill  as  much  as  pofc 
Able,  and  avoid  drinking,  fpeaking,  or  being 
moved,  either  of  which  are  apt  to  occafion 
a  return  of  the  fpafm.  But  others  again  re¬ 
quire  to  be  turned,  in  hopes  of  procuring  a 
more  favourable  pofture,  which  never  fails 
to  produce  an  attack  of  the  convulfion,  by 
which  the  head  is  drawn  back  to  the  fpine, 
which  is  befl:  prevented  by  lying  on  the 
back. 
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S  T  A  D.  III.  In  this  laft  ftage,  the  patient 
is  reduced  to  the  moft  calamitous  and  dif- 
trefsful  circumftances ;  for  he  is  on  a  con¬ 
tinual  rack,  according  to  the  moft  literal 
meaning  of  that  word,  the  fpafm  returning 
oftner  than  once  in  a  minute,  is  much  more 
violent,  and  holds  him  longer,  fo  that  he 
has  fcarcely  any  remiffion.  The  anterior 
mufcles  of  the  whole  body  now  fuffer  equal 
contractions  with  the  pofterior,  but  the 
laft  overcome  the  force  of  the  others,  fo 
that  the  fpine  is  ftrongly  recurvated,  and 
forms  a  hollow  arch  with  the  bed,  and  he 
refts  on  the  back  part  of  the  head  and  the 
heels.  The  belly  is  flat,  and  is  drawn  in¬ 
ward,  and  the  mufcles  are  fo  rigidly  con¬ 
tracted,  that  they  will  not  give  way  to  pref- 
fure,  and  do  not  feem  in  the  leaft  to  yield  to 
the  defcent  of  the  diaphragm  in  infpiration, 
the  feveral  mufcles  about  the  neck,  tides,  and 
abdomen ,  being  plainly  diftinguifhable  from 
each  other.  Altho’  the  lower  extremities 
are  always  rigid  in  this  ftate,  yet  are  they  fo 
fuddenly  and  violently  diftended  in  the  time 
of  the  fpafms,  that  were  it  not  for  the  ftanders 
by,  he  would  be  projected  feet  foremoft 

H  off 
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off  the  bed,  while  others  again,  are  as  it  were 
puffed  upward  with  fuch  a  fpring,  that  the 
head  is  ftruck  with  great  force  againft  what¬ 
ever  happen?  to  be  in  the  way,  the  thighs 
and  legs  being  in  this  cafe  no  lefs  rigid  than 
the  other  parts.  The  tongue  is  fpafmodi- 
cally  darted  out,  and  is  often  miferably  torn, 
as  the  teeth  are  that  moment  fnapped  toge¬ 
ther,  fo  that  it  is  neceffary  to  prevent  this  by 
keeping  the  handle  of  a  fpoon  wrapped  round 
with  foft  rags,  between  the  teeth,  when 
this  can  be  done.  At  the  time  that  the 
tongue  is  •  thus  thruft  out,  the  mufcu- 
lar  fleff ,  which  lies  between  the  arch  of 
the  lower  jaw  and  head  of  the  trachea , 
feems  to  be  drawn  upwards  within  the 
throat.  The  countenance  is  very  much 
contracted,  and  he  is  in  a  foam  of  fweat, 
the  heat  being  very  great,  and  the  pulfe  be¬ 
tween  the  fpafms  is  exceeding  quick,  fmail 
and  irregular,  although  the  heart  throbs  fo 
ftrongly,  that  its  motions  may  be  plainly 
feen,  and  a  palpitating  fubfultory  kind  of 
undulation  may  not  only  be  felt,  but  per¬ 
ceived  all  over  the  epigaftric  region.  The 
eyes  are  watery  and  languid,  and  a  pale  or 

bloody 
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bloody  froth  bubbles  out  from  between  the 
lips.  The  jaws  are  for  the  mcft  part  lock¬ 
ed  fail,  fo  that  it  is  impoffible  to  give  drink 
or  nourifhment,  nor  could  he  fwallow  if  any 
thing  was  put  into  his  mouth.  In  this  date 
they  are  commonly  dilirious,  and  as  they 
cannot  fubfld  many  hours,  under  fo  great  a 
fufpenfion  of  the  vital  and  natural  functi¬ 
ons,  a  mortal  anxiety  enfues  and  releafes 
them  ;  oftener  a  continued  and  fevere  fpafm 
finishes  the  tragedy,  when  it  was  before  al~ 
moft  at  an  end  5  but  mod  frequently  a 
general  convuliion  puts  a  period  to  their  buf¬ 
ferings,  and  which  ever  way  this  happens, 
they  for  the  mod  part  relax  jud  before 
death. 

In  the  4 Tetanus ,  the  general  fymptoms  are 
nearly  the  fame  as  in  the  Opifibotonos ,  ex¬ 
cept  that  from  the  fird  attack  the  lateral, 
abdominal,  and  other  anterior  mufcles,  are 
equally  contracted  with  the  poderior  ones', 
and  the  arms  become  rigid  as  well  as  the 
lower  extremities.  The  abdomen  is  always 
flat  and  rigid  as  in  the  lad  dage  of  the 
Opifthotonos ,  and  it’s  contents  feem  to  be 
thrud  up  into  the  thorax ,  which  at  the  fame 
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time  appears  to  be  much  dilated.  There  are 
here  alfo  fame  intervals  between  the  fpafms? 
in  the  time  of  which  the  cheeks  are  drawn 
towards  the  ears,  fo  that  all  the  teeth  may  be 
feen  as  in  the  fpafmus  cynicus .  Deglutition 
is  more  free  in  this  than  in  the  other  difeafe  ; 
yet  fo  far  is  the  lick  from  being  equally  ba¬ 
lanced  between  the  contradions  of  the  oppo- 
fite  mufcles,  that  the  head  is  retraded  and 
the  fpine  is  recur' vated,  altho’  not  quite  fo 
much  as  in  the  Opiftbotonos.  And  the  fpafm, 
which  commences  under  the  Jiernum ,  is  like- 
wife  common  to  the  Tetanus ,  which  termi¬ 
nates  as  the  other,  and  on  the  fame  fatal  days. 
But  whoever  recovers  from  either,  labours 
long  under  a  general  atonia ,  and  they  cannot 
for  fame  months  raife  themfelves  from  a 
fupine  or  recumbent  pofture  without  pain, 

nor  without  help  for  fome  time. 

Whoever  confiders  what  has  been  faid, 

will  readily  perceive,  how  greatly  the  vital 
and  natural  adions  are  difturbed,  and  indeed 
almoft  fufpended  ;  what  impediments  muft 
arife  to  the  regular  diftribution  of  the  fluids, 
when  the  whole  vafcular  fyftem  undergoes 
fuch  frequent  and  violent  fpafmodic  con- 

ftridions 
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ftridions ;  and  confequently  how  much  the 
oeconomy  of  fecretion  and  excretion  is  in¬ 
terrupted  ;  from  all  which  it  may  be  eafily 
inferred,  that  nothing  like  a  crifis  can  be 
expected,  and  moft  certain  it  is,  that  no 
fuch  ever  happens  ;  fo  that  the  recovery  of 
the  patient  muft  intirely  depend  on  medi¬ 
cine,  in  the  choice  of  which  all  very  heat¬ 
ing  and  ftimulating  things  given  internally, 
or  applied  outwardly,  are  to  be  avoided,  ef- 
pecially  blifters,  which  have  a  moft  perni¬ 
cious  effedh  Mild  purgatives,  joined  with 
temperate  diaphoretics,  have  been  given  gra¬ 
dually,  and  continued  until  they  had  ope¬ 
rated,  without  any  advantage ;  nor  did  vo¬ 
miting  which  was  excited,  accidentally,  by 
the  kermes  mineral ,  anfwer  any  good  purpofe, 
aliho’  much  bile  was  thrown  up ;  and, 
worms  have  been  voided  both  ways  in  others 
without  yielding  any  relief.  Mufk  I  have  not 
yet  tryed,  but  believe,  after  the  violence  of 
the  fpafm  has  been  abated  by  opium ,  it  might 
be  given  in  large  dofes,  with  good  effedt. 

If  the  fick  is  plethoric,  bleeding  to  the 
beginning  of  the  fecond  ftage  (and  we  are 
feldom  called  fooner)  is  neceftary,  not  be¬ 
ll  3  caufe 
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caufe  it  has  ever  procured  any  abatement  of 
the  fymptoms,  but  that  by  emptying  the 
veffels,  he  will  bear  the  warm  bath  and 
opiates  better,  from  the  ufe  of  which  his 
recovery  is  wholly  to  be  expeCted,  (fo  far 
as  I  have  yet  been  able  to  difcover)  for  they 
feldom  can  fwallpw  any  thing  till  after  bath¬ 
ing,  by  the  warmth  of  which  the  contracti¬ 
ons  remit  ;  and  as  deglutition  becomes 
more  free,  drink  or  nourifhment  are  then 
to  be  given  through  the  fpout  of  a  tea-pot, 
which  is  the  eaflefi  way  of  feeding  them  in 
thefe  difeafes. 

If  the  weather  is  warm,  and  the  pulfe 
quick,  with  a  preternatural  heat  in  the 
fkin,  the  warmth  of  the  v/ater  in  the  bath 
fhould  not  exceed  the  96th  or  98th  divisi¬ 
on  of  Fahrenheit’s  thermometer.  But  wrhen 
the  pulfe  is  flow  with  little  heat,  it  ought 
to  be  fo  warm  as  to  raife  the  mercury  to  the 
100  or  joed  degree,  efpecialiy  if  the  wea¬ 
ther  is  cold.  While  he  is  in  the  wTater,  gen¬ 
tle  fridtion  fhould  be  ufed,  efpecialiy  about 
the  neck,  breaft,  and  along  the  fpine,  fo  far 
as  it  can  be  come  at  *;  and  he  is  to  be  kept 
in  the  bath,  until  the  pulfe  becomes  foft 

and 
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and  fall.  When  it  is  thought  neceflary  to 
take  him  up,  he  is  not  to  be  wiped  dry, 
but  muft  be  wrapped  immediately  in  a  dry 
blanket,  and  put  to  bed,  in  which  they  ufu- 
ally  fweat  freely  ;  but  fhould  thofe  fweats 
prove  too  profufe,  efpecially  if  the  pulfe  be¬ 
comes  very  frequent  and  contracted  withal, 
with  an  intenfe  heat  of  the  fkin,  they  are 
to  be  difcouraged  by  rubbing  the  fkin  dry 
with  a  warm  cloth. 

It  is  to  be  obferved  that  the  perfon  fhould 
lie  at  full  length  in  the  tub,  having  a  blanket 
rolled  up  for  a  pillow  under  his  head,  and, 
except  his  face,  he  ought  to  be  covered  with 
the  water,  a  due  heat  of  which  muft  be 
kept  up  by  fupplying  warmer  water  as  it 
cools  in  the  bath ;  wherefore  it  is  necefla- 
ry  to  have  a  kettle  always  over  the  fire,  with 
the  bathing  tub  placed  by  the  bed's  fide, 
that  both  may  be  ready  when  they  are  want¬ 
ed,  which  may  be  five  or  fix  times  in  the 
day. 

If  no  gentle  opiate  was  given  when  he 
was  in  the  bath,  let  him  foon  after  take  a 
large  dofe,  which  ought  to  be  repeated  bold¬ 
ly  every  half  hour,  or  at  fuch  intervals  as 
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to  allow  time  to  judge  of  the  effeCt  of  the 
preceding  one ;  and  in  this  manner  the  ufe 
of  it  is  to  be  continued,  until  the  fpafm 
under  the  jlernnm  ceafes,  to  which  a  remif- 
fion  of  the  contractions  will  furely  fucceed. 
But  as  both  will  moft  certainly  return  when 
x  the  effedt  of  the  opiate  wears  off,  it  muff  be 
repeated  in  due  time  to  prevent  them,  the 
neceflity  for  which  the  patient  will  have  fuf- 
ficient  warning,  by  his  being  fenfible  of  the 
gradual  approach  and  increafe  of  the  pain, 
as  the  operation  of  the  opium  diminifhes. 
Having  therefore  often  obferved  this,  I  leave 
directions  that  the  fick  fliould  be  from  time 
to  time  queftioned  concerning  it,  and  when 
it  is  found  neceffary,  the  opiate  is  thrown 
in  and  repeated,  until  the  intention  is  an- 
fwered,  whereby  the  fpafm  will  be  prevent¬ 
ed,  the  contractions  will  ceafe,  and  the  pulfe 
will  become  foft,  full  and  equal,  with  an 
equable  moifture  diffufed  over  the  whole 
furface.  In  proportion  to  which  promifing 
appearances,  the  quantity  of  the  opiate  may 
be  diminished,  and  given  likewife  at  longer 
diftances,  but  the  ufe  of  it  may  be  neceffary 

It 
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It  muft  be  obferved,  that  to  fupprefs  this 
fpafm,  much  larger  dofes  of  opium  are  ne~ 
ceflary,  than  perhaps  in  any  other  difeafe,  fo 
that  the  quantity  to  be  given  cannot  by  any 
means  be  defined,  but  muft  intirely  depend 
on  the  efifeCt  it  produces ;  for  I  have  fome- 
times  given  200  drops  of  the  tinBura  opii 
for  a  dofe,  which  would  not  keep  the  patient 
eafy  three  hours,  and  fome  will  take  more 
than  an  ounce  of  this  tinCture  in  a  day  and 
a  night  without  being  affeCted  with  a  Jlupor 
by  it.  A  ftrong  proof  of  the  violence  of  this 
fpafm  !  which  farther  appears  by  its  return¬ 
ing  in  fo  fhort  a  time  after  the  exhibition  of 
fuch  large  dofes.  Yet  notwithftanding  all 
that  has  been  faid,  it  is  but  juft  to  admonifh 
the  reader,  that  fuch  exceftive  quantities  of 
opium  were  not  ventured  on,  until  fmaller 
dofes  were  found  not  to  avail  3  but  in  general 
it  will  be  found  neceffary  to  give  it  very  free¬ 
ly  ;  and  the  practitioner  who  contents  him- 
felf  with  the  reflection  of  having  complied 
with  thofe  directions,  which  are  commonly 
given  with  regard  to  the  ufe  of  opium ,  will 
in  thefe  difeafes  deceive  himfelf  and  his  pa- 

tient 
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tient  likewife  by  this  prudential  kind  of 
timidity. 

It  is  eafy  to  reafon  from  experience,  on  the 
nfe  of  opium  in  fpafmodic  difeafes,  and  in 
thofe  it  feemed  obvious  enough,  altho'  it' 
did  not  occur  to  me  to  try  it,  until  I  had  in 
too  many  cafes  unfuccefsfully  attempted  to 
relieve  them  by  antifpafmodics  of  every  other 
kind  (except  mufk)  as  well  as  by  making 
evacuations  in  every  way,  as  one  or  other 
teemed  to  be  indicated.  But  having  always 
obferved,  that  the  fpafm  under, the  flernumy 
was,  upon  every  return  of  it,  fucceeded  by 
an  inftantaneous  increafe  of  the  contractions 
in  the  pofterior  parts,  and  a  rigidity  of  the 
lower  extremities,  it  feemed  reasonable  to  hope, 
that  were  this  removed,  and  the  return  of  it 
prevented,  the  other  confequences  of  it  would 
ceafe,  which  happened  accordingly  in  feveral 
who  were  able  to  fwallow  ;  and  it  is  proba¬ 
ble  where  this  faculty  is  loft,  that  opiates 
might  be  given  to  advantage  in  giyfters. 

Befides  opiates  and  the  warm  bath,  giy¬ 
fters  prepared  with  a  decodtion  of  camomile 
flowers,  mallows,  &c.  to  which  a  large  pro¬ 
portion  of  oil  is  added,  ought  to  be  fre¬ 
quently 
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quently  injected,  not  only  to  empty  the  guts 
fo  far  as  they  can  reach,  but  as  an  internal 
fotuSj  to  relax  the  conftriftion  of  the  vijcera 
as  much  as  poflible,  which  are  equally  af¬ 
fected  by  the  fpafm  with  the  other  parts.  A 
bladder  half  filled  with  warm  water,  and 
tied  clofe,  fhould  always  be  kept  on  the  pit 
of  the  ftomach,  when  the  patient  is  in  bed, 
and  the  rigid  part?,  fo  far  as  they  can  be 
come  at,  fhould  frequently  be  bathed  with 

warm  oil  of  mucilages,  to  which  fome 

■ 

opium  is  added,  with  a  continued  and  gentle 
fridlion,  > 

In  the  "Tetanus,  the  fame  method  will 
take  place,  and  the  abdomen  may  be  often 
fomented  with  four  -  fold  large  flannels, 
fqueezed  out  of  an  emollient  decodtion,  as 
the  patient  lies  in  bed,  taking  care  to  guard 
the  cloths  about  him,  from  being  damped 
by  the  fleam. 

During  the  feverity  of  the  difeafe,  the  fick 
may  drink  a  decodlion  of  figs,  liquorifh,  and 
fennel-feeds,  fage-tea,  very  weak  wine- 
whey,  or  any  fuch  mild  diaphoretic  liquid, 
and  for  nourifhment,  thin  drained  gruel, 
panada,  or  weak  broth  5  but  after  the  con- 

tradiions 
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iraddons  have  ceafed  feme  days,  a  little  Ca¬ 
nary,  or  fome  other  foft  wine,  ought  to  be 
added  to  his  gruel  now  and  then,  and  his 
broths  fhould  be  ftronger,  which  he  will 
ftand  much  in  need  of,  to  recruit  his  ftrength. 

As  the  guts  do  inoft  certainly  fail  in  the 
performance  of  their  natural  office  in  thefe 
difeafes,  vfo  that  a  thorough  ftool  is  not  to  be 
expected  ;  it  is  common  with  me,  fome  days 
after  the  fpafm  has  difappeared,  to  endea¬ 
vour  to  prevent  any  new  difturbance  from 
the  flimulus  of  any  bile  or  other  humour 
which  may  have  acquired  an  acrimony  by 
if  s  lying  fa  long  in  the  inteftines  :  to  which 
purpofe  a  folution  of  manna,  regenerated 
tartar,  with  a  little  faffron,  and  fome  treacle 
water,  is  given  in  fmall  dofes  every  hour,  and 
continued  until  a  ftool  is  procured,  when 
the  medicine  is  to  he  laid  aiide,  as  one  or 
two  moderate  difeharges  generally  follow 
the  firft.  By  this  cautious  method,  the  pati¬ 
ent  is  fare  not  to  be  much  fatigued,  my  pur~ 
poie  will  be  fufficiently  anfwqred,  and  no 
new  fpafm  can  be  excited  by  fo  lenient  and 
diaphoretic  a  laxative. 


Some 
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Some  transitions  happen  now  and  then  in 
the  Opijlhotonos ,  fuch  as  it’s  quitting  the  fii- 
perior  parts,  and  invading  the  inferior  mefen- 
teric  plexus ,  and  the  nerves  of  the  loins  and 
cs  facrum ,  with  great  pain  and  rigidity  in 
the  lower  extremities  ;  but  it  is  needlefs  to 
fwell  this  paper  with  fuch  obfervations,  ef- 
cially  as  fuch  attacks  yield  to  the  treatment 
already  mentioned. 

%.  Is  it  not  the  Opijlhotonos  which  proves 
fo  fatal  to  infants  before  they  are  nine  days 
old,  and  which  the  women  improperly 
call  jaw-falling  ?  Certain  it  is,  that  the  fymp-* 
toms  are  very  fimilar,  and  I  heartily  wifh 
fome  hint  could  be  taken  from  what  has 
been  faid  for  the  relief  of  thofe  tender  fub- 
je<Ss,  in  whom  indeed  opium  cannot  take 
place,  nor  does  it  promife  any  good,  even 
in  the  fmalleft  quantity,  as  it  is  generally 
owing  to  their  having  been  prepofteroufiy 
fed  before  the  guts  have  been  cleared  from 
the  meconium ,  that  they  are  feized  with  this 
difeafe.  I  cured  one  by  purging  with  an  in- 
fufion  of  rhubarb,  to  which  a  few  grains  of 
mufk,  and  a  little  ol.  tart .  per  deliq .  were 

added, 
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added,  together  with  the  warm  bath,  and 
the  frequent  injection  of  glyfters  made  with 
an  infufion  of  camomile  flowers,  to  each  of 
which  a  fmall  proportion  of  Caftile  foap  was 
added- 
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XIII.  Of  a  Periodical  Blindnefs.  By  Dr . 

Samuel  Pye.  Read  November  4,  1754. 

- -  Pye,  fervant  to  a  corn  miller 

of  the  fame  name,  at  the  lixth  mill  on 
Limehoufe  wall,  about  40  years  of  age,  came 
to  me  Odt.  2,  1754,  for  advice  and  affillance. 
He  told  me,  that  about  two  months  ago, 
while  he  was  employed  in  mending  feme 
facks,  near  the  fetting  of  the  fun,  he  was 
fuddenly  deprived  of  the  ufe  of  his  limbs, 
and  of  his  fight.  At  the  time  he  was  at¬ 
tacked  with  this  uncommon  difeafe,  he  was 
not  only  entirely  free  from  any  pain  in  his 
head,  or  limbs  5  but,  on  the  contrary,  had 
a  fenfation  of  eafe  and  pleafure  ;  he  was,  as 
he  expreffed  himfelf,  as  if  in  a  plealing  dofe; 
but  perfectly  fenfible.  He  was  immediately 
carried  to  bed,  and  watched  till  midnight  ; 
at  which  time  he  defired  thofe  who  attended 
him,  to  leave  him,  becaufe  he  was  neither 
fick,  nor  in  pain.  He  continued  the  whole 
night  totally  blind,  and  without  a  wink  of 
deep. 


As 
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When  the  day-light  of  the  next  morning 
appeared,  his  fight  returned  to  him  gradually,' 
as  the  light  of  the  fun  increafed,  "till  it  be¬ 
came  as  perfedt  as  ever.  When  he  rofe  from 
his  bed,  he  found  his  limbs  reftored  to  their 
ufual  ftrength  and  ufefulnefs,  and  himfeif  in 
perfedt  health. 

But  on  the  evening  of  the  fame  day,  about 
the  fetting  of  the  fun,  he  began  to  fee  but 
obfcurely,  and  his  fight  gradually  departed 
from  him,  and  he  became  as  blind  as  on  the 
preceding  night ;  though  his  limbs  conti¬ 
nued  as  well  as  in  perfedt  health,  nor  had  he 
from  the  firft  night,  any  complaint  from  that 
quarter. 

The  next  day,  with  the  rifing  fun,  his 
fight  returned  ♦  and  this  was  the  almoft  con- 
ftant  courfe  of  the  difeafe,  for  two  months 
part.  The  fymptoms,  which  from  the  fe- 
cond  night,  conftantly  preceded  the  dark- 
nefs,  were,  a  flight  pain  over  the  eyes,  and  a 
noife  in  his  head,  which  he  compared  to  a 
fquafhing  of  water  in  his  ears. 

That  he  was  totally  blind  every  night, 
when  thefe  fymptoms  appeared,  is  evident 

from 
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from  his  not  being  able  to  fee  the  light  of  a 
candle,  tho?  held  clofe  to  his  eyes  :  And  that 
in  the  day  time  his  fight  was  perfed:,  is  as 
manifeft*  from  his  being  capable  of  reading 
the  fmalleft  print,  and  of  threading  the  fineft 

needle*  as  he  declared  to  me. 

> 

The  almofl:  conftant  periodical  return  of 
this  nodurnal  blindnefs,  determined  me  to 
try  the  bark ;  but  as  the  patient  had  his  fight 
for  four  or  five  nights,  in  the  courfe  of  the 
difeafe,  (of  which  the  only  one  he  could  re¬ 
coiled:,  was  the  29th  of  Sept.)  I  chofe  to 
wait,  and  watch  the  returns,  before  I  fiiould 
give  that  magnum  Dei  donum ,  as  Dr.  Mead 
judicioufly  terms  it :  I  therefore  only  di- 
teded  a  mixture  of  the  fal  abjinth .  of 
which  he  took  for  nine  days.  If  I  had,  at 
this  time*  given  the  bark,  I  fhould  have 
thought  it  had  Wrought  a  perfed:  cure  5  but 
as  there  could  be  no  virtue  in  what  he  did 
take,  equal  to  fo  great  an  effed:,  the  dif¬ 
eafe  vanifhed  of  itfelf  in  the  following 
manner. 

After  near  two  months  continuance  of 
the  difeafe,  as  above,  (Sept.  29.)  the  patient 
was  able  to  fee  all  the  night;

little  before  fun-fet,  found  him  perfedtly 
well;  and  heard  him  read  in  the  fmallefk 
print,  after  the  fun  was  fet,  without  the  help 
of  a  candle :  I  waited  near  an  hour,  and 
finding  no  return  of  his  blindnefs,  I  left  him 
perfectly  well.  On  the  nth  he  came  to 
me,  at  my  requeft,  to  let  me  know,  that  he 
had  had  no  return  of  the  difcafe,  and  that 
he  was  as  well,  in  every  refpedt,  as  ever  he 
had  been. 

N.  The  firft  day  I  faw  the  patient,  I 
examined  his  eyes,  when  I  found  them  as 
clear  and  bright,  as  any,  the  fineft,  I  ever 
had  feen. 


CoTl~ 
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A  continuation  of  the  cafe . 

On  the  mbrningof  October  9,  1 755,  the 
fame  patient  came  to  me,  and  gave  me  the 
following  fhort  account  of  the  return  of  his 
blindnefs. 

Sometime  in  June  laft*  while  he  was  at 
Work*  his  fight  left  him  with  the  fetting- 
fun,  and  returned  to  him  in  the  morning  of 
the  next  day  5  but  he  continued  to  fee  per¬ 
fectly*  every  night,  till  about  a  month,  or 
fix  weeks  after*  when  he  had  another  fit 
of  the  blindnefs,  which  lafted  likewife  for 
one  night  only:  And  about  fix  weeks 
ago,  at  the  full  of  the  moon,  a  third ;  from 
Which  time  his  fight  Continued  perfect,  till 
the  third  inftant*  when  his  blindnefs  returned 
sis  formerly*  with  the  fetting,  and  vanifhed 
wkh  the  riling  fun. 

Thus  the  difeafe  manifefted  itfelf  every 
day,  till  the  ninth  of  the  fame  month,  when 
I  again  examined  his  eyes,  but  could  not  per¬ 
ceive  the  leaft  defeCt  in  them.  I  defired  him 
to  come  to  me  in  the  evening  of  the  lame 
day,  before  fun-fet,  in  hopes  of  being  a  wit- 

I  2  nef$ 
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nefs  to  the  gradual  approach  of  the  blindnefij 
but  though  he  came  to  my  houfe,  with  his 
fight  perfect  j  the  fun  being  fet  before  I  got 
home,  I  found  him  quite  blind.  On  view¬ 
ing  his  eyes,  I  perceived  no  other  alteration 
in  their  appearance,  than  that  I  thought  the 
pupils  were  enlarged.' 

On  the  ioth,  he  was  with  me  before  fun- 
fet,  and  I  heard  him  read  in  a  very  fmall 
print,  not  many  minutes  before  his  fight  fail¬ 
ed  him.  I  now  found  the  pupils  were  en¬ 
larged  about  4-  in  diameter,  but  the  left 
more  than  the  right.  This  being  the  eighth 
day  of  a  conftant  periodical  return  of  the  dif- 
eafe,  I  ordered  him,  (as  foon  as  his  fight 
fhould  be  reftored  to  him  the  next  morning) 
to  take  the  quantity  of  a  cheftnut  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  ele&ary,  fy  cort .  peruv .  puh .  fzV.  Nue 
mofcb .  toft  a  3  H»  Syr.  e  cort .  aurant .  q.f.  and 
to  repeat  the  dofe  every  hour  for  ten  times. 

N.  B .  His  body  being  at  this  time 
very  lax,  induced  me  not  to  truft  the  cortex 
alone. 

After  he  had  taken  the  tenth  dofe,  he 
came  to  my  houfe  at  about  five  in  the  even- 
ing,  on  the  nth  inftant,  at  my  requeft, 

that 
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that  I  might  be  a  witnefs  of  the  effect  of  the 
medicine :  At  half  an  hour  paft  fix,  I  had 
the  pleafure  of  feeing  the  pupils  of  both  eyes 
of  their  natural  bignefs,  and  hearing  him 
read  in  a  very  fmall  print. 

I  continued  the  ufe  of  the  bark,  as  above, 
but  directed  it  to  be  taken  every  other 
hour. 

1 2th.  Notwithstanding  the  diarrhcea , 
previous  to  the  taking  the  medicine,  the 
patient  went  to  ftool  in  a  regular  man¬ 
ner,  for  thefe  two  days  paft.  At  fix  this 
evening  he  was  with  me  $  his  pulfe  was 
calm  and  regular,  the  pupils  of  their  natural 
fize,  and  he  read  to  me  in  the  fame  fmall 
print  as  before.  The  eledtuary  was  conti¬ 
nued  every  other  hour. 

13th.  Between  five  and  fix  this  even¬ 
ing,  the  pupils  appeared  fmall  as  yefter- 
day,  and  his  fight,  upon  trial,  was  perfedt 
at  fix.  I  now  ordered  the  medicine  every 
fourth  hour. 

14th.  The  eledtary  both  purged  andvo-* 
mited  the  patient,  the  preceding  night 5  noU 
withftanding,  at  fix  this  evening,  he  could 
fee  as  well  as  ever  he  had  done  in  all  his  life

1 51th.  TWs  cledtary  alfo  purged  and 
vomited  him,  but  chiefly  in  tjie  night,  a$ 
the  other  had  done  the  two  preceding  nights. 
Thefe  evacuations  had  fo  weakened  the  pa- 
tient,  that  he  was  not  able  to  come  to  me 
any  more ;  but  his  fight  continued  perfedh 

1 6th.  The  Bark  was  diicontinued.  The 
fight  as  good  as  ever. 

17th.  I  went  to  fee  him,  and  found 
him  in  a  very  weak  condition  from  his  di¬ 
arrhea ,  which  was  now  attended  with  a 
continual  fever ;  but  no  return  of  the  blind- 
nefs. 

1 8th,  19th,  and  20th.  The  fever  enprea- 
fing  every  of  thefe  days,  with  the  pontinu- 
ance  of  the  diarrhea^  and  on  the  20th,  a 
delirium ,  gave  me  apprehenfions  of  the  great- 
ill:  danger ;  yet  the  fight  was  perfedt  each  of 
thefe  nights. 

2 1  ft.  The  fever  lefs  violent;  the  purging 
as  before.  This  day  he  began  to  be  deaf ; 
but  at  night  the  fight  was  as  good  as  ever. 

22d.  The 
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2  2d.  The  fever  more  violent;  the  diar- 
rbcea  the  fame  ;  the  deafnefs  greatly  encreaf- 
ed ;  but  the  fight,  in  the  evening,  perfedt. 

23d.  Though  the  pulfe  was  lefs  frequent, 
the  fever,  purging,  and  delirium  were  confi- 
derable ;  the  deafnefs  was  now  extream,  but 
no  fign  of  any  defedt  in  his  eyes. 

24th.  The  pulfe  as  yefterday ;  the  tongue 
clean  and  moift ;  great  pain  in  his  bowels ; 
ftools  lefs  frequent ;  but  both  yefterday  and 
to  day*  the  great  anxiety  he  laboured  un¬ 
der  foreboded  his  death,  which  happened 
on  the  25th. 

Of  the  Nydtalopes  of  the  ancients . 

The  Greek  phyficians  are  divided  in  their 
opinion?,  concerning  this  now  uncommon 
difeafe.  Hippocrates  expreflly  fays,  “  we 
“  call  thofe  Nydtalopes  who  fee  by  night.3 ”

fee  nothing  in  the  day-time,  but  have 
u  their  fight  by  night.  On  the  contrary,

May  not  thefe  two  defcriptjons  of  the 
nyctalopia,  fo  diametrically  oppofite  to  each 
other,  be  reconciled  by  the  recited  cafe,  in 
fixing  the  difeafe  to  the  clafs  of  intermit- 
tents  ?  The  difference  then  will  only  confift, 
in  the  different  times  of  the  approach  of  the 
difeafe  ;  that  of  Hippocrates,  came  on  in  the

both  were  expreffly  periodical,  and  the  dis¬ 
tance  of  time  between  the  paroxyfms,  inboth 
was,  respectively,  the  fame  3  a  whole  day, 
or  a  whole  night. 

The  various  fhapes  in  which  intermittents 
appear,  very  much  favour  fuch  an  opinion  ; 
and  the  apparent  fuccefs  of  the  cortexy  in 
this  cafe,  notwithftanding  the  unfavourable 
circumftances  of  thofe  evacuations  that  the 
patient  laboured  under,  and  the  confequent 
neceffity  of  its  difufe,  feem  to  confirm  it  $ 
efpecially  when  we  refled:,  that  though  the 
common  period  for  the  return  of  the  pa* 
roxyfms  of  theft  diftafes  be  the  fourteenth, 
it  was  the  fifteenth  day,  inclufive,  from  the 
taking  of  the  medicine  till  the  death  of  the

I  am  fenfible  that  the  practice  of  phyfick, 
in  common  difeafes,  ought  not  to  reft  on  a 
Angle  experiment ;  but  in  an  extraordinary 
cafe,  a  cafe  that  feems  to  Hand  alone  in  the 
modern  annals  of  phyfick  °,  we  muft  be  fa-

®  Dr.  Peter  Parham’s  account  pf  a  m^n  who  be¬ 
comes  blind  after  fun-fet,  is  as  follows.  “  I  was

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tisfied  with  a  fingle  experiment,  till  time 
ihall  produce  other  cafes  which  may  deter¬ 
mine  for,  or  againfl  it.

,ft  lately  in  Suffolk  where  I  met  with  a  young  man* 
about  20  years  of  age,  who  all  the  day  hath  a 
1“  good  figfyt,  and  diftinguifhed  obje<5te  at  all  dif- 
tances  as  \^ell  as  any  body,  and  with  as  much  vi- 
<c  gour  and  unweariednefs ;  but  when  twilight  pnce 
“  comes  he  is  quite  blind,  and  fees  nothing  at  all ; 

fo  that  he  cannot  without  great  difficulty  dire<5t 
<c  himfelf  abroad,  or  even  at  home  by  the  lights  of 
the  fire  or  candle.  I  viewed  the  youth  both  by  day 
“  and  nig^t,  but  there  is  no  difeafe  in  the  organ  that 
t*  can  be  obferved ;  no  vertigo  or  diftemper  in  the 
“  head  to  interrupt,  or  any  way  intercept  the 
“  fpirits  in  their  motions ;  but  to  all  appearance, 
*c  the  fabrick  of  fhe  organ  is  very  true  and  exadtly 
f*  well,  and  never  difturbed  with  fluxes  any  way.  I 
tried  him  with  fpeftetcles  for  variety  of  fight,  but 
“  they  did  him  no  fervice  either  by  the  lights  of  fire 
“  or  candle.  He  tells  me,  that  he  was  thus  from  the 
firft  time  he  was  able  to  take  notice  of  things,  and 
it  came  without  diftempers ;  that  this  cloudinefs 
“  comes  gradually  upon  him  like  a  mift,  as  day- 
**  light  declines ;  that  he  is  always  alike  in  all  afpeftt 
“  of  the  moon ;  he  feels  no  pain  by  lire  or  candle- 
light ;  he  finds  himfelf  no  worfe  in  winter  than 
“  fummer,  and  obferves  no  mifchief  upon  taking 
cold;  he  fvveats  much  at  work,  but  finds  no  diffe- 
fence  as  to  his  fight  in  thofe  days  when  he  works 
hard  or  iot.”

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XIV.  An  inquiry  into  the  Origin  of  the  Goui 
Powder.  By  John  Clephane,  M*  D»

H  E  reputation  which  i  medicine  late¬ 
ly  introduced  into  this  country,  and 
known  by  the  hafric  of  the  Duke  of  Port¬ 
land’s  Powder,  has  acquired  in  gouty  cafes* 
put  me  upon  looking  into  fuch  of  the  prac¬ 
tical  writers,  ancient  and  modern,  as  I  had 
an  opportunity  of  confulting,  to  fee  if  I  could 
learn  the  age  of  fo  lingular  a  compolition* 
if  It  is  of  modern  invention,  or  if  if  is  to 
the  ancients  we  oWe  what  promifes  nothing 
lefs  than  a  cure  for  a  diftemper  hitherto 
confidered  as  beyond  the  reach  of  the  phyfi* 
cians  lkill,  and,  even  to  a  proverb,  termed 
the  reproach  of  his  art< 

I  believe  then  it  will  be  eafy  to  IheW, 
that  medicines  of  this  nature,-  and  of  a  fi- 
milar  compofitiCft,  have  been  long  known 
in  phyfick  5  they  were  not  only  in  ufe  among 
the  Greek  phyficians,  but  made  a  confide- 
able  part  of  their  practice  in  gouty  and  ar¬ 
thritic  complaints :  afterwards  indeed  they 
feerr*  to  have  fallen  from  that  degree  of 

eftimation 
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cftimation  in  which  they  had  held  them,  and 
to  have  lain  in  a  great  meafure  negle&ed, 
till  the  introduction  of  the  Greek  volumes 
into  the  weftern  parts  of  Europe,  when  they 
were  tranfcribed  by  fever al  of  the  earlier 
medical  writers,  and  brought  into  ufe  in 
Italy,  Germany,  Switzerland,  &c.  where  in 
fome  places  thefe  medicines  feem  ftill  to 
have  retained  a  degree  of  credit ;  fo  that  a 
particular  form  of  them  was  brought  from 
thence  a  few  years  ago,  and  revived  in  this 
country  with  a  perfon  of  high  rank,  and  his 
experience  in  his  own  cafe  to  recommend  it  *.

Take  of  all  thefe  well  dry’d,  powdered  and  fifed, 
as  fine  as  you  can,  equal  weight,  mix  them  well  to¬ 
gether,  and  take  one  drachm  of  this  mix’d  pow¬ 
der  every  morning  faffing  in  a  cup  of  wine  and  wa¬ 
ter,  broth,  tea,  or  any  other  vehicle  you  like  bed, v 
keep  faffing  an  hour  and  a  half  after  it,  continue  this 

for 
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In  this  enquiry  I  (hall  confine  myfelf  to 
a  fhort  hiftory  or  account  of  the  medicine* 
as  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  trace  it,  pro- 
mifing  only  a  remark  or  two  on  the  practice 
of  the  ancients  in  the  Gout, 

In  general  they  feem  to  have  had  a  much 
higher  opinion  than  we  have  of  the  powers 
and  efficacy  of  medicines  in  this  diftemper  3 
for  we  find  them  extremely  bufy  with  eva¬ 
cuations* 

for  three  months  without  interruption,  then  diminifh 
the  dofe  to  |  of  a  drachm  for  three  months  longer, 
then  to  4  a  drachm  for  fix  months  more,  taking  it 
regularly  every  morning  if  poflible.  After  the  firft 
year  it  will  be  fufficient  to  take  ~  a  drachm  every 
other  day.  As  this  medidne  Operates  infenfi- 
bly,  it  will  take  perhaps  two  years  before  you  re¬ 
ceive  any  great  benefit,  fo  you  mud  not  be  difcou- 
raged  though  you  don't  perceive  at  firft  any  great 
amendment,  it  works  flow  but  fare,  it  doth  not  con¬ 
fine  the  patient  to  any  particular  diet,  fo  one  lives 
foberly  and  abftain  from  thofe  meats  and  liquors  that 
have  always  been  accounted  pernicious  in  the  Gout,’ 
as  champaigne  drams,  high  fauces,  &c. 

N.  B.  In  the  Rhehmatifm  that  is  only  accidental, 
and  not  habitual,  a  few  of  the  drachm  dofes  may  do, 
but  if  an  habitual,  or  that  has  been  of  long  duration,1 
then  you  mult  take  it  as  for  the  Gout,  the  remedy 
requires  patience,  as  it  operates  but  flow  in  both 
diftempers. 
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euations,  alteratives,  and  external  applica¬ 
tions,  as  if  really  fomething  could  be  done  $ 
while  the  moderns  leave  the  difeafe  in  a 
great  meafure  to  nature*  and  the  fick  perfon 
to  patience  and  flannel. 

The  diftindtion  of  the  podagra  and  ar¬ 
thritis  into  three  forts*  namely,  the  fangui- 
neous,  bilious,  and  pituitous,  from  the  na¬ 
ture  of  the  humour  depofited*  as  they  fup- 
pofed*  on  the  joint  or  part  affedted,  is  the 
uniform  dodtrine  of  the  earlier  ages  before 
Galen  *  of  Galen  himfelf,  and  of  thofe  who 
fucceeded  and  copied  after  him. 

Agreeable  to  this  diftindtion  their  pradtice 
was  diredted ;  for  in  the  fanguineous  they 
ufed  the  lancet  freely  5  in  the  bilious  too 
they  bled  often  ;  and  in  all  the  three,  but 
efpecially  in  the  pituitous,  they  gave  their 
lluggifh  griping  purgatives,  as  the  hermo- 
dadtyls,  myrobalans>  agaric,  &c.  after  which 
their  method  was  to  put  the  patient  into  a 
long  courfe  of  the  warm  ftomachic  bitters, 
of  which,  when  they  come  to  mention  the 
formula  or  prefcriptions  ufed  in  their  prac¬ 
tice,  we  find  many  of  them  that  referable 
our  Gout  powder,  fome  nearly  the  fame. 

K  Altho’ 
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Altho’  Galen,  in  the  chapter  which  pro* 
fefledly  treats  of  the  Gout  medicines,  feems 
asfparing  of  internals,  as  he  is  full  upon  the 
article  of  external  applications,  yet  has  he 
given  us  in  another  place,  two  different  forms 
of  internal  medicines :  the  firft,  he  tells  us, 
was  much  ufed  by  the  perfon  whofe  name  it 
bears  ;a  and  of  the  other,  which  comes  much 
nearer  ours,  he  fays  what  muft  be  under- 
ftood  as  a  recommendation  of  it,  that  he 
himfelf  ufed  it  \ 

If  to  this  we  join  the  teftimony  of  Caelius 
Aurelianus,  who,  I  think,  is  generally  al¬ 
lowed  to  have  flourished  near  Galen’s  time, 

if  he  was  not  his  cotemporary,  there  will 
hardly  be  any  room  to  doubt  but  that  fuch

compofitions  were  not  only  in  life  in  Galen’s 
time*  but  fome  ages  perhaps  before  him .

2, 
Morb .  Cbronicor .  where  he  evidently  alludes

the  Greek  phyficians  after  Galen,  as  well  as  of 
the  later  collectors  of  receipts  5  and  fo  near  a 
refemblance  do  many  of  them  bear  to  our  pre- 
fent  favorite  medicine,  that  there  will  hardly, 
I  imagine,  remain  any  doubt  of  this  being 
the  fource  from  whence  it  has  been  taken. 

iEtius,  in  the  chap,  de  anti  dot  is  podogricis, 
among  other  forms,  defcribes  a  tetraphar - 
macum ,  which,  by  the  bye,  is  the  diatef- 
faron  of  fome  modern  difpenfatories,  an  an - 
tidotus  ex  hyperico ,  and  an  antidotus  ex 
gentiana ,  all  in  vogue  in  his  time,  and  all 
refembling  ours :  but  what  I  would  more 
particularly  take  notice  of,  is  what  he  calls 
the  antidotus  podagrica  ex  duobus  centaurea 
generibusy  as  being  the  medicine  which  comes 
the  neareft  of  any  to  our  Gout  powder :  their 
difference  is  only  in  one  ingredient d.

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dation,  I  have  tranfcribed  it  at  the  bottom 
of  the  page  f. 

And  here  let  me  beg  your  indulgence  for 
a  moment,  while  I  recount  a  few  particulars 
relating  to  their  manner  of  admxniftring  thofe 
remedies,  and  to  the  cafes  and  conflitutions 
where  they  recommend  them  as  beneficial, 
or  where  they  forbid  the  ufe  of  them  as 
hurtful. 

The  form,  we  fee,  was  that  of  an  eledlary, 
made  up  with  honey,  as  was  their  method. 

The  dofe  was  a  drachm,  or  the  bignefs  of 
a  hazel  nut,  in  the  morning  falling,  with 
warm  water  ( ex  aqua  calida )  And  this  was 
ordered  to  be  continued  for  the  fpace  of 
twelve  months,  but  not  without  interrup¬ 
tions,  or  a  leffening  of  the  dofe,  or  both,  as

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the  cafe  might  require.  At  certain  intervals 
too,  as  every  two  or  three  months,  a  purge 
was  thought  neceffary ;  however,  the  year 
at  any  rate  was  to  be  compleated,  for  fo  much 
was  generally  thought  neceffary  for  a  cure  : 
hence  the  name  hh  i violvtqv  :  ?nedicamenta  ad 
annum  :  annalia  medicamim ,  &c, L 

If  nothing  haftened  or  retarded  this  courfe, 
their  method  was  to  begin  it  in  the  fpring 
or  autumn :  in  cold  phlegmatic  conftitu- 
tions,  they  chofe  the  beginning  of  the  fpring; 
in  the  hot,  dry  and  bilious  habits,  the  end 
of  autumn. 

The  ancients  recommend  the  antidoti 
chiefly  in  cafes  that  are  not  of  long  ftanding, 
or  as  Caslius  expreffes  it,  “  its  qui  nonplurimo 
tempore  fuerint  pajjione  vitiati”  and  feem  to 
think  them  no  longer  fafe  paft  the  term  of 
five,  or  at  far  theft  feven  years  from  the  firft 
attack  h.

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Caelius  Aurelianus  has  told  us  1  and  A • 
Trail ianus  k  makes  the  fame  obfervati- 
on,  that  a  long  uninterrupted  ufe  of  thofe 
compofitions  were  by  many  condemned  as  a 
dangerous  practice,  and  often  fatal. 

But  the  point  in  which  they  were  molt 
peculiarly  cautious,  was  the  diftinguifhing 
the  different  habits  or  temperaments,  that  is, 
thqfe  where  the  antidoti  were  obferved  to  do 
fervice,  from  thofe  where  they  were  founcj. 
to  be  hurtful. 

iptiqs,  though  lavifli  of  his  commendations 
of  the  antidoti  ad  podagram ,  condemns  ne- 
verthelefs  the  indifcriminate  ufe  of  them  in 
all  cafes  and  habits  for  he  allures  us,  that

Though  amidft  fuch  grave  teffimonies,  the 
authority  of  a  ludicrous  writer,  and  from  a 
ludicrous  piece,  will  hardly  be  thought  pro¬ 
perly  introduced ;  yet  as  I  cannot  but  think 

that  Lucian  in  his  tragopcdagray  among 
other  Gout-remedies,  alludes  to  our  anti- 
doti ,  I  have  ventured  to  cite  the  pafiage  °. 

Among  the  Arabian  writers,  at  leaft  thofs 
whom  I  have  looked  into,  our  bitter  ho¬ 


rn  a  chic  compofitions  in  this  intention  are 
hardly  mentioned ;  it  is  true  indeed,  in  a£»

We  again  meet  with  our  antidoti  or  Gout 
eledaries  (for  that  is  the  form)  in  fome  of 
the  latefl  Greek  writers,  Aduarius  has 
feveral  forms  refembling  thofe  of  iEtius,  and 
particularly  the  a?jtidotos  Procli  difita  from 
Paulus q. 

Nicolaus  Myrepfus  too  has  feveral  of  the 
fame,  as  the  antidotes  Procli  di£ta>  the  PEgyp- 
tia  magna  et  par'd  a ,  &c.  in  almoft  all  which 
the  ingredients  of  our  powder  make  the 
principal  parts  of  the  medicine  r. 

In  the-fupplement  to  Mefue,  by  Francifl- 
cus  de  pedemontium,  there  is  mention  made 
pf  a  powder  for  the  Gout  of  great  efficacy, 
called  mcdicamen  Hermetis ;  it  is  made  of 
fome  of  our  ingredients,  but  he  does  not 
fay  from  whence  he  took  it.  This  Francif- 
cus  de  pedemontium  was  phyfician  to  Ro¬ 
bert  King  of  Sicily,  and  flouriffied  about  the 
beginning  of  the  fourteenth  century s.

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I  faid  above,  that  fome  of  the  early  wri¬ 
ters,  among  the  moderns,  had  copied  many 
of  thefe  Gout  remedies  from  the  hooks  of 
the  Greek  phyticians ;  for  this,  we  need  only 
look  into  Sennertus,  who  has  given  us  a  large 
lift  of  authors  and  prefcriptions,  moft  of 

them  borrowed,  with  little  variation,  from 
iEtius,  A.  Trallianus,  and  Paulus  fEgi- 

rseta  r. 

It  was  probably  about  this  period,  or  foon 
after  that  thole  medicines  came  into  ufe  iq 
Italy  and  the  neighbouringcountries,  and  par¬ 
ticularly  that  form  which  comes  fo  near  our 
prefent  Gout  powder  j  and  which,  about 
that  time,  1  imagine,  got  the  name  of  pud 
vis  p  rind  pis  Mirandolce ,  from  having  been 
recommended,  and  brought  into  vogue  by  a 
prince  of  that  country,  perhaps  the  famous 
Joannes  Picus,  who  flourifhed  between  the

Be  it  as  it  will,  the  compofi- 
tion  retained  this  name  in  thofe  countries  for 
a  long  time  after  ;  and  indeed  it  feems  hard¬ 
ly  to  have  been  altogether  forgotten,  when 
the  medicine  was  brought  to  us  from  thence 
fome  years  ago.

gredient  in  feveral  of  the  ancient  anti  dot  i ,  and 
if  in  fome  of  our  books  of  botany  and  materia 
medica ,  the  rhaponticum  vulgar  e>  and  the 
centaurium  majus ,  are  claffed  as  the  fame 

Upon  the  whole  I  fear  I  fhall  be  thought 
to  have  trefpaffed  greatly  upon  the  reader’s 
patience,  when  the  principal  ufe  I  would 
pretend  to  make  of  all  this  is  only  to  jfhew 
that  Cash  us  Aurelianus’s  diacentaureon ,  and 
iEtius’s  anti  dot  os  ex  duobus  centaurece generibus^ 
were  the  fame  medicine,  and  are  the  old 
names  for  the  Duke  of  Portland’s  Powder. 

As  to  the  late  introduction  of  the  medi¬ 
cine  into  this  country,  I  have  leave  to 
mention  the  following  particulars.  We  ow£ 
it  to  a  friend  of  his  grace  the  Duke  of  Port¬ 
land,  who  brought  the  receipt  with  him 
from  Switzerland,  exactly  copied  from  a  do-- 
meftic  collection  of  approved  receipts,  which 
were  his  father’s,  who  had  travelled  many 
years,  and  probably  may  have  picked  it  up 
abroad  :  it  was  by  this  gentleman’s  perfua- 
fion  that  the  Duke  (who  had  been  leverely 

treated 
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treated  by  an  hereditary  Gout  for  feverai 
years)  was  induced  to  make  trial  of  thefe 
powders,  which  have  done  him  fuch  remark* 
able  fervice;  and  that  the  affiidted  might  not 
be  deprived  of  the  fame  means  of,  relief 
which  he  had  fd  happily  experienced,  his 
Grace  ordered  the  faid  receipt  to  be  printed* 
and  copies  of  it  to  be  delivered  to  all  who 
fhould  afk  for  it. 

Notwithftanding  the  high  efteem  in  which 
the  medicine  feems  to  be  at  prefent,  it  may 
not  perhaps  be  difficult  to  foretel  its  fate ; 
it  will  dd  good  in  many  cafes,  for  in  ma¬ 
ny  cafes  there  is  reafon  to  believe  it  extremely 
proper;  but  an  indifcririiinate  life  of  it  in  all 
will  again  do  what  we  have  feen  a  like 
abufe  formerly  did;  it  will  bring  a  good 
dicine  into  difrepute*

XV I.  ^/z  extract  cf  a  letter  to  Dr.  Jehu 
Clephane,  from  Dr.  Mackenzie  at  Con-* 
ftantinople,  dated  Feb.  1,  1755. 

H  E  wife  of  one  Milo,  a  Moldavian, 
JL  aged  about5  57,  of  a  flrong  conftitu^ 
tion,  and  dry  temperament,  mother  of  many 
children,  was,  in  March  1753,  troubled 
with  a  cholicky  diforder,  for  which  her  maid 
^advifed  her  to  apply  a  cupping-glafs  to  the 
part  affected;  but  having  no  cupping-glafs 
at  hand,  fhe  applied  a  large  earthen  pitcher, 
which  ftuck  very  well,  and  eafed  her  of  her 
pain  :  In  May  following  die  found  her  belly 
fwell,  and  called  a  phyfician,  (from  whom 
I  had  this  relation)  who  affured  her  that  fhe 
was  dropfical,  and  preferibed  her  proper 
medicines,  but  which  had  no  effedt,  for  the 
waters  gathered  fo  fait,  that  on  the  23d  of 
Auguft  1753,  fhe  was  tapped  by  one  Vil- 
liers  a  French  furgeon,  who  drew  from  her 
feven  ogues  of  water,  (each  ogue  weighing 
400  drams.)  After  this  operation  fhe  was 
very  brifk  and  lively,  rambling  about  from 
country  to  town,  and  from  town  to  coun¬ 
try  s 
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try ;  but  the  waters  gathered  again  5  and  on 
the  firft  of  October,  a  fecond  pundture  was 
made,  and  twelve  ogues  of  water  drawn  off 
by  the  fame  hand.  On  the  4th  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  the  fame  furgeon,  who  is  a  man  of  ve¬ 
racity,  and  from  whom  1  had  this  account, 
drew  from  her  eleven  ogues :  the  1 5th  of 
December,  twelve  ogues :  the  30th  of  De¬ 
cember,  nine '  ogues :  the  14th  of  January, 
if  754,  nine  ogues  :  the  30th  of  January, 
nine  ogues:  the  15th  of  February,  eleven 
ogues  :  the  2d  of  March,  nine  ogues :  the 
2  3d  of  March,  twelve  ogues:  the  10th  of  April, 
twelve  ogues :  the  24th  of  April,  eleven 
ogues  :  the  1  oth  of  May,  eleven  ogues :  the 
26th  of  May,  twelve  ogues:  the  21ft  of 
June,  fifteen  ogues:  the  15th  of  July,  twelve 
ogues:  the  28th  of  July,  ten  ogues:  the 
21ft  of  Auguft,  eleven  ogues:  the  28th  of 
September,  feven  and  a  half  ogues :  the  24th 
of  November,  eleven  ogues:  the  9th  of  De¬ 
cember,  8  ogues:  the  6th  of  January  1755, 
ten  ogues  5  and  fhe  died  the  1 9th,  ditto. 

I  am  allured,  that  fhe  fupported  all  thefe 
operations  very  well,  eat  and  flept  well, 
went  abroad  to  the  very  laft ;  and  that  ha-

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ving  taken  fome  fecret  medicines  from  $ 
flranger  of  Santdtorin  ifland,  who  promifed 
to  cure  her  infallibly ,  fhe  died  the  faid  day 
Suddenly,  and  unexpectedly,  I  am  very 
intimately  acquainted  with  the  phyfician  who 
attended  her  all  the  time,’  and  their  account 
may  be  relied  on,  for  every  day  the  furgeon 
performed  the  paracentefis ,  he  fent  me  an

ripHE  reputation  that  a  certain  medi- 
JL  cine  has  of  late  years  acquired  in  Lon¬ 
don  in  fome  venereal  cafes,  and  in  which 
the  Sarfaparilla  is  fuppofed  to  be  the 
principal  ingredient,  put  me  upon  inquiring 
among  my  friends  if  any  experiments  had 
been  made  to  verify  fuch  a  conjecture. 

It  was  in  the  courfe  of  this  inquiry  that 
Dr.  Hunter  favoured  me  with  the  hiltory  of 
a  venereal  cafe,  attended  with  ill  conditi¬ 
oned  ulcers  in  the  groin,  wherein  a  ftrong 
decoCtion  of  the  Sarfaparilla  Root,  taken  to 
the  quantity  of  a  quart  a  day,  and  perfifted 
in  for  foqie  time,  had  effected  a  cure  ;  when 
a  mercurial  courfe  and  other  things  had 
failed. 

For  my  own  fatisfaCtion  I  refolved  to  pro- 
fecute  this  hint,  and  make  a  trial  of  the 
Sarfaparilla  Root  in  a  number  of  cafes  fo  as 
to  difcover,  if  the  fuccefs  of  the  abovemen-

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tioned  remedy  in  many  cafes,  particularly, 
where  almoft  every  other  medicine  had  fail¬ 
ed,  was  not  chiefly  owing  to  this  ingredient., 
Thefe  experiments,  with  their  good  or 
bad  fuccefs,  I  have  been  induced  to  offer  to 
the  publick;  the  rather,  as  I  cannot  but  flat¬ 
ter  myfelf  that  I  have  now  made  a  fufficient 
number  of  cbfervations  to  enable  me  to  de~

duce  fome  general  rules  for  uflng  the  Sarja-

CASE  I.

About  the  month,  of  Auguft  1754  Mrs. 
Marshall,  a  Carpenter’s  wife  in  Long- acre, 
applied  to  me  for  a  complaint  fbe  had  in 
her  bread:,  where  1  found  the  nipple  much 
corroded  by  a  painful  chancre,  attended 
with  many  venereal  blotches  all  round  her 
bread.  Upon  examining  her  throat  I  found 

foul 
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foul  ulcers  on  both  fides :  I  learned  on  in¬ 
quiry  that  fhe  had  contracted  this  difeafe 
by  fuckling  for  a  few  days  a  neighbour's 
child,  whofe  mouth  and  lips  were  full  of 
venereal  chancres  5  but  (he  at  that  time  had 
no  fufpicion  of  its  having  any  venereal  fymp- 

toms,  or  that  fhe  could  be  infeCted  by  it 

♦ 

Her  having  no  previous  mark  of  the  dif¬ 
eafe,  and  her  hufband,  who  cohabited  with 
her  all  the  time,  enjoying  perfect  health, 
had  prevented  her  hitherto  from  afking  ad¬ 
vice,  and  then  fhe  did  it  principally  on  her 
child’s  account  which  fhe  had  fuckled,  who 
was  at  that  time  about  fix  months  old,  and 
who  had  many  blotches  on  its  body  with 
large  fici  about  its  anus  ;  not  doubting  any 
longer  of  the  way  in  which  fhe  had  con- 
traded  the  difeafe,  fhe,  by  my  advice,  went 
to  one  of  the  Hofpitals,  where  fhe  was  fa- 
livated,  and  after  fix  weeks  was  difmified 
apparently  in  good  health.  But  in  two 
months  time  fhe  had  a  return  of  her  fore 
throat,  with  the  additional  fymptoms  of 
violent  pains  all  over  her  head.  In  February 
175 1-2,  flie  applied  to  me  again  :  as  I  found 
her  throat  well,  and  her  bread:  had  not  the 

L  4  foul 
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foul  appearance  as  formerly,  I  hoped  that 
the  pains  in  her  head  might  proceed  from  a 
different  caufe,  and  might  give  way  to  ner¬ 
vous  medicines,  which  were  ordered  her, 
but  without  effed.  The  ulcers  in  her  throat 
becoming  foul  again,  I  could  no  longer 
doubt  of  her  being  ftill  poxed  $  I  then  ufed 
fumigations  of  cinnabar  to  her  throat,  gave 
her  preparations  of  antimony  with  the  anti- 
fcorbutics,  ftrong  decodions  of  guajacum , 
and  a  fmall  proportion  of  fajjafras  and  Sar - 
faparilla ,  by  which  means  the  throat  grew 
tolerably  well,  but  the  head-ach  continued. 
Notwithftanding  which  fhe  became  preg¬ 
nant  in  the  fummer  1752  :  three  months  af¬ 
ter,  all  her  bad  fymptoms  returned  with 
more  violence  than  ever,  with  pains  about 
her  palate  and  in  her  nofe,  and  the  ulcers 
fpread  in  her  throat  to  the  almoft  total  lofs 
of  the  velum  pendulum  palati :  I  then  appli¬ 
ed  mercurial  plaifters  to  the  throat  outward¬ 
ly,  gave  her  a  decodion  of  guajacum  for 
her  conftant  drink,  and  calomel  inwardly, 
but  all  to  fo  little  purpofe,  that  in  the  lixtK 
month  I  was  obliged  to  have  recourfe  to  a 
mercurial  fridion,  which  I  pedifted  in  to 

the 
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$he  day  of  her  delivery,  as  in  all  that  time 
I  was  able  only  to  check  the  difeafe,  not 
to  cure  it.  In  her  lying  in,  (he  had  fevere 
<cholics  and  fits  of  loofenefs,  probably  the 
effedls  of  the  method  fhe  had  purfued.  Dur¬ 
ing  her  lafl  courfe,  and  after  her  lying  in,  be¬ 
sides  the  outward  and  inward  ufe  of  mer¬ 
cury,  fhe  had  drank  above  an  hundred 
quarts  of  the  decoction  of  guajacim ,  ftrong 
and  weak  together.  In  July  1753,  I  pro- 
pofed  to  her  the  decodtion  of  Sarfaparilla  5 
at  that  time  her  pains  were  fo  fevere  that  fhe 
had  not  flept  for  leveral  months  an  hour  at 
a  time.  Her  body  was  become  a  mere  fke- 
leton,  the  ulcers  in  her  throat  were  fo  nau- 
feous,  and  her  palate  was  fo  decayed,  that 
fhe  was  become  intolerable  to  herfelf,  and 
greatly  difpirited :  the  night  after  drinking 
the  firft  bottle,  fhe  flept  feveral  hours,  and  fo 
continued  to  do  every  night  afterwards  with¬ 
out  interruption :  in  twenty  days  her  head 
aches  and  nodturnal  pains  entirely  left  her  in 
feven  days  more  her  throat  was  quite  well, 
fhe  recovered  her  fpeech,  and,  by  the  ufe 
of  thirty  feven  quarts  of  the  decodtion,  fhe 
was  reilored  to  perfedt  health,  ftrength  and 

fjpirits  ; 
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fpirits  ;  her  breafls  becoming  plump  and  full 
as  ufual,  and  to  the  day  of  writing  this 
(September  1754)  Ihe  ftill  enjoys  an  unin¬ 
terrupted  ftate  of  health. 

C  A  S  E  II. 

That  fame  fummer,  a  watchmaker  of  a 
fcorbutic  habit  of  body,  with  fpungy  gums, 

who  had  been  falivated  three  different  times* 

* 

and  had  ufed  great  variety  of  alteratives,  and 
decodtions  of  guajacum  without  meafure,  ap¬ 
plied  to  me.  He  all  that  time  had  foul  fores 
in  the  tonfils,  numberlefs  blotches  dry  and 
moift  on  his  body,  and  chancres  on  his  penis 
attended  with  a  fort  of  gleet,  thefe  were  all 
his  venereal  fymptoms,  I  put  him  upon  the 
ufe  of  the  decodtion  of  Sarfaparilla>  to  the 
quantity  of  a  quart  daily.  After  he  had 
taken  it  fifty  fix  days,  all  the  fymptoms  left 
him,  but  the  parts  where  the  chancres  had 
been,  though  fkinned  over,  continued  red, 
oozing  at  times  a  fort  of  ichor.  For  thefe, 
and  now  and  then  a  little  fort  of  gleeting 
from  the  urethra,  I  have  tryed  every  thing  I 
could  think  of,  but  all  to  little  or  no  effedt.

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Dr.  Barry’s  alterative  pills,  compofed  of 
turpeth  mineral,  pil  ex  duobus ,  and  camphire, 
have  done  moft  apparent  fervice a. 

CASE  III.

Some  weeks  after  this  a  Jeweller,  who 
had  contracted  a  clap,  for  which  he  had 
been  unfuccelsfully  treated,  applied  to  me 
for  a  cure :  when  I  faw  him  he  had  chan¬ 
cres,  and  verruca  mix’d  all  round  the  corona 
glandis  and  behind  it,  but  no  other  venereal 
complaint.  He  drank  about  fifty  bottles  of 
the  decoction  of  Sarfaparilla ,  but  till  he 
had  rubbed  on  fix  ounces  of  mercurial  oint¬ 
ment,  the  chancres  were  not  entirely  heal’d, 
the  laft  of  which  he  ufed  after  he  had  omit¬ 
ted  the  decoftion  fometime  |  nay,  the  ver¬ 
ruca  ftill  remained,  but  were  immediately 
removed  by  the  common  cauftic.  I  would 
remark,  by  the  bye,  that  in  cafes  of  venereal 
warts,  where  the  infedion  feems  to  have 
been  entirely  fubdqed,  the  common  cauftic 
js  the  only  application  that  I  have  ufed  with 
certain  fuccefs.  I  would  therefore  recom¬ 
mend  it  as  the  moft  efficacious  in  fuch  cafes.

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CASE  IV. 

Mach  about  the  fame  time  a  grenadier  ofl 
the  third  regiment  of  foot  guards,  on  whom 
I  had  tryed  mercurial  alteratives,  and  deco&i- 
ons  of  guajacum ,  after  having  fir  ft  attempt- 

■j 

ed  a  cure  by  a  falivation,  was  put  upon  the 
decoction  of  Sarfaparilla .  At  the  time  he 
began  to  take  it,,  he  had  ill  digefted  buboes, 
chancres  on  his  penisy  foul  ulcers  in  the 
tonftls,  and  velum  pendulum  palati ,  as  wel! 
as  on  the  back  part  of  the  pharynx  and  uni- 
verfal  pains.  He  was  unable  to  move  his  legs 
and  arms,  and  had  large  blaqk  and  mortified 
blotches  and  floughs,  fome  of  them  as  large 
as  a  half  crown  piece,  on  his  fhoulders  and 
back.  By  the  ufe  of  this  decodtion  for  fif¬ 
teen  days,  and  two  bleedings  (which  fome 
feverifh  fymptoms  ieemed  to  indicate)  every 
one  of  the  above  complaints  was  removed, 
and  he  left  the  hofpital  apparently  cured  : 
but  whether  it  was  owing  to  his  not  having 
perfifted  long  enough  in  the  ufe  of  it,  or 
to  fome  other  caufe  in  two  or  three  weeks 
he  came  back  to  the  hofpital  with  a  fore 
throat,  and  complaining  of  his  pains,  when 

I  put 
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I  put  him  a  fecond  time  on  the  ufe  of 
the  decoction :  though  his  throat  grew 
better  foon,  yet  the  pains  did  not  entirely 
go  off;  femetimes  an  arm,  and  at  other 
times  the  leg  and  thigh  continuing  in 
pain.  During  this  fecond  trial  he  drank 
twenty  five  bottles  of  the  dccodtion.  I 
then  attempted  the  cure  by  mercurial  pills, 
and  a  decodtion  of  guajacum ,  rubbing  in 
now  and  then  fome  mercurial  ointment ;  af¬ 
ter  which  I  fent  him  to  country  quarters 
for  the  benefit  of  the  air  ;  but  this  not 
anfwering,  he  returned  to  the  hofpitai 
a  third  time,  when  his  throat  and  the 
hack  part  of  his  pharynx ,  were  much  ul¬ 
cerated  ;  he  was  greatly  emaciated,  had  a 
cough,  night  fweats,  and  gummatous  fwell- 
ings  on  the  top  of  his  (boulder,  and  on  the 
wrifts ;  he  then  took  a  box  of  an  alterative 
mercurial  pill  among  other  things,  but  ali 
to  no  purpofe ;  fo  that  he  repeated  the  de- 
codtion  of  Sdrfaparilla  for  the  third  time* 
and  drank  thirty  nine  bottles  more ;  upon 
which  his  throat  grew  well ;  the  pains  and 
fwellings  were  confiderably  diminifiied,  and 
indeed  fo  far,  that  there  were  fcarce  any  re¬ 
mains  of  either?  but  about  his  knees:  loon 

after 
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after  this  he  was  difcharged  the  regiment^ 
being  reckoned  unfit  for  the  fervice,  and  he 
returned  to  his  native  place,  without  giving 
the  medicine  a  further  trial,  though  he  was 
preffed  to  do  it.  I  have  often  blamed  my- 
felf  for  not  profecuting  the  experiment  fur¬ 
ther,  in  fo  remarkable  a  cafe,  where,  upon 
every  frefh  trial,  the  good  effects  were  fo 
manifefi,  and,  if  longer  perfifted  in,  might 
have  produced  a  compleat  cure.  Dr.  Cle- 
phane  and  Dr.  Pringle  faw  the  progrefs  of 
this  patient’s  difeafe,  both  at  the  worft,  and 
when  the  Sarfaparilla  did  fuch  fervice. 


CASE  V. 


An  Oilman,  who  had  gone  through  a  mer¬ 
curial  courfe  for  a  chancre  on  the  glans  penis, 
applied  to  me  for  advice,  having  at  that 
time  violent  pain  over  all  his  body,  efpecially 
fuch  head  achs  and  continual  watchings  as 
rendered  his  life  intolerable  :  he  was  unable 
to  ftand  upright,  or  to  have  any  of  his  limbs 
moved  *  when  I  put  him  under  a  courfe  of 
the  Sarfaparilla  decodlion,  the  firft  bottle 
of  it  compofed  him  to  deep  the  whole  night, 

though 
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though  for  three  months  paft  he  had  not 
ilept  one  hour  at  a  time,  and  he  was  there¬ 
by  fo  much  relieved  from  his  pains,  and  in¬ 
capacity  to  move,  that  he  foon  was  able  to 
walk  to  me  every  day  afterwards  for  his 
quart  of  decoction,  and  by  thirty  fix  bottles 
of  it  was  perfectly  cured :  he  ufed  no  other 
medicine  or  application,  except  that  during 
the  courfe  of  the  decodtion  he  wore  a  flip 
of  mercurial  plaifter  on  the  fear  where  the 

chancre  had  been,

CASE  VI. 

A  widow  lady,  three  months  after  her 
hufband’s  death,  confulted  me  about  her 
health;  fhe  complained  of  violent  head  achs, 
which  had  for  fome  months  paft  prevent¬ 
ed  her  reft,  and  of  fome  hard  and  dry  lumps 
which  flie  had  perceived  a  few  days  before 
on  the  labia  pudendi  ;  her  whole  body  was 
covered  with  large  hard  fpots  or  blotches,  of 
a  brownifli  red  colour,  but  not  attended  with 
feurf  or  feales,  excepting  two  that  were  on 
her  leg.  From  thefe  fymptoms,  and  the 
account  fhe  gave  me  of  her  hufband,  I  could 

not 
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not  doubt  of  the  nature  of  her  difeafe  y  the 
fcorbutie  appearance  of  her  gums,  and  her 
delicate  habit  of  body,-  determined  me  to 
attempt  the  cure  without  a  mercurial  faliva- 
tion,  having  for  fome  years  pafl  obferved  the 
very  bad  effects  it  is  apt  to  produce  on  fcor- 
butic  habits,  attended  with  fpungy  gums* 
By  the  ufe  of  forty  bottles  of  the  deception, 
all  the  former  fymptoms  left  her;  except 
the  two  large  blotches  on  her  leg :  but  fhe 
then  fhewed  me  a  chancre  large  and  hard  on 
the  infide  of  the  nymphcey  which  fhe  had  per¬ 
ceived  only  for  two  or  three  days,  and  which 
difeharged  matter  plentifully.  I  was  there¬ 
upon  forced  to  have  immediate  recourfe  to 
a  mercurial  friction,  as  the  weak  flate  of 
her  ftomach  forbad  the  internal  ufe  of  mer¬ 
cury.  By  perfifting  fix  weeks  in  this  courfe, 
though  I  could  only  rub  in  a  little  ointment  at 
a  time,  and  even  that  frequently  at  the  hazard 
of  her  fainting  away,  fhe  recovered  a  per¬ 
fect  flate  of  health.  During  the  ufe  of  the 
decodtion  fhe  abflained  both  from  wine  and 
meat,  yet  her  firength  kept  up  well  *  but 
in  the  mercurial  courfe  it  was  found  necef- 
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fary  to  allow  her  wine  and  flefh  meats  to 
fupport  her. 

CASE  VII.

In  April  laft  a  married  lady  from  the 
country  gave  me  the  following  hiftory  of 
her  cafe. 

In  the  fourth  month  of  her  pregnancy 
die  had  obferved  a  number  of  little  pimples 
break  out  on  her  face,  which  foon  after  grew 
fcaly,  encreafing  every  day  in  fize  and  hard- 
nefs  %  in  her  fifth  month,  her  fleep  left  her, 
die  was  tortured  with  moft  violent  head 
achs,  and  nodlurnal  pains  in  her  bones,  par¬ 
ticularly  in  one  of  her  legs,  where  fhe  felt 
a  hardnefs  lying  loofe  under  the  fkin,  upon 
the  fhin  bone,  of  the  lize  of  a  horfe  bean  $ 
(lie  likewife  became  very  dull  of  hearing, 
but  had  no  fymptoms  of  the  difeafe  about 
the  pude?ida .  In  the  eighth  month,  fhe  was 
delivered  of  a  weakly  child,  which,  as  fhe  ex- 
preffedit  was  born  without  fkin.  The  above 
named  fymptoms  continued  increafingtill  the 
end  of  the  fecond  month  after  her  lying  in, 
at  which  time  fhe  applied  t£  me  for  advice  : 

M  after 
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after  purging  her  gently,  with  falts  and 
manna,  I  gave  her  the  deception  in  the  ufual 
dofe;  but  as  I  durft  not,  in  fuch.  a  cafe,  truft 
entirely  to  it,  I  now  and  then  efed  the  mer¬ 
curial  ointment  to  the  quantity  of  half  an 
ounce  of  quick-ftlver  in  the  whole,  and  by 
the  end  of  the  month  all  her  complaints  left 
her,  except  the  dullnefs  of  hearing,  which 
ftill  continues  in  fome  degree. 

This  is  the  only  inftance  in  which  I  con¬ 
fined  any  patient  to  their  bed  or  flannels,  or 
to  a  ftridt  regimen  during  the  ufe  of  the  de- 
codlion,  and  the  only  inftance  where  the 
nofturnal  pains  were  not  quite  removed  by 
a  few  dofes  of  the  Sarfapanlla .  I  fhould 
likewife  note,  that  I  cut  out  the  fmall  gum-* 
matous  tumour  with  a  knife,  while  fhe  was 
ufing  the  Sarfaparilla. 

CASE  VIIL 

A  wine  merchant’s  fervant  in  the  Strand, 
had,  for  twelve  months  and  upwards,  chan¬ 
cres  on  his  penis ,  for  which  he  was  put  un¬ 
der,  and  perfifted  in,  a  mercurial  courfe  by 
undion  for  four ‘months,  the  mercury  fel- 

dom 
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dom  affeding  his  mouth  to  any  degree.  As 
his  being  much  abroad  expofed  him  to  catch 
frequent  colds,  he  was  feized  with  rheu¬ 
matic  pains  all  over  him,  which  at  firft  Were 
alleviated  by  repeated  bleedings,  but  grew  fo 
bad  at  laft  that  he  almoft  entirely  loft  the 
ufe  of  his  limbs,  though  he  tryed  various 
medicines  for  them.  He  continued  in  this 
ftate  till  we  put  him  on  a  decodion  of  Sar - 
faparilla>  by  forty  four  bottles  of  which  he 
recovered  his  former  ftate  of  health,  without 
any  confinement  or  regimen ,  though  he  was 
often  abroad,  expofed  to  the  cold  and  wet 
during  the  time  of  his  drinking  the  decoc- 
tion *  which  was  in  the  month  of  November. 

CASE  IX. 

An  officer’s  fervant  in  the  guards  had  two 
buboes  forming  in  his  groins,  without  any 
other  fymptom  of  the  pox,  when  he  appli¬ 
ed  to  me.  As  he  was  then  under  a  neceffity 
of  going  abroad,  I  applied  mercurial  plaifters 
to  his  buboes,  andfuppliedhim  with  ointment 
fufficient  to  fecure  his  health  by  repeated 
undions.  Finding  his  throat  affeded,  he 

M  2  applied 
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applied  for  advice  when  in  Germany,  but 
did  not  perfift  in  the  mercurial  undlion  $ 
by  which  negledt  he  returned  to  London 
with  a  deep  and  foul  ulcer  in  the  back 
part  of  his  throat. 

I  then  anointed  him  regularly  and  gave 
him  ftrong  decodtions  of  guajacum ,  to  the 
quantity  of  thirty  bottles  and  upwards  ;  by 
which  the  ulcer  in  his  throat  was.  healed, 
and  he  was  apparently  well :  fix  weeks  af¬ 
ter  he  was  feized  with  a  deep  feated  pain  in 
his  cheek  bone,  and  a  fwelling  upon  it, 
which  in  fourteen  days  brought  on  ficknefs, 
vomiting,  a  total  lofs  of  appetite,  and  night 
fweats,  which  emaciated  him  greatly.  I 
laid  the  bone  of  his  cheek  bare,  and  found 
that  it  was  carious,  but  it  had  no  marks  of 
being  likely  foon  to  exfoliate.  I  then  put 
him  on  the  deception  of  Sarfaparillay  of 
which  he  drank  forty  bottles :  in  fix  days 
after  he  began  the  ufe  of  it,  his  appetite  re¬ 
turned,  his  ficknefs  went  off,-  his  fweats 
ceafed,  and  by  the  end  of  the  couiffe,  he 
was  become  ftefhy,  and  as  frefh  coloured 
as  ufual :  fome  weeks  after  which  there 
came  out  an  exfoliation  of  the  fize  of  a  fii- 


ver 
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ver  groat,  and  of  a  confiderable  thicknefs. 
This  perfon  is  now  in  perfed  health. 

CASE  X. 

Mrs.  Gordon  in  Chandois-ftreet,  when 
fhe  applied  to  me,  told  me  that,  in  her  firft 
hufband’s  time,  (he  had  fores  in  her  legs, 
which  were  fuddenly  dried  up,  and  that  /lie 
found  no  bad  confequence  from  them,  ’till 
fhe  had  lived  with  her  fecond  hufband  four 
or  five  years,  and  had  had  two  fine  children 
by  him,  apparently  very  healthy  ;  when  fhe 
was  taken  with  violent  pains  in  her  head, 
nofe  and  face,  for  which  fhe  tryed  various 
medicines,  and  among  other  courfes  was  fali- 
vated  regularly,  and  afterwards  ufed  an  ap¬ 
plication  of  Mr.  Plunketts,  during  which 
courfes  fhe  loft  the  bones  of  her  nofe.  She 
had  likewife  applied  afterwards  at  an  hofpi- 
tal  for  advice,  where  fhe  was  put  under  a 
courfe  of  dog  and  duck  water,  and  fuch 
diet  as  was  judged  proper  in  cafes  that  fee  ru¬ 
ed  cancerous.  When  fine  applied  to  me, 
I  underftood,  by  the  hiftory  of  her  cafe, 
that  it  was  a  venereal  one,  contracted  from  her

firft  hulband,  but  that  it  had  appeared  firft 
in  her  head,  and  never  in  her  pudenda  y 
I  put  her  upon  a  courfe  of  the  Sarjapa - 
rilla,  defiring  her  at  the  fame  time  to  wadi 
the  fores  of  her  face  with  fome  of  the  de-

codtion,  and  then  to  cover  them  with  dry 
lint.  Thefe  fores  had  been  of  fix  months 
Handing,  when  I  faw  her  firft,  and  the  nofe, 
not  only  was  become  quite  flat,  with  a  foul 
fore  upon  it,  but  the  frontal  bone,  the  tem¬ 
poral  bone,  the  orbital  bone  of  the  right  eye, 
and  the  upper  maxillary  bone,  were  bare  in 
feveral  places.  When  in  this  condition,  Dr. 
Clephane  vifitedher  with  me,  and  Mr.  John 
Hunter  had  feen  her  a  few  weeks  before.

By  the  ufe  of  the  decoftion  for  fifty  days, 
inwardly  and  outwardly  applied,  as  before 
mentioned,  all  the  fores  healed  up,  fome  of 
the  bones  threw  off  exfoliations,  others  of 
them  covered  over  without  any  feniible  ex¬ 
foliation,  and  fhe  recovered  her  health  per¬ 
fectly,  with  only  the  lofs  of  the  bones  of 
her  nofe,  and  a  few  fears  on  her  face.

CASE 
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CASE  XI. 

Ja  me  foil,  a  foldier  of  the  third  regiment, 
recovered,  by  thirty  nine  bottles  of  a  weaker 
decoction  of  Sarfaparilla ,  of  pocky  pains ; 
for  which,  and  fome  other  venereal  com¬ 
plaints,  he  had  been  falivated  thrice,  kept 
his  bed  in  the  hofpitai  for  two  hundred  and 
thirty  days  and  upwards,  was  emaciated 
greatly,  and  had  tryed  in  vain  all  forts  of 
antivenereal,  antifcorbutic,  or  antirheumatic 
medicines. 

N.  B.  After  feveral  months  this  patient 
applyed  to  me  again,  complaining  of  frefh 
ulcers  in  his  throat,  and,  as  he  fays,  without 
having  catched  a  frefh  infection.  But  what 
is  very  remarkable  in  this  inftance  is,  that 
his  relapfe  was  probably  owing  to  his  hav¬ 
ing  ufed  only  the  finall  decodtion,  or  rather 
what  may  be  called  the  fecond  decodtion. 

CASE  XII. 

A  gentleman’s  fervant  in  St.  James’s  place, 
who  had  fpurious  buboes  for  fix  months, 
for  which  he  went  through  two  regular 

M  4  courfes 
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courfes  by  undtion,  during  his'  firft  courfe 
had  a  partial  fuppuration  from  one  of  them5 
continued  to  have  pain  in  that,  and  a  large 
tumour  of  the  fize  of  a  hen’s  egg  remained; 
which  would  not  give  way  to  any  applica¬ 
tion,  and,  at  the  fame  time,  lay  fo  deep, 
and  was  fo  much  engaged  with  the  iliac  ar- 
tery,  as  to  prevent  our  deftroying  it  by  cau- 
Itic.  Ten  bottles  of  the  decoclion  removed 
it  without  fuppuration,  and  he  drank  twen¬ 
ty  four  more  for  fecurity’s  fake. 

CASE  XIII. 

The  hufband  of  the  lady  mentioned  In 
cafe  7th  was,  at  the  fame  time  with 
her,  put  under  a  mercurial  courfe  for 
chancres  all  round  the  glans  penis ,  blotches 
on  the  Jcrotum  and  thighs,  ragged  fores  a_ 
bout  his  anus ,  and  foul  ulcers  in  his  throat. 
After  ufmg  about  eight  ounces  of  mercurial 
ointment,  and  faiivating  plentifully,  for  fix 
Weeks,  all  his  complaints  left  him,  except 
tbofe  ragged  fores  about  his  anus ,  which  re¬ 
mained  as  obftinate  as  ever,  though  the  mer¬ 
curial  ointment  had  been  rubbed  on  them 
alfo,  about  the  end  of  the  courfe,  and  though 

<*  he 
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he  had  beenfweated  very  fufficiently  by  four¬ 
teen  quart  bottles  of  the  ftrong  deception  of 
guajacum  ;  but  they  gave  way  in  a  few  days 
to  the  decodtion  of  Sarjaparilla  \ 

1  fhall  therefore  juft  offer  the  refult  of  my 
experience,  in  relation  to  the  Sarjaparilla , 
by  deducing  from  thefe,  and  above  as  many 
more  cafes,  in  which  I  have  tryed  it,  a  few 
Remarks,  tending  to  fhew  when  it  will  cure, 
and  when  it  will  fail. 

REMARK  L 

It  will  commonly  relieve  in  a  very  fhort 
fpace  of  time  venereal  head-achs,  and  noc¬ 
turnal  pains ;  and,  if  perfifted  in,  I  believe, 
will  always  cure. 

REMARK.  II. 

In  emaciated  or  confumptive  habits,  from 
a  venereal  caufe,  it  is  the  greateft  reftorer  of 
appetite,  flefh,  colour,  ftrength  and  vigor, 
that  I  know  of.  - 

REMARK

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REMARK  III. 

When  the  throat,  nofe,  palate,  or  the 
fpimgy  bones  in  general  are  affected  with  a 
ilough  or  caries ,  it  will  commonly  compleat 
the  cure,  if  perfevered  in  long  enough,  and 
providing  a  mercurial  courfe,  I  mean  by 
undtion,  has  proceeded  the  ufe  of  the 
Sarfaparilla . 

REMARK  IV, 

When  the  body  is  covered  with  dry 
blotches,  or  moift  fores  (ftill  fuppofing  the 

caufe  venereal)  it  will  greatly  promote  the 
cure,  nay,  often  compleat  it :  but,  without 
the  affiftance  of  mercury,  there  will  be 
danger  of  a  relapfe. 

REMARK  V. 

In  Ample  chancres  it  will  do  little  fervice, 
but  if  it  is  given  in  cafes  where  the  chancres 
or  buboes  will  not  heal  or  diffolve,  after  the 
ufe  of  mercurial  undlion,  it  will  often  cure,

and  always  do  manifeft  fervice. 

REMARK 
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REMARK  VI. 

It  will  oftentimes  an-fwer,  and  that  fpeedi- 
ly,  without  fweating,  confinement,  or  any 
yery  firid  regimen ,  at  all  feafons  of  the  year, 
where  mercurial  undions,  and  longcontinued 
courfes  of  ftrong  decodions  of  guajacum s 
either  by  itfelf  fimply,  or  compounded  with 
a  fmall  proportion  of  our  Sarjaparillay  have 
failed  ;  of  this  I  cou’d  produce  feveral  other 

proofs,  befides  the  above  hiitories.

REMARK  VII. 

It  would  feem  probable,  from  any  obfer- 
vations  1  have  yet  been  able  to  make,  that, 
the  Sarfaparilla  root  is  only  to  be  depended 
pn  in  venereal  cafes  where  mercury  has 
failed  ;  at  lead:  has  preceeded  the  ufe  of  the 
decodion,  or  when  it  is  combined  with  it, 
and  therefore  is  not  to  be  trufted  to  alone, 
uniefs  in  fuch  circumftances.  And  this  is 
agreahle  to  the  well  known  efteds  of  that 
medicme ,  the  reputation  of  which,  in  inve¬ 
terate  venereal  cafes,  firft  put  me  on  making 
this  enquiry. 

REMARK 
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REMARK  VIII. 

Mercury  alone  will  in  general  cure  moft 
venereal  complaints.  The  Sarfaparilla  will 
perhaps  always  cure  what  refills  the  power 
of  mercury.  It  is  therefore  probable,  that 
we  may  find  in  mercury  and  Sarfaparilla , 
properly  combined,  a  certain  cure  for  every 
cafe  that  can  be  called  venereal. 

Let  us  now  fee, 

1.  What  this  medicine  is. 

2.  Whence  it  came. 

3.  What  reputation  it  had  at  firft. 

4.  If  the  efteem  it  acquired  in  Europe, 
was  founded  on  accurate  obfervations  of  its 
effects. 

5.  How  it  loft  it  again,  and  has  been  but 
little  ufed  till  very  lately ;  and, 

6.  How  it  ought  to  be  prepared  and 
given. 

It  is  doubted  by  botanical  writers,  whe¬ 
ther  it  was  known  to  Theophraftus  and 
Diafcorides :  but  if  it  is  of  the  fame  genus 
with  our  Jmilax  afpera ,  which  both  from 
its  appearance  and  virtues,  I  am  apt  to  believe 

it 
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it  is,  this  cannot  remain  doubtful,  fince  the 
firft  has  defcribed  the  plant,  and  the  fecond 
mentions  its  virtues  as  an  alexipharmac. 

Fallopius  ufed  the  fmilax  afpera ,  which 
he  found  growing  near  Pifa,  and  cured  ma¬ 
ny  with  it  a ;  nay  alledges,  that  the  virtues 
of  the  European  are  more  powerful  than 
thofe  of  the  Indian,  afcribing  their  external 
difference  to  the  different  foils  in  which  they 
grow.  And  Carolus  Mufitanus  afferts,  that 
the  fmilax  afpera ,  which  grows  plentifully 
in  Italy,  under  the  name  of  the  Safa  paefanay 
only  differs  in  price  from  that  of  Peru,  but 
that  the  tafte,  bark,  pith  and  virtues  are 
ftronger  and  more  vegete  in  the  European 
than  in  the  Indian  fort.  b 

Profper  Alpinus  has  put  it  beyond  all 
doubt,  by  the  appearance  of  the  fmilax 
afpera ,  which  he  found  in  foft  grounds,  in 
the  illand  of  Zant,  (Zacynthus)  that  Eu¬ 
rope,  and  the  Grecian  illands  in  particular,

The  medicine  which  is  the  fubjedt  of  our 
prefent  inquiry*  and  is  now  to  be  found  in 
every  druggift’s  fhop,  is  the  root  of  the 
fmilax  a/pera  Peruviana *  of  Cafpar  Baiihin, 
It  is  brought  to  us  from  Peru,  Hifpaniola, 
and  the  Brazils. 

Monardes  tells  us,  that  the  Indians,  when 
they  begin  to  ufe  it,  tafte  nothing  but  the 
decodtion  and  its  mucilage  (lentorem)  for 
the  firft  three  days,  and  afterwards  only  al¬ 
monds,  raifins,  and  bread,  during  the  thirty 
days  courfe  of  it. 

The  method  of  preparing  it  by  the  Spani¬ 
ards  and  Indians  of  South  America,  is  as  fol¬ 
lows  ;  they  macerate  an  ounce  of  the  root 
in  almoft  four  pints,  or  pounds  of  water,  for 
twenty-four  hours,  and  boil  it  away  to  one 
half.  They  give  of  the  expreffed  decodtion, 
half  a  pint  twice  a  day,  four  hours  before 
their  meals,  in  bed,  covered  with  cloaths, 
where  they  fweat  two  hours,  mixing  a  fuffi- 
cient  quantity  of  the  fine  powder  of  the  root 
with  each  dofe  of  the  decodtion.  They  purge 
them  every  tenth  day.

Francifcus  Ximenes,  in  his  annotations  to 
Margravius’s  natural  hiftory  of  the  Brazils, 
talks  of  its  fpeedy  and  powerful  effedts  in 
the  cure  of  the  lues  venerea  given  in  fimple 
decodtion  c. 

Vidus  Vidius,  about  the  year  I550,gives 
it  the  third  place  among  antivenereal  de- 
codtions d* 

Trincavellius  prefers  it  to  guajacum  as  an 
attenuant,  and  makes  mention  of  it  as  a  re- 
folver  of  hard  tumors  %

I  never  could 
keep  it  above  three,  even  in  a  cellar  5  no  au¬ 
thor  befides  Floyer,  that  I  know  of,  takes 
the  leaft  notice  of  this.  I  believe  it  has  been 
owing  to  their  not  attending  to  fuch  a  cir- 
cumftance,  that  it  was  fuppofed  to  hurt  the 
ftomach,  which  I  never  knew  it  once  do,  if 
given  alone,  and  in  two  days  after  it  had  been 
boiled  in  the  way  I  propofe  it  to  be  done. 

Maffarias  prefers  it  to  the  guajacum  for 
difpatch,  agreeablenefs  and  virtues  h. 

Csfalpinus  fays  it  hurts  the  ftomach,  but 
tefolves  gummatous  fwellings,  and  prefers 
the  outer  bark  of  the  root  J.

Alexander  Trajanus  Petronius  alfo  com¬ 
pares  its  effects  to  thofe  of  guajacum ,  and 
recommends  it  very  ftrongly n.

We  fee  therefore  that  many  of  its  virtues, 
in  venereal  cafes,  have  been  carefully  noted  by 
the  Europeans  •  but  that  they  were  not 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  them  all  :  they 
did  not  determine  its  powers  of  extirpating 
the  difeafe  though  ever  fo  intimately  mixed 
with  the  habit,  and  which  had  efcaped

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the  virtues  of  mercury  in  every  fhape ;  they 
were  ignorant  of  its  curing  the  difeafe  with¬ 
out  confinement,  (°Ceftoni  alone  excepted) 
fweating  or  a  regimen  ;  though  they  knew 
that  it  made  the  fymptoms  difappear,  they 
were  ignorant  how  to  prevent  their  return ; 
though  they  gave  ftrong  decodlions  p  of  Sar- 
faparilla ,  yet  they  all  erred  in  macerating  it 
fo  long  in  the  water  before  they  boiled  it : 
which  fpoils  it  for  ufe  the  next  day.  Nor 
did  they  determine  accurately  the  cafes  in 
which  it  might  be  depended  on,  and  what 
proportion  of  the  root  would  anfwer.  Hence 
it  is  perhaps,  that  we  find  them  complaining 
that  it  hurt  the  ftomach,  though  it  is  now 
certainly  known,  that,  if  properly  prepared, 
it  reflates  the  appetite  and  digeftion  even 
where  the  patient  becomes  hedlic,  from  a 
venereal  caufe.  They  were  but  little  ac¬ 
quainted  with  its  ufe  in  venereal  pains,  and 
where  the  bones  are  affected,  and  yet  it  is 
precifely  in  fuch  cafes  that  it  feetns  to  fhew 
its  greateil  efficay.

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Thus  it  fell  into  difrepute,  and  by  degrees 
was  almoft  forgotten,  infomuch  that  of  late 
fome  of  our  greateft  m afters  in  medicine 
have  averted  that  its  decoction  is  no  better 
than  barley  water. 

I  would  fay  therefore,  that  in  this  ifland, 
notwithstanding  the  inconftancy  of  the  cli¬ 
mate,  and  irregularity  of  living,  it  will  pro¬ 
duce  the  effects  that  I  have  hinted  at  above 
in  this  inquiry,  if  prepared  and  given  in  the 
following  manner. 

To  three  ounces  of  the  Sarfaparilla  Root, 
as  frefh  as  it  can  be  procured,  not  fpoiled 
with  age,  worms,  fea  water  or  moidure, 
add  three  quarts  of  river  water,  and  bring  it 
to  boil  immediately  in  an  open  vefiel,  I  al¬ 
ways  ufed  a  copper  one,  and  let  it  boil  away 
to  two  pints  of  the  (trained  liquor,  that  is* 
to  about  two  pounds  averdupois.  I  fome- 
times  add  to  it  a  little  liquorice  root  to  make 
it  more  palatable.  This  quantity  I  give  at 
two  or  three  dofes,  either  warm  or  cold,  as 
it  is  moil  agreeable,  every  twenty  four  hours. 
Every  other  day  it  mud  be  made  frefh,  and 
what  is  not  ufed  the  day  it  is  boiled,  mud 
he  kept  in  a  cold  cellar.  I  have  always  re- 

N  3.  commended 
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commended  abftemious  living,  particularly 
with  regard  to  wine. 

With  relation  to  this  difeafe  in  children, 
it  may  not  be  from  the  purpofe  to  obferve, 
that,  on  the  credit  of  Harris  de  Lue  Vene - 
nea>  I  feveral  years  ago  gave  it  in  powder  and 
in  decodtion  at  the  fame  time  :  but  hitherto 
I  cannot  boaft  of  its  having  radically  cured 
the  complaint,  probably  becaufe  mercury 
had  not  been  ufed  before,  or  becaufe  the  chil¬ 
dren  did  not  perfift  long  enough  in  the  ufe 
of  it. 

I  have  ibme  reafon  to  believe,  but  have 
not  hitherto  had  experience  fufficient  to  de¬ 
termine  ;  that  thofe  rheumatic  complaints 
(I  call  them  fo  becaufe  they  appear  as  fuch) 
which  are  fo  common,  and  fo  obflinate  af¬ 
ter  a  mercurial  courfe,  may  be  cured  by 
ftrong  decoctions  of  - Sarfaparilla .  I  give 
this  hint,  becaufe  there  are  few  difeafes  that 
refill  more  the  power  of  medicine  than  this; 
fo  obflinate  indeed  it  is,  that  oftentimes  it 
Will  not  yield  to  a  fecond  mercurial  unction. 

I  (hall  conclude  with  obferving  that  the 
root  confifts  of  two  parts  :  the  nrft,  which 
is  thick,  dry,  hard  and  woody;  and  the 
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other,  which Aftruc’s  calls  the flagella ,  which 
grow  out  of  the  thick  part  to  a  great  length, 
and  are  foft,  more  fucculent  and  mucilagi¬ 
nous:  the  former  in  decoction  is  rather  difasre-

able,  the  latter  not  offenfive,  and  is  the  part  I 
would  be  understood  to  mean  in  this  paper : 
altho’  I  have  reafon,  from  fome  tryals,  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  woody  part  is  not  inferior  in 
virtue,  where  the  ftomach  will  bear  it  •  per¬ 
haps  too,  it  might  be  ufefully  combined  with 
the  other,  but  this  I  muft  leave  to  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  future  experiment.

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XVIII.  An  account  of  feme  virtues  of  the 
Peruvian  Bark ,  not  generally  known  nor 
defcribed ,  particularly  in  fcrophulous  cafes . 
By  John  Fordyce,  M.  JD.  communicated 
by  Dr,  John  Clephane.  Read  Feb .  24, 

*755- 

I  N  C  E  the  firft  introduction  of  the 
S3  Cortex  Peruvianas  into  Europe,  no  pains 
feem  to  have  been  fpared,  to  extend  its  ufe 
and  afcertain  its  virtues.  Much  has  been 
done,  but  perhaps  the  fubjeCt  is  not  yet  ex- 
haufted. 

The  merit  and  efficacy  of  th zCortexPeruv* 
in  intermittents,  nervous  diforders,  haemorr¬ 
hages,  fmall-pox,  fore  throats,  aphtha^ 
meafles,  &c.  have  been  fo  far  afcertained  by 
the  repeated  obfervation  and  experience  of 
many  ingenious  practitioners,  as,  in  thofe 
cafes,  to  fliand  in  need  of  no  farther  confir- 
mation. 

Its  happy  effedts  in  a  diffolved  and  pu¬ 
trid  ftate  of  the  blood,  have  been  fuffi- 
eienlly  proved  by  Mead,  Huxham,  Wall, 

and 
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and  others :  but,  fo  far  as  I  know,  the  trials 
have  been  few,  if  any,  how  far  this  bark 
may  be  ufeful  in  thofe  difeafes,  where 
an  impoverished  mafs  of  blood  is  frequently 
joined  to  a  lax,  inert  Slate  of  the  folids,  I 
mean  in  the  fcrophula ,  or  the  merbi  glandu¬ 
lar  urn,  and  in  what  is  called  a  highly  fcorbu- 
tic  State,  or  habit  of  body. 

It  may  not  perhaps  be  very  difficult  to  ac¬ 
count,  why  fo  little  has  been  attempted  in 
this  way ;  an  opinion  has  generally  pre¬ 
vailed,  that  all  heating  medicines  are  preju¬ 
dicial  in  thofe  diSlempers,  and  mull:  there¬ 
fore  be  avoided,  while  the  practice  of  the 
countries  where  this  train  of  difeafes  is  fre¬ 
quent,  joined  to  the  authority  of  fome,  who 
have  written  profefledly  on  the  fubjedl  a  feem 
to  have  excluded  almoSt  every  thing,  except 
the  neutral  falls,  calcined  fponges  and  fhells, 
the  aethiopfes,  and  other  mercurial  prepa¬ 
rations. 

But  as  my  intention  here  is  by  no  means 
to  attack  the  opinions  and  theory  of  others, 
much  lefs  to  advance  any  of  my  own,  I

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fhall  confine  myfelf  entirely  to  fads  and  ex¬ 
perience,  and  leave  it  to  others  to  determine, 
after  reading  the  following  cafes  ;  whether 
we  may  not  fairly  afcribe  the  good  that  was 
done  there,  to  the  Peruvian  bark, 

CASE  I,  ■ 

A  young  Lady,  fixteen  years  of  age,  tall, 
thin,  not  having  as  yet  menftruated,  was 
inoculated  for  the  fmall-pox,  had  a  favour¬ 
able  fort,  foon  recovered,  only  for  fome 
weeks  after  had  a  few  troublefome  fores  near 
the  places  where  floe  had  been  inoculated; 
during  which  time,  altho’  fhe  often  took 
phyfic,  a  great  part  of  the  right  parotid 
fwelled  confiderably,  as  well  as  the  glands 
on  each  fide  of  the  neck,  I  mean  thofe  which 
Window  calls  lymphatic  glands,  and  which 
are  diftributed  on  the  outfide  of  the  internal 
jugular  and  below  the  parotid,  the  phyfician 
to  the  family,  and  myfelf,  after  giving  a  dofe 
or  two  of  calomel,  recommended  the  Cor¬ 
tex  Peruv .  to  the  quantity  of  half  a  drachm 
for  a  dofe,  with  a  fmall  proportion  of  the 
bulb  of  arum  and  cert.  JaJfajr .  in  fubflance^ 

.  to 
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to  be  walked  down  with  red  port  twice  a  day, 
and  externally  the  fumes  of  hot  vinegar.  In 
a  few  weeks  all  the  fores  dried  up  ;  the  Sel¬ 
lings  difappeared  without  breaking  ;  fhe 
menftruated  foon  after  5  recovered  her  co¬ 
lour,  flefh  and  ftrength ;  and  has  been  per- 
fe&ly  well  for  three  years :  what  is  remark¬ 
able  here  is,  that  the  fwellings  were  reduced 
Without  fuppuration. 

CASE  II.  * 


A  woman  near  thirty  years  of  age,  after 
lying-in,  and  when  her  milk  was  going  off, 
had  feverai  hard  tumors  that  appeared  in 
her  left  breaff  and  under  that  axilla ,  forne 

t 

few  of  which  had  been  the  reliques  of  for¬ 
mer  fwellings  in  the  fame  parts,  after  a  pre- 
ceeding  lying-in ;  but  which  had  been  healed 
up  for  about  two  years.  Ten  weeks  after 
her  fecond  delivery,  I  faw  her  for  the  firffc 
time,  and  found  feverai  of  the  tumors  broke 


and  difcharging  plentifully,  yet  remaining 
very  hard,  and  almoft  cartilaginous  to  the 
touch. 


The 
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The  diforder  was  evidently  fcrophulous, 
her  noftriis  being  at  the  fame  time  fore,  and 
upper  lip  thickened:  however,  to  remove  fuch 
obdurate  i  wellings,  the  affiflance  of  calomel, 
antimony,  and  the  woods,  with  gum guajacum 
was  thought  necdfary :  after  purfuing  this 
method  for  five  weeks,  fhe  grew  much 
weaker  and  thinner,  and  the  difcharge  from 
the  fores  continued  the  fame  5  the  then  tried 
the  Neville-holt  fpaw,  which  purged  too 
brifldy,  and  of  confequence  reduced  her  ex¬ 
ceedingly,  and  difagreed.  I  then  directed 
her  to  the  Cortex ,  which  at  firft  ran  off  by 
ffool ;  but  being  checked,  it  ftrengthened 
her,  and  the  hardnefs  and  fize  of  the  tumors 
greatly  abated,  as  well  as  their  difcharge ; 
fo  that  they  gradually  healed  up,  and  (he 
quickly  recovered  her  fiefh  and  colour. 

While  fhe  was  taking  the  bark,  by  my 
direction,  fhe  informed  me,  that  fhe  had 
taken  it,  about  two  years  before,  in  much 
the  fame  circumftances,  by  the  advice  of  a 
very  experienced  furgeon,  when  file  thought 
it  was  the  only  thing  that  did  her  any 
good.

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CASE  III. 

In  a  girl  of  four  years  of  age,  very  fair, 
pale  and  puny  ;  a  large  hard  fwelling  formed 
flowly  under  the  left  ear,  and  along  that  fide 
of  the  lower  jaw  :  it  had  been  there  two 
months  when  I  was  confulted. 

She  took  the  following  medicines,  and 
was  perfectly  cured  in  about  a  fortnight  5  I 
faw  her  quite  well  in  lefs  than  a  month,  and 
die  had  taken  nothing  elfe  but  the  quantity 
here  mentioned.

The  diflemper,  which  goes  by  the  name 
of  the  gutta  rcfacea ,  in  the  face,  tho’  not  a 

dangerous 
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dangerous  one,  is  often  difficult  to  remove* 
and  is  extreamly  difagreeable  to  the  fair  fex° 
1  was  fo  much  pleafed  to  find  the  bark  of 
fervice  in  this  difeafe,  that,  for  their  fakes,  I 
hope  1  (hall  be  allowed  to  give  a  proof  of  its 
efficacy  in  the  following  cafe. 

CASE  IV. 

A  young  woman  of  a  thin  habit,  but  regu¬ 
lar  in  her  menjlrua ,  extreamly  temperate^ 
and  generally  very  healthy,  eating  fparing- 
ly  of  meat*  and  living  moftly  on  vegetable 
food,  had  three  years  ago  a  breaking  out  of 
pimples  5  firft  about  her  nofe  and  cheeks* 
and  ever  fince  about  her  forehead*  nofe., 
mouth  and  chin. 

Thofe  pimples  ufed  to  rife  fuddenly  to 
the  fize  of  a  common  pea,  inflame,  and,  in 
a  few  days,  fuppurate  paftially ;  uneafy  un¬ 
der  thofe  circumftances,  as  one  crop  was 
always  fucceeding  another,  fhe  was  often 
blooded,  tried  various  medicines,  purging 
falts,  calomel  and  jalap,  extract  of  trifob 
paluftr.  sethiops  mineral,  and  Plummers 
pill,  drank  many  gallons  of  the  Neville-holt 
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fpaw,  lime-water,  whey  and  decodion  of 
guajacum  :  in  the  life  of  which  lad,  die 
feemed,  for  a  fhort  time,  free  from  thofe  erup¬ 
tions,  but  never  got  clear  of  them.  She 
ufed  externally,  for  many  months,  unguent 
alb .  comphorat .  allum,  brandy,  preparati¬ 
ons  of  fulphur,  &c.  It  was  obferved  here, 
that  during  the  ufe  of  the  mercurial  medi¬ 
cines,  the  pimples  increafed  in  number,  fize, 
and  inflammation. 

Three  compleat  years  being  fpent  in  this 
tedious  and  ineffectual  courfe,  I  determined 
to  try  the  Cortex  Peruvianas  to  half  a  dram 
in  fubftance  twice  a  day :  die  had  not  taken 
above  half  an  ounce,  when  the  inflammation 
in  her  face  diminidied,  the  pimples,  which 
were  forming,  retired  without  fuppuration, 
and  no  new  eruption  appeared.  By  the  time 
die  had  taken  three  ounces,  all  the  pimples 
were  healed  up,  and  the  face  became 
fmooth. 

During  the  courfe  of  the  bark,  no  exter¬ 
nal  application  was  ufed,.  or  alteration  made 
in  her  diet,  r

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CAS  E  V. 

- -  Scott,  a  gardiner,  brought  to  me  his  fon, 

(a  boy  about  five  years  of  age)  ill  of  an  in¬ 
flammation  of  the  ftrumous  kind  in  both  eyes, 
which  had  held  him  for  feveral  weeks,  and 
had  produced  two  ulcufculd s  in  the  cornea  of 
the  left  eye.  He  was  bled,  bliflered  and 
frequently  purged,  but  without  any  fenfible 
relief,  till  a  featon  was  opened  in  his  neck- 
After  fome  weeks,  the  eyes  mended,  and 
the  ulcufcula  healed,  the  featon  alfo  was  gra¬ 
dually  dried  up  ;  but  to  prevent  a  relapfe,  an 
iffue  was  cut  in  the  arm  ;  neverthelefs,  about 
the  middle  of  !aft  winter,  and  two  years  flnce 
his  former  complaint,  an  inflammation  again 
feized  the  left  eye.  The  child  took  much 
phyfic,  yet  the  pain  and  inflammation  no  way's 
abating;  on  the  contrary,  the  eye  rather 
growing  more  dim,  after  three  months  the 
parents  applied  again  to  me  ;  when  I  pef- 
ceived  in  the  cornea ,  oppofite  to  the  pupil, 
a  confiderabSe  ulcer  that  would  have  held  a 
middle  fized  vetch ;  the  child  was  not  able 
to  bear  with  that  eye  the  leafl:  glimpfe  of 

light ; 

o  * 
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light ;  the  feton  was  opened  afrefh  in  his 
neck,  and  it  feemed  to  difcharge  fufficiently 
for  above  a  month,  yet  the  eye  neither  grew 
eafier  nor  clearer  $  I  then  ordered  the  Peru¬ 
vian  bark  twice  a  day,  and  a  common  fpoon- 
ful  of  red  Port  wine  after  each  dofe  $  and 
likewife  a  fpoonful  or  two  more  in  the  day : 
in  three  weeks  he  took  twTo  ounces  of  bark. 
The  external  application  (the  aqua  ophthal - 
mica  Edinburgenjis )  was  the  fame  all  along  y 
the  ulcer  cicatrized,  the  inflammation  totally 
difappeared  in  a  month,  and  he  is  now  well, 

CASE  VI. 

A  Clergyman,  aged  fifty-three,  who  had 
lived  luxurioufly,  being  withal  inactive,  and 
naturally  indolent,  grew  cacheCtic,  breathed 
fhort  upon  motion,  his  legs  fwelled,  and 
one  of  them  was  feized  with  a  St.  Anthony’s 
fire  3  which  was  followed  by  a  fmall  fore, 
that  gleeted  plentifully,  but  would  not  heal : 
he  took  two  or  three  dofes  of  phyfic,  and 
then  began  the  bark  with  fome  drops  of  a 
bitter  elixir :  his  fore  contracted  and  healed  -y 
the  fweiling  of  his  legs  fubfided^  he  breathed 

O  freer 
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freer  and  eafier,  grew  and  looked  better: 
he  took  about  feven  ounces  of  bark  in  feven 
weeks,  and  continued  well  for  fome  months; 
but  being  flill  intemperate  and  inactive,  he 
relapfed ;  the  fore  broke  out  again  in  his 
leg ;  he  went  to  Bath,  but  drank  very  little 
of  the  waters :  after  his  return  into  the  coun¬ 
try,  he  had  a  bilious  fever,  which  went  off, 
but  without  any  crifis,  and  after  a  few  weeks 
a  new  attack  of  the  fever  proved  fatal. 

The  efficacy  of  the  bark  in  ulcers  mail 
wvoris ,  femigangrenous  fores,  &c.  will  fur¬ 
ther  appear  from  the  following  cafe,  to 
which  I  coo'd  add  many  more,  if  needful, 

CASE  VII. 

Mrs.  T— -in  St - -d,  had  enjoyed  good 

health  kill  about  the  fixty-fourth  year  of  her 
age,  when  becoming  melancholy  upon  the 
death  of  her  only  child,  tumours  of  the  fize 
of  a  thefnut  began  to  form  on  her  legs  and 
thighs,  at  firfl:  pale  and  without  pain,  but 
gradually  inflaming  and  breaking.  As  fhe 
would  not  permit  them  to  be  opened,  when 
I  firfic  faw  her,  which  was  after  fhe  had  been 

confined 
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confined  with  this  diforder  eight  months* 
I  found  her  pale,  emaciated,  weak  and  low, 
from  long  pain,  watchings,  and  a  great  dis¬ 
charge  of  Janies  from  the  lower  extremities* 
now  grown  very  oedematous  and  almoft  half 
rotten  with  ulcers  of  different  dimen fions, 
but  all  fetid,  foul,  gangrenous,  and  many  of 
them  very  large :  to  mitigate  her  fufrerings, 
{he  had  been  obliged  at  laft  to  take  the 
quantity  of  nine  or  ten  grains  of  crude  opium 
daily.  She  had  tried  mercurial  alteratives, 
decodions  of  the  woods,  lime-water,  &c. 
without  any  relief,  and  could  have  no  ftool 
without  taking  a  ftrong  purge  every  fourth, 
fifth,  or  fixth  day,  as  fhe  would  not  fubmit 
to  the  ufe  of  clyfters ;  fomentations,  with 
proper  digeftives,  were  ordered  :  at  the  fame 
time  flie  took  of  an  eleduary  made  of  con- 
ferv .  cochlear .  hortenf.  p.  cor  tic.  pcruv.  &  art 
compof,  &c.  thrice  a  day,  and  a  purging 
ptifan  ocoafionally ;  but  as  frequent  purging 
affeded  her  appetite  and  ftrength,  affes  milk 
and  Pyrmont  water  were  direded  to  a  pint 
and  a  half  daily  by  the  ufe  of  tfiefe  and  the 
cortex  as  above,  or  along  with  the  antifcor- 
hutic  juices,  to  the  dole  of  one  dram,  or 

O  z  four 
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fcruples  of  the  cortex  a  day,  fhe  was  greatly 
relieved;  the  itching  fcurfy  puftles  on  her 
arms  and  body  leffened  greatly,  the  fwel- 
lings  of  her  legs  abated,  and  the  fores  difehar- 
ged  lefs  ;  the  matter  became  of  a  better  con- 
fiftence,  and  many  of  the  ulcers  healed  ;  fhe 
was  allowed  to  take  the  air  in  a  coach,  as 
the  weather  then  permitted  it,  and  was  able 
to  reduce  her  dofe  of  opium  to  one  half. 

Yet  the  inveterate  itching  about  the  fores 
occafioned  her  fcratching  them  fo  much, 
while  afleep,  that  the  old  fears  would  break 
out  again,  fometimes  in  one  night’s  time,  to 
the  breadth  of  an  inch.  Thus  however  the 
fores  were  reduced  in  general  to  a  fmail 
number  and  compafs  on  both  legs  before 
the  autumnal  equinox.  After  this,  a  cold 
feafon  fetting  in, .we  were  at  a  full  flop; 
mild  cathartics,  and  the  antifcorbutics,  with¬ 
out  the  bark,  were  tried ;  but  the  pain,  and 
increafe  of  the  fores  convinced  us  foon  of 
our  error.  We  therefore  had  recourfe  again 
to  the  bark  :  when  a  frefh  inflammation  and 
prodigious  fwelling  of  the  left  leg  and  thigh, 
of  the  eryfipejatous  kind,  obliged  us  to  make 
evacuations,  foment,  &c.  in  the  interim,  the 
~r  -  „  right 
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right  leg  healed ;  but  the  fores  on  the  left 
were  very  troublefome  to  cicatrize ;  the  old 
fores  often  breaking,  fhe  went  on  with  the 
bark  to  two  drachms  moft  days,  and  towards 
the  approach  of  fpring,  all  the  fores  healed 
up  ;  fhe  took  the  cortex  therefore  near  three 
quarters  of  a  year  :  If  at  any  time  {he  omit¬ 
ted  it,  the  ulcers  were  at  a  ftand,  or  dis¬ 
charged  a  gleet,  and  fpread  like  a  gangrene: 
her  not  yielding  to  lie  in  bed,  no  doubt, 
much  retarded  the  cure.  When:  the  cold 
weather  began,  {lie  left  off  the  Pyrmont  wa¬ 
ter  and  affes  milk,  and  made  a  trial  of  tar- 
water,  but  without  effecS  ;  nor  indeed  did 
any  thing  but  the  cortex  feem  to  avail.  For 
the  fcurfy  pimples  and  itching  in  her  fkin,  I 
fent  her  to  Buxton;  where  {he  was  com- 
pleatly  reftored  in  one  month,  and  returned 
quite  well. 

After  two  years,  her  fores  broke  out  again, 
and  an  eminent  furgeon  of  the  place  cured 
them ;  but  not  without  a  plentiful  ufe  of  the 
bark,  as  I  advifed  him  to  confide  chiefly 
therein. 

Let  me  now  fubjoin  a  reflection  or  two  on 
the  foregoing  cafes.

From 
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From  the  firft,  fecond,  third,  and  fourth* 
it  is  evident,  that  in  tumefied  glands,  where 
the  habit  happens  to  be  feeble,  and  the  cir¬ 
culation  weak,  from  conftitution  or  accident* 
Bark  is  a  moil  efficacious  medicine  ;  and* 
what  is  remarkable,  ads  as  a  refolvent  and 
difcutient ;  for  we  fee  it  here  refolving  tu¬ 
mefied  glands  without  fbppuraticn,  contrary 
to  the  prevailing  opinion,  and  directions  of 
fome  men  a  of  great  name,  and  that,  even  in 
cafes,  where  fomething  critical  appeared  to 
have  been  thrown  upon  the  glands*  But  I 
am  not  fingular  in  this  opinion,  for  the  cau¬ 
tious  Ballonius,  in  his  firfl  book  of  epide¬ 
mics,  fpeaking  of  parotids,  fays,  that  every 
means  ought  to  be  ufed  to  prevent  their  fup- 
puration  b.  Neither  did  Hippocrates  find  the 
fuppuration  of  them  ufeful  without  other 
figns  of  coClion  c.

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In  children,  they  often  retire  without  any 
fenfible  ill  confequence,  altho*  they  appeared 
to  have  been  the  crifis  of  feme  of  their  fevers. 

Upon  the  whole,  I  appeal  to  the  experi¬ 
enced  and  candid,  and  fhould  be  glad  to 
know,  if  they  have  often  fucceeded  in  re- 
folving  obftrudlions  of  the  glands  by  mercu¬ 
rials,  aloetics,  attenuants,  fweetners,  dryers, 
and  diuretics,  fuch  as  decoela  ex  lignis ,  the 
tejiacea ,  lapis  fpongice ,  aqua  calcis ,  or  mille~ 
pedes ,  &c.  For  my  own  part,  I  have  very 
rarely  feen  any  good  done  by  them  in  fero- 
phulous  cafes,  as  they  neither  prevented  the 
fuppuration  of  Tumours  already  forming, 
nor  feemed  to  mend  the  habit,  or  general 
health  of  the  patient,  nor  of  confequence 
prevented  a  relapfe. 

To  the  fifth  cafe,  I  might  have  added 
fome  others,  where  the  good  effects  of  the 
Bark  were  no  lefs  manifeft  in  the  ophthalmia 
ftrumofa ,  but  they  feem  unneceffary  as  this, 
mentioned  here,  fully  difeovered  the  power¬ 
ful  virtue  of  this  medicine  immediately,  and 
without  the  intervention  of  any  other  aid, 
the  collyrium  excepted $  which,  during  the 
life  of  the  evacuations,  availed  nothing. 

Upon 
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Upon  the  authority  of  Hippocrates  and  Ga¬ 
len  d  I  ventured  in  this  and  other  limilar  ca¬ 
fes,  to  recommend  wine  (merum)  after  the 
general  fyftem  of  the  veffels  was  already 
abundantly  emptied. 

From  the*  lixth  and  feventh  cafes 
may  be  learned,  how  much  can  be  done 
with  the  bark  in  cachexies,  with  foul  ob- 
ftinate  ulcers,  in  gleety  phagedenic  and  femi- 
gangrenous  fores,  &c.  and  indeed  in  thefe 
and  in  the  treatment  of  gangrenes,  and  mor¬ 
tifications,  I  have  often  feen  fiich  incon- 
teftable  evidences  of  its  virtue  and  efficacy, 
that  I  cannot  but  be  greatly  furprized  to  fee 
fome  practitioners,  of  credit  and  extenfive  ex¬ 
perience,  calling  its  power  in  thefe  cafes  in 
queftion,  and  am  the  more  concerned  at  it,  that 
fuch  names  and  authority  muft  carry  fo  much 
weight,  as  to  prevent  many  from  having  re- 
courfe  to  this  excellent  remedy  in  cafes  where 
1  cannot  but  think,  it  would  do  great  fer- 
vice.

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XIX.  An  account  of  the  Leprofy,  in  the  Can¬ 
ton  of  Martigues  in  Provence,  extracted 
from  a  French  letter  to  Dr.  Clephane, 
from  Dr.  Joannis  a  Phyfcian  at  Aix. 
Dated  Oftober  15,  1 755. 

IN  a  town  called  le  Martigues,  fituated 
on  the  coaft  of  Provence,  betwixt  the  fea 
and  the  lake  Barra,  there  is  an  hofpital  call¬ 
ed  St.  Lazare,  which  has  been  eftablilhed 
time  immemorial.  Nothing  is  found  in  the 
archives  of  that  town  relating  to  its  origin. 
In  this  hofpital  are  Ihut  up  all  fuch  perfons 
as  are  attacked  with  the  Leprofy,  of  which 
the  following  is  an  exa£t  account. 

It  has  been  a  conftant  obfervation  that  all 
thofe  who  have  the  leaven  of  this  difeafe  in 
themafs  of  blood,  begin  to  perceive  a  fwelling 
in  the  calves  of  their  legs,  reaching  as  far  as 
the  tendo  achillis ,  when  the  difeafe,  from 
any  external  caufe  whatfoever,  is  difpofed 
to  fliew  itfelf.  Soon  after  which  thefe  parts 
become  infenfible,  and  the  fwelling  more 
considerable  $  but  the  fingers,  tho?  applied 
with  force,  leave  no  marks,  as  in  the  common 
oedema. 


This 
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This  fwelling,  inflation  or  tumor  increafes 
infenfibly,  and  extends  itfelf  through  the 
whole  leg  from  the  toes  to  the  knee.  The 
veins  are  inlarged  and  become  varicous ;  the 
fkin  appears  covered  with  thick  lcales,  which 
render  it  hard  and  unequal  5  and  at  length, 
when  the  legs  have  acquired  a  confiderable 
bulk,  there  come  on,  above  thefe  fcales,  knobs 
or  fchirrous  tubercles  about  the  bignefs  of  nuts, 
the  fkin  preferving  ftill  its  natural  colour. 

It  is  not  long  before  all  thefe  fymptoms 
appear  on  the  face  where  the  fkin  grows 
thick,  and  forms  large  wrinkles  full  of  the 
like  fchirrous  tubercles,  which  make  thefe 
poor  wretches  look  frightful.  Neither  the  arms 
nor  hands  are  always  exempt  from  the  terri¬ 
ble  effects  of  this  malady.  Alfo,  the  fkin 
gradually  grows  thicker,  and  tumors  appear 
on  it  principally  about  the  joints. 

Thefe  people  continue  in  this  condition 
fometimes  for  years,  without  fuffering  much, 
and  difcharging  very  well  all  their  functions  : 
but  after  this  firft  ftage  of  the  difeafe,  their 
voice  grows  hoarfe,  and  an  ulcer  is  always  per¬ 
ceived  in  the  throat,  which  fometimes  eats 

^  -  away 
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away  the  palate,  and  ravages  the  inward 
parts  of  the  nofe.  Their  breath  is  infupport- 
able,  their  gums  quite  ulcered,  their  teeth 
carious,  and  the  whole  countenance  of  a  li¬ 
vid  hue.  The  fcirrhous  tumors  abovemen- 
tioned,  after  having  acquired  their  utmoft 
degree  of  extenfion,  crack  and  degenerate 
into  ulcers  ;  which  furnifh  a  very  ill  conditi¬ 
oned  pus,  of  an  afh  colour,  ferous  and  very 
fetid ;  the  furgeons,  who  have  the  care  of 
dreffing  them,  have  allured  me,  that  they 
have  fometimes  found  worms  in  them  $  per¬ 
haps  this  might  happen  becaufe  they  were 
too  feldom  drefted.  The  bones  beneath  the 
ulcers  were  carious,  and  large  fcales  were 
taken  from  them.  Some  of  thefe  wretches 
have  at  length  loft  their  fingers  and  toes  by 
the  pus,  which  infmuated  itfelf  among  the 
joints,  and,  corroding  the  ligaments,  obliged 
the  phalmiges  to  feparate :  but  there  have  hap¬ 
pen'd  very  few  fuch  Cafes.  They  are  feiz- 
ed  with  a  fever,  and  then  from  the  fuppuration 
of  the  tumors,  the  fmell  of  their  perfora¬ 
tion  and  fweats  is  intolerable.  They  infen- 
fibly  fall  into  a  marafmus ,  and  at  length,  af¬ 
ter  about  three  or  four  years  of  fuffering,  they 

quit 
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quit  a  life,  the  continuance  of  which  is  no 
ways  defireable. 

This  may  fuffice  for  the  general  hiftory 
of  this  diftemper,  which  paffes  from  the 
parents  to  their  children  and  grand  children, 
and,  in  the  fourth  generation,  feems  to  be 
wearing  out.  There  then  remain  only  a 
flunking  breath,  carious  teeth,  fwelledgums, 
and  a  livid  countenance.  At  the  fame  time 
there  are  fbme  who  have  none  of  thefe  fymp- 
toms,  but  feem  to  enjoy  perfeft  health. 

The  lepers  of  thofe  parts  are  very  fufcep- 
tible  of  the  injuries  of  the  weather,  but  they 
bear  the  cold  better  than  heat,  for  they 
dare  not  approach  the  fire  in  winter,  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  violent  itching  it  occafions  in 
the  difeafed  parts.  ^  ^  ■  ni. 

It  is  rarely  feen  that  the  hufband  commu¬ 
nicates  the  dileafe  to  his  wife  born  of  healthy 
parents ;  tho*  fhe  may  bring  int#  the  world 
children  that  in  time  die  of  the  leprofy.  We 
even  find  perfons  attacked  by  this  difeafe, 
tho'  born  of  parents  who  appeared  to  enjoy 
perfedi  health,  and  owed  their  death  to  a 
quite  different  caufc. 


Our 
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Our  lepers  have  a  great  propenfity  to  ve- 
nery,  even  more  than  before  the  difeafe  ap¬ 
peared  upon  them. 

The  inhabitants  of  le  Martigues  think  that 
a  fright  is  one  of  the  caufes  that  produce  the 
leprofy,  which  they  prove  from  fuch  exam¬ 
ples  as  I  am  about  to  relate.  For  my  part,  I 
believe  this  may  be  a  means  of  bringing  the 
difeafe  forth,  when  the  feeds  of  it  are  already 
in  the  conftitution,  but  cannot  bethe  original 
caufe  of  it.  To  this  caufe  they  join  another, 
derived  from  the  practice  of  eating  fi/h  im¬ 
mediately  upon  its  being  taken  out  of  the  fea, 
after  boiling  it  for  a  very  Ihort  time  in  the 
fait  water.  They  even  foak  bread  in  this 
water  in  which  their  fifh  has  been  boiled, 
eating  it  with  much  pleafure,  and  like  it  bet¬ 
ter  than  the  fifh  itfelf. 

As  I  do  not  intend  to  meddle  with  the  cau¬ 
fes  which  produce  this  difeafe  in  general,  nor 
to  examine  what  it  is  that  infers  the  mafs 
of  blood,  I  {hall  not  enlarge  on  that  head  : 
but  /hall  content  myfelf  with  pointing  out 
the  remedies  which  have  been  employed  to 
affwage  it ;  no  body  hitherto  having  enter¬ 
tained  any  hopes  of  a  radical  cure.  In  this 

the 
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the  moderns  have  not  been  more  fuccefsful 
than  the  antients:  touched  with  compaffioa 
at  the  fight  of  fuch  miferable  objects,  they 
have  been  induced  to  try  if  they  could  mode¬ 
rate  the  violence  of  this  cruel  malady ;  for 
which  purpofe  they  have  had  recourfe  to 
fweetners,  diluents,  attenuants,  fudorifics, 
antifcorbutics,  mercurials,  fulphur  both  in¬ 
ternally  and  externally,  viper  broths  and 
whey,  fometimes  joined  with  fudorifics,  and 
fometimes  with  antifcorbutics  *  but  all  thefe 
remedies  have  had  little  or  no  effedh  At  pre- 
fent  they  content  theinfelves  with  prefcribing 
a  mild  and  moift  diet,  and  leave  them  to 
wait  the  laft  moment,  which  is  to  free  them 
from  their  fufferings. 

Such  wrere  the  remedies  formerly  ufed  at 

y 

le  Martigues,  and  which  are  It  ill  fometimes 
employed  to  encounter  this  difeafe:  thofe 
who  are  attacked  by  it,  live  a  longer  or 
ihorter  time,  according  to  the  force  of  their 
conftitutions.  I  wili  now  relate  you  fome 
cafes  which  may  ferve  to  confirm  and  illu- 

j 

ftrate  what  I  have  already  advanced. 

A  failor  of  about  30  years  of  age,  that  he 
might  be  exempt  from  ferving  the  king,  told 
r  »  ✓  the 
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the  commiffary  of  the  navy,  that  he  had  the 
misfprtune  of  being  attacked  by  the  leprofy. 
The  phyfician,  on  examining  him,  found  no 
fymptom  of  the  difeafe,  but  the  total  lofs  of 
fenfation  in  his  legs  and  feet.  They  pricked 
and  pinched  violently  his  legs,  and  pulled 
off  the  hairs,  which  grew  there  in  great 
plenty,  without  his  fhewing  the  leaft  fenfi- 
bility.  He  was  declared  a  leper  from  thefe 
proofs  alone.  Six  months  after,  his  legs  and 
his  feet  fwelled  -y  at  length  came  on  many 
tubercles  or  fchirrous  tumors,  which  fome- 
time  after  appeared  on  the  face,  the  arms, 
the  hands,  and  the  fingers ;  ulcerations  of 
the  gums  foon  followed,  with  a  {linking 
breath  and  a  hoarfe  voice.  At  length  cracks 
appeared  in  the  tumors,  in  which  ulcers 
were  formed  with  a  large  fuppuration,  and 
the  patient  became  confumptive,  and  died. 
During  the  courfe  of  the  difeafe,  he  com¬ 
plained  of  a  difficulty  of  breathing,  occa- 
fioned  by  the  bloody  plugs  which  flopped 
up  his  noflrils,  and  he  was  very  much  re¬ 
lieved  when  his  wife  pulled  them  out.  Six 
months  before  his  death,  he  felt  a  heavy 
pain  at  the  crown  of  his  head,  and  weight 

in 
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in  the  epigaftric  region,  which  fatigued 
him  very  much.  Twenty-four  hours  before 
he  drew  his  laft  breath,  he  obliged  his  wife 
to  lie  with  him,  and  had  knowledge  of  her 
more  than  once,  in  fpite  of  all  the  repre¬ 
sentations  ilie  could  make  to  the  contrary. 
She  acknowledged  that  her  huffiand  was 
more  difpofed  to  confer  his  favours  lince  his 
illnefs,  than  before.  The  health  of  both 
this  woman  and  her  daughters  is  fuch,  that 
they  have  no  manner  of  complaint.  She 
afcribes  the  caufe  of  her  huffiand’s  difeafe 
to  a  fright  occafxoned  by  a  ftorm  during  the 
time  of  his  fifhing  on  the  Lake  of  Barra.  It 
was  with  difficulty  that  he  got  home,  the 
repeated  daffies  of  lightning  enabled  him  to 
find  his  way  thither.  On  his  arrival,  it  was 
a  matter  of  freffi  concern  to  him  to  find  that 
his  brother  was  not  returned,  who  had  been 
a  fifhing  with  him,  but  in  another  boat.  He 
fancied,  that  not  being  able  to  weather  the 
ftorm,  he  had  been  drowned  ;  the  thoughts 
whereof  drove  him  to  difpair,  and  he  remained 
a  long  time  in  this  fituation,  as  it  was  very 
late  before  his  brother  arrived.  His  wife 
pbfcrved  the  concern  he  was  in,  and  had 

him 
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nim  blooded  the  next  morning  :  his  blood 
had  a  buff  fize,  with  a  greenifh  ferum.  It  has 
even  been  remarked,  that  all  the  blood,  that 
is  drawn  from  the  lepers  of  this  country,  is 
of  the  fame  nature.  A  little  time  after  this, 
the  fymptoms  appeared :  but  his  wife  ima¬ 
gined  he  had  feigned  them  to  avoid  being 
forced  into  the  kings  fervice ;  becaufe  none 
of  the  family  had  ever  been  attacked  by  this 
difeafe. 

There  is  a  woman  at  Martigues,  who 
has  fome  fymptoms  of  the  leprofy,  but 
which  do  not  yet  fhow  themfelves  upon  her 
face.  Tho’  her  brother  and  lifter  are  dead  of 
this  difeafe  in  the  hofpital  of  St.  Lafare  ;  yet  I 
was  affured  that  their  father  and  mother,  and 
even  their  grandfathers,  had  never  had  it; 
or  lay  under  any  fufpicion  of  that  kind :  and 
that  what  occafioned  it  in  their  children^ 
was,  that  their  father  being  much  addidted 
to  drink  wine  immoderately,  and  being  of  a 
violent  temper,  and  not  mafter  of  his  paf- 
fions,  had  purfued  them  with  a  gun  in  his 
hand  to  the  top  of  the  houfe  ;  where  they  had 
taken  refuge,  being  in  fear  of  their  lives ; 
and  that  this  fright,  and  their  continual  ap- 

P  prehenftpns 
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prehenfions,  had  been  the  caufe  of  their  be¬ 
coming  leprous. 

We  have  here  two  infiances  which  feem  to 
prove  that  terror  is  capable  of  producing  the 
leprofy ;  but,  as  I  faid  before,  I  cannot  be 
of  this  opinion  :  tho’  I  think  it  may  make 
the  difeafe  fhew  itfelf,  yet  it  can  never  pro¬ 
duce  it :  for  if  that  was  the  cafe,  it  would  be 
common  in  all  other  countries. 

The  leprous  infection  is  of  a  different  na¬ 
ture  from  that  of  the  pox.  It  is  not  fo  eafily 
communicated ;  nor  will  it  yield  to  the  fame 
remedies.  On  the  contrary,  its  virulence  is 
increafed  by  them,  and  they  make  it  break 
out  with  more  violence.  This  has  been  par¬ 
ticularly  experienced,  when,  after  due  pre¬ 
parations,  mercurial  frictions  have  been 

tiled. 
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XX.  Extraff  of  a  Letter  from  Cadwalla- 
der  Colden,  Efq 5  to  Dr.  Fothergill,  con¬ 
cerning  the  Throat  Diftemper.  Read 
Dec.  24,  1753. 

Coldenham  in  New  York ,  Off.  1,  1753. 

SIR , 

-  Before  I  proceed  in  giving  an 

account  of  the  Throat  Diflempery  it  is  pro¬ 
per  to  tell  you,  that  I  have  not  had  op¬ 
portunities  for  obferving  all  the  appearances 
which  it  has  made.  I  have  feen  it  only  in 
my  own  family,  and  in  a  few  neighbours  in 
the  country,  to  whom  I  fometimes  give  ad¬ 
vice,  when  they  cannot  obtain  affiftance 
otherwife  5  having  entirely  laid  afide  the 
pra&ice  of  phyfic  upwards  of  twenty  years. 
What  I  chiefly  learned,  was  from  the  late 
Dr.  Douglafs  of  Bofton,  a  gentleman  of 
great  (kill  in  medicine,  and  an  accurate  ob¬ 
server,  having  correfponded  with  him,  while 
this  diftemper  was  frequent  in  the  part  of, 
the  country  where  I  live. 

The  firft  appearance  of  the  Throat  Dijlem - 
per  was  at  Kingftone,  an  inland  towii  or 
New  England,  about  the  year  17355 
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as  this  town  has  no  foreign  trade,  it  may  be 
concluded,  that  the  difeafe  was  not  imported. 

It  fpread  from  thence,  and  moved  gradu¬ 
ally  weftward,  fo  that  it  did  not  reach  Hud- 
fon’s  river,  till  near  two  years  afterwards. 
It  continued  fome  time  on  the  eaft  fide  of 
Hudfon’s  river,  before  it  pafied  to  the  weft, 
and  appeared  firft  in  thofe  places,  to  which 
the  people  of  New  England  chiefly  reforted 
for  trade,  and  in  the  places  through  which 
they  travelled. 

It  continued  to  move  wefterly,  till,  I  be¬ 
lieve,  it  has  at  laft  fpread  over  all  the  Britifti 
colonies  on  the  continent. 

Though  what  I  have  mentioned  feems 
evidently  to  fhew,  that  this  difeafe  was  pro¬ 
pagated  by  infection,  yet  it  did  not  fpread  in 
the  fame  manner  contagious  diftempers  ufu- 
ally  do  :  for  children  and  young  people  were 
only  fubject  to  it,  with  a  few  exceptions  of 
fome  above  twenty  or  thirty,  and  a  very  few 
old  people  who  died  of  it.  Neither  did  it 
fpread  equally  to  all  places,  that  were  equally 
expofed  to  the  infection.  The  poorer  fort  of 
people  were  more  liable  to  have  this  difeafe 
than  thofe  who  lived  well,  with  all  the  con-r 
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veniencies  of  life.  It  has  been  more  fatal  in 
the  country  than  in  great  towns.  People  of 
a  fcorbutic  habit  were  moil:  fubjedt  to  it, 
and  they  who  fed  on  pork,  or  lived  on  wet 
and  low  grounds.  In  fome  places,  only  a 
few  perfons  or  families  were  feized,  while, 
in  others,  all  efcaped.  In  fome  families,  it 
palled  like  a  plague  through  all  their  chil¬ 
dren  ;  in  others,  only  one  or  two  were  feized 
with  it.  Some  were  feized  with  it  at  fuch 
a  difhnce  from  the  infected,  that  it  could 
not  be  conceived  in  what  manner  they  could 
receive  the  difeafe  by  infection.  Some  fa¬ 
milies  had  the  difeafe  mildly,  while  others, 
in  the  fame  place,  and  at  the  fame  time,  had 
a  moll  violent  fort. 

Ever  lince  it  came  into  the  part  of  the 
country  where  I  live,  (now  about  14  years) 
it  frequently  breaks  out  in  different  families 
and  places,  without  any  previous  obfervable 
caufe ;  but  does  not  fpread,  as  it  did  at  firft. 
Sometimes  a  few  only  have  it  in  a  conlider- 
able  neighbourhood.  It  feems  as  if  fome 
feeds,  or  leven,  or  fecret  caufe  remains,  when¬ 
ever  it  goes :  for  I  hear  of  the  like  obferva- 
tions  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  Several 
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have  been  obferved  to  have  had  it  more  than 
once. 

The  feeds  of  this  diftemper  feem  to  be 
hatching,  in  the  humours  of  the  body,  be¬ 
fore  any  particular  fymptoms  of  it  appear  : 
for  children  have  been  obferved  to  languifh, 
for  fome  time,  before  the  difeafe  manifefted 
itfelf ;  and  a  corrofive  humour  bred  in  their 
ilfues,  or  in  other  fores,  when  they  had 
any,  and  any  conftitutional  ails  were  fome- 
times  revived.  When  the  diftemper  becomes 
obvious,  it  has  the  common  fymptoms  at¬ 
tending  a  fever,  except  that  a  naujea  or  vo¬ 
miting  are  feldom  obferved  to  accompany  it. 
It  is  attended  with  a  moift  putrid  heat,  the 
fkin  being  feldom  parched.  The  pulfe  is 
ufuaily  low,  but  frequent  and  irregular  :  the 
countenance  dejeded,  with  lownefs  of  fpirits : 
no  confiderable  thirft  :  the  tongue  much 
furred,  and  the  furring  fometimes  extends 
all  over  the  tonfiis,  as  far  as  the  eye  can 
reach.  At  other  times,  in  the  milder  kind, 
the  tonfiis  appear  only  fwelled,  with  white 
fpecks  of  about  a  quarter  of  an  inch,  or  half 
an  inch  diameter,  which  are  thrown  off, 
from  time  to  time,  in  tough  cream  coloured 
,  floughs, 
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floughs.  When  thefe  come  off,  the  tonfils 
appear  deeply  pitted  and  corroded,  and  the 
floughs  are  foon  again  renewed.  Sometimes 
all  die  parts  near  the  gullet  or  throat  are 
much  fwelled,  both  inwardly  and  outward¬ 
ly,  fo  as  to  endanger  a  fuffocation,  and  fre¬ 
quently  mortify  :  but  moft  generally  the 
fwelling  inwardly  is  not  fo  much  as  to  make 
fwallowing  difficult.  Sometimes  thefe  fwel- 
lings  impofthumate. 

In  different  years,  and  different  perfons, 
the  fymptoms  are  various.  In  fome  feafons 
it  has  been  accompanied  with  miliary  erup¬ 
tions  all  over  the  flcin  5  and,  at  fuch  times, 
the  fymptoms  about  the  throat  have  been 
mild,  and  the  difeafe  generally  without  dan¬ 
ger,  if  not  ill  treated.  Some  have  had  fores 
like  thofe  on  the  tonfils,  with  a  corroiive 
humour,  behind  their  ears,  on  the  private 
and  other  parts  of  the  body,  fometimes  with¬ 
out  any  ulceration  in  the  throat. 

The  laft  complaint  commonly  is  of  an 
oppreffion  or  ftraitnefs  in  the  upper  part  of 
the  cheft,  with  difficulty  of  breathing,  and 
deep  hollow  hoarfe  cough,  ending  in  a  li- 
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vid  ftrangled-like  countenance,  which  is  foon 
followed  by  death. 

This  difeafe  is  not  often  attended  with  that 
lofs  of  ftrength  that  is  ufual  in  other  fevers  ; 
fo  that  many  have  not  been  confined  to  their 
beds,  but  have  walked  about  the  room,  till 
within  an  hour  or  two  of  their  death  :  and 
it  has  often  appeared  no  way  dangerous  to 
the  attendants,  till  the  fick  were  in  the  laft 
agonies  ;  though  the  patients  themfelves  are 
generally  dejeCted  and  apprehenfive,  which 
by  others  is  too  often  attributed  only  to  a 
lownefs  of  fpirits.  Some  died  on  the  fourth 
or  fifth  day  5  others  on  the  fourteenth  or  fif¬ 
teenth  5  fome  even  later  :  and  fometimes 
the  corruption  or  putrefaction  of  the  humours 
is  fo  great,  before  any  remarkable  fymptoms 
appear,  that  nature  is  not  able  to  raife  a  fe¬ 
ver  for  its  expullion.  In  this  cafe,  the  fick 
die  fuddenly,  by  a  general  mortification, 
without  a  fenfible  ftruggle. 

It  was  not  difcovered,  by  any  anatomical 
infpeCtion  that  was  made,  that  any  of  the 
bowels  were  peculiarly  affeCted  ;  only  the 
Jungs  appeared  as  in  peripneumonic  cafes ; 

but 
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but  a  general  corruption  and  flench  of  the 
humours  was  very  perceptible. 

When  the  fores,  after  the  floughs  call:  off, 
appear  of  a  fiery  red,  there  is  great  danger  : 
but  when  they  are  covered  with  a  black 
cruft,  it  is  a  fatal  omen  ;  as  alfo  when  he¬ 
morrhages  follow  on  any  flight  fcratch. 
When  this  difeafe  firft  appeared,  it  was 
treated  with  the  ufual  evacuations  in  a  com¬ 
mon  angina ,  and  few  efcaped.  In  many  fa¬ 
milies,  who  had  a  great  many  children,  all 
died  ;  no  plague  was  more  deftrudtive.  Ge¬ 
nerally,  when  the  lick  fell  into  the  hands  of 
phyficians  not  acquainted  with  the  peculiar 
malignancy  of  the  difeafe,  they  mifcarried. 

However  bleeding,  or  bliftering,  or  leni¬ 
ent  purgatives,  may,  on  fome  cccafions,  be 
of  ufe  in  the  beginning  of  the  difeafe ;  all 
fenfible  evacuations  of  every  kind,  after  the 
difeafe  has  continued  fome  time,  are  de- 
ftructive.  The  confequenees  of  them  are, 
a  general  tendency  in  the  humours  of  the 
body  to  unfurmountable  mortifications ;  fo 
far,  that  the  orifice  made  by  the  lancet  in 
bleeding,  and  the  adjacent  parts,  mortify. 
So  likewife  the  places  where  blifters  were 
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applied,  mortify 3  and  the  ichor ,  which  if- 
foes  from  them,  corrodes  all  the  parts  on 
which  it  diftils,  and  produces  mortifications. 
Mortifications  follow  on  flight  Scratches.  So 
general  an  acrimony  has  been  produced  in 
the  humours  after  evacuations,  that  a  bloody 
ichor  has  continued  to  iffue  from  the  body, 
after  death,  till  the  corpfe  was  buried. 

Cold  air  is  always  found  to  be  prejudicial 
in  the  Throat  Diftemper ,  either  by  protract¬ 
ing  it,  or  throwing  it  on  the  lungs,  or  on 
feme  other  part  neceffary  for  life.  It  has 
been  frequently  obferved,  that  if  perfons, 
feemingly  recovered  and  freed  from  all  the 
manifeft  fymptoms  of  the  difeafe,  went  into 
the  cool  air,  before  the  putrid  heat  or  ferment 
was  quite  exhaufted,  they  had  relapfes.  All 
kind  of  flefh  meat  and  fifti  were  prejudicial 3 
and  fpirituous  liquors,  in  any  quantity,  in- 
creafed  the  malignity  Strongly  3  though,  from 
a  moderate  ufe  of  them,  feme  thought  they 
found  benefit,  especially  if  they  were  at  the 
fame  time  kept  from  the  cool  air. 

As  the  humours  in  this  difeafe  had  a  ma¬ 
nifeft  tendency  to  mortifications,  and  the 
Peruvian  bark,  about  this  time,  had  become 

famous 
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famous  in  their  cure,  it  was  tried  by  feveral, 
but  without  fuccefs. 

The  only  fuccefsful  method  of  cure  was 
firft  difcovered  by  Dr.  Douglafs  of  Bofton, 
in  the  year  1736,  and  publifhed  by  him  ; 
though,  in  the  country  places,  very  little 
minded  afterwards.  It  was  by  confining  the 
fick  to  bed,  in  a  moderate  warmth,  fo  as  to 
keep  up  conftantly  a  free  perfpiration,  by 
gentle  diaphoretics,  given  from  time  to  time, 
with  warm  teas.  Sage  tea  was  raoft  com¬ 
monly  ufed.  This  regimen  was  to  be  con^ 
tinned,  not  only  till  all  the  fymptoms  difap- 
peared,  but  for  fome  time  afterwards,  guard¬ 
ing  carefully  againfi:  cold,  and  ufing  the  dia¬ 
phoretics  night  and  morning.  This  method 
I  found  fuccefsful,  not  only  in  my  own  fa¬ 
mily,  but  with  many  of  my  neighbours.  I 
only  ufed  the  ferpentaria  as  a  diaphoretic, 
and  perhaps  it  may  be  the  befi,  as  it  is  found 
to  be  a  powerful  antifeptic.  If  the  difeafe 
was  taken  in  the  beginning,  and  this  method 
purfued,  feldom  any  of  the  terrible  fymptoms 
appeared,  and  the  difeafe  went  through  its 
Courfe  mildly.  The  ufe  of  the  ferpentaria 
Was  found  beneficial,  even  after  the  appear¬ 
ance 
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ance  of  the  bad  fymptoms,  and  recovered 
them  beyond  our  hopes.  But  care  mu  ft  be 
taken  not  to  give  it  fo  as  to  caufe  any  fweat- 
ing,  for  fweating  was  found  to  be  as  preju¬ 
dicial  as  any  other  fenfible  evacuation. 

Dr.  Douglafs,  by  letter,  informed  me, 
that  he  found  well  dulcified  mercury  of  ufe 
in  the  'Throat  Dijlemper ,  efpecially  when 
joined  with  camphire.  He  thought  that  it 
iupplied  the  place  of  the  miliary  eruption, 
which  was  found  fo  falutary  in  this  difeafe. 

Though  topical  remedies  fignify  very  little, 
where  the  general  method  of  cure  by  perfo¬ 
ration  is  neglefled  ;  yet  they  are  never  omit¬ 
ted  ;  becaufe  there  is  no  fatisfying  the  pati¬ 
ents,  or  their  relations,  without  them.  All 
greafy  or  unctuous  applications  were  mavii- 
feftly  injurious. 

The  common  gargle  was  a  decodtion  of 
fumach  berries  and  Jer pent  aria ,  with  a  little 
alum  diffolved  in  it.  It  was  thought  proper 
to  gargle  before  they  fvv allowed  any  thing. 

The  fores  on  the  ton  fils  were  frequently 
touched  with  the  compound  tindlure  of  aloes 
mixed  with  honey. 


And 
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And  when  the  throat  was  fwelled  much, 
and  in  danger  of  mortification,  fomentations 
were  made  with  the  decoction  of  the  common 
bitter  and  aromatic  herbs,  in  which  fal  ar - 
moniac ,  or  borax,  or,  in  want  of  them,  com¬ 
mon  fait,  was  diffolved,  and  fharp  vinegar 
added.  Flannel  cloths  dipped  in  this,  and 
wrung  out  almoft  dry,  were  applied  to  the 
fwellings. 

A  girl  of  about  10  years  of  age,  in  my 
neighbourhood,  at  the  time  that  the  Throat 
Diftemper  was  frequent  in  the  country,  had 
fores  on  her  private  parts  like  thofe  on  the 
tonfils  in  others,  but  no  fymptom  of  the 
diforder  appeared  in  her  throat  :  the  ichor , 
which  iffued  from  them  at  times,  dried  up, 
and  then  fhe  was  feized  with  violent  pains 
in  her  belly,  which  had  continued  for  fome 
time,  and  which  fine  complained  of,  when  my 
advice  was  defired.  I  ordered  her  to  be  con- 

f. 

fined  to  her  bed,  and  to  take  a  large  dofe  of 
the  ferpentariay  which  foon  gave  her  eafe, 
and  by  continuing  the  common  diaphoretic 
regimen,  (lie  perfedlly  recovered. 

It  would  be  impertinent  in  me  to  attempt 
any  kind  of  reafoning  with  you  on  the  na¬ 
ture 
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ture  of  this  difeafe  ;  but  as  I  have  entertain¬ 
ed  an  opinion  of  the  fundamental  diftindion 
of  the  feveral  fpecies  of  fevers,  I  gladly  em¬ 
brace  this  opportunity  of  fubmitting  it  to 
your  judgment  and  corredions,  in  hopes 
that  you  will  favour  me  with  your  opinion 
thereon.  I  diftinguifh  the  humours  of  the 
body  into  three  different  ftages  or  claffes. 
Firft,  that  which  circulates  only  within  the 
larger  ramifications  of  the  veins  and  arte¬ 
ries,  and  which  is  properly  called  blood. 
Secondly,  that  which  moves  flowly  in  fmal- 
ler  ramifications  than  thofe  in  which  the 
red  globular  parts  can  pafs,  and  from  which 
the  fenfible  fecretions  are  made.  Thirdly 
and  laftly,  that  humour  which  moves  and  is 
contained  in  ftill  finer  ramifications,  and 
which  is  fometimes  diftinguifhed  by  the 
name  of  lymph .  This  laft  I  take  to  be  the 
principal  inftrument  in  the  vital  and  vegeta¬ 
ble  fundions  of  an  animal.  I  fuppofe  that 
the  animal  food  or  nourifhment  undergoes 
three  different  concodions  or  digeftions,  af¬ 
ter  it  has  entered  the  courfe  of  the  circula- 
tion,  in  thefe  different  ramifications  ;  in  all 
which,  the  humours  move  flowly.  That 

'  ,  by 
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by  a  fault  in  any  one  or  more  of  thefe  digeft- 
ions,  difeafes  of  different  kinds  are  produced, 
which  may  be  properly  diflinguifhed  and 
ranked,  according  to  the  different  ftages  in 
which  thefe  humours  circulate,  and  where 
the  digeftion  is  faulty. 

I  think  that  the  feat  of  truly  inflamatory  fe¬ 
vers  is  in  the  firft  ftage.  That  when  the  feat  of 
the  fever  is  in  the  fecond  ftage,  it  may  appear 
under  very  different  fymptoms,  as  different  fe- 
cretions  are  more  peculiarly  affedted  by  it. 
And  laftly,  that  the  fevers,  commonly  called 
nervous ,  have  their  feat  in  the  third  ftage. 

From  this  diftindtion  it  follows,  that  the 

morbid  matter  in  the  firft  clafs  may  be  moft 

effedtually  carried  off  by  venefedtion  :  in  the 

fecond,  by  one  or  more  of  the  fenfible  fecre- 

tions :  and  in  the  laft,  by  infenfible  perfpira- 

tion  only. 

* 

I  conceive  that  the  lymph,  which  moves 
feparately  in  the  fineft  and  laft  ramifications 
of  the  veffels,  has  the  feweft  fenfible  quali¬ 
ties  of  any  of  the  humours  of  the  body; 
and  though,  in  its  natural  ftate,  the  moft  be¬ 
nign  and  mild,  like  the  white  of  an  egg  ;  yet 
is  fubjedt  to  the  greateft  alterations,  and  to 

become 
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become  the  mod  offenfive.  As  the  white 
of  an  egg,  by  putrefaction,  becomes  fo  nau- 
feous,  that  the  lead  drop  of  it  taken  into  the 
ftomach,  or  by  any  means  mixed  with  the 
humours,  throws  the  animal  into  the  greateft 
diforder. 

I  need  not  mention  to  you,  that  feldom 
any  one  humour  can  be  vitiated  without  af¬ 
fecting  the  others ;  and  that  frequently  the 
fault  in  the  lad  concoCtion  is  owing  to  fome 
defeCt  in  the  preceding  :  and  from  thefe  a 
fkilful  phyfician  will  vary  his  method  of 
cure  in  feveral  circumdances.  But  when 
the  lymph  is  vitiated  by  infection,  all  the 
other  digedions  may  be  in  order  and  natural, 
till  J:hey  become  afterwards  vitiated  by  the 
faulty  lymph  mixing  with  them.  This  di- 
dinCtion  mud  defer ve  the  peculiar  regard  of 
the  phyfician. 

I  think  that  all  thofe  diforders  which  are 
commonly  called  nervous,  whether  acute  or 
chronica],  really  proceed  from  fome  fault  in 
the  lymph  •  and  that  the  didinCtion  of  lax 
and  rigid  fibres  is  owing  to  an  excefs  or  de¬ 
fect  of  this  humour,  or  to  fome  other  fault 
in  it. 

Thefe 
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Thefe  hints,  I  am  perfwaded,  are  fuffi- 
cient  for  you,  to  form  a  judgment  of  my 
opinion  in  the  claffing  of  difeafes,  how  far 
it  is  really  founded  in  nature,  and  how  far 

it  may  be  of  ufe  in  the  cure  of  difeafes.  You 
will  oblige  me  exceedingly,  by  letting  me 

know  your  opinion  freely.  If  you  think  me 
in  an  error*  I  (hall  infift  on  your  telling  me 
fo,  from  your  known  candour  and  humani¬ 
ty,  leaft  I  fhould  lead  others  into  the  like 
miftake* 

I  hope  the  following  obfervation  will  not 
be  difagreeable  to  you,  as  it  relates  to  ner¬ 
vous  fevers.  In  the  year  1746,  when  I  was 
at  Albany,  on  the  affairs  of  the  government, 
while  preparations  were  making  for  the  ex¬ 
pedition,  as  we  thought,  then  intended  againft 
Canada*  a  nervous  fever  was  epidemical,  of 
which  many  died ;  whether  from  the  ma¬ 
lignity  of  the  difeafe,  or  ignorance  of  the 
practitioners,  I  cannot  fay  :  for  in  no  diftem- 
pers  are  more  errors  committed  than  in  ner¬ 
vous.  I  obferved  the  difeafe  in  only  one 
perfon,  a  lady.  It  had  the  appearance  of  an 
intermittent,  or  rather  remittent,  with  a  fre¬ 
quent  low  pulfe,  except,  in  the  paroxyfms, 
when  it  was  high,  a  dejedion  of  fpirits,  great 
I  reftleflhefsj- 
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reftleflhefs,  an  entire  proftration  of  appetite, 
clammy  fweats  of  a  rancid  putrefcent  fmell. 
The  phyfician  who  attended  her  had  treated  it 
as  an  intermittent  without  fuccefs.  She  was 
brought  very  low,  and  had  an  averfion  to  all 
kind  of  medicines.  I  advifed  her  to  drinkaglafs 
of  old  Madeira  wine,  every  four  or  five  hours. 
She  very  fenfibly  recovered  by  the  continued 

ufe  of  the  wine,  and  fooner  than  could  have 

« 

been  expected.  A  poor  man,  the  fame  phy- 
fician’s  patient,  hearing  of  this  lady's  reco¬ 
very,  fent  to  beg  a  bottle  of  wine.  It  was 
given  him,  but  not  without  the  phyfician’  s  con¬ 
tent,  who  permitted  it,  thinking  the  cafe  defpe- 
rate.  He  did  however  recover,  by  this  means ; 
he  drank  a  gallon  in  a  few  days,  and  ufed  it 
more  freely  than  was  allowed.  Several 
others  in  like  manner  received  benefit  by 
wine.  I  cannot  fay  of  what  ufe  Madeira 
might  have  been  in  the  beginning  of  the  di- 
feafe,  becaufe  the  cafes  which  came  to  my 
knowledge  of  its  benefit,  were  after  the  di- 
feafe  had  continued  long,  and  the  fick  were 
brought  low.  It  was  obfervable  however, 
that  though  many  people  were  feized  with 
this  diftemper,  no  one  Madeira  drinker  had 
it.  One  gentleman,  who,  for  feveral  days, 

appre- 
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apprehended  he  had  got  the  diftemper,  (as  at 
firft  they  complain  only  of  a  general  lati¬ 
tude,  and  of  being  neither  well  nor  lick,) 
told  us,  who  took  our  glades  every  evening, 
and  kept  well,  that  he  was  refolved  to  go 
with  us  that  night.  He  drank  very  freely, 
and,  from  that  time,  he  had  no  more  fymp- 
toms.  You  know  that  Hippocrates  advifes 
the  ufe  of  wine  in  fome  fevers  3  but  I  quef- 
tion  if  he  ever  prefcribed  a  bottle~of  ftrong 
wine,  fuch  as  Madeira  is,  for  a  dofe. 

I  fhall  *  mention  one  thing  more,  as  not 
quite  foreign  to  the  fubjedt  I  write  on.  It 
has  been  commonly  believed,  that  inocula¬ 
tion  of  the  fmatl  pox  was  an  invention  of  the 
Circaffians,to  preferve  the  beauty  of  their  wo¬ 
men.  But  from  what  follows,  it  feems  pro¬ 
bable,  that  the  practice  is  much  older,  and 
that  it  came  from  Africa  originally  with  the 
diftemper  itfelf.  I  have  lately  learned  from 
my  Negroes,  that  it  is  a  common  practice 
in  their  country,  fo  that  feldom  any  old  peo¬ 
ple  have  the  difeafe.  They  generally  ino¬ 
culate  all  their  young,  as  fo  on  as  the  infect¬ 
ion  comes  in  to  the  neighbourhood.  They  tell 
me,  that  in  the  regimen  under  it,  they  only 
abftain  from  all  flefh  meat,  and  drink  pleri- 

Q^j2  tifully 
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tifully  of  water  acidulated  with  the  juice  of 
limes,  which  grow  large  and  plentifully  in 
their  country.  This  perhaps  may  be  worth 
obfervation  in  hot  feafons.  It  will  be  obje<3> 
ed,  how  comes  this  not  to  have  been  fooner 
difcovered,  fince  fo  many  Negroes  have  been 
for  near  ioo  years  paft  all  over  the  colonies. 
But  it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at,  fince  we 
feldom  converfe  with  our  Negroes,  efpecially 
with  thofe  who  are  not  born  among  us  :  and 
though  I  learned  this  but  lately,  when  the 
fmall  pox  was  among  us  lafi:  fpring,  by  fome 
difcourfe  being  accidentally  overheard  among 
the  Negroes  themfelves,  I  have  had  the 
fame  Negroes  above  20  years  about  my 
houfe,  without  knowing  it  before  this  time. 
I  examined  them  feparately,  and  am  per- 
fwaded  that,  as  they  live  at  a  great  diftance 
from  the  town,  they  had  never  heard  of  in¬ 
oculation  among  us a  5  and  yet  they  de- 
fcribed  the  method  of  inoculation  the  fame 
\ 

R  T urning  over  accidently  a  little  pamphlet,  printed 
at  Bofton  in  1722,  fince  I  wrote  what  is  above,  1  find 
that  fome  Negroes  in  Bofton  had  at  that  time  aliened, 
that  inoculation  of  the  fmall  pox  was  common  in 
their  count;  y. 


as 
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as  ours,  viz.  by  making  a  (mall  cut  in 
the  arm,  and  applying  a  little  cotton  dipt  in 
the  variolous  pus . 

If  what  I  have  wrote  in  any  manner  an- 
fwer  your  expectations,  I  hope  you  will  fa¬ 
vour  me  with  your  fentiments  thereon* 
which  will  greatly  oblige.

not  been  fucceeded  by  the  following  dif- 
order. 

On  the  15th  of  July,  1755,  fhe  dined  on 
cold  beef,  eat  near  a  whole  large  cucumber, 
and  drank  after  it  a  great  glafs  of  cold  wa¬ 
ter,  which  was  her  ordinary  drink.  She 
was  immediately  after  feized  with  a  giddi- 
nefs,  and  that  fucceeded  by  a  licknefs  at  her 
ftomach,  which  held  her  all  night.  The 
next  morning,  as  her  complaint  continued, 
fhe  was  vomited  with  ipecacuanha ,  which 
however  did  not  relieve  her. 

On 
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,<  On  the  17th,  her  right  hand  and  arm  be¬ 
gan  to  fhake  involuntarily,  and  her  ficknefs 
went  off ;  but  fhe  had  no  appetite  for  ani¬ 
mal  food.  The  fhaking  increafed  furprizing- 
ly,  her  hand  and  elbow  moving  alternately 
almoft  fix  inches  from  her  fide,  and  extream- 
ly  quick  5  and  this  when  fhe  was  afleep  as 
well  as  awake.  The  motion  was  fo  ftrong, 
that  I  could  not  hold  her  arm  ftill  with  one 
hand  ;  and  as  foon  as  it  was  confined,  the 
other  arm  and  hand  was  feized  with  the 
fame  motion,  and  continued  to  move  till 
the  arm  firft  affected  was  let  go  ;  when  it 
immediately  returned  to  that  again,  and  the 
other  was  ftill.  I  went  farther  with  this  ex¬ 
periment.  After  confining  the  firft,  the  mo¬ 
tion,  as  I  have  faid,  went  into  the  other  arm. 
I  confined  that  alfo,  and  the  motion  went 
into  her  legs  and  thighs.  They  alfo  were 
confined,  and  her  whole  body  fell  a  moving. 
It  is  very  remarkable,  that  upon  confining 
the  arm  firft  affedted,  fhe  was  feized  with  a 
qualm,  which  went  off  with  a  ftart,  and  in- 
ftantaneoufly  the  other  arm  began  to  move. 
This  interval  was  very  fhort  5  for  from  the 
time  that  the  mbtion  of  the  firft  feized  arm 

0^4 
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was  entirely  ftopt,  till  the  other  began  to 
move,  was  not  above  three  feconds  of  time, 
and  fometimes  not  half  a  fecond,  This  ex^- 
periment  was  repeated  feveral  times  with  the 
fame  fuccefs. 

In  this  way  my  patient  continued  above  a 
fortnight  5  the  motion  being  perpetual,  when 
afleep,  as  well  as  when  awake.  She  flept 
well,  and  her  appetite,  except  for  animal 
food,  was  not  amifs.  In  the  mean  time  re¬ 
medies  were  not  omitted*;  and  fhe  was  vifited 
at  different  times  by  Drs.  Hunter,  Didiery 
and  Rofs,  as  well  as  myfelf.  Being  natural¬ 
ly  coftive,  (lie  was  purged  feveral  times  with 
tinffi.  Jacr.  |ifs,  and  tinB.  melampod.  gfs  ; 
and,  in  the  intervals,  took  a  bolus  with  ten 
grains  of  camphire  twice  a  day.  She  thought 
the  camphire  in  fubftance  made  her  lick ;  fo 
it  was  diffolved  in  a  little  fpirit  of  wine  and 
vinegar,  and  given  in  a  draught  with  fome 
fimple  water.  Her  arm  was  rubbed  with  a 
flefh  bru fh,  embrocated  with  the  volatile  linir 
nient,  and  at  laft  bliftered^but  all  to  no  purpofe* 
On  the  29th  of  July  her  difeafe  put  on 
another  fhape.  About  ten  o?clock  in  the 
morning,  as  fhe  was  getting  up,  fhe  was

taken

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taken  with  a  fainting  fit,  which  held  her 
about  half  an  hour.  In  this  time,  a  fire 
broke  out  within  two  or  three  doors  of  the 
houfe  where  fhe  lived,  and  all  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood  was  in  an  uproar.  When  fhe  re¬ 
covered  a  little  out  of  the  fit,  but  before  fhe 
came  to  her  right  fenfes,  fhe  was  fo  much 
alarmed  at  feeing  her  aunt,  with  whom  fhe 
lived,  in  tears,  that  fhe  run  about  the  houfe 
in  the  utmoft  diftradtion.  I  had  been  fent 
for  on  her  firft  feizure,  and  came  immedi¬ 
ately.  By  this  time,  the  fire  was  increafed, 
the  houfe  was  in  a  blaze,  and  that  where 
my  patient  was,  full  of  people,  shifting,  or 
ready  to  afiift,  in  moving  the  goods.  I 
found  the  poor  girl  in  ftrong  convulfions  ;  fo 
that  two  people  could  fcarcely  hold  her. 
The  fire  was  foon  extinguifhed  ;  but  my 
poor  patient  continued  in  fits  a  whole  fort¬ 
night  5  being  feldom  an  hour  and  half  free  ; 
and,  for  the  molt  part, .  not  a  quarter  of  an 
hour. 

The  fits  grew  ftronger  and  ftronger  for 
the  firft  three  or  four  days  ;  and  at  laid  it 
was  as  much  as  three  people  could  do  to 
keep  her  in  bed.  She  was  even  mifchievous. 
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and  endeavoured  to  ftrike  and  bite  every  bo¬ 
dy  near  here  $  though  naturally  of  a  fweet 
and  affectionate  difpoiition.  In  order  to 
prevent  her  hurting  herfelf  or  others,  we 
were  obliged  to  have  a  waiftcoat  for  her, 
fuch  as  is  ufed  for  mad  people,  without 
which  it  would  have  been  impoffible  to  have 
managed  her.  For  fome  days  the  intervals 
were  very  fhort,  and  fhe  was  even  then 
fcarce  rightly  fenfible.  But  afterwards  fhe 
recovered  her  fenfes  in  the  intervals,  and  told 
when  the  fits  were  coming  on  fo  that  the 
people  about  her  prepared  accordingly,  by 
fecuring  her  hands  by  means  of  the  long 
fleeves  of  the  waiftcoat,  and  by  tying  her 
knees  together  with  a  napkin. 

This  ftage  of  the  difeafe  lafted  a  fort¬ 
night  ;  and  the  fits  proceeded  in  this  man¬ 
ner.  She  was  firft  feized  with  a  faintnefs ; 
her  eyes  clofed,  and  fhe  continued  fo  through 
the  whole  paroxyfm.  She  fighed,  groaned, 
and  made  feveral  odd  noifes  :  fhe  ftruggled 
violently,  throwing  about  her  arms,  legs, 
head,  and  body,  with  amazing  ftrength  : 
flie  foamed  at  the  mouth,  and  fpit :  then  fhe 
would  lye  ftill,  without  motion  or  refpira* 

tion, 
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tion,  for  above  a  minute.  I  feveral  times 
put  a  looking  glafs  to  her  mouth  in  this 
ftate,  and  there  was  not  the  flighted;  fpeck 
to  be  feen  on  it.  Her  pulfe  too  at  this  time 
was  not  perceptible.  After  this  fhe  fetched 
a  deep  figh,  and  began  to  ftruggle  afrefh. 
The  ftruggling  grew  weaker  by  degrees,  till 
die  came  quite  out  of  the  fit.  When  fhe 
had  been  in  this  way  for  about  eight  days, 
the  intervals  became  longer,  and  the  moment 
the  fit  was  over,  fhe  got  up,  and  fat  in  a 
chair  till  another  came  ;  when  fine  was  lift¬ 
ed  into  bed  again. 

Towards  the  laft,  every  fit  feemed  to  be 
divided  into  three  acts,  if  I  may  fo  term 
them,  for  fhe  lay  ftill  twice  in  the  way  I 
have  mentioned  5  and  fire  conftantly  came 
out  of  them  in  the  following  manner.  She 
firft  drew  up  her  eyebrows,  as  if  wanting  to 
open  her  eyes  5  then  flowly  and  deliberately 
bringing  up  her  left  hand  towards  her  right 
eye,  till  her  finger  and  thumb  touched  the 
eyelid,  fhe  pinched  up  the  fkin  a  little,  and 
drew  back  her  hand  with  a  jerk  •  as  if  fhe 
wanted  to  pull  out  a  hair.  She  repeated  the 
fame  adtion  to  the  other  eyelid  5  and  then 

opening 
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opening  her  eyes,  fhe  turned  her  head  every 
way  with  great  quicknefs,  and  darted  her 
eyes  from  one  fide  to  another,  to  every  cor¬ 
ner  of  the  room,  and  under  the  table,  like 
one  in  the  utmoft  fright  and  aftonifhment. 
But  {he  was  never  fenfible  that  fhe  did  this, 
nor  that  fhe  brought  her  finger  and  thumb 
to  pinch  her  eyelid.  This  uniform  appear¬ 
ance  continued  for  the  laft  five  or  fix  days  $ 
when  the  fits  were  fo  weak,  that  fhe  was 
managed  as  fhe  fat  in  her  chair  by  one 
perfon  or  two.  In  all  this  time,  fhe  took 
very  little  nourifhment  till  towards  the  laft ; 
fo  that  fhe  was  thin,  pale,  and  weak.  What 
fleep  flie  had  was  the  effedt  of  opiates,  thir¬ 
ty  drops  of  tinff.  thebaic .  being  her  ufual 
dofe.  At  all  times  when  the  fits  were  off, 
her  hand  and  arm  moved  as  before. 

The  fits  were  at  firft  fo  violent,  that  fhe 
could  not  be  blooded,  on  account  of  her 
flruggling  ;  and,  as  they  weakened,  we  did 
not  judge  bleeding  fo  neceflary.  Her  head 
was  fliaved  and  bliftered :  and  on  the  third 
of  Auguft,  when  we  could  get  her  to  fwal- 
low  medicine,  Dr.  Rofs  and  myfelf  ordered 
for  her  as  follows.

She  continued  the  ufe  of  thefe  medicines, 
as  directed,  for  two  days,  and  afterwards 
twice  a  day  for  above  a  week. 

I  come  now  to  the  laft  ftage  of  the  di- 

ftemper.  On  the  12th  day  of  Auguft,  the 

fits,  which  had  been  gradually  weakening, 

left  her  entirely.  The  fhaking  of  the  arm, 

though  not  near  fo  violent,  continued  ;  but 

another  grievous  fymptom  fupervened  :  fhe 

totally  loft  the  ufe  of  her  legs.  Her  feet  were 

absolutely  without  all  feeling,  fo  as  not  to 

be  fenfible  when  touched, pinched,  or  jbruifed. 

This  want  of  fenfation  extended  half  way 

* 

up  her  legs.  Her  appetite  returned  ;  (he 
recovered  her  flefti  ;  and  ran  about  on  her 
knees  with  furprizihg  agility  ;  for  fhe  was 
of  a  lively  ftirring  difpofitioji.  In  order  to 
remove  this  complaint,  every  application  was 

made. 
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made,  and  every  experiment,  that  we  could 
think  of,  was  tried.  Her  legs  and  feet  were 
ftrongly  rubbed  with  a  nefh  brufh  for  fome 
time  :  the  tepid  bath,  and  acrid  applications, 
that  at  laft  even  raifed  blifters,  were  not  omit¬ 
ted,  For  fome  days  we  made  tryal  of  the  cold 
bath  ;  but  die  was  always  chilly  and  fick 
after  it ;  fo  that  we  did  not  perfevere  :  but 
the  fridtion  and  volatile  ftimulating  applica¬ 
tions  were  continued  5  to  wit,  the  flefh  brufh, 
the  liniment  urn  volatile ,  and  bruifed  muftard- 
feed.  The  beginning  of  October,  fhe  firft 
complained  of  a  little  pain  or  fmarting  from 
the  finapifm  (which  had  been  repeated  by 
intervals)  in  one  of  her  great  toes :  and,  by 
degrees,  fhe  recovered  the  fenfe  and  motion 
of  her  limbs.  She  learned  to  walk  like  a 
child,  catching  hold  of  every  thing  near  her, 
or  fupporting  herfelf  betwixt  two  people. 
Soon  after  fhe  could  walk  with  a  Angle  prop  > 
but  it  was  fome  time  before  fhe  trufted, her¬ 
felf  alone.  About  the  middle  of  this  month 
(Odtober)  (lie  could  walk  perfectly  well  ; 
and  there  only  remained,  of  all  her  com¬ 
plaints,  a  flight  motion  of  her  arm  and  hand, 
which  went  off  in  the  following  manner. 
*  On 
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On  the  29th  of  the  fame  month,  having 
fiiffered  extreamiy  from  the  cold  in  feeing 
the  lord  mayor's  fhew,  fhe  was  feized  with 
a  pain  in  the  ihoolder  of  the  moving  arm  : 
this  encreafed,  and,  when  fhe  came  home, 
grew  extreamly  uneafy.  That  night,  as  (he 
was  fitting  by  the  fire,  the  arm  all  at  once 
was  raifed  upwards  with  a  jerk  and  great 
pain,  and  the  hand  fixed  upon  the  top  of  the 
fhoulder,  where  it  remained  immovable. 
Her  aunt,  who  fat  by  her,  attempted  to 
bring  it  down  to  no  purpofe,  the  parts  being 
all  rigid  :  but,  after  a  good  deal  of  fridtion, 
and  bathing  with  camphorated  fpirits  of 
wine,  the  mufcles  relaxed,  the  arm  came 
down,  and  the  involuntary  motion  ceafed. 
From  that  day  to  this,  the  10th  of  April 
1756,  fhe  has  enjoyed  good  health,  and 
has  been  free  from  all  her  complaints;  except 
that  fometimes,  on  any  great  motion,  or  . 
fudden  fright,  fhe  has  a  little  agitation  in  her 
arm,  which  foon  goes  off.  It  may  not  per¬ 
haps  be  amifs  to  obferve,  that  fine  has  never 
had  any  appearance  of  the  menfcs . 
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XXII.  Of  the  Powers  ^Ipecacuanha  very 
fmall  Dofes .  By  Samuel  Pye,  M.-  D*  Read 
May  3,  1756. 

TH  E  vinum  benedidlum ,  which,  in  the 
times  of  Dr.  Sydenham,  was  reckoned 
the  moft  mild  and  gentle  of  the  emetick 
tribe,  is  now  pretty  much  laid  afide,  and  its 
place  fupplied  by  a  milder  and  fafer  medi¬ 
cine,  Ipecacuanha .  This  is  what  that  great 

man,  the  honour  of  his  country,  and  the 
glory  of  his  profeffion,  feems,  prophetically 
as  it  were,  to  have  wifhed  for ;  when  he 
fays,  cc  It  is  by  no  means  fafe,  (at  leaft  in 
“  this  fever)  [1661]  to  give  vomits  of  <vi- 
“  num  benedi&um  to  children,  or  to  any  un- 
“  der  the  age  fucceeding  childhood,  not  even 
“.in  the  fmalleft  quantity.  I  could  wifh 
“  that,  in  its  ftead,  we  had  fome  more  fafe* 
cc  and,  at  the  fame  time,  more  efficacious 
remedy,  endued  with  powers  fufiicient  to 
cc  eradicate  that  humour,  which,  in  the  de- 
“  clination  of  the  fever,  almofl:  always 
.threatens,  us  with  a  diarrhoea.  —  It  has 
“  indeed  often  given  me  great  uneafinefs, 
:*  •  *  “  that 
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u  that  when  I  have  been  fent  for  to  infants 
cc  and  children  in  fevers,  and  have  ob- 

cC  ferved  an  indication,  which  direfted  to 
Kc  the  ufe  of  a  medicine,  by  which  they 
“  would  have  been  out  of  all  danger  5  yet  I 
<c  have  never  dared  to  prefcribe  it,  for  fear  of 
<c  the  worrt  confequences.” 

What  the  doctor  longed  for,  we  poffefs, 
in  the  Ipecacuanha ;  a  medicine,  which  has 
fo  juftly  gained  the  reputation,  not  only  of 
the  mildeft  and  fafeft,  but  almoft  a  fpecifick 
remedy,  for  many  diforders  of  the  ftomach 
and  bowels  ;  as  efficacious  to  root  out  every 
offending  humour,  as  the  moft  humane  phy- 
fician  could  defire  ;  nay,  of  fo  great  ufe,  that 
hardly  any  difeafe,  which  takes  its  origin 
from  the  ftomach,  can  be  cured  without 
it. 

But  notwithftanding  the  mildnefs  of  this 
noble  medicine,  it  operates,  very  often,  with 
a  great  deal  of  violence ;  infomuch  that  the 
generality  who  (with  myfelf)  have  experi¬ 
enced  the  great  and  violent  {trainings,  pro¬ 
duced  by  twenty  grains,  dread  the  thoughts 
of  a  repetition  of  fuch  a  ftiock  to  the  whole 
human  frame. 


R 
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There  are  very  often  the  ftrongeft  indica¬ 
tions  for  emeticks,  in  many  cafes  befides  thofe 
pf  infants  and  children,  in  which  a  phyli- 
cian  will  be  reduced  to  this  dilemma  :  if  he 
follow  nature  in  fo  dangerous  a  path,  the 
lofs  of  his  own  reputation,  or  of  an  heir  to 
a  family,  or  of  the  life  of  his  patient,  may 
be  the  reward  of  bis  rafhnefs  5  if  he  do 
not  follow  fo  faithful  a  guide,  he  will  cer¬ 
tainly  lofe  his  way. 

Such  was  the  lituation  in  which  I  found 
myfelf  about  eleven  years  ago,  when  I  de- 
fpaired  of  doing  my  patient  any  fervice,  on- 
lefs  I  could  vomit  her  ;  and  yet,  from  the 
great  weaknefs  of  her  circumftances,  vomit¬ 
ing,  in  the  moft  gentle  manner  I  had  ever 
feen  praCtifed,  feemed  extreamly  dangerous; 
What  could  I  do  ?  In  vain  fhould  I  have 
wiffted  for  a  yet  fafer  medicine  than  Ipeca - 
cuanha .  However,  as  nature  led,  1  was 
determined  to  follow  ;  but  as  (he  always 
abhors  violent  methods,  I  longed  to  fee, 
whether,  even  here,  fhe  would  not  be  con¬ 
tented  with  a  little.  The  very  firft  trial 
fucceeded  beyond  expectation,  when  I  found 
there  was  a  method  of  fo  far  abating  the 

v  violence 
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violence  of  its  operation,  by  leffening  the 
quantity,  and,  at  the  fame  time,  fecuring 
the  intention  of  vomiting,  with  the  utmoft 
cafe  and  fafety,  even  in  the  weakeft  fubjedts* 

CASE  L 

Mrs,  Bendbow,  wife  of  Mr,  Bendbow, 
of  St*  Paul’s  Shadwell,  about  40  years  of 
age,  had  for  fix  years  laboured  under  a  very 
bad  habit  of  body,  from  a  great  weaknefs  of 
the  ftomach  and  bowels ;  which  was  attend¬ 
ed  with  a  weight,  (as  fhe  expreffed  it)  or 
oppreffion  on  her  ftomach,  a  lots  of  appe¬ 
tite,  or,  when  fhe  was  able  to  eat,  fhe  gene¬ 
rally  threw  up  part  of  her  food  $  wandering 
pains,  fometimes  in  her  fide,  at  other  times 
in  her  fhoulder,  Five  years  had  pafled, 
fince  fhe  had  had  the  advice  of  a  phyfician ; 
but  finding  no  relief,  contented  herfelf  with 
what  her  apothecary  could  do  for  her,  till 
near  the  end  of  the  fixth  year ;  when,  on  the 
17th  of  April,  1744,  ftie  fent  for  me. 

The  indications  for  emeticks  appeared  fo 
plain  and  evident,  that  I  told  the  patient,  if 
1  could  vomit  her,  I  believed  I  could  be  of 
fervice  to  her.  The  name  of  a  vomit  fo 
-  R  2  terrified 
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terrified  her,  that  fhe  would  by  no  means 
have  confented  to  any  thing  of  that  kind, 
but  upon  my  declaring  to  her,  that  I  would 
only  give  her  the  mildeft  medicine  of  that 
tribe,  but  in  fo  very  fmall  a  dofe,  that  I  did 
not  know  whether  it  would  puke  her  or  no  : 
in  fhort,  that  inftead  of  twenty,  or  five  and 
twenty,  I  would  order  her  only  two  grains 
of  Ipecacuanha . 

Accordingly  I  directed  the  following 
draught.

This  vomited  her  twice,  and  brought  up 
a  large  quantity  of  tough,  ropy  phlegm  $ 
the  weight  which  fhe  had  complained  of  was, 
in  a  great  meafure,  removed  from  her  fto- 
mach,  and  her  fpirits  were  fo  much  raifed 
by  the  operation,  that  when  I  told  her  I 
fhould  give  her  another  immediately,  fhe 
defired  that  I  would  give  her  four  grains, 
inftead  of  two. 

For  the  diarrhoea  fhe  took  the  following 
bolus,  every  fixth  hour.

With  thefe  medicines  fhe  had  fifteen 
ftools;  which  however  were  fo  far  from 
finking  her,  that  not  only  her  fpirits,  but 
her  ftrength  were  increafed. 

The  next  day,  [ the  18 lb]  the  fame  erne- 
tick  draught  was  repeated  ;  the  effedl  of 
which  was  three  motions  upwards,  with  the 
like  quantity  of  the  fame  kind  of  vifcid 
phlegm ;  and  with  the  bolus,  which  was 
continued  as  before,  fhe  had  twelve  ftools. 

The  third  day,  [the  lgth]  by  repeating 
the  fame  emetick,  and  bolus,  fhe  had  four 
evacuations  upwards,  with  near  about  the 
fame  quantity  of  phlegm  ;  and  eight  down¬ 
wards. 

On  the  fourth  day,  [the  20 th]  the  fame 
puke  wrought  three  times  ;  brought  up  a 
very  fmall  quantity  of  phlegm,  with  a  great 
deal  of  bile.  The  complaints  in  her  fto- 
mach,  and  pains  in  her  fide  and  fhoulder, 
being  removed  ;  the  ftools  lefs  frequent ;

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and  the  griping  in  her  bowels  having  ceafed  $ 

I  vomited  her  no  more,  nor  gave  her  any 
Other  medicines  than  the  following  bolus,

She  took  this,  four  times  a  day,  for  four 
days;  on  the  laft  of  which,  viz.  the  eighth 
from  my  firfb  vifit,  I  took  my  leave  of  my 
patient,  She  continued  free  from  all  her 
complaints  for  many  months ;  and  upon  the 
return  of  fome  of  the  above  fymptoms,  after 
a  confiderable  time,  they  were  removed,  by 
her  taking  two  of  the  emetick  draughts,  by 
her  own  direction,  without  any  other  re? 
medy. 

The  unexpected  fuccefs  I  met  with  in 
this,  determined  me  to  try,  whether  the 
like  fmall  quantity  would  not,  in  any  other 
cafe,  have  a  fimilar  effeCl,  in  procuring  an 
eafy  difcharge,  of  whatever  offends  the  fto- 
mach  ;  or  aofwer  the  intention  of  the  phy- 
fician,  when  nature  points  out  this  fort  of 


The 
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The  refult  of  my  obfervations  of  this 
kind,  for  about  thirteen  months,  may  be 
feen  in  the  following  Table  $  where  I 
have  fet  down  the  dofe  and  its  apparent 
effefts,  in  every  cafe  where  it  proved  ei¬ 
ther  emetick  or  cathartick,  both  in  children 
and  adults  ;  and  in  diarrhoeas ,  I  have  gene¬ 
rally  taken  notice  of  the  number  of  ftools.

From  thefp  obfervations,  and  the  cafes  an¬ 
nexed,  I  hope  it  will  appear  to  every  candid 
phyfxcian,  that  to  perfons  of  every  age,  of 
either  fex,  in  any  ftage  of  any  difeafe,  where 
emeticks  are  indicated,  though  the  patient 
bp  in  the  weakeft  circumftances ;  from  half 
a  grain,  to  four  or  fix  grains,  may  be  given, 
with  the  utmoft  fafety,  and  great  fuccefs : 
and  that,  where  there  is  a  difpofition  to  puke, 
it  will  feldom  fail  of  anfwering  tfye  intention 
of  the  prefcriber. 

The  cafe  of  the  plague  is  lingular  :  of  the 
ufe  of  emeticks  in  that  mod:  horrible  difeafe, 
the  great  Dock  Mead  fays,  “  The  difpofition

of 
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cc  of  the  ftomach  and  bowels  to  be  inflamed, 
iC  makes  vomiting  not  fo  generally  fafe  in 
cc  the  plague,  as  in  the  fmall  pox.  The 
“  molt  gentle  emeticks  ought  to  be  ufed, 
“  none  better  than  Ipecacuanha  ;  and  great 
<c  care  muft  be  had,  that  the  ftomach  and 
<c  bowels  are  not  inflamed  when  they  are 
<c  adminiftred :  for  if  they  are,  nothing  but 
<c  certain  death  can  be  expected  from  them  : 
ic  otherwife,  at  the  beginning  they  will  be 
sc  always  ufeful :  therefore,  upon  the  firft 
*' c  illnefs  of  the  patient,  it  muft  carefully  be 
confidered,  whether  there  appear  any 
fymptoms  of  an  inflammation  having 
<c  feized  thefe  parts :  if  there  are  any  marks

from  any  experience  in  this  branch  of 
practice,  good  Lord  deliver  us !  but  if  the 
mojl  gentle  emeticks  ought  to  be  ufed ,  under 
the  limitations  mentioned  by  Dr.  Mead  • 
and  if  none  be  better  than  Ipecacuanha  ;  the 
ftomach  can  never  be  Jo  gently  moved ,  as  by 
fuch  very  fmall  dofes  of  this  beft  of  emet¬ 
icks  ;  for  the  truth  of  which,  I  could  appeal 

to 
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to  almoft  every  patient,  or  to  thofe  who  at¬ 
tended  them,  that  the  operation  has  been  fo 
gentle,  that  nothing  could  have  been  more  fo . 

CASE  II. 

Mafter  Eade,  fon  of  Mr.  Eade,  furgeon 
and  apothecary  in  Wapping,  aged  twelve 
months,  had,  for  two  or  three  days,  been 
ill  of  a  violent  diarrhoea .  On  the  7th  of 
April  I  gave  him  1  i  gr.  which  moving  him 
but  once,  I  gave  him  on  the  8th  2  gr. 
which,  with  being  repeated  on  the  9th,  vo¬ 
mited  him  as  in  the  Table,  and  perfectly 
cured  him.  ' 

CASE  III. 

Mrs.  Wilkes,  wife  to  Mr.  Wilkes,  apo¬ 
thecary  and  chemift,  at  Cock-hill  in  Rat¬ 
cliff,  after  a  very  bad  mifcarriage,  had, 
for  many  weeks,  laboured  under  a  violent 
pain  in  her  ftomach  ;  which  was  attended 
with  a  conftant  vomiting,  of  every  thing  it 
received,  and  a  continual  diarrhoea .  After 
I  had  given  her  various  medicines  without 
any  good  effeft,  I  directed  her  to  the  emet- 
*cks,  fpecified  in  the  Table  $  to  the  effects 
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of  which,  I  wholly  imputed  her  perfedt  re¬ 
covery  from  all  her  complaints. 

CASE  IV. 

To  Matter  Cuming,  fon  ofCapt.  Cuming, 
in  Fenchurch-ftreet,  eighteen  days  old,  in 
the  watery  gripes,  I  gave  one  grain,  at  about 
eleven  o’clock  at  night :  it  not  moving  him 
prefently,  I  advifed  giving  him  the  breaft  ; 
but  the  child,  inftead  of  puking,  fell 
afleep,  and  had  no  ftool  that  night.  I  order¬ 
ed  another  grain  to  be  given  in  the  morning, 
which  likewife  neither  vomited  nor  purged 
him.  An  amyline  mixture  was  directed, 
but  he  was  cured  by  the  Ipecacuanha  alone. 

CASE  V. 

Mrs.  B - 1,  above  40  years  of  age,  had 

been  for  feveral  years  in  a  declining  ftate  ; 
but,  when  I  was  fent  for,  fhe  feemed  to  be 
in  the  laft  ftage  of  a  confumption.  Her 
flefh  and  ftrength  were  wafted,  and  her  fpi- 
rits  exhaufted,  by  hedtick  heats,  purging, 
vomiting,  and  a  total  lofs  of  appetite.  In 
thefe  deplorable  circumftances,  (though  I 
defpaired  of  any  fuccefs)  I  propofed  to  at¬ 
tempt 
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tempt  to  relieve  her,  by  vomiting  her,  in 
the  mofl  gentle  manner.  She  had  refufed  to 
comply  with  any  thing  of  this  nature,  from 
an  eminent  phylician,  who  had  attended  her 
before  me  :  but,  upon  my  mentioning  the 
cafe  of  Mrs.  Bendbow,  /he  was  encouraged 
to  take  the  four  firft  dofes,  fpecified  above. 
Thefe  were  attended  with  all  the  happy  ef- 
fedts,  I  could  have  wi/hed  for :  they  took 
off  her  vomitings  ;  flopped  the  purging  ; 
gave  her  an  inclination  for  food,  which  was 
properly  digefted  5  and  /lie  manifeflly  re¬ 
covered  flrength  and  lpirits.  Mrs.  B — - — t 
being  now  a  little  coftive,  I  had  ordered  her 
a  draught  with  a  folution  of  manna ;  but  her 
fervant,  by  a  fatal  miftake,  inflead  of  the 
draught,  gave  her  a  fpirituous  embrocation 
with  liquid  laudanum ,  (which  had  been 
procured  from  fome  chemifl,  but  for  what 
purpofe  I  know  not  ;)  this  brought  on  a  vo¬ 
miting,  and  purging,  with  violent  hyflerick 
fits :  in  the  intervals  of  thefe,  I  returned  to 
the  emeticks,  and  gave  the  other  three,  as 
in  the  Table,  but  without  any  good  effedh 
The  pat  ient  was  now  tired  with  medicines  of 
every  kind,  difmifTed  me,  and  died  in  about 
three  weeks.  CASE 
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CASE  VL 

Mr.  Randal,  about  thirty  years  of  age, 
having  had  a  diarrhoea  for  two  months, 
which  was,  fometimes,  accompanied  with 
a  fmall  flux  of  pure  blood,  came  to  me  oil 
the  9th  of  December  lad.  I  directed  him  to 
take  flx  grains  of  Ipecacuanha  that  evening, 
and  at  flx  the  next  morning,  upon  an  empty 
domach  :  (for  notwithftanding  the  long  ex¬ 
perience  I  had  had  of  the  effects  of  fmaller 
dofes,  I  was  afraid  lefs  than  fix  grains  would 
not  have  anfwered  my  intention,  in  fuch  a 
drong  habit.)

Mrs.  Brier,  aged  38,  in  the  ninth  month 
of  her  pregnancy,  had,  for  five  weeks,  com¬ 
plained  of  violent  and  conftant  pains  in  her 
ftomach  and  bowels  5  with  bilious  vomit¬ 
ings,  an  almoft  continual  purging,  and  fre¬ 
quent  forcings,  (as  fhe  expreffed  it)  as  if  her 
labour  was  coming  on.

J .  j  of  a  healthy  robuft  confutation,  ferv’d 
the  curate  of  that  place  for  many  years  very 
faithfully,  till  the  beginning  of  173  8,  that 
fhe  became  very  fallen,  uneafy,  and  fo  fur- 
]y,  that  the  neighbours  faid  fhe  was  lofing 
her  fenfes.  Towards  the  month  of  Auguft, 
fhe  fell  into  an  extraordinary  deep,  which 
iafted  four  days  ;  during  which  time,  fhe 
took  no  manner  of  nourifhment,  neither  was 
it  poffible  to  route  her.  She  awakened  at 
laft  of  herfelf,  in  a  very  bad  humour,  which 
did  not  however  hinder  her  from  following 
her  bufinefs  as  before,  for  fix  or  feven  days* 
when  fhe  fell  into  a  profound  deep  again, 
which  Iafted  only  eighteen  hours  3  after 
which  fhe  awakened  3  and,  ever  flnce,  con¬ 
tinued  to  deep  feventeen  or  eighteen  hours 
a  day  3  that  is  to  fay  from  about  three 


o'clock 
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o’clock  in  the  morning,  till  eight  or  nine  at 
night:  except  four  months  in  the  year  1745* 
when  flie  had  a  natural  fleep  ;  and  twenty- 
one  days  in  the  year  1748,  when  a  tertian 
fever  kept  her  fo  far  awake,  that  fhe  did 
not  fleep  above  two  hours  at  once.  It  was 
commonly  believed  that  the  day  light  had 
fome  influence  upon  her,  becaufe  fhe  could 
not  be  awakened  in  the  day  time.  The 
twentieth  of  laft  February,  I  went  from 
Bruflfels  to  fee  her,  with  Mr.  Prefto,  furgeon 
major  of  prince  Salm’s  regiment,  and  was 
introduced  to  her  room  about  five  o’clock  in 
the  evening.  I  felt  her  pulfe,  and  found  it 
natural.  I  raifed  her  arm,  and  obferved  it 
to  be  very  ftifif  and  heavy,  and  had  a  good 
deal  of  difficulty  to  bend  it :  when  I  let  it 
go,  it  fell  like  a  piece  of  heavy  wood.  Then 
I  raifed  her  head,  and  with  it  her  back  and 
flioulders ;  for  her  neck  was  as  ftiff  as  a 
board :  her  legs  were  in  the  fame  ftate.  I 
put  my  mouth  to  her  ear,  and  called  as  loud 
as  I  could,  but  could  not  wake  her  ;  and  to 
be  fure  that  there  was  no  cheat  in  the  mat¬ 
ter,  I  thruft  a  pin  though  her  fkin  and  fleffi 

to 
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to  the  bone.  I  kept  the  flame  of  burning 
paper  to  her  cheek  till  I  burned  the  fcarff 
fkin,  and  put  volatile  fpirits  annd  falts  into 
her  nofe,  and  laftly,  thruft  a  little  linnen 
dipt  in  rectified  fpirit  of  wine  in  her  noftril, 
and  kindled  it  for  a  moment :  all  this  was 
done,  without  my  being  able  to  obferve  the 
leafl:  change  in  her  countenance,  or  figns  of 
feeling.  The  furface  of  her  body  was  warm, 
and  in  a  gentle  perfpiration.  At  half  an  hour 
paft  fix  o’clock,  I  found  her  neck,  arms, 
and  legs,  more  fouple  than  at  my  arrival, 
which  I  attributed  to  her  drawing  nearer  the 
time  of  her  awakening.  About  eight,  fhe 
turned  in  her  bed,  got  up  abruptly,  and 
came  to  the  fire.  I  afked  her  feveral  quef- 
tions,  to  which  fhe  gave  furly  anfwers.  She 
was  gloomy  and  fad,  and  repeated  often, 
that  fhe  would  rather  be  out  of  the  world, 
than  in  fuch  a  ftate.  I  could  get  no  fatif- 
fadtory  account  from  her,  about  her  ficknefs ; 
all  that  I  could  learn  from  her  was,  that  fhe 
felt  a  heavinefs  in  her  head,  which  fhe 
knew  to  be  the  forerunner  of  her  diforder, 
and  which  determined  her  to  go  to  bed, 

where 
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where  (he  lay  without  once  turning,  from 
the  time  fhe  lay  down  till  her  fleep  was 
over,  and  had,  during  that  time,  no  fort  of 
evacuation  except  by  perfpiration.  She  told 
me  flie  was  formerly  regular  as  to  her  menfes . 
but  could  not  well  remember  when  or  how 
they  left  her.  I  faw  her  eat  with  an  appe¬ 
tite,  and  begin  to  fpin,  and  then  quitted 
her;  but,  coming  back  the  next  morning, 
found  her  in  the  fame  ftate  of  fleep  and 
ftiffnefs  as  at  my  firft  arrival.  I  made  new 
efforts  to  roufe  her,  but  in  vain  ;  the  fuccefs 
was  ftill  the  fame.  The  woman,  that  fhe 
lived  with,  told  me  they  ufed  to  give  her 
fome  nourifhment  through  a  funnel,  when 
the  fleep  was  extraordinary  long  :  upon 
which  I  got  her  mouth  opened,  and  pour¬ 
ed  into  it  four  fpoonfuls  of  milk,  which  fhe 
fwallowed,  and  I  obferved  the  adfion  of  the 
pharynx ,  though  a  fpontaneous  or  voluntary 
motion;  regular,  and  the  deglutition  natural. 
The  furgeon  of  the  place  told  me,  he  gave 
her  feveral  large  dofes  of  tartar:  emetic: 
one  of  which  confifted  of  eighteen  grains, 
without  being  able  to  awake  her.  He  in¬ 
formed 
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formed  me  alfo  of  feveral  methods  that  were 
ufed  fome  years  ago  to  roufe  her  ;  as  of  her 
being  whipped  till  the  blood  ran  down  her 
fhoulders,  of  her  having  her  back  rubbed 
with  honey,  and  her  being  expofed  in  a  hot 
day  before  a  hive  of  bees,  where  fhe  was 
flung  to  fuch  a  degree  that  her  back  and 
fhoulders  were  full  of  little  lumps  or  tu¬ 
mours.  At  other  times,  they  thruft  pins 
under  her  nails,  together  with  fome  other 
odd  experiments  that  I  muft  pafs  over  in 
filence,  on  account  of  their  indecency.  I 
was  alfo  allured,  that  the  roaring  of  the 
cannon,  during  the  liege  of  that  fortrefs,  in 
1746,  never  awakened  her,  nor  interrupted 
her  fleep.  This  poor  woman  is  now  fifty  five 
years  of  age,  of  a  pale  colour,  and  not  very 
lean.  She  never  fees  day  light,  but  fleeps  out 
the  longeft  day  infummer ;  and,  in  winter,  be¬ 
gins  to  fleep  feveral  hours  before  day,  and  does 
not  awake  till  two  or  three  hours  after  funfet^ 
as  it  happened  the  20th  of  February,  when  I 
went  to  fee  her.  During  her  fleep,  fhe  has 
a  natural  warmth  all  over  her  body ;  with 
an  extraordinary  tenfion  or  ftiffnefs  of  her 

limbs. 
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limbs,  as  well  as  her  neck,  joined  with  a 
total  abolition  of  all  manner  of  fenfibility, 
which  would  feem  incredible  to  me,  if  I 
had  not  examined  the  affair  with  the  greatefi 
exacfnefs.

A  Cafe  of  an  obfiinate  Scorbutic  Hu * 
mour  in  the  Legs,  of  long  Jlanding ,  cured 
by  the  Ufe  of  Lime  Water ;  in  a  Letter 
from  the  a  Patient  to  Mr.  James  Graham 
of  Poland  fir  eet,  and  communicated  by 
Dr.  Macaulay.  Read  June  i,  1756. 


Dear  Siry 


TAKE  here  a  fketch  of  the  hiffor f 
you  afked  (I  fhould  rather  fay  pur- 
chafed)  of  me ;  and,  before  I  finifh,  you 
fhall  know  why  you  have  not  had  it  fooner. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  year  1732,  as  I 
remember,  a  fiery  pimple  appeared  on  the 
back  part  of  my  left  leg,  and  became  an 
ulcerous  fore.  The  leg  fwelled,  inflamed, 
and  was  treated  fecundum  artem  for  fome 
months.  In  the  fummer  I  was  fent  to  a 
mineral  water  near  Aberbrothick  in  Scot¬ 
land.  For  the  firft  three  or  four  weeks  I 

ftirred  as  little  as  poflible  5  lay  on  a  bed,  or

a  It  may  be  proper  to  inform  our  readers,  that  this 
gentleman  is  a  clergyman,  of  a  ftrong  mufcular  habit 
of  body,  and  naturally  of  an  active  difpofition  ;  but 
being  much  addicted  to  ftudy,  he  has  indulged  a 
fedentary  life. 
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fet  up  with  my  leg  fupported  on  a  liool ; 
and  drank  the  water  fometimes  with  Epfom 
falts ;  and,  as  the  fafhion  there  was,  had 
the  leg  wrapt  up  in  folds  of  linnen  frequent¬ 
ly  wetted  with  the  water.  While  the  lin¬ 
nen  was  wet,  the  leg  was  eafier  ;  but,  when¬ 
ever  it  became  dry,  the  pain  and  burning 
heat  became  more  than  I  could  bear.  Mean 
time  both  the  fwelling  and  inflammation  in- 
creafed,  and  the  fores  multiplied  ;  fo  that  I 
now  reckoned  two  and  twenty  holes, 
though  none  of  them,  except  three,  were 
bigger  than  the  fedtion  of  a  large  goofe 
quill.  Finding  things  going  at  this  rate,  I 
was  prevailed  with  to  try  the  b  Golf,  and 
walked  hard  for  about  five  hours,  having 
water  carried  along  with  me  for  wetting  the 
cloths  ;  and  next  morning,  to  my  great  and 
very  agreeable  furprize,  I  found  the  fwelling 
abated  full  two  inches  in  circumference.  I 
took  the  hint,  and  became  the  keeneft  and 
moft  conftant  walker  in  the  place  ;  and 
found,  from  that  day  forward,  that  the  more

I  walked 
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I  walked  or  rode,  the  lefs  were  my  pains 
and  fwelling. 

Old  Dr.  Thomfon  of  Montrofe,  who 
came  to  vifit  fome  patients  at  the  wells,  faw 
my  leg,  and  pronounced  the  cafe  a  moft  ob- 
ftinate  fcurvy,  fuch  as  that  water  could  not 
cure  j  but  that  it  would  prepare  the  body 
for  a  cure  ;  and  therefore  advifed  me  to  com* 
tinue  at  the  well  as  long  as  I  could,  and,  at 
leaving  it,  to  enter  upon  a  courie  of  aethiops 
mineral,  beginning  with  20  grains,  and  in- 
creafing  the  dofe  as  far  as  my  bowels  would 
bear  it,  fhould  that  be  even  half  an  ounce  : 
and  if  it  fhould  happen  to  purge,  I  had 
only,  he  faid,  to  omit  a  few  days,  to  take 
any  gentle  purge  I  liked,  and  begin  again  $ 
it  would  heal  my  leg. 

In  my  way  homewards,  I  had  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  confulting  feveral  of  the  faculty, 
who  difapproved  of  aethiops  in  fuch  large 
dofes,  and  advifed  me  not  to  exceed  40 
grains.  I  followed  their  prefcription  near 
fix  months,  without  any  fenfible  benefit ;  the 
leg  continuing  inflamed,  drenched  in  wet 
cloths  night  and  day,  and  fwelling,  or  aba¬ 
ting,  according  to  my  reft  or  exercife.  In 

the 
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the  laft  of  thefe  fix  months,  (March)  two 
Doftors  happening  to  meet  at  my  houfe, 
and  the  leg  being  made  bare  (which  might 
have  appeared  to  advantage  at  a  publick. 
corner)  one  of  them  propofed  placing  an 
ilTue  above  all  the  fores  ;  the  other  was  for 
cupping  in  feveral  places  along  the  inflam¬ 
mation.  I  told  them,  feeing  they  differed, 
I  would  agree  to  neither,  but  would  direct¬ 
ly  follow  Dr.  Thompfon’s  advice.  I  foon 
raifed  the  dofe  to  two  drams  twice,  and 
fometimes  thrice  a  day.  Some  days  it  purg¬ 
ed  a  little,  and,  in  lefs  than  three  weeks* 
appeared  round  the  larger  fores  as  black  as 
I  had  fwallowed  it.  Soon  after,  every  fore 
was  fkinned  over,  and  the  fwelling  very  much 
reduced;  though  the  leg  continued  to  re- 
femble  in  colour  a  boiled  lobfter,  and  {till 
demanded  the  wet  cloths.  It  is  to  be  re¬ 
marked,  that  all  this  time,  and  long  after, 
it  never  could  bear  the  warmth  of  a  bed  ; 
but  was  laid  on  a  chair  or  ftool  by  the  bed 
fide,  and  was  fo  uneafy  to  me,  that  I  reckon¬ 
ed  two  or  three  hours  continued  deep,  a  very 
long  one.  I  fwallowed  furely  pounds  of 
sethiops,  eat  and  drank  antifcorbutics  in 

U  profufion* 
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profufion,  gave  up  all  kind  of  animal  food, 
and  drank  nothing  but  water  and  butter¬ 
milk  for  near  three t  years.  The  leg  became 
pretty  eafy  5  the  bowels  uneafy.  By  advice 
I  turned  to  the  trimming  diet.  In  the  begin- 
ing  of  1738,  both  legs  were  affedted.  I  took 
the  asthiops  by  fpoonfuls,  without  the  cere¬ 
mony  of  weighing,  for  I  laid  it  in  per  pound* 
and  finding  opportunity  to  drink  the  goat 
whey,  both  in  1738  and  1739,  I  got  the 
legs  in  a  good  meafure  reduced.  In  1740* 
I  came  into  England,  but  found  no  change 
of  conftitution  with  that  of  the  climate.  I 
foon  had  again  recourfe  to  asthiops  &c.  yet, 
in  fpite  of  all  I  could  do,  the  legs  fwelled, 
and,  in  1743?  fome  of  the  old  fores  opened 
afrefh.  I  got  a  new  prefer iption  from  Dr. 
Clerk,  of  Edinburgh,  in  which,  as  I  re¬ 
member,  their  was  g.  guaiacum  and  quick- 
ill  ver,  which  helped  me  a  good  deal,  but 
had  not  healed  the  fores,  perhaps  through 
my  own  fault,  when,  in  Auguft  1744,  I  fet 
out  for  Scotland,  in  fuch  a  plight,  that  it 
was  fcarce  expected  I  could  make  out  the 
journey.  I  continued  my  medicines  on  the 
road  $  was  always  molt  at  eafe  when  on 

horfeback  > 
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horfeback*  and  my  boots  upon  my  port¬ 
manteau.  I  ought  to  have  obferved,  that  I 
drank  tar  water  feveral  months  before  this 
journey,*  though  it  was  no  part  of  Dr*  Clerk’s 
prefcription* 

I  went  to  Aberdeen  *  made  various  tours 
in  the  country  *  before  the  middle  of  Octo¬ 
ber  was  able  to  put  on  my  boots,  and  con¬ 
tinued  to  wear  them  all  the  journey  back  to 
this  place,  where  1  arrived,  before  the  end 
of  that  month. 

Thus  things  continued,  with  little  altera¬ 
tion,  till  1749,  when,  after  having  feveral 
months  flept  founder  on  the  carpet  than  in 
my  bed,  I  fet  out  for  Bath,  but  my  legs 
could  not  yet  bear  the  boots.  I  continued 
there,  or  near  to  it,  till  April  1750.  I  ufed 
Plummer’s  alterative  pills,  aethiops,  drank 
the  water  freely,  and  bathed  frequently  : 
and  from  thence  I  brought  the  legs  in  a 
more  promifing  flate  than  they  had  been, 
at  any  time,  fince  the  firft  eruption. 

In  that  fame  year  1750,  and  alfo  1751, 
I  was  both  the  feafons  at  Scarborough, 
where  I  drank  the  fpaw,  fometimes  with  its 
own  fait,  fometimes  with  fea  water*  moftly 

U  2  *  without 
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without  either  ;  and  bathed  in  the  Sea, 
After  getting  home,  I  frequently  drank  Scar¬ 
borough  water  or  fea  water  ;  I  took  altera¬ 
tive  pills,  and  feemed  to  maintain  the  ground 
I  had  gained  at  Bath,  till  near  the  end  of 
17 52.  Then  a  new  fymptom  appeared, 
which  advanced  apace  with  the  fpring  fol¬ 
lowing  ;  and  that  was  a  hard  fwelling  in  the 
calf  of  the  firft  affected  leg,  but  attended 
with  no  manner  of  eruption,  nor  with  the 
wonted  pain  and  heat. 

I  went  on  for  fome  time  with  my  waters, 
and  other  alteratives,  not  fending  for  my 
Dodor,  who  lived  at  a  great  diftance.  When 
I  had  recourfe  to  him,  he  advifed  that,  after 
having  dealt  fo  long,  fo  deeply,  and  to  fo 
little  purpofe,  in  antifcorbutics,  oranges  &c. 
I  fhould  give  up  all  manner  of  acids  in  the 
lump,  even  vinegar  in  fallet  5  eat  only  white 
meats,  and  thofe  rather  boiled  than  roafted; 
and  drink  only  barley  water  for  a  month  or 
two ;  continuing  my  alterative  pills  as  for¬ 
merly.  All  this  I  did  for  feveral  months, 
yet  the  fwelling  rather  increafed  than  abated: 
it  was  chiefly  confined  to  the  calf  of  my  leg, 

affeding 
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affedting  my  knee  but  very  little,  and  my 
ankle  ftill  lefs. 

The  Dodtor  then  advifed  cutting  an  iiTue 
in  each  thigh  ;  I  pleaded  that  the  right  thigh 
might  be  reprieved,  at  lead:  till  its  own  leg 
fhould  complain  5  which  happened  in  a  fhort 
time  afterwards,  for  the  fecond  iftiie  was 
cut  October  24,  as  the  firft  had  been  July 
3 8,  1753, — witnefs  apothecary’s  bill.  The 
Dodtor  had  alfo  varied  my  alterative,  ordered 
Plummer’s  medicine,  with  calomel  in  equal 
quantities,  1,  2,  3,  or  more  grains  of  each, 
as  I  fhould  be  able  to  bear  it  without  purg¬ 
ing,  interpofing  purging  phyfick  at  proper 
diftances  of  time. 

I  .  went  on  in  this  way  till  the  beginning 
of  June  1754,  without  any  amendment, 
when  I  began  the  ufe  of  a  new  medicine, 
which  foon  relieved,  and,  in  time,  removed 
all  my  complaints. 

On  the  19th  of  June  this  year,  by  the 
Dodtor’s  orders,  I  was  firft  blooded  to  about 
14  ounces,  and,  in  an  hour  after,  drank  the 
firft  draught  of  lime  water ;  which  I  con¬ 
tinued  to  take  at  the  rate  of  three  pints  a  day, 
for  five  months,  in  wrhich  time  the  fwelling 

U  3  was 
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was  quite  gone  from  both  legs.  I  then  in¬ 
termitted  14  days,  and  the  legs  began  anew 
to  grow  hard,  and  to  fwell  a  little :  I  re¬ 
turned  to  the  lime  water ;  and,  in  ten  days* 
thefe  appearances  vanilhed. 

In  the  end  of  January  1755*  I  happened 
to  ftrike  the  right  foot  again!!  the  left  ankle, 
and  opened  an  old  fore;  the  firft  opening 
iince  my  leaving  Bath  in  April  1750.  This 
was  troublefome  while  I  flaid  in  town,  but 
in  the  country  became  eafier,  perhaps  chief¬ 
ly  from  riding.  The  only  outward  applica¬ 
tion  I  ufed  was  Turner’s  cerate,  except  wash¬ 
ing  and  fomenting  with  lime  water  5  and  I 
can  now  tell  you,  that  I  have  feen  the  fore 
fairly  fkinned  over,  which  I  had  not  to  hoaft 
of  till  the  1 2th  inftant,  and  therefore  der 
layed  giving  you  this  hiftory  :  in  which,  al¬ 
though  you  have  not  the  whole  truth,  many 
things  being  omitted,  fuch  as  walkings  and 
purgings  indefinite ;  interloping  experiments 
from  grave  pien  and  women,  not  a  few  \ 
befides  two  or  three  defperate  plunges,  per¬ 
haps  not  ftridtly  chargeable  to  account  of 
the  legs,  I  think  you  have  nothing  but  what 
true.  I  (hall  yet  add,  what  I  had  not  to 
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fay  of  any  one  of  my  beft  years  fince  173  2* 
that  from  the  19th  of  June  1754,  to  this 
prefent  writing,  I  have  fwallowed  no  kind 
of  drug  except  two  dofes  of  rhubarb,  one  in 
Auguft,  and  one  in  December  laft,  as  per 
apothecary's  bill,  and  fome  baifam  of  ful« 
phur  through  the  winter.  I  do  indeed  ride 
out  fome  hours  almoft  every  day,  am  pretty 
careful  as  to  eating  and  drinking,  and  juft 
now,  all  glory  to  God,  the  old  legs,  and 
whole  tabernacle,  feem  in  as  good  repair,  as 
can  be  expecfted,  in  fuch  a  fabric,  and  of  fo 
long  Handing  ;  for  be  it  known  unto  you,  I 
bear  date  from  February  1689.  How  long 
this  prefent  ftate  may  be  continued,  is  not 
mine  to  know.  I  refolve,  in  humble  depen- 
dance  on  God's  good  providence,  to  perfe- 
vere  in  the  ufe  of  lime  water,  and  in  being.

sir ,  : 

IN  moft  difeafes  that  are  fuppofed  to  pro¬ 
ceed  from  the  function  of  the  nerves 
being  injured,  all  practitioners  know,  that 
ftrange  and  unexpected  changes  are  not  un¬ 
common.  Several  inftances  are  upon  record 
of  palfies  cured  by  fudden  frights,  and  other 
fimilar  caufes  ;  but  1  do  not  recoiled:  any 
that  were  reftored  to  health  by  the  very 
caufe  that  had  produced  the  complaint. 
This  confideration  induced  me  to  fend  you 
the  fir  ft  of  the  following  cafes. 

The  fecond  appeared  to  me  Angular,  in 
that  the  firft  figns  of  recovery  in  the  arm 
'  appeared  in  the  fingers,  and  proceeded  gra¬ 
dually  upwards  towards  the  body  ;  whereas, 
in  the  lower  parts,  the  firft  motion  was  per¬ 
ceived  in  the  mufcles  neareft  the  body,  and 
proceeded  downwards  j  which  is  what  I 

have 
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have  not  before  met  with  in  my  practice  1 
though  I  have  had  numbers  under  my  care 
in  this  difeafe. 

As  I  cannot,  in  this  remote  part  of  the 
world,  have  many  books ;  nor  from  the 
hurry  of  praftice,  in  which  I  have  been  fe« 
veral  years  engaged,  fufficient  time  to  exa¬ 
mine  even  thofe  I  have ;  perhaps  feveral 
cafes  of  a  flmilar  nature  may  be  upop  re¬ 
cord,  though  I  have  not  met  with  them  :  be 
that  as  it  will,  you  are  at  liberty  to  make 
what  ufe  you  pleafe  of  the  following.

CASE  I. 

A  young  man  of  this  city,  aged  about 
of  a  healthy  conftitution,  tall,  thin,  and

of  that  temperament  called  by  the  ancients 
atrabilious  \  after  complaining  a  few  hours  of 
a  violent  head-ach,  was  of  a  fudden  deprived 
of  all  fenfe  and  motion.  In  this  apoplectic 
ftate  he  lay  feveral  hours,  notwithftanding 
various  endeavours  to  roufe  him.  Upon  re¬ 
covering  his  fenfes,  he  ftill  complained  of 
an  exceffive  head-ach,  and,  in  a  few  hours 
more,  fell  into  a  fimilar  fit  with  the  former, 
which  was  alfo  of  much  the  fame  duration. 

On  the  fecond  day  in  the  morning  I  was 
called,  and  found  him  in  one  of  thefe  fits. 
He  then  lay  like  a  perfon  in  a  found  fleep 
the  left  fide  of  his  face  was  as  red  as  fcarlet  ■ 
and  the  albuginious  coat  of  the  eye,  on  that 
fide,  of  the  fame  colour  :  his  pulfe  ftrong, 
full,  hard,  and  fomewhat  quicker  than  na¬ 
tural  :  his  refpiration  equal  and  deep,  at¬ 
tended  with  fnoring.  Upon  recovering  from 
this  fit,  the  rednefs  of  the  face  and  eye  greatly 
abated  ;  but  he  complained  of  the  head-ach 
as  much  as  ever  $  and  that  he  found  a  diffi¬ 
culty  in  moving  his  left  leg  and  arm. 

Notwithftanding  bleeding,  cupping,  velh- 
calories,  ftimulating  purgative  clyfters,  and 
the  ufe  of  the  other  common  methods,  he 
'  ,  '  continued 
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continued  to  have  two  or  three  fuch  fits 
within  the  24  hours,  till  the  fifth  day  of 
the  difeafe  3  in  fome  of  which,  the  fide  af- 
fefted  was  flightly  convulfed,  in  others  not 
When  the  fit  went  off,  the  left  fide  was  fome- 
times  paralytic,  and  this  was  often  removed  by 
the  fucceeding  fit 3  but  the  laft  ended  in  a 
hemiplegia ,  entirely  depriving  him  of  the 
power  of  moving  that  fide,  though  the 
fenfe  of  feeling  fiiill  remained. 

In  the  fpace  of  fix  weeks  from  his  fei- 
zure,  he  had,  by  means  of  the  ufual  reme¬ 
dies,  recovered  the  motion  of  every  part, 
except  the  leg  and  thigh  3  which,  notwith- 
ftanding  all  endeavours,  for  a  much  longer 
time  remained  entirely  ufelefs  3  fo  that  he 
tied  up  his  leg,  and  walked  upon  crutches  ; 
and  finding  hioifelf  free  from  all  other  com¬ 
plaints,  and  defpairing  of  any  farther  relief, 
he  left  off  all  medicines  3  and  being  incapa¬ 
ble  of  following  his  former  occupation, 
which  was  that  of  a  weaver  of  filk  and  cot¬ 
ton  fluffs,  he  took  a  little  fhop,  and  fold 
tobacco. 

About  twelve  months  from  the  firft  at¬ 
tack,  one  day  fitting  in  his  £h op,  he  was 

jjiL  ';'v  -  ‘  furprized 
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furprized  to  find  that  he  had  a  power  of 
moving  his  leg  ;  and,  upon  tryal,  he  obfer- 
ved  that  he  could  alfo  (land  upon  it.  This 
power  however  was  but  of  a  few  minutes 
duration,  and  the  parts  foon  became  as  in¬ 
capable  of  motion  as  before.  That  evening 
he  complained  of  a  head-ach,  and  in  the 
night  was  feized  with  a  fit,  in  the  fame 
manner  he  had  been  at  firft  ;  during  which 
the  paralytic  limb  was  llrongly  convulfed ; 
and,  upon  recovering  from  the  fit,  he  could 
move  it,  though  but  in  a  fmall  degree. 

The  fame  remedies  were  prefcribed  as  at 
the  beginning  of  the  difeafe  and  ftrong 
frictions,  with  warm  ftimulating  medicines, 
and  fpirituous  fomentations,  were  ordered 
for  the  parts  affedted  ;  and  in  particular,  that 
thefe  things  fhould  be  afiiduoufly  applied 
during  the  continuance  of  the  fit,  which  re¬ 
turned  next  day,  and  the  fucceeding  night ; 
upon  going  off  of  which  laft,  the  paralytic 
limb  was  completely  recovered  ;  and,  before 
the  week  was  out,  he  was  fo  well  as  to  Walk 
to  a  village  at  the  dillance  of  nine  miles. 

It  is  now  eight  years  fince  his  recovery, 
during  which  time  he  has  made  pretty  free 

with 
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with  fpirituous  liquors,  met  with  feveral  dis¬ 
appointments,  and  undergone  many  hard¬ 
ships,  particularly  in  travelling  over  the  de- 
fert  to  and  from  Buflorah,  without  any  man¬ 
ner  of  complaint,  excepting  from  a  fever 
and  flux,  which  he  contracted  there  5  but 
thefe  were  foon  removed  by  the  common 
methods. 

CASE  II. 

An  old  man,  upwards  of  eighty,  of  a  low 
ftature,  fhort  neck,  and  grofs  habit,  healthy, 
and,  though  a  Turk,  had  formerly  drank 
pretty  freely  \  was  Seized  with  an  apoplectic 
fit,  in  which  he  lay  for  about  three  hours, 
terminating  at  lafi:  in  an  hemiplegia ,  depriving 
him  of  all  fenfe  and  motion  of  the  left  fide. 

As  he  was  then  Sardar,  or  chief  officer  of 
the  Janizaries  in  this  city,  I  was  much  im¬ 
portuned  by  the  Baffiaw,  Kady,  and  other 
people  of  condition,  to  attend  him,  though 
there  was  little,  if  any  proSpeCt,  of  be¬ 
ing  of  Service.  Accordingly  the  common 
means,  both  internal  and  external,  were 
ufed.  In  about  a  fortnight  he  begun  to 
complain  of  violent  pains  in  his  leg  and  arm, 
particularly  the  latter,  in  which  the  fenfe  of 
feeling  began  to  return.  A  power  of  moving 

firfi 
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firft  the  fingers,  then  the  wrift,  and  fo  by 
degrees  the  arm,  daily  increafed  ;  till,  in 
about  two  months,  the  diftortion  of  the  face 
was  removed,  and  the  full  ftrength  of  his 
arm  reftored  :  but  though  he  h^d  great  pain 
in  the  leg  and  thigh,  and  could  feel  when 
pinched  ;  yet  they  were  ftill  without  any 
motion,  except  a  very  fmall  one  in  thofe  muf- 
cles  next  the  body.  This  power  increafed  in 
an  oppofite  direction  to  that  of  the  arm,  the 
mufcles  of  the  thigh  recovering  firft,  next 
thofe  of  the  leg,  and  fo  by  degrees  the  foot 
and  toes.  About  fix  months  after  the  firft 
fit,  he  had  another,  which  was  however  but 
of  a  few  minutes  duration,  and  made  no 
manner  of  alteration  as  to  the  paralytic  parts, 
they  recovering  by  flow  degrees,  fo  that  in  about 
eight  months,  he  was  able  to  walk  without 
help  $  though  he  ftill  dragged  his  foot,  and 
continues  now  to  do  the  fame,  though  other- 
ways  healthy  and  well. 

N.  B.  Dr.  Ruffel  has,  fince  his  return  to 
England,  been  informed,  that  in  about  two 
years  after  this  recovery,  the  Sardar  was  at¬ 
tacked  with  another  apoplectic  fit,  which 
carried  him  off  in  a  few  minutes. 

XXVI.  Of 
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XXVI.  Of  the  Ufe  of  the  Cortex  Peruvians 
in  Scrophulous  Dif orders .  By  John  Fo- 
thergill,  M.  D.  Read .  Nov.  29,  1756. 

AS  I  do  not  remember  to  have  met 
with  many  inftances  recorded  of  the 
effects  of  the  Bark  in  Scrophulous  Diforders, 
I  take  the  liberty  to  offer  the  following  ob- 
fervations  on  this  fubjedt  to  the  Society,  and 
fubmit  them  intirely  to  their  correction  and 
difpofal.  ' 

About  the  year  1744,  a  poor  woman 
brought  her  child,  a  boy  between  twelve  and 
fourteen  months  old,  and  requefted  my  af- 
fiftance  for  a  diforder  in  its  eyes,  that  feemed 
to  threaten  total  blindnefs.  The  eyelids  were 
fo  fwelled,  and  fo  exquifitely  tender,  that  it 
was  with  difficulty  I  obtained  the  flighted: 
view  of  one  eye,  the  coats  whereof  feemed 
only  to  be  affedted  :  the  lips  were  like  wife 
much  fwelled  5  the  glands  about  the  neck 
enlarged;  and  the  whole  afpedl  denoted  a 
fcrophulous  tendency.  , 

I  ordered  a  fpoonful  of  a  decodtion  of 
the  Bark  to  be  given  three  times  a  day,  adding 

to' 
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to  each  dofe  from  6  to  10  drops  of  the  half, 
polychrejl.  or  fo  many  as  might  be  fufficient 
to  procure  a  laxative  ftool  every  day,  the 
child  being  naturally  of  a  coftive  habit. 

The  child  was  ordered  to  live  upon  light 
broth,  and  fuch  tender  animal  food  as  the 
poor  woman  could  procure  ;  and  to  be  kept 
from  much  fruit  and  vegetables. 

By  this  method,  in  about  a  fortnight,  he 
was  able  to  bear  the  light  $  and,  in  a  month, 
I  had  the  fatisfaftion  to  fee  him  perfectly  re¬ 
covered. 

The  fuccefs  of  this  experiment  induced  me 
to  repeat  it  as  occafion  offered.  Not  long 
after,  a  boy  was  brought  to  me,  about  feven 
years  old,  of  a  thin  fpare  habit,  pale  fickly 
look,  with  the  eyelids  fo  much  fwelled,  and 
the  eyes  fo  tender,  as  to  be  incapable  of 
bearing  the  leaft  glimmering  of  light ;  and 
his  face  was  here  and  there  crufted  with 
moift  fcabs,  which  had  almoft  covered  his 
chin. 

I  ordered  a  decoftion  of  the  Bark  to  be 
given,  to  the  quantity  of  a  fpoonful  and  a 
half,  three  times  a  day  -y  and  a  fmall  pill, 

,  ,  with 
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with  one  grain  of  calomel  in  a  little  conferve 
of  rofes,  every  other  night. 

This  procefs  was  continued  about  ten 
days,  when  he  was  brought  to  me  again  : 
the  eyes  were  lefs  tender,  and  his  face  was 
fomewhat  cleared  of  the  fcabs :  but  as  the 
feafon  was  then  growing  colder,  the  deco<3> 
ion  was  continued  alone  about  a  month, 
when  the  child  had  recovered  better  health 
than  he  had  enjoyed  during  the  preceding 
year  :  he  could  bear  any  light  without  pain, 
the  fcabs  had  difappeared,  and  the  glands 
were  become  fmall  and  fofter. 

The  fpring  following,  his  eyes  again 
growing  tender  and  painful,  and  other  fymp- 
toms  appearing  of  his  former  indifpofition, 
the  fame  remedies  were  repeated,  and  pro¬ 
duced  the  fame  effedts  as  before  5  and  that 
he  might  be  fecured  from  the  like  returns 
for  the  future,  I  advifed  that  he  fhould  take 
the  decodtion  and  pills  for  ten  days  or  a 
fortnight,  once  in  three  months,  for  about 
a  year.  This  advice  was  pundtually  com¬ 
plied  with,  and  he  remained  free  from  any 
fymptom  of  the  diforder  about  four  years, 
from  the  laft  repetition  of  the  medicines, 

X  '  when 
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when  he  was  feized  with  the  confluent  fmall 
pox,  at  that  time  very  rife  and  fatal,  and 
died  of  the  fecond  fever. 

In  the  year  1750,  a  poor  woman  brought 
her  child,  fomewhat  more  than  a  year  old, 
affected  with  a  very  painful  fcrophulous  oph- 
thalmy,  to  Dr.  Clephane  and  me,  then  at 
Scarborough.  A  method  like  the  former 
was  directed,  and  we  had  the  fatisfa&ion  to 
find,  ere  we  left  the  place,  that  the  child 
had  reaped  from  it  all  the  benefit  we  could 
with. 

A  young  gentleman,  about  feventeen,  of 
a  thin  habit,  in  an  employment  that  admit¬ 
ted  but  of  little  exercife,  accuftomed  to  a 
plentiful  table,  and  deriving  from  his  parents 
a  fcrophulous  taint,  defired  my  afiiftance  for 
a  large  indurated  parotid. 

I  directed  a  two  ounce  draught  of  the 
decoftion  of  the  Bark,  with  about  forty 
drops  of  the  cTindl.  Guaiac .  Volatilis  to  be 
taken  twice  a  day,  and  to  be  continued  du¬ 
ring  two  months. 

By  .the  ufe  of  this  remedy  he  grew  ftrong 
and  more  florid  :  the  tumour  did  not  in- 
ereafe,  but  felt  fomewhat  fofter  than  at  firft. 

*  -  ”  r  :  Having 
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Having  thus  flopped  its  progrefs  ;  I  advifed 
him  to  defifl  about  two  months,  and  then 
to  repeat  the  fame  remedy  :  but  no  confider- 
able  benefit  accrued  from  this  fecond  courfe ; 
the  tumour  though  lefs  than  at  firfl,  was 
flill  obfervable. 

Things  remained  in  this  fituation  about  a 
year,  when  his  chin  and  upper  lip  began  to 
be  covered  with  a  thick  yellow  fcab,  moifl 
and  itching.  This  was  both  troublefome 
and  difagreeable.  I  had  recourfe  again  to 
the  Bark  in  various  forms,  but  without 
the  advantage  I  hoped  for  :  it  feemed  to 
flop  the  progrefs  of  the  diflemper,  but  did 
not  cure  it.  A  courfe  of  Calomel  and  Sul¬ 
phur  Aurat.  Antimon .  in  fmall  doles,  viz. 
a  grain  of  each  every  night,  gradually  clear-* 
ed  his  face  of  this  difagreeable  guefl  $  but  it 
foon  broke  out  again.  Bathing  in  the  fea* 
and  the  ufe  of  Scarborough  water  upon  the 
fpot,  at  length  extirpated  this  cutaneous  dif* 
order.  The  parotid  however  hill  continued 
fwelled  5  but  as  he  now  began  to  acquire  a 
more  manly  habit,  it  ceafed  to  be  confpi* 
cuous. 

X  2  In 
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In  this  cafe  I  had  juft  reafon  to  apprehend 
that  the  Bark  put  a  ftop  to  the  tumor’s  in- 
creafe,  and  rather  foftened  it ;  but  this  was 
all :  and  I  have  met  with  many  other  cafes, 
in  which  the  Bark  has  had  the  like  effe&s ; 
checked  the  fpeedy  progrefs  of  the  difeafe, 
reftored  a  better  ftate  of  health  in  various  re- 
fpe&s,  and  laid  a  proper  foundation  to  pro¬ 
ceed  upon,  in  attempting  a  cure  by  other 
methods.  I  have  likewife  made  ufe  of  the 
Bark  in  fcrophulous  ulcers,  but  hitherto  not 
with  the  fuccefs  one  might  exped. 

I  have  at  prefent  under  my  care  a  boy 
about  fourteen,  a  girl  about  ten  years  of 
age,  and  a  third  about  feven  of  a  very  de¬ 
licate  habit.  The  two  firft  are  poor,  and  a 
charge  to  their  parents,  from  a  forenefs  in 
their  eyes,  that  renders  them  incapable  of 
bearing  the  light,  or  doing  any  thing  to¬ 
wards  their  fupport.  The  laft  is  obliged  to 
live  in  conftant  darknefs,  though  the  child 
of  perfons  in  better  condition.  They  have 
been  in  the  courfe  defcribed  above  feveral 
weeks,  and  are  daily  recovering. 

Sometimes  I  give  the  Calomel  pills  above- 

mentioned  with  the  decodion,  efpecially  if 

any 
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any  fymptoms  of  the  worms  appear,  or  if 
the  cafe  is  attended  with  coftivenefs,  and  a 
difcharge  of  acrimonious  moifture  on  any 
part  of  the  fkin.  But  the  Bark  is  the  reme¬ 
dy  I  think  chiefly  to  be  depended  on ;  and 
the  dofe  fhould  be  as  much  as  the  patient 
can  be  prevailed  upon  to  take;  providing 
with  equal  care  againft  coftivenefs  and  its 
oppofite. 

As  I  imagine  the  refult  of  repeated  obfer- 
vations  will  be  more  agreeable  to  your  plan 
than  a  detail  of  particular  cafes,  I  fhall  con¬ 
clude  this  narrative  with  remarking  that  1 
have  given  the  Bark,  in  cafes  fimilar  to  thofe 
above  defcribed,  to  children  of  different  ages, 
to  adults  of  both  fexes,  and  in  various  con¬ 
ditions  of  life  ;  and  have  found,  that  it  may 
not  only  be  given  with  great  fafety,  but  to 
manifeft  advantage,  in  many  fcrophulous 
complaints ;  inveterate  ophthalmies  generally 
yield  to  it  :  incipient  glandular  tumors  are 
very  frequently  refolved,  and  their  farther 
progrefs  flopped  :  fwelled  lips,  cutaneous 
blotches  arifing  from  the  like  caufe,  are  heal¬ 
ed,  and  the  tendency  to  a  ftrumous  habit 

X  3  cor- 
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corrected,  by  a  proper  ufe  of  the  Cortex 
Peruvianas . 

There  are  few,  I  believe,  who  are  conver- 
fant  in  the  practice  of  phyfick,  who  do  not 
find  occafion,  at  one  time  or  other,  to  be 
diflatisfied  with  the  feveral  methods  and  me¬ 
dicines  hitherto  recommended  in  the  cure  of 
the  diforders  I  have  been  mentioning.  A 
fwelled  lip,  a  blood-lhot  eye,  will  frequent¬ 
ly  baffle  a  courfe  of  efficacious  remedies  un¬ 
der  prudent  directions.  When  the  difeafe 
is  farther  advanced,  it  grows  more  obfti- 
nate ;  the  greater  the  number  of  parts  that 
are  affeCted,  the  more  the  difficulties  are 
increafed.  We  have  indeed  a  copious  choice 
of  alteratives  handed  down  to  us,  all  which 
perhaps  have  been,  in  particular  inftan- 
ces,  beneficial  $  but  neverthelefs  they  too 
often  difappoint  us.  Moft  of  the  remedies 
propofed  for  this  diftemper,  are  fiich  as  feem 
recommended  more  with  a  view  to  alter  the 
juices,  than  immediately  to  affect  the  folids : 
but  we  hitherto  know  much  lefs  of  the  na¬ 
ture  of  fluids  circulating  in  an  animal  body, 
pr  how  to  alter  them,  than  we  do  how  to 
sipply  fuch  medicines  as  affect  the  folids, 
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and,  in  confequence  thereof,  produce  cer¬ 
tain  alterations  in  the  fluids. 

It  is  not  fafe  to  infer,  that  the  various 
kinds  of  falts  have  the  fame  effects  upon 
animal  juices,  whether  taken  from  the  ani¬ 
mal,  or  circulating  in  their  proper  canals. 
Experience  does  not  always  warrant  fuch 
conclufions.  The  digeftive  powers  of  the 
ftomach,  by  the  fame  means  that  they  con¬ 
vert  different  forts  of  aliments,  fome  of  them 
fufficiently  acrid,  into  a  mild  and  milky 
fluid,  feem  able  to  deprive  the  mod  pungent 
falts  of  great  part  of  their  activity.  And  this 
circumftance  alone,  in  my  opinion,  renders 
a  dependance  upon  one  part  of  the  Materia 
Medica ,  on  which  many  pleafing  expecta¬ 
tions  have  been  formed,  much  to  be  fuf- 
pefted,  I  mean  the  different  kinds  of  falts 
recommended  in  ftrumous  diforders.  It  is 
very  certain  that  the  effeCts  of  the  acid  and 
the  alkaline  greatly  depend  on  the  prefen t 
difpofition  of  the  juices  in  the  ftomach  and 
firft  paffages.  The  neutral  ones  are  not  al¬ 
together  exempt  from  the  fame  influence  5, 
and  fhould  they  pafs  unaltered  into  the 
blood,  we  cannot  afcertain  their  effects  upon 

X  4  it: 
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It :  and  could  we  even  do  this,  can  it  rea- 
fonably  be  fuppofed,  that  a  few  drams  of 
any  kind  of  fait,  however  adive,  and  pro¬ 
perly  adapted,  mixed  with  fo  many  pounds 
of  blood,  and  other  animal  juices,  could 
produce  the  effed  we  with  for,  or  be  able 
to  extirpate  a  difeafe,  as  the  ancients  exprefled 
themfelves,  totius  fubflantire ,  and  fixed  in  the 
moft  inacceffible  parts  of  the  animal  (Eco¬ 
nomy.  The  chance  therefore  of  curing  this 
diftemper,  by  means  of  remedies  defigned  to 
ad  on  the  fluids  alone,  is  but  little.  It  may 
indeed  be  urged,  that  falts,  as  flimulants, 
aflfed  the  folids  as  well  as  fluids ;  and  that 
they  may  do  fo  is  granted  :  but  in  this 
cafe  their  operation  is  much  confined ;  for 
it  may  be  doubted,  whether  their  Jlimulus. 
extends  beyond  the  firfl:  pafiages. 

The  afped,  habit,  and  age  of  ftru- 
o^ous  perfons  ;  the  nature  of  their  tumours 
in  refped  to  their  formation,  progrefs  and 
ififue,  feem  to  indicate  a  general  laxity  of  the 
folids,  as  well  as  great  vifcidity  of  the  fluids, 
efpecially  thofe  contained  in  fome  particular 
feries  of  velfels ;  which  caufes,  when  com¬ 
bined,  proceed  with  a  flow  but  conftant 
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efficacy  to  produce  the  worft  of  mifchiefs, 
unlefs  prevented  by  the  interpofition  of  fome 
favourable  change  in  the  non-naturals,  or  by 
medical  affiftance. 

It  may  indeed  be  difputed,  whether  the 
folids  being  firft  relaxed,  the  fluids  do  not 
become  vifcid,  and  unfit  for  their  office,  in 
copfequence  of  this  relaxation  5  or  whether 
the  juices  are  not  firft  vitiated,  and  from 
them  a  laxity  of  the  folids  is  inevitably  de¬ 
rived.  Cafes  may  happen,  in  which  one  or 
the  other  of  thefe  fuppofitions  may,  with 
great  probability,  be  admitted  ;  but,  in  either 
cafe,  fince  it  feems  beyond  difpute,  that  the 
power  of  affecting  the  folids  is  more  under 
our  command  than  that  of  altering  the  flu¬ 
ids,  it  is  reafonable  to  diredt  our  applications, 
in  the  cure  of  this  diftemper,  more  immedi¬ 
ately  to  the  folids,  as,  without  the^r  aflift- 
ance,  the  fluids  muft  ftill  remain  in  a  mor¬ 
bid  condition. 

All  internal  remedies  given  by  the  mouth, 
and  defigned  to  a  ft  beyond  the  ftomach, 
muft  be  expofed  to  the  efficacy  of  the  pow¬ 
ers  by  which  digeftion  is  performed :  it  is 
therefore  incumbent  upon  tfie  prefcriber  to 

confider 
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confider  how  far  the  virtues  of  the  medi¬ 
cines  he  gives,  are  liable  to  be  affedted  in 
their  Iran  fit  to  the  parts  where  he  is  defirous 
they  fhould  adh  Moft  of  the  fidine  reme¬ 
dies,  as  hath  already  been  obferved,  are  li¬ 
able  to  great  alterations  in  the  ftomach.  Al- 
caline  and  acid  falts  may  become  neutral  and 
fa  p  on  ace  ous ;  neutral  ones  may  be  diluted, 
and  difpofed  to  run  off  immediately  by  the 
emundtories,  and  all  of  them  contribute  as 
little  towards  eradicating  this  diftemper,  as 
they  do  towards  effecting  the  change  we  call 
digefiion  :  a  change  whereby  fubfiances  ve¬ 
ry  remote  from  it,  are  converted  into  an  anh 
rnal  nature. 

And  it  feems  to  me,  that  in  the  cure  of 
all  chronicle  complaints,  however  diftant 
their  feat  may  be  from  the  ftomach,  thofe 
will  have  the  greateft  fuccefs,  who  attentive¬ 
ly  confider  the  prefent  ftate  of  this  organ  ; 
who  remove  every  obftruefion  to  its  perform¬ 
ing  the  office  of  diaeftion  with  eafe,  con- 
ftancy,  and  expedition.  For  if  digefiion  is 
well  performed,  the  chyle  is  proper  3  the 
blood  produced  from  this  chyle  is  natural ; 
the  fecretions,  nutriment,  and  excretions,  will 
•’  '  ;  be 
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be  regular  ;  health,  ftrength,  and  activity, 
enfue ;  difeafes  vanifh.  If  digeftion  lan¬ 
guish,  the  contrary  happens,  in  fpite  of  the 
heft  fpecifics,  unlefs  one  part  of  their  virtues 
be  to  reftore  the  injured  faculties  of  digeftion 
to  their  priftine  and  natural  ftate. 

And  from  the  moft  attentive  confideration 
of  the  cure  of  many  chronick  complaints, 
and  the  moft  unprejudiced  difquifition  what 
ftiare  the  medicines  applied  have  had  in  ef¬ 
fecting  fuch  cures ;  by  much  the  greateft 
part  of  thefe  diftempers  feem  to  have  been 
removed,  rather  in  confequence  of  the  medi¬ 
cines  given  having  had  a  certain  effeCt  on 
the  ftomach,  and  thereby  enabling  nature 
to  do  her  own  bufinefs,  than  by  any  fpecific 
operations  on  the  particular  feat  of  the  di- 
ftemper. 

If  the  immediate  caufe  of  intermittents 
does  not  refide  always  in  the  ftomach  and 
ftrft  paffages,  it  often  does  undoubtedly.  An 
emetic  fometimes  cures  it  $  bitters  of  all 
kinds  often ;  aftringents  likewife  :  and,  in  a 
word,  whatever  has  a  power  of  affifting  di¬ 
geftion,  have,  at  one  time  or  other,  been 
Recommended  in  the  cure  of  agues.  The 

Bark 
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Bark  enjoys  a  degree  of  bitternefs  and  aftrin- 
gency,  that  few  others  are  poflefled  of  in  the 
fame  proportion.  Some  drugs  are  more  bit¬ 
ter,  but  with  lefs  aftringency  3  others  are 
more  aftringent,  but  lefs  bitter.  There  are 
many  cafes  that  yield  to  aftringents,  upon 
which  bitters  have  no  effedl.  There  are 
others,  that  chamomile  flowers,  wormwood, 
gentian,  and  the  like,  will  often  cure,  in 
which  aftringents  are  of  no  ufe.  But  all 
thefe  give  way  to  the  Bark,  if  the  obftacles 
to  its  efficacy  are  once  removed. 

Strumous  difeafes  are  known  to  affedt  the 
glandular  parts  of  the  body  particularly :  they 
have  been  judged  to  proceed  from  obftruc- 
tions  of  thefe  parts  3  and  it  has  like  wife  been 
the  opinion  of  fome,  that,  in  all  glandular 
ohftrudtions,  the  Bark  was  an  improper  and 
injurious  remedy. 

It  is  well  known  how  great  prepofieffions 
were  raifed  againft  the  Bark,  foon  after  it’s 
difcovery  3  fo  that  thofe  who  were  its  great- 
eft  advocates,  and,  from  experience,  had  the 
weightieft  reafons  to  be  fo,  could  not  a)to^ 
gether  diveft  themfelves  of  many  apprehen¬ 
sions  concerning  it, 


Syden- 
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Sydenham  imagines  it  capable  of  produc¬ 
ing  rheumatifms.  It  has  been  found,  fince 
his  time,  to  be  an  effedtual  remedy  in  this 
aifeafe,  under  certain  circumftances.  Thofe 
who  are  fubjeft  to  intermittents,  are  fre¬ 
quently  liable  to  rheumatifms.  Sydenham 
did  not  obferve,  that  a  tranfition  from  one 
to  the  other,  was  eafy  and  natural.  The 
ftate  of  the  blood,  in  both  cafes,  is  nearly 
the  fame  ;  the  colour  of  the  urine,  regular 
exacerbations  of  pain,  going  off  in  profufe 
fweats,  and  many  other  particulars,  are 
fimilar  in  both.  Had  more  of  the  Bark 
been  given,  no  fuch  rheumatifm  had  infued ; 
had  the  bark  been  given  before  the  rheuma¬ 
tifm  was  fully  formed,  the  bark  would  have 
prevented  it  :  had  it  been  given  when  the 
pains  remitted,  fo  as  to  form  a  manifeft 
apyrexy,  the  rheumatifm  would  moft  proba¬ 
bly  have  been  cured. 

The  vulgar,  at  that  time,  took  the  advan¬ 
tage  of  fuch  circumftances  to  ftrengthen  their 
prejudices  againft  this  remedy.  Nothing 
was  more  common  at  that  time,  and  nothing 
more  firmly  believed  by  many  now,  than 
that  the  Bark  produces  “  pains  in  the  bones/" 

that 
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that  is,  rheumatic  pains,'  which  however 
were  not  owing  to  its  ufe,  but  exifted,  be- 
caufe  fuffieient  quantities  of  it  had  not  been 
given. 

Sydenham  was  riot  the  only  eminent  per- 
fon  of  the  faculty  who  entertained  fuch 
unjuft  prejudices  againft  this  remedy :  the 
great  Boerhaave,  who  did  much  in  the 
theory  of  phyfick,  in  refped:  to  feparat- 
ing  truth  from  falfehood  $  certainty  from 
hypothefis  $  yet  in  practice  fubmitted  to 
the  fafhion  of  his  country  in  too  many  in- 
ftances.  An  unconquerable  dread  of  the 
Bark  was  one  of  thefe  :  he  faw  many  chro- 
nick  complaints,  wherein  the  Bark  had  been 
given,  and  attributed  them,  too  readily,  and 
from  opinion,  rather  than  experience,  to  the 
ufe  of  this  drug  ;  though  probably  thofe 
complaints  arofe  from  its  not  having  been 
given  in  fuffieient  quantities.  This  induced 
him  to  forbid  the  Bark  to  many  Britifh  ftu- 
dents  at  Leyden  affeefted  with  agues,  till 
thofe  very  evils  had  befallen  them,  which 
he  apprehended  from  the  Bark ;  and  fome 
of  them,  to  my  knowledge,  fell  a  facrifice 
to  this  unhappy  prejudice,  which  feems  in 

part 
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part  to  have  proceeded  from  the  following 
circum  fiance. 

The  Bark  commonly  fold  in  Holland,  is 
not  fo  good  as  that  which  we  keep  in  the 
fhops  in  England  $  for  whatever  is  unfale- 
able  here,  will  find  a  market  in  Holland  . 
part  of  which  no  doubt  is  confumed  there  $ 
and  from  hence  might  arife  many  inconve- 
niencies  fufficient  to  difcourage  the  profeffor. 
If  a  certain  quantity  of  good  Bark  is  necef- 
fary  to  take  off  an  intermittent,  and  a  much 
fmaller  quantity  is  given,  and  the  kind  great¬ 
ly  defective  in  point  of  efficacy,  ’tis  very  cer¬ 
tain,  that  little  benefit  can  be  derived  from 
it.  The  violence  of  the  paroxyfms  may 
perhaps  thereby  be  moderated,  and  the  af- 
pecft  of  the  diftemper  changed,  though  the 
difeafe  itfelf  may  ft  ill  remain,  and  be  follow¬ 
ed  by  a  train  of  obflinate  complaints,  not 
proceeding  from  the  ufe  of  the  Bark,  but 
meerly  from  its  not  being  good,  and  not 
being  given  in  fufficient  quantities. 

The  firft  attempts  I  made  in  the  cure 
of  fome  fcrophulous  complaints,  by  the 
Bark,  afforded  me  fufficient  encourage¬ 
ment  to  proceed  :  and  I  have  now  the  fatif- 

fadtion 
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faction  to  know  many  young  people,  of  both 
fexes,  free  from  any  appearance  of  this 
difeafe,  who,  in  their  infancy,  had  been  in- 
fefted  with  very  painful  opthalmies,  fwelled 
lips,  and  the  like  complaints,  in  fpite  of 
many  efficacious  remedies  which  had  been 
applied. 

It  will  not  however  fucceed  in  all  cafes . 
but  there  are  few  in  which  a  tryal  can  be 
attended  with  much  detriment.  I  have  never 
known  it  avail  much,  where  the  bones  are 
affeded,  nor  where  the  fcrophulous  tumour 
is  fo  fituated,  as  to  be  attended  with  much 
pain,  as  in  the  joints,  or  under  the  mem¬ 
braneous  covers  of  the  mufcles ;  for  when 
it  attacks  thefe  parts,  the  Perioftium  feldom 
efcapes  without  fome  injury,  in  which  cafe 
the  bone  will  of  courfe  be  like  wife  injured. 

Here  the  Bark  is  of  no  effed  :  inftead  of 
leflehing,  it  rather  adds  to  the  fever,  that  ac¬ 
companies  thefe  circumftances  ;  and,  if  it 
does  not  increafe,  the  force  of  the  mifchief, 
it  feems  at  the  leaft  to  haften  its  progrefs. 

I  commonly  make  ufe  of  a  decodion  like 
the  following,  as  a  form  in  which  a  fufficient 
quantity  may  be  given,  with  the  leaft  difguft.

The  powder  foon  becomes  extremely  dis¬ 
agreeable  to  very  young  patients  :  and  the 
extrad,  I  think,  is  not  fo  much  to  be  de¬ 
pended  upon,  as  may  have  been  imagined. 
In  making  the  extrad,  it  is  expofed  to  fo 
much  heat,  as  mu  ft  have  fome  effed  upon 
its  virtues,  and  perhaps  not  to  their  advan¬ 
tage  :  and  in  admijiiftring  it,  if  great  care 
is  not  taken  to  mix  it  intimately  with  a  pro¬ 
per  vehicle,  or  fome  very  fojuble  fubftance, 
in  weak  bowels,  it  often  purges,  and  not 
only  difappoints  the  preferiber,  but  injures 
the  patient.  A  fmall  quantity  of  the  Cortex 
Winteranus  added,  gives  the  medicine  a 
grateful  warmth,  and  renders  a  quantity  of 
compound  water  lefs  neceffary.  And  a  lit¬ 
tle  liquorice,  a  few  raifins,  gum  arabick,  or

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the  like,  added  to  the  decodtion  before  it  is 
taken  from  the  fire,  by  making  the  liquor 
vifcid,  enables  it  to  fufpend  more  of  the  fine 


the-efficacy  of  the  medicine,  and,  at  the  fame 
time,  renders  it  lefs  difagreeable*

XXVII.  The  Rrftory  of  an  Aneuryfm  of  the 
Aorta,  with  fome  Remarks  on  Aneuryfms 
in  general  By  William  Hunter,  M.  £)* 

Isaac  Bradwell,  a  man  of  a  well 
made  aftive  body,  and  of  a  quick  and 
choleric  difpofition,  died  of  an  Aneuryfm  of 
the  Aorta ,  October  29,  175 2,  at  the  age  of 
39  years.  His  diftemper,  by  his  own  ac¬ 
count  of  the  cafe,  commenced  about  three 
years  before  his  death.  In  October  1749, 
he  firft  began  to  be  very  uneafy  in  his  cheft. 
I  was  called  to  him  about  two  months  after¬ 
wards,  'viz.  in  December  1749  >  from  which 
period,  to  his  death,  I  faw  him  from  time 
to  time,  fometimes  in  his  own  lodging, 
and  fometimes  in  St*  George's  hofpital,  into 
which  he  was  admitted  a  patient  the  13  th 
of  June,  and  continued  to  the  7th  of  No¬ 
vember  of  the  year  1750,  when  he  was* 
difcharged,  and  again  admitted  the  18th  of 
Odlober  1752,  under  the  care  of  Dr.  Rofs 
and  Mr.  Middleton.  From  the  time  of  his 
leaving  the  hofpital  in  1750,  to  his  re-ad- 
million  in  1752,  he  was  made  an  out- pati- 

Y  2  ent. 
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ent,  was  affifted  with  the  advice  of  thefe 
gentlemen,  and  had  his  medicines  from  the- 
houfe.  He  was  feen  by  many  of  the  facul¬ 
ty  in  London  ;  particularly  by  the  ftudents 
who  attended  my  lectures,  where  he  was 
prefen  ted  fever  al  times  to  exhibit  the  ap* 
pearanee  and  progrefs  of  the  difeafe. 

After  many  converfations  and  inquiries- 
upon  the  fubjedt,  I  could  not,  with  any  de¬ 
gree  of  probability,  afcertain  the  canfe  of 
his  diforder.  Sometimes  he  imagined  he 
had  hurt  himfelf  by  wreftling  ;  but  he  had 
been  well  for  many  years  after  he  had  left 
off  that  exereife,  At  other  times  he  fufpedt- 
ed  he  had  injured  himfelf  by  going  on  foot 
a  great  way,  and  in  a  great  hurry,  to  vote  at 
an  election  s  after  which  he  had  a  bad  fever  : 
but  this  was  eleven  or  twelve  vears  before 
Iris  death.  Among  other  things,  he  would 
fometimes  impute  it  to  walking  round  the 
fark  for  a  wager,  about  three  years  before 
he  was  taken  ill  *  after  which  he  was  trou¬ 
bled  with  a  pain  in  his  right  fide,  and  under 
his  right  fhoulder.  But,  upon  the  whole, 
he  feemed  to  think  it  moft  probable,  that 
his  labour,  in  the  way  of  his  bufinefs,  had 

(trained 
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drained  his  breaft.  He  was  a  ftay-maker  ; 
and  he  told  me,  that,  in  that  bufinefs,  they 
pufh  in  the  whale-bone  with  the  whole 
force  of  the  right  hand,  fitting  upon  a  ta¬ 
ble  ;  that  it  is  very  fevere  labour  ;  and  that 
he  had  worked  hard,  when  he  was  very 
weak,  juft  after  an  illnefs,  about  nine  months  , 
before  he  had  any  outward  appearance  of 
the  complaint.  This  account  agreed  with 
what  I  learnt  of  him  among  his  acquaint¬ 
ance,  and  people  of  the  fame  trade. 

When  I  firft  faw  him,  there  was  an  ob¬ 
long  fwelling  between  the  cartilages  of  the 
fecond  and  third  ribs  of  the  right  tide. 
The  integuments  were  fennbly  raifed  two 
inches  in  length,  about  one  inch  and  a  half 
over,  and  about  half  an  inch  perpendicular 
in  the  mod  elevated  middle  point,  The 
fkin  was  not  difeoloured.  The  tumor  was 
very  hard,  but  would  almoft  difappear  when 
much  preffed,  and  then  it  was  painful.  Its 
pulfation  was  ftrong,  and  perceptible  even  to 
the  eye,  and  correfponded  with  the  pulfe  in 
the  wrift.  From  this  time,  till  within  a  few 
months  of  his  death,  there  was  no  alteration 
With  refoedl  to  its  colour  or  pulfation  5  but 
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it  increafed  in  fize  fo  as  fcarcely  to  be  covered 
by  the  expanded  hand  and  fingers  :  and  af¬ 
ter  it  was  become  of  a  ccnfiderable  fize,  it 
always  felt  folid  and  flefhy  in  fonie  parts* 
and  in  others  fofter,  as  if  containing  a  fluid ; 
and  never  could  be  ftrongly  preffed,  without 
caufing  great  pain* 

From  the  firft  to  the  laft,  the  fymptoma 
were  pretty  much  the  fame,  viz.  great  pain 
in  the  part,  which  very  commonly  darted 
through  to  his  right  fhoulder,  (he  exprefled 
it,  as  if  fwords  were  ftruck  through  him) 
great  anxiety  and  labour  in  his  cheft,  diffi¬ 
cult  breathing,  and,,  from  time  to  time,  a 
teazing  cough,  which  raifed  or  exafperated 
his  other  complaints.  He  never  could  fleep 
on  his  back,  without  waking  fuddenly  with 
great  pain  and  terror  $  nor  could  he  lie  on 
his  right  fide,  without  much  pain  ;  fo  that 
he  generally  had  moft  eafe  lying  on  his  left 
flde,  or  fitting  up.  He  was  fomctimes  ex¬ 
tremely  ill  for  two  or  three  days,  together  $ 
and  then  he  was  defponding,  and  had  all 
the  terrors  of  death  exprefled  in  his  counte¬ 
nance.  Then  he  would  be  pretty  eafy  for 
a  while  *  and  as  fure  as  he  had  a  little  eafe. 
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he  flattered  himfelf  he  fliould  do  well.  His 
pulfe  was  always  regular  ;  but,  for  fome 
months  after  I  fir  ft  faw  him,  I  could  feet 
none,  neither  in  the  temple  nor  arm,  of  the 
left  fide  ;  and  yet  he  was  not  fenfible  of  any  * 
numbnefs,  or  want  of  ftrength  in  that  arm. 
After  this,  the  pulfation  gradually  returned 
in  thofe  parts,  but  was  always  weaker  than 
in  the  right  fide. 

When  I  firft  faw  him  in  company  with 
his  apothecary  Mr.  Juftamont,  I  gave it  as 
my  opinion,  that  it  was  an  Aneuryfm  of  the 
Aorta  j  that  it  was  abfolutely  incurable ;  .and 
that  he  would  moft  probably  die  of  its  burft- 
ing  either  outwardly  or  inwardly.  I  there¬ 
fore  propofed,  that  he  fhould  keep  as  quiet 
as  pofiible,  both  in  body  and  mind,  guard 
againft  coftivenefs,  take  foft  and  quieting 
peftorals  for  his  cough,  and  lofe  fome  blood, 
from  time  to  time,  as  his  fymptoms  might 
require,  and  his  ftrength  permit.  I  judged 
it  proper  to  do  nothing  to  the  part,  neither 
by  medicine  nor  compreffion  :  for,  as  the 
force  of  the  heart  was  become  fo  far  fuperfor 
to  the  refiftance  of  the  artery,  I  apprehended 
that  compreffion  on  the  cutfide  would  either 

Y  4  occafibn 
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occafion  greater  mifchief  and  violence  with¬ 
in,  or  bring  on  a  mortification  in  the  integu¬ 
ments  the  fooner. 

Thefe  meafures  were  accordingly  purfued, 
not  only  all  the  time  he  was  immediately 
under  my  direction,  but  likewife  by  the 
above-named  gentlemen  of  St.  George’s  hof- 
pital,  who,  from  firft  to  laft,  propofed 
nothing  farther  than  to  calm  the  moft  preftL 
ing  fymptoms,  to  give  as  much  eafe  as  pof- 
lible,  and  to  prolong  life. 

Some  months  before  he  died,  the  colour 
of  the  fkin  began,  very  gradually,  to  fhew  the 
part  where  the  breach  was  to  happen.  On 
the  moft  prominent  part,  towards  the  left 
end  of  the  tumor,  it  became  of  a  dead  pale 
colour,  and  felt  cedematous,  or  like  dough. 
The  colour  grew  deeper,  and  the  foftnefs  in- 
Creafed  at  that  part,  till  about  fix  weeks  be- 
fore  he  died,  when  there  was  evidently  a 
fluid  ready  to  burft  through  a  thin  deadened 
fkin,  of  the  fize  of  a  (hilling,  or  fomewhat 
more.  I  then  ordered  his  wife  to  attend

him  very  clofely,  gave  her  feme  lint  to  prefs 
upon  the  wound  if  it  fhotild  bleed  when  it 
broke,  and  bid  her,  in  that  cafe,  call  me 

immediately 
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immediately  to  her  afiiftance.  In  a  day  or 
two  it  broke,  and  difcharged  firft  a  confide- 
rable  quantity  of  water,  and  next  a  watery 
blood.  The  bleeding  was  foon  reftrained, 
by  the  application  of  lint,  and  gentle  pref- 
fure;  but  returned  federal  times,  at  fome 
days  interval.  The  fwelling  was  not  dimi- 
nifhed  by  the  difcharge,  and  we  could  hardly 
difcover  the  aperture  by  which  the  water 
and  blood  found  vent.  The  mortified  fkin 
became  dry  and  horny,  like  the  Hough  from 
a  cauftick  applied  to  the  fkin,  when  not 
kept  moift  by  dreffings.  About  a  fortnight 
before  his  death,  the  dead  fkin  began  to  fe- 
parate  from  the  living,  and,  from  time  to 
time,  there  was  an  oozing  of  blood  from 
the  fiffure,  and  this  daily  increafed  as  the 
fiflure  deepened. 

The  day  before  he  died,  the  mortified 
piece  of  fkin  was  quite  loofe  all  round,  but 
fhewed  evidently  that  it  was  united  to  a  large  7 
flefhy  fubftance  or  coagulum  of  blood  which  ‘ 
it  covered,  and  which  ferved  as  a  plug  to 
the  orifice :  for  when  the  heart  contra&ed

itfelf,  this  plug  was  pufhed  outwards,  and 
the  aperture  in  the  integuments  wa.s  thereby 

J  .  dilated  5 
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dilated  ;  and,  during  the  fyftole  of  the  artery, 
the  plug  retired  inwards,  and  the  opening  in 
the  fkin  became  fmaller  j  fo  that  by  alter-* 
nate  motions,  like  the  fucker  of  a  pump,  it 
fbewed  diftindtly  the  two  motions  of  the 
heart  and  artery.  I  could  not  however  exa¬ 
mine  the  cafe  with  attention  in  this  ftate,  it 
ftruck  me  with  fo  much  horror.  For  as  it 
was  not  poffible  to  know  of  what  fize  the 
plug  might  be,  or  what  inward  flay  or  fup- 
port  it  might  have  ;  fo  it  appeared  uncertain 
which  ftroke  of  the  heart  might  be  the  laft. 

.  Next  morning,  the  laft  of  his  life,  it  bled 
with  fome  violence.  The  houfeTurgeon  of 
St.  George’s  hofpital  immediately  applied 
flour  and  lint,  with  moderate  preffure,  and 
fent  notice  of  this  to  Mr.  Hawkins  and  to 
me,  who  had  both  defired  to  be  informed  of 
any  accident  that  might  happen.  When  I 
came,  all  was  quiet  again;  the- bleeding, 
though  violent,  had  ftopt  immediately ;  and 
Mr.  Hawkins  had  ordered  a  moderate  bam 
dage.  Fie  was  in  bed,  and  had  eat  his 
breakfaft  chearfully.  I  left  him,  and  was 
got  about  fifty  yards  from  the  hofpital,  when 
5  melTenger  overtook  me,  and  told  nae  he 


was 
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was  dead.  He  had  been  feized  with  a  cough, 
and,  in  turning  himfelf  in  bed,  the  blood 
gufhed  out  with  fuch  violence  as  to  dafli 
againft  the  curtains  and  wall  ;  and  he  died, 
not  only  without  fpeaking,  bu£  without  a 
figh  or  groan. 

The  coagula  were  gathered  up  from  the 
floor  and  bed,  and,  among,  them,  I  found 
the  largeft,  with  the  dry  efchar  of  integu¬ 
ments  upon  it,  which  had  been  the  plug 
that  had  flopped  the  bleeding  for  fome  time 
before  he  expired.  I  had  leave  from  his 
wife,  and  from  the  phyficians  and  furgeons 
of  the  hofpital,  to  open  the  body,  and  was 
allowed  time  to  do  it  with  deliberation,  and 
to  make  drawings  of  the  principal  appear¬ 
ances. 

The  external  tumor,  which  was  now  very 
much  funk  and  flaccid,  being  opened  by  a 
crucial  incifion,  its  cavity  appeared  flnooth, 
wherever  what  remained  of  the  coagulated 
blood  was  wiped  off.  The  fmooth  lining 
of  the  bag  feemed  to  be  formed  of  the  coaj- 
pafted  cellular  membrane.  Round  the  boU 
tom  of  the  cavity,  the  fubftance  of  the  carv 
triages  of  the  fecond  and  third  rib,  and  the 

eroded 
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eroded  Jlernumy  was  without  perichondrium 
and  periojleum  y  but,  in  moft  places,  the  la¬ 
minated  coagula  of  blood  ftuck  very  clofe  to 
them.  Thefe  cartilages,  and  that  bone, 
formed  the  edge  or  brim  of  an  irregular 
paffage,  leading  inwards  to  a  large  refervoir, 
which  proved  to  be  the  dilated  artery  filled 
with  blood,  partly  fluid,  and  partly  gru- 
mous. 

The  ftate  of  the  artery,  and  of  the  con¬ 
tents  of  the  thorax ,  will  be  underftood  by 
the  figures,  and  their  explanation.

REMARKS. 

L  May  not  fome  of  the  difputes  about  the 
nature  of  Aneuryfms  be  fettled,  by  dividing 
them  into  three  kinds,  rather  than  into  two, 
as  authors  commonly  divide  them  ?  Thus, 
Aneuryfms  are  either  1.  true>  that  is,  by 
dilatation ;  or  2 •falfei  that  is,  by  rupture  ; 
or  3.  mixed ,  that  is,  partly  by  dilatation, 
and  partly  by  rupture. 

The  true  Aneuryifn  will  generally  be  of 
an  oblong  figure,  have  a  ftrong  pulfation, 
and  fubfide  under  preffure :  and  thefe  laft 
fymptoms  will  be  in  a  leffer  degree,  when 
there  is  a  confiderable  proportion  of  confoli- 
dated  blood. 


The 
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The  falfe  Aneuryfm  is  of  two  fpecies. 
One  may  be  called  the  diffufed ,  in  which 
the  extravafated  blood  runs  through  the  cel¬ 
lular  membrane  in  the  interftices  of  firmer 
parts.  This  generally  makes  a  rapid  pro- 
grefs,  may  extend  itfelf  to  a  great  diftance, 
and  has  little  or  no  pulfation,  except  very 
near  the  aperture  of  the  Artery.  But  thefe 
circumftances  will  be  a  little  different,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  fize  of  the  opened  artery,  and 
the  ftrength  of  the  circulation.  With  regard 
to  the  lodgement  of  the  fluid,  this  fpecies  of 
the  falfe  Aneuryfm  is  analogous  to  the  ein- 
phyfema  and  anafarca. 

The  fecond  fpecies  of  th z  falfe  Aneuryfm 
may  be  called  the  circumfcribed .  It  beats, 
and  finks  under  preffure,  like  the  true  Aneu¬ 
ryfm,  and  indeed  cannot  be  diftinguifhed 
from  that,  except  by  the  knowledge  of  its 
caufe,  or  by  a  careful  difledtion  of  the  part. 
It  appears  foon  after  the  accident  that  gives 
rife  to  it,  and  is  commonly  flow  and  gradual 
in  its  prpgrefs.  It  confifts  of  one  bag,  with 
a  fmooth  infide,  and  communicates  by  an 
aperture  with  the  cavity  of  the  artery.  The 
bag,  is  formed  by  a  condenfation  of  the  cel- 

Z  lular 
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lular  membrane  that  lies  round  the  artery, 
and  may  take  the  additional  fubftance  of  any 
aponeurojis  or  membrane  that  happens  to 
cover  the  artery  at  that  part.  It  will  not 
feem  itrange,  that  this  circumfcribed  Aneu^ 
ryfm  fliould  happen  from  a  puncture  of  the 
artery,  notwithftanding  the  loofe  and  porous 
texture  of  the  cellular  membrane,  when  we 
confider  how  ftrongly  that  membrane  refills 
the  paffage  of  air,  and  of  every  fluid,  even 
in  the  dead  body,  when  its  lamellae  and 
fibres  are  compacted  by  preffure.  In  this 
ftate  they  are  brought  contiguous,  and  act  as 
fo  many  valves.  And  in  the  living  body 
there  is  an  additional  refiftance,  arifing  from 
the  thicknefs  and  union  which  all  thefe  la¬ 
mellae  acquire  by  inflammation,  and  the  fol- 
dering  of  every  chink  by  the  coagulated 
blood.  This  fpecies  of  Aneuryfm  is  per¬ 
haps  the  moft  common  among  thofe  that 
happen  in  the  arm  after  bleeding,  efpeci- 
ally  when  confider  able  preffure  has  been 
made  ufe  of  immediately  after  the  acci¬ 
dent.  y 

The  third  kind  of  Aneuryfm  is  the  mixed, 
that  is,  formed  partly  by  a  wound  or  rupture 

of 
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of  fome  of  the  coats  of  the  artery,  and  part¬ 
ly  by  a  dilatation  of  the  reft*  It  will  not 
generally  be  diftinguifhed  from  the  circum- 
fcribed  fpecies  of  the  falje  Aneuryfm  $  and 
will  often  fo  far  emulate  the  true  Aneuryfm, 
as  not  to  be  diftinguilhed  from  it  but  by 
very  careful  diffedtion.  The  outer  part  of 
the  fubftance  or  coats  of  an  artery  may  be 
wounded,  and  then  the  inner  will  be  gradu¬ 
ally  ftretched.  This,  no  doubt,  has  often 
happened  in  the  arm  from  bleeding  ;  parti¬ 
cularly  in  thofe  cafes  where  there  was  no 
fymptom,  during  the  operation,  of  the  ar¬ 
tery  being  wounded  ;  but  where  a  little 
throbbing  tumor  arofe  in  the  part  fome  time 
after.  It  is  polfible  too,  that  the  ?nixed 
Aneuryfm  may  arife  from  a  laceration  of  the 
inner,  and  a  dilatation  of  the  outer  coats. 
At  leaft  the  ftrudture  of  arterial  coats,  as  has 
been  remarked  by  authors,  feems  to  admit 
of  fuch  an  accident. 

II.  Paulo  s  was  the  author  of  the  divi- 
lion  of  Aneuryfms  into  two  kinds ;  one  by 
dilatation ,  and  the  other  by  rupture.  He 
has  ufed  the  very  terms  ini ar gamut  and 

Z  2  rupture , 
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rupture ,  has  diftinguifhed  their  fymptoms, 
and  has  exprefly  laid  down  a  different  cure 
for  each,  extremely  well  adapted  to  the  dif¬ 
ferent  nature  of  thefe  two  difeafes. 

III.  Does  it  ever  happen  in  furgery,  when 
an  artery  is  opened  through  a  vein,  that  a 
communication,  or  anajlomojis ,  is  afterwards 
kept  up  between  thefe  two  veffels  ?  It  is 
eafy  to  conceive  this  cafe  j  and  it  is  not 
long  fince  I  was  confulted  about  one,  which 
had  all  the  fymptoms  that  might  be  expect¬ 
ed,  fuppofing  fuch  a  thing  to  have  actually 
happened,  and  fuch  fymptoms  as  otherwife 
muft  be  allowed  to  be  very  unaccountable.  It 
arofe  from  bleeding  5  and  was  of  fome  years 
Handing,  when  I  faw  it  about  two  years  ago  5 
andlunderftand  very  little  alteration  has  hap¬ 
pened  to  it  fince  that  time.  The  veins  at 
the  bending  pf  the  arm,  and  efpecially  the 
bafiiick,  which  was  the  vein  that  had  been 
opened,  were  there  prodigioufly  inlarged, 
and  came  gradually  to  their  natural  fize,  at 
about  two  inches  above,  and  as  much  below 
the  elbow.  When  emptied  by  preffure, 
they  filled  again  almoft  inftantaneoufly  ;  and 

this 
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this  happened  even  when  a  ligature  was  ap¬ 
plied  tight  round  the  forearm,  immediately 
below  the  affe&ed  part.  Both  when  the  li¬ 
gature  was  made  tight,  and  when  it  was  re¬ 
moved,  they  fhrunk,  and  remained  of  a 
ftnall  fize,  while  the  finger  was  kept  tight 
upon  the  artery,  at  the  part  where  the  vein 
had  been  opened  in  bleeding.  There  was  a 
general  fwelling  in  the  place,  and  in  the  di¬ 
rection  of  the  artery,  which  feemed  larger, 
and  beat  ftronger,  than  what  is  natural  3  and 
there  was  a  tremulous  jarring  motion  in  the 
vein,  which  was  ftrongeft  at  the  part  that 
had  been  punCtured,  and  became  infenfible 
at  fome  diftance  both  upwards  and  down¬ 
wards. 

■/; «!  ^  * 

IV.  There  is  fuch  a  difeafe  as  the  true 
Aneuryfm.  This  propofition,  though  gene¬ 
rally  allowed,  has  been  denied  by  fome  wri¬ 
ters,  who  have  imagined,  that  in  every 
Aneuryfm,  the  arterial  coats  are  ruptured, 
not  ftretched.  But  nothing  is  more  plain, 
than  that  the  coats  of  the  artery  are  ftretched 
in  five  of  thefe  cafes  that  I  have  examined 
and  ftill  preferve.  That  they  were  ftretched 
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in  the  above  cafe,  every  one  readily  allowed* 
who  faw  the  diffeclion  and  it  may  be  well 
enough  underflood  from  the  annexed  Figure 
( II. )  where  the  artery  is  feen  becoming 
gradually  larger  from  its  very  beginning  at 
the  heart,  and  contracted  again  gradually  in 
the  defcending  part.  But  what  proves  it 
beyond  doubt,  is  the  preternatural  diftance 
of  the  three  afcending  branches  from  each 
other,  which  could  not  have  been,  if 
the  coats  had  not  been  flretched  there. 

V.  The  coats  of  arteries,  like  other  parts, 
may  grow  thicker  in  fubflance,  at  the  fame 
time  that  they  are  flretched  in  dimenfion. 
This  was  adtually  the  cafe,  though  in  no 
great  degree,  in  all  Aneuryfms  of  the  Aorta 
that  I  have  feen ;  and  is  commonly  enough 
the  cafe  in  all  eneyfted  difeafes.

VI.  The  length  and  fhape  of  the  dilated 
part  is  very  different  in  different  Aneuryfms 
of  the  Aorta .  In  all  the  five  which  I  have 
met  with,  and  which  are  now  before  me, 
the  dilatation  begins  with  the  artery  at  the 
heart.  In  one  of  them,  it  continues  only  to 

the 
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the  origin  of  the  left  lubclavian  ;  in  another, 
a  little  beyond  that  part  ;  in  a  third  and 
fourth,  it  is  continued  half  way  down  the 
thoracick  portion  of  the  Aorta  :  and,  in  a 
fifth,  it  is  continued  almoft  to  the  bifurca¬ 
tion  of  the  artery  in  the  loins.  In  two  of 
them,  the  common  trunk  of  the  right  fub- 
clavian  and  carotid  is  likewife  confiderably 
inlarged.  In  two  of  them,  the  fhape  is  ob¬ 
long  and  uniform ;  in  three,  the  fhape  is 
more  circumfcribed  and  irregular,  with  par¬ 
ticular  cells  or  inlargements,  as  if  the  coats 
had  been  there  weakened  by  fome  partial 
rupture  or  otherwife. 

VII.  In  the  Aneuryfm  of  the  Aorta , 
the  arterial  coats  are  apt  to  be  ftretched  more 
in  proportion,  and  to  form  particular  cells, 
where  they  meet  with  firm  refiftance,  than 
where  the  fupport  is  more  foft  and  yielding. 
Though  at  firft  fight  this  mu  ft  feern  proble¬ 
matical  or  improbable,  I  believe  it  will  be 
found  to  be  true.  In  four  of  the  five  cafes 
that  have  fallen  under  my  examination,  it 
was  very  plain  that  the  anterior  part  of  the 
curvature  of  the  Aorta  was  protruded  into  a 
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facculus ,  with  a  ftrifture  between  it  and  the 
reft  of  the  Aneuryfm.  Here  I  prefume  the 
arterial  coats  muft  have  been  weakened  by 
preffure,  and  the  refiftance  of  the  Jlernum 
and  ribs  muft  have  made  the  protruding 
part  fwell  out  in  its  lateral  circumference ; 
whence  a  ftndture  between  this  fac,  and  the 
reft  of  the  Aneuryfm,  and  the  appearance  of 
the  whole  as  of  a  double  Aneurylmal  fac> 
One  part  communicating  with  the  other  by  a 
narrow  orifice.  That  this  peculiar  Jdc  was 
not  formed  in  confequence  of  a  rupture  in 
the  artery  at  that  place,  was  plain  from  the 
different  degrees  of  it  in  thefe  four  different 
cafes,  as  well  as  from  an  obvious  continuity 
both  of  the  furface  and  fubftance  of  the  ar¬ 
tery,  in  all  of  therm 

VIII.  The  injury  that  happened  to  the 
Jlernum  and  vertebrae,  in  the  above  cafe,  was 
different  from  a  common  caries:  for  in  fueh 
cafes,  where  there  is  lofs  of  fubftance  in  a 
bone,  there  is  lomething  analogous  either  to 
ulceration  or  mortification.  But  in  this  cafe, 
.the  appearance  was  rather  as  if  the  blood 
had  infenfibly  diffolved  and  wafhed  away 

the 
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the  fubftance  of  the  bone,  making  greateft 
havock  in  the  fofteft  parts  of  the  bone,  as 
we  fee  in  ftones  of  unequal  texture  that  have 
been  long  wafhed  by  a  dropping,  or  a  ftream 
of  water.  Has  the  blood  that  property 
which  fome  have  afcribed  to  it  of  diffolving 
bony  matter  ?  A  furgeon  of  my  acquaintance, 
whofe  experience,  abilities,  and  veracity,  are 
unqueftionable,  told  me,  upon  my  aiking 
this  queftion,  that  he  once  opened  a  little 
tumor  upon  the  temple,  that  contained  only 
pure  blood,  and  that  there  was  no  bone  un¬ 
der  it.  He  fuppoled  that  the  blood  had  dif- 
folved  that  part  of  the  fcull  upon  which  it 
lay. 

IX.  It  has  been  imagined  by  fome, 
where,  a  caries  of  the  fpine,  and  an  Aneu- 
ryfm  of  the  Aorta ,  have  been  found  together, 
that  the  diforder  in  the  bone  mu  ft  have  been 
the  caufe,  and  not  the  effecft  of  the  dilata¬ 
tion  of  the  artery.  This  conjecture  is  furely 
very  ill  founded  ;  and  were  there  no  other 
arguments  againft  it,  the  preceding  cafe  fur- 
nifhes  a  very  convincing  one  :  the  Jlernum 
^yas  as  much  affefted  as  the  fpine  ;  both  of 

them 
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them  were  affedted  only  where  they  were  in 
contact  with  the  dilated  artery  j  and  at  both 
thefe  places,  and  no  where  elfe,  the  coats  of 
the  artery  were  deftroyed. 

X.  What  is  the  ftate  of  the  blood  con¬ 
tained  in  a  true  Aneuryfm  ?  It  may  be  taken 
for  granted,  that  there  will  be  no  coagulated 
blood  in  the  artery  of  the  living  body, 
when  it  is  of  an  uniform  figure,  and  not 
greatly  dilated :  as,  on  the  contrary,  that 
there  will  always  be  coagulated  blood  in 
fuch  cells  or  protrufions  of  the  artery  as  re¬ 
ceive  blood  that  has  no  progreflive  motion. 
I  have  had  but  one  opportunity  of  examin¬ 
ing  the  contents  of  an  Aneuryfm  with  coa¬ 
gulated  blood,  where  no  material  difturbance 
had  happened  to  it  at  death.  In  that  cafe, 
the  ftate  of  the  blood  was  as  follows.  The 
trunk  of  the  artery,  though  inlarged  to  at 
leaft  three  inches  in  diameter,  contained  on¬ 
ly  fuch  blood  as  muft  have  been  fluid  while 
there  was  life  and  circulation.  The  pro¬ 
truded  faCy  at  the  anterior  part  of  the  cur¬ 
vature,  which  communicated  with  the  trunk 
of  the  artery,  by  an  orifice  not  much  more 

than 
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than  one  inch  in  diameter,  contained  partly 
fuch  fluid  blood  as  was  in  the  trunk  of  the 
artery,  and  partly  a  firm  laminated  coagulum . 
This  coagulum  formed  a  lining  to  the  fac , 
and  clung  to  it  every  where  with  adhefion. 
Its  infide  was  hollow,  and  perfectly  fmooth, 
that  is,  without  any  ragged  inequality  ;  but 
rugous,  like  the  furface  of  water  that  is  gent¬ 
ly  moved.  The  lafl:  circumftance  was  pro¬ 
bably  owing  to  the  contracted  ftate  of  the  ar¬ 
tery  ;  and  therefore  it  may  be  fuppofed,  that 
the  rugae  were  leveled  during  every  diaflole 
of  the  artery  in  the  living  body.  The  coa¬ 
gulum  was  of  very  conflderable  thicknefs  in 
the  middle,  or  at  the  bottom  of  the  fac ,  and 
thence  becoming  gradually  thinner,  it  was 
infenfibly  loft  on  the  inner  furface  of  the 
fac ,  near  its  mouth  or  aperture  3  fo  that 

every  vertical  feCtion  of  it  would  have  made 

* 

the  figure  of  a  crefcent.  Towards  its  out- 
fide,  it  was  as  hard  and  tough  as  a  cake  of 
glue  that  has  been  foaked  in  cold  water, 
and  of  a  cineritious  completion  :  towards 
its  infide  it  was  more  tender,  and  of  a  red¬ 
der  colour.  The  laminae ,  of  which  it  was 
compofed,  were  thin  as  paper,  regular,  and 

did 
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did  not  readily  feparate  from  each  other, 
efpecially  in  the  tougher  external  part  of  the 

>  ’ 

XI.  Of  all  animal  fubftances,  griftle 
perhaps  is  the  lead;  affeCted  by  preffure  in  the 
living  body.  This  feems  probable  from  the 
known  ftruCture  and  ufes  of  the  joints,  but 
was  particularly  evinced  by  the  above  cafe. 
The  conftant  preffure  of  the  jlernum  had 
deftroyed  the  coats  of  the  artery,  the  peri- 
ofteuni ,  the  bone,  the  mufcles,  the  tendons, 
the  cellular  membrane,  the  fkin,  in  fhort, 
every  thing  that  was  in  its  way,  except  the 
cartilaginous  parts  of  the  ribs.  Thefe  were 
pufhed  to  one  fide  indeed,  but  almoft  per¬ 
fectly  found  in  their  texture. 

i 

XII.  Does  not  the  true  Aneuryfm  hap¬ 
pen  moft  commonly  in  the  beginning  of  the 
Aorta  ?  This  conjecture  is  formed  partly 
upon  the  authority  of  others,  partly  upon 
fpeculative  prefumptLon  ;  fuppofing  that  the 
accident  is  moft  likely  to  happen  where  there 
is  the  greateft  force  of  circulation,  and  where 

there  are  no  collateral  paffages  tq  carry  off 
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the  tide,  when  any  uncommon  refiftance 
or  obftruCtion  happens  in  the  great  canal ; 
but  it  is  chiefly  founded  upon  this  obfer- 
yation,  that  four  fuch  cafes  have  come  un¬ 
der  my  infpeCtion  in  London,  nearly  within 
a9  many  years. 

\ 

XIII.  The  Aneuryfm  is  faid  to  happen 
often  in  the  neck  and  throat.  But  many 
fkirrous,  glandular  and  encyfted  fwellings 
in  the  fore-part  of  the  neck,  and  in  the 
throat,  may  be  obferved  to  have  a  very  ma- 
nifefl:  or  ftrong  pulfation  in  every  part  of 
them,  from  the  ftroke  of  the  adjacent  ar¬ 
teries.  I  have  feen  this  deception  fo  remark¬ 
able  in  many  inftances,  and  fo  many  of  thefe 
cafes  fufpeCted  or  believed  to  be  Aneuryfmal, 
that  I  cannot  help  being  perfuaded,  that  the 
miftake  may  have  been  very  general. 

XIV.  Are  there  fymptoms  peculiar  to  the 
Aneuryfm  of  the  Aorta ,  by  which  it  may 
be  certainly  known  before  there  is  an  exter¬ 
nal  turftor  with  pulfation  ?  I  am  inclinable 
to  believe,  that,  at  molt,  a  probable  con¬ 
jecture  only  can  be  formed, 

XV,  If 
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XV.  If  it  fhould  be  difficult  fometimes, 
or  impoffible  in  practice,  to  determine  the 
particular  fpecies  of  an  Aneuryfm,  we  may 
be  the  lefs  folicitous  about  it,  as  the  method 
of  cure  is  fo  nearly  the  fame  in  all  of  them.

XVI.  The  Aneuryfm  of  the  Aorta  may, 
no  doubt,  prove  fatal,  other  wife  than  by 
burfting  outwardly.  I  have  known  it  occa- 
fion  death  by  difturbing  the  functions  of  the 
thoracic  *vifcera>  fo  as  gradually  to  deftroy 
general  health,  and  bring  on  conftant  inqui¬ 
etude,  atrophy,  and  dropfy.  It  may,  no 
doubt,  burft  into  the  trachea .  It  is  poffi- 
ble  too,  that,  by  fome  accident  or  violence, 
the  coagulated  blood  may  be  diflodged,  and 
choak  up  the  artery  :  and  it  feems  even  pof- 
fible,  that  the  ‘vertebra  may  be  fo  far  affect¬ 
ed  by  an  Aneuryfm,  as  to  leave  the  fpinal 
marrow  expofed  to  fatal  compreffion. 

XVII.  In  Aneuryfms  of  the  Aorta ,  where 
there  is  an  outward  fwelling,  artificial  pref- 
fure  will  generally  do  mifchief.  This  Re¬ 
mark,  with  its  reafon,  was  mentioned  in 
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the  preceding  hiftory.  In  that  cafe,  the 
coats  of  the  artery  were  totally  deftroyed, 
and  had  been  fo  fome  time  before  death ; 
both  where  they  met  with  the  refiftance  of 
the  fternmn,  and  where  they  prefied  againft 
the  rvertebre.  And  juft  where  the  Aneu- 
ryfm  was  contiguous  to  the  trachcea ,  the 
coats  of  the  artery,  and  fubftance  of  the 
trachea ,  were  united  by  preftiire,  and  re¬ 
duced  almoft  to  a  gelatinous  tendernefs. 
From  all  which  circumftances,  it  is  evident, 
that,  for  the  moft  part,  in  the  courfe  of 
fuch  a  difeafe,  comprefiion,  or  tight  binding, 
will  only  aggravate  the  evil.  But  from  what 
wasobferved  (Remark  X.)  of  the  coagulated 
blood  forming  a  lining  or  pouch  within  the 
dilated  coats  of  the  artery,  it  feems  likewife 
plain,  that  as  foon  as  the  coagulum  begins 
to  lofe  its  fupport,  by  the  mortified  integu¬ 
ments  giving  way,  it  is  neceflary  to  have 
immediate  recourfe  to  a  bandage  :  and  if 
this  fubftitute  for  the  integuments  be  judici- 
oufly  applied,  it  may  preferve  life  for  fom$ 
confiderable  time,  efpecially  if  affifted  with 
fuch  topical  medicines  as  are  moft  power¬ 
ful  in  retarding  fuppuration  and  putrefaction. 

XVIII.  In 
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XVIII.  In  Aneuryfms  that  admit  of  the 
operation,  it  is  advifeable,  firfl:  to  attempt 
the  cure  by  compreffion  $  becaufe  it  fome- 
times  proves  effectual,  and  is  always  a 
commendable  preparatory  ftep  to  the  opera¬ 
tion,  in  as  much  as  it  inlarges  the  collateral 
anaftomofing  branches,  and  thereby  difpofes 
the  part  to  have  a  more  free  circulation  af¬ 
ter  the  operation. 

XIX.  The  palliative  cure,  by  compreffion, 
ffiould  not  be  long  continued,  when  the  tu¬ 
mor  is  pretty  large  5  becaufe  it  injures  the 
neighbouring  parts,  and  will  occafion  more 
inflammations,  floughings,  and  fuppuration, 
when  the  operation  is  at  length  performed. 

XX.  The  preffiire  which  is  made  ufe  of 
in  Aneuryfms,  whether  before  or  after  the 
operation,  ihould  be  confined,  as  much  as 
poffible,  to  the  affedted  part,  that  the  paf- 
fage  of  the  blood,  through  the  anaftomofing 
veflels,  may  be  free. 


XXI.  Though 
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XXL  Though  the  brachial  artery,  in  moft 
people,  divides  into  its  two  branches  a  little 
below  the  part  where  we  commonly  bleed 
in  the  arm  ;  yet  perhaps  it  will  be  found, 
that  the  Aneuryfm  happens  oftener  to  one 

of  the  branches  than  to  the  trunk  of  that

artery,  becaufe  thefe  often  lie  nearer  the  Ikin, 
and  are  thereby  more  expofed  to  the  injury. 

XXII.  When  the  brachial  artery  divides 
into  its  two  branches  above  the  elbow,  fome- 
times  thefe  branches  lie  at  a  confiderable 
diftance  from  each  other  in  the  bending  of 
the  arm  ;  but  commonly  they  lie  clofe  to¬ 
gether  at  that  part  :  therefore,  in  an  Aneu¬ 
ryfm  fo  circumftanced,  it  will  fometimes  be 
very  eafy,  but  commonly  it  will  be  extream- 
ly  difficult,  to  tie  the  one  without  the  other. 
And,  no  doubt,  it  has  often  happened  that 
both  have  been  tied,  when  only  one  of 
them  required  if;  and  that  an  Aneuryfm 
in  one  branch  had  no  better  chance  from  the 
operation,  than  if  it  had  been  in  the  trunk 
of  the  artery.

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XXIII.  In  performing  the  operation  for 
the  Aneuryfm  in  the  arm,  the  readieft  me¬ 
thod  of  avoiding  the  nerve,  which  lies  on 
the  infide  at  a  little  diftance  from  the  artery, 
is  to  relax  that  veffel,  by  bending  the  arm 
moderately,  and  to  raife  the  artery  from  its 
bed,  by  a  probe  introduced  into  its  orifice, 
or  by  pinching  it  up  with  the  finger  and 
thumb. 

XXIV.  In  doing  that  operation,  after 
having  made  the  firft  ligature  above  the 
orifice  of  the  artery,  it  will  be  fatisfaftory 
to  flacken  the  tourniquet,  juft  to  fee  if  it 
ftill  bleeds.  If  it  does,  there  is  a  fairer  prof- 
pecft,  becaufe  there  is  proof  of  a  free  circu¬ 
lation.  But  whether  it  bleeds  or  not,  a  li¬ 
gature  muft  be  made  below  the  orifice  for 

fecurity.

XXV.  The  hiftory  of  the  operation  for 
the  Aneuryfm  would  alone  fhew,  that  fur- 
gery  is  capable  of  making  confiderable  ad¬ 
vances  towards  perfection,  from  little  more 
than  bare  practical  experiments  and  obferva- 
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tion  ;  but  that  the  art  receives  its  great 
lights  from  anatomy  and  phyfiology.  As  an 
inftance  of  this,  we  may  obferve  that^Etius 
recommends  the  very  operation  that  we 
pradtife  at  this  day  for  an  Aneuryfm  of  the 
arm.  But  inftead  of  the  tourniquet,  by  way 
of  preparation,  he  orders  firft  of  all  to  lay 
the  artery  bare  below  the  armpit,  to  tie  it 
twice  at  that  place,  and  to  cut  it  quite 
through  between  the  ligatures :  a  propofal 
which  a  modern  furgeon  would  think  of 
with  horror,  not  only  as  a  practice  which 
muft  occafion  a  great  deal  of  unneceflfary 
pain,  but  as  one  of  the  moft  effectual  mea- 
fures  for  rendering  the  operation  unfuccefful* 

XXVI.  The  uncertainty  of  cures  in  many 
cafes,  both  of  phyfick  and  furgery,  gives  the 
ignorant  and  hardy  empyrick  frequent  op¬ 
portunities  of  exulting  over  fcience.  Igno¬ 
rance  is  rafh  and  fearlefs :  knowledge  is  al¬ 
ways  cautious  and  circumfpecl*.  The  firft, 
amidft  much  mifchief,  boafts  now  and  then 
a  random  cure  :  the  other,  though  adtive 
when  there  is  a  profpedt  of  fuccefs,  is  fre¬ 
quently  reftrained  by  the  fear  of  doing  harm. 

A  a  2  At 
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At  the  fame  time,  by  this  caution,  and  a 
proper  view  of  the  bounds  of  the  art,  the 
rational  practitioner  enjoys  much  fecret  fatis- 
faCtion,  and  has  frequently,  in  his  turn, 
ample  caufe  of  triumph  over  empiricifm. 
The  preceding  hiftory  might  illuftrate  and 
juftify  this  remark.  The  cafe  in  itfelf  was 
clearly  incurable  from  the  beginning.  The 
opinion  of  fo  me  at  leaft  of  the  moft  eminent 
in  the  profefllon,  was  given,  and  repeated, 
from  time  to  time,  with  fteadinefs ;  and  no 
lucrative  view  could  be  fufpeCted  to  warp 
their  judgment,  or  influence  their  atten¬ 
dance  :  yet,  even  in  this  cafe,  empiricks  of 
all  kinds  were  prefled  upon  hjm,  who 
tempted  and  tortured  him  with  vain  pro- 
mifles.  They  underftood  no  more  of  the 
cafe,  than  that  it  was  thought  defperate  ; 
they  knew  they  could  lofe  no  reputation  $ 
they  were  confcious  they  could  not  feel  re- 
morfe  5  and  were  deflrous,  at  all  events,  of 
being  in  fortune’s  way.  A  foreigner  infinu- 
ated  that  it  was  a  cafe  which  Englifli  fur- 
geons  did  not  under ftand,  and  prefled  warm¬ 
bathing  with  the  Montpelier  method  of  cur¬ 
ing  the  pox.  A  quack  recommended  his 
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pill,  which  he  faid  was  fo  peculiarly  adapted 
to  inward  fwellings,  that  none  of  them  could 
withftand  its  operation*  An  old  woman 
would  engage  to  cure  him  with  her  herb- 
pultice,  which,  die  faid,  though  (he  was 
turned  of  threefcore  and  feven  years,  had 
never  once  failed  her  in  fuch  a  cafe  ;  and  the 
poor  man  could  not  help  having  a  partiality 
for  the  remedy,  when  die  protefted  there 
were  above  thirty  herbs  in  the  competition, 
and  that  die  gathered  them  all  with  her  own 
hands.  Another,  who  knew  that  an  Aneu- 
ryfm  is  feldom  curable  by  other  means, 
propofed  the  operation  :  but  the  patient  was 
prevailed  upon  to  rejedt  the  propofal,  when 
he  underflood  that  it  mud:  be  a  very  painful 
operation,  and  that  he  could  not  expedt  that 
his  life  would  be  comfortable,  after  the  great 
artery  was  tied  fo  near  the  heart.

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XXVIII.  A  Letter  from  Dr.  John  Fother- 
gill,  to  the  Medical  Society ,  concerning  an 
Aftringent  Gum  brought  from  Africa, 

IN  hopes  that  fome  of  your  correfpondents 
may  have  it  in  their  power  to  procure  us 
a  drug,  which,  from  a  few  tryals  already 
made  of  it,  promifes  great  advantage  to  the 
publick  5  I  take  the  liberty  to  fend  the  fol¬ 
lowing  defcription  and  account  of  it. 

It  is  a  hard  brittle  gum,  of  a  deep  red  or 
almoft  black  colour,  and  opake  $  except  the 
very  minute  fragments  of  it,  which  appear 
like  bits  of  garnett,  red  and  tranfparent. 

It  has  no  fmell  ;  but,  applied  to  the 
tongue,  it  foon  difcovers  a  ftrong,  but  grate¬ 
ful  aftringency ;  and  great  part  of  it  diffolves 
readily  in  the  mouth,  with  fomewhat  of  a 
mucilaginous  fweetnefs,  joined  with  its 
ftypticity.  When  it  is  coarfely  powdered, 
and  thrown  into  water,  about  five  or  fix 
parts  in  feven,  as  near  as  I  can  guefs,  foon 
diffolve,  and  communicate  a  deep  red  colour, 
and  a  ftrong  aftringent  tafte  to  the  water  : 
moft  of  what  remains  undiflolved  appears  to 

be 
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be  refinous.  This  gum  differs  from  the  red 
lumps  of  the  common  gum  fenega,  in  being 
much  more  brittle  5  and  from  the  Sanguis 
Draconis  of  the  {hops*  in  diffolving  in  wa, 
ter ;  and  from  both,  in  having  fo  remark¬ 
able  a  ftypticity  when  tafted. 

Its  external  appearance,  indeed,  is  fo  much 
like  that  of  the  genuine  or  unmanufactured 
dragons  blood ,  that  a  good  judge  may  eafily 
be  deceived  thereby  ;  but  its  aftringent  tafle 
and  folubility  in  water  manifeft  an  effential 
difference. 

I  have  had  fpecimens  fent  me  of  an  opake 
reddifli  gum,  but  feemingly  the  produce  of 
a  very  different  tree,  'as  it  does  not  d.iffolve 
fo  readily  in  water  as  the  former,  and  its 
tafte  is  bitter  and  auftere. 

The  firft  time  I  had  any  intimation  of  the 
gum  I  have  been  defcribing,  was  in  a  con¬ 
futation  with  the  late  Dr.  Oldfield,  on  ac¬ 
count  of  an  obftinate  chronical  diarrhoea ,  in 
which  feveral  efficacious  medicines  had  been 
ufed  in  vain.  On  this  occafion  the  doftor 
one  day  mentioned  the  good  effects  he  had 
met  with  in  fome  fuch  cafes  from  a  gum, 
which  he  called  the  true  gum  fenegal ,  and 

A  a  4  defcribed 
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defcribed  it  to  be  of  a  deep  red  colour,  a 
fweetifh  aftringent  tafte,  and  brittle. 

As  I  was  at  that  time  intent  upon  collect¬ 
ing  and  examining  whatever  had  relation  to 
the  materia  medica ,  I  inquired  for  fuch  a 
gum  amongft  the  moft  confiderable  dealers 
and  importers,  but  met  with  nothing  that 
anfwered  the  doctor’s  defcription. 

A  few  years  after  this,  in  my  return  from 
Scarborough,  I  called  upon  an  eminent 
druggift  at  York,  who,  amongft  other  curi¬ 
ous  parcels  of  drugs,  fhewed  me  the  gum 
above  defcribed,  for  fome  of  the  fineft  dra¬ 
gon’s  blood,  or  fanguis  draconis  off.  he  had 
ever  feen. 

Upon  tailing  it,  I  foon  difcovered  it  was 
very  different  from  any  kind  of  dragon’s 
blood  yet  known,  and  indeed  that  it  ought 
not  to  be  ranged  under  that  name,  as  it  was, 
for  the  moft  part,  aqueous,  manifeftly  aftrin¬ 
gent,  and  mucilaginous  ;  from  which  cir- 
cumftances,  and  its  external  appearance,  I 
judged  it  was  the  gum  that  Dr.  Oldfield 
had  defcribed  to  me  under  the  title  of  the 
true  gum  fenegal ,  though  I  think  there  is 
good  reafon  to  objeft  to  this  appellation,  as 

the 
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the  little  we  have  yet  received  comes  prin¬ 
cipally  from  the  river  Gambia,  and  the  com¬ 
mon  gum  fenegal  has  been  in  poffeffion  of 
that  name,  fo  far  as  appears  to  me,  from 
its  firft  difcovery.  * 

The  gentleman  who  fhewed  me  this  drug, 
informed  me,  he  had  purchafed  it  on  board 
a  Guinea  fhip  at  Hull :  the  whole  parcel 
but  amounted  to  a  few  pounds ;  all  which 
he  bought,  and  fold  to  the  moft  curious  of 
his  cuftomers,  as  a  rare  fort  of  the  true  dra¬ 
gon’s  blood. 

This  information  induced  me  to  look  into 
the  books  of  fome  of  the  later  African  tra¬ 
vellers,  in  one  of  which,  viz.  Moore  s  tra - 
veils  into  the  inland  parts  of  Africa  >  we  have 
the  following  accounts  of  it.  In  a  letter  of 
inftructions  from  the  governor  of  James 
fort,  in  the  mouth  of  the  river  Gambia,  to 
our  author  at  Brucoe,  a  fadlory  up  this  ri¬ 
ver,  dated  May  27,  1733,  is  the  following 
paragraph,  p.  113,  edit.  2d. 

<c  There 

*  If  a  name  was  to  be  given  to  the  drug  in  queftion, 
it  may  not  be  improper  to  call  it  Gummi  Ruhr  urn 
Apr  in  gens  Gambienfe . 
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cc  There  is  a  red  liquor  that  bleeds  plen- 
<c  tifully  from  the  bark  of  a  tree  called  *pau 
cc  de  fangue>  upon  incifion,  and  in  little 
<c  time,  hardens  to  the  confidence  of  gum, 
<c  which  is  of  great  value ;  and  therefore 
“  you  are  defired  to  ufe  your  utmoft  to  pro- 
<c  cure  large  quantities  of  it. 

In  reply  to  this,  our  author  writes,  the 
next  month,  to  the  governor  as  follows. 

ic  I  have  fent  a  piece  of  gum,  which  I 
<c  believe  was  taken  from  the  pau  de  fangue ; 
cc  I  defire  you  will  pleafe  to  examine  it,  and 
“  let  me  know  if  it  is  the  right  fort  -y  becaufe, 
<c  if  it  is,  I  will  do  my  utmoft  to  procure 
cc  large  quantities  of  it.”  And  gives  this 
further  account  of  it  at  p.  148.  <c  I  had 
<c  always  the  utmoft  regard  to  all  their  (the 
<c  diredtors)  orders,  and  therefore  applied 
<c  myfelf  to  inquire  after  any  new  kind  of 
iC  goods  that  could  be  had,  particularly  gum, 
cc  the  fame  having  been  repeated  to  me  by 
<c  Mr.  Hull  (governor  of  James  fort)  I  fent 
cc  him  a  fample  from  Brucoe,  as  I  mention- 
<c  ed  before,  which  proved  gum  dragon. 
«c  I  drove  to  get  more  of  that  kind,  but  it 

€C  be- 

*  The  word  pau  Teems  to  be  a  corruption  of  the 
Portuguefe  pah ,  fignifying  wood. 
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s  being  a  new  thing,  the  natives  could  not 
*  be  prevailed  upon  to  follow  it,  fo  as  to 
f  bring  in  any  quantities  5  for  they  would 
c  bring  me  in  all  kinds  of  gum,  ten  or 
c  twelve  pounds  at  a  time,  which  I  picked, 
c  and  did  not  find,  perhaps,  above  two 
c  pounds  of  gum  dragon  in  that  quantity  : 
c  the  reft  was  like  gum  fenega,  but  not  fo 
c  good. 

<c  Gum  dragon  comes  out  of  a  tree  (adds 
c  our  author)  called  pau  de  fangue ,  which 
c  has  a  very  rough  bark ;  upon  wounding 
c  of  it,  it  fweats  out  in  drops  like  blood  ; 
c  which  joining  together,  and  being  dried 
c  by  the  fun,  congeals  into  lumps.  I  have 
c  had  fome  as  large  as  pullets  eggs. 

Perhaps  it  may  be  mentioned  by  other 
writers  ->  but  this  account  I  think  fufficient 
to  direft  any  perfon,  into  whofe  hands  your 
collection  may  come,  and  who  may  have 
occafion  to  traffick  in  that  part  of  the  world, 
to  make  proper  enquiries  after  it. 

You  will  obferve,  from  the  inftruCtions 
given  to  our  author,  that  at  leaft  fome  ex¬ 
pectations  had  been  formed  of  its  ufeful- 
nefs ;  and  indeed,  from  the  trials  that  have 
been  made,  from  its  fenfible  qualities,  and 

Dr. 
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Dr.  Oldfield’s  experience,  I  cannot  but  think 
it  an  article  worth  inquiring  after,  as  it  may 
in  time  become  a  valuable  addition  to  the 
materia  medica ,  as  well  as  of  fome  little  be¬ 
nefit  in  commerce,  and  perhaps  in  colouring 
likewife. 

The  diftempers  in  which  this  drug  feems 
to  promife  fome  advantage,  are,  in  particu¬ 
lar,  habitual  diarrhoeas ,  jluor  albus ,  immo¬ 
derate  menftrual  difcharges ;  and,  in  gene¬ 
ral,  all  fuch  difeafes  as  proceed  from 
laxity  and  acrimony. 
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XXIX.  The  cure  of  the  Lues  Venerea  the 
Mercurius  Corrofivus  Sublimatus  commu¬ 
nicated  to  a  Member  of  the  Medical  Society 
by  Abraham  Gordon,  Surgeon  Major  to  the 
Third  Regiment  of  Foot ,  commanded  by 
Colonel  Howard.

Plymouth,  February  18,  1757. 
Sir, 

IN  compliance  with  your  requeft,  I  fend 
you  a  particular  account  of  our  method 
of  giving  the  folution  of  the  Mercurius  Gor - 
rojivus  Sublimatus  for  the  cure  of  the  Lues 
Venerea ,  and  of  the  fuccefs  we  have  had  in 
our  regiment,  fince  I  firft  began  that  pradtice. 

In  the  month  of  Auguft  laft,  whilft  the 
troops  were  incamped  at  Shroton  in  Dorfet- 
fhire,  and  at  a  time  when  we  had  a  great 
number  of  venereal  cafes,  with  little  accom¬ 
modation  for  falivating,  Dr.  Pringle  recom¬ 
mended  to  the  regimental  furgeons  a  method 
of  curing  this  diftemper,  which  he  told  us 
had  firft  been  brought  into  regular  practice 
by  the  learned  Baron  Van  Swieten,  phyfician 
to  the  court  of  Vienna,  That  this  method  con*- 

fifted 
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filled  in  giving  the  corrofive  fublimate  dif- 
folved  in  malt  fpirits,  or  (what  he  imagined 
to  be  the  fame)  in  French  brandy,  or  the 
common  melafles  fpirits  of  the  country,  in 
the  proportion  of  one  grain  of  the  mercury 
to  two  ounces  of  the  fpirits.  That  M.  Van 
Swieten’s  dofe  was  from  a  common  fpoon- 
ful,  or  half  an  ounce,  to  two  fpoonfuls,  or 
an  ounce,  twice  a  day,  adjufting  the  quan¬ 
tity  to  the  ftrength  of  the  patient,  and  viru¬ 
lence  of  the  difeafe.  That  the  operation 
was  commonly  by  fweat  or  urine,  and  efpe- 
cially  when  the  medicine  proved  moft  fuc- 
cefsful.  That  the  folution  was  to  be  con¬ 
tinued  as  long  as  any  of  the  fymptoms  re¬ 
mained  ;  and  that,  during  the  cure,  the 
patient  fhould  ufe  a  low  or  fpare  diet,  and 
drink  plenty  of  barley  water, with  alittle  milk, 
or  fome  fuch  diluting  liquor.  To  thefe  rules 
of  M.  Van  Swieten,  Dr.  Pringle  added  fome 
cautions  and  directions  fuited  to  the  circum- 
ftances  of  our  men  \  and,  upon  this  founda¬ 
tion,  I,  and  fome  other  furgeons  then  in 
camp,  immediately  began  this  practice  in 
our  feverai  field-hofpitals. 


I  (hall 
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I  fhall  firft  relate  the  cafes  from  my  notes, 
and  then  make  fome  general  remarks  upon 
all  fuch  as  were  treated  in  this  way. 

C  A  S  E  I. 

W.  C.  aged  28  Years,  had  been,  fome 
time  before  the  infection,  fubjedt  to  a  fpit- 
ting  of  blood.  A  virulent  running  had  been 
fuddenly  ftopt,  and,  fome  time  after,  a  ve¬ 
nereal  ulcer  appeared  in  his  throat.  He 
began  the  medicine  on  the  25th  of  Auguft, 
and  took  one  fpoonful,  (viz.  half  an  ounce 
in  meafure)  morning  and  evening.  On  the 
3d  of  September,  I  found  the  ulcer  much 
contracted,  and  looking  clean.  On  the  9th 
of  the  fame  month,  the  ulcer  was  almoft 
healed  up.  On  the  15th,  the  patient  was 
quite  well,  and  had  taken  the  folution  only 
once  a  day  for  the  four  laid  days.  In  a  few 
days  he  was  fent  to  camp,  and  never  return¬ 
ed  to  the  hofpital. 

CASE  II. 

H.  L.  aged  2 1  years,  had  foul  ulcers  on 

the  glans  and  prepuce,  with  a  phymojis  and 
warts.  He  began  the  medicines  three  or  four 
'  days 
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days  later  than  the  above  patient,  and  took 
the  folution  in  the  fame  way.  On  the  3d 
of  September,  all  the  venereal  fymptoms 
were  gone  but  the  warts,  which  were  fnipt 
off,  and  the  roots  deftroyed  by  a  cauftic. 
On  the  9th  of  September  he  continued  wellt 
and  therefore  took  the  medicine  only  once  a 
day,  for  a  few  days  longer.  On  the  15th 
he  went  to  camp  in  perfect  health. 

CASE  III. 

M.  S.  aged  27  years,  had  an  ulcer  on 
the  glans,  and  venereal  fcabs  on  his  thighs 
and  legs.  He  began  the  medicine  on  the  25th 
of  Auguft,  and  took  a  fpoonful  twice  a  day. 
On  the  9th  of  September,  the  ulcer  was 
healed,  and  the  fcabs  almoft  gone.  On  the 
3  5th,  the  fcabs  were  entirely  gone,  and  he 
continued  the  medicine  only  two  or  thre^ 
days  longer.  On  the  2 1  ft  he  went  to  camp, 
and  never  returned  to  the  hofpital. 

CASE  IV. 

R.  W.  aged  25  years,  had  fcabs  on  both 
his  legs,  which  had  a  venereal  appearance  j 
but,  at  that  time,  there  was  no  other  fymp- 
:  ;  tom. 
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tom.  For  fome  time  before,  he  had  been 
troubled  with  a  cough  and  fpitting  of  blood. 
After  taking  the  medicine  for  a  week,  (two 
fpoonfuls  every  day)  the  courfe  was  inter¬ 
rupted  by  his  catching  a  freffi  cold  ;  and  as 
he  complained  of  a  pain  in  his  breaft,  with 
a  difficulty  of  breathing,  he  loft  about  fixteen 
ounces  of  blood.  On  the  1 5th  of  Septem¬ 
ber,  the  fcabs  were  quite  gone,  though  he 
had  taken  no  more  of  any  mercurial. 

CASE  V. 

\ 

J.  A.  aged  19  years,  had  been  falivated 
in  one  of  the  London  hofpitals,  about  three 
months  before.  He  returned  to  the  regi¬ 
ment  with  a  fpreading  ulcer  from  a  bubo, 
that  had  never  clofed  fince  his  falivation. 
He  had  alfo  an  excoriation  around  the  fcro - 
turn ,  and  fwelled  tefticles.  After  taking  the 
folution  for  ten  or  twelve  days,  (viz.  a  fpoon- 
ful  twice  a  day)  the  ulcer  was  quite  healed, 
the  fwelling  of  the  tefticles  reduced,  and 
the  excoriation  lefs  ;  without  any  external 
application  but  dry  dreffings.  In  nine¬ 
teen  days  he  was  quite  well  in  every  re- 
fpedt :  however  he  continued  the  medicine, 
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once  a  day,  for  a  week  longer.  He  began 
on  the  9th  of  September,  and,  on  the  3d  of 
Odober,  he  went  to  camp,  and  has  never 
complained  fince. 

CASE  VI. 

J.  E.  aged  22  years,  had  a  bubo  that 
was  come  to  fuppuration,  and  feveral  ulcers 
on  the  glans.  I  opened  the  bubo,  and  then 
began  to  give  him  the  medicine  (a  fpoonful 
twice  a  day)  in  the  lalt  week  of  Auguft# 
On  the  3d  of  September,  the  ulcer  of  the 
bubo  began  to  contrad,  and  the  ulcers  of 
the  glans  were  quite  healed.  On  the  9th  of 
September,  no  venereal  fymptoms  remained, 
though  nothing  but  dry  dreffings  were  ap¬ 
plied.  He  continued  the  medicine,  once  a 
day,  for  a  week  longer.  On  the  19th,  he 
went  to  camp  perfedly  well. 

CASE  VII.'  • 

J,  J.  aged  52  years,  had  a  {hanker  on 
one  part  of  the  prepuce,  and  a  hardnefs  on 
another,  accompanied  with  a  phymojis.  On 
the  3d  of  September,  he  had  taken  the  folu- 
tion  a  week  (a  fpoonful  twice  a  day)  and

was  almoft  well.  On  the  9th,  no  venereal 
lymptoms  remained,  but  he  ftill  continued 
the  medicine  for  a  week  longer.  On  the 
15th,  he  went  to  camp  in  perfedl  health. 

CASE  VIII. 

J.  R.  aged  17  years,  of  a  flender  make, 
and  delicate  complexion,  had  feveral  ulcers 
around  the  prepuce,  with  a  virulent  running. 
He  took  a  fpoonful  of  the  folution  twice  a 
day  (being  the  fame  dofe  with  all  the  for¬ 
mer)  but  foon  began  to  fpit,  and  upon  that 
accident  the  courfe  was  ftopt.  On  the 
3d  of  September,  he  had  fpit  about  a  week, 
and  the  ulcers  were  entirely  gone.  On  the 
15th,  he  was  free  from  any  venereal  fymp- 
tom,  though  he  had  taken  no  more  of  the 
medicine,  nor  fpit  for  fome  days.

CASE  IX. 

R.  S.  26  years  of  age,  had  a  pky?no/isy 
and  fhankers  around  the  infide  of  the  pre¬ 
puce  For  thefe  fymptoms  he  was  put  into 
a  falivation  by  undtion,  and  fpit  for  about 
three  weeks,  without  being  confiderably 
better.  This  courfe  was  therefore  ftopt,  and, 
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when  his  fpitting  ceafed,  he  got  the  folu- 
tion  in  the  ufual  dofe.  After  taking  it  nine 
days,  the  hardnefs  of  the  (hankers  was  gone, 
and  the  phymojis  quite  reduced.  On  the 
19th  of  September,  viz.  four  days  after, 
the  patient  was  entirely  free  from  any  fymp- 
tom  of  the  difeafe,  but  too  weak  to  go  to 
camp ;  as  his  ftrength  had  been  fo  much  im¬ 
paired  by  the  falivation  he  had  undergone, 
before  he  began  the  new  medicine. 

CASE  X. 

J.  N.  21  years  of  age,  had  been  put  in¬ 
to  a  falivation,  for  about  a  fortnight,  for  a 
fmall  bubo  and  (hankers.  None  of  the 
fymptoms  difappearing,  I  ftopt  the  above 
courfe,  gave  him  the  folution  in  the  ufual 
dofe,  and  he  perfedly  recovered  in  fifteen 
days. 

It  is  to  be  obferved,  that  in  all  the  prece¬ 
ding  cafes,  the  folution  was  only  given  to 
one  fpoonful  twice  a  day.  The  fpoon  held 
precifely  half  an  ounce,  apothecary’s  mea- 
fure,  and  was  probably  equal  to  Baron  Van 
Swietens  lead  dofe,  for  he  makes  no  men¬ 
tion  of  any  meafure  but  a  fpoon. 


Dr. 
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Dr.  Pringle,  finding  the  operation  of  the 
medicine  fo  mild,  thought  proper  to  try  the 
full  dofe  5  for  though  he  had  met  with  no 
difappointmentin  our  hofpital  from  fo  fmall  a 
quantity,  yet  he  believed  that  the  fymptoms 
might  yield  fooner  to  a  larger,  which  was  ac¬ 
cordingly  tryed  on  the  following  patients. 

CASE  XI. 

J.  W.  27  years  old,  had  been  faliva- 
ted.  Six  months  after,  a  bubo  had  ap¬ 
peared,  which  the  patient  himfelf  had  re¬ 
pelled,  by  rubbing  in  fome  mercurial  oint¬ 
ment.  When  he  applied  to  me,  he  had  fe- 
veral  fhankers  with  hard  lips,  and  excoria¬ 
tions  on  the  penis .  I  gave  him  the  folution 
in  the  ufual  dofe,  viz.  a  fpoonful  night  and 
morning.  He  began  the  medicine  on  the 
1 2th  of  September ;  on  the  19th  he  was  bet¬ 
ter,  and  continued  taking  the  folution  till 
the  24th,  in  the  ordinary  dofe.  He  then  be¬ 
gan  to  take  two  fpoonfuls  twice  a  day.  This 
large  quantity  did  not  make  him  fick,  but 
made  him  fweat  confiderably  more  in  the 
night,  and  like  wife  greatly  increafed  his 
urine.  It  gave  him  but  one  or  two  ftools 
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a  day.  By  the  9th  of  Odtober,  he  was  quite 
well. 

CASE  XII. 

J.  H.  29  years  old,  had  an  ulcer  on  the 
glans,  with  a  bad  phymojis.  Some  time  be¬ 
fore,  the  fame  perfon  had  a  bubo,  which 
had  difappeared  upon  his  taking  feveral  dofes 
of  calomel  in  an  alterative  way.  After  he 
had  taken  two  fpoonfuls  of  the  folution  twice 
a  day,  for  two  days,  I  obferved  that  he  was 
already  better.  He  fweated  greatly  in  the 
nights,  and  made  a  very  large  quantity  of 
urine  after  he  began  his  courfe.  In  1 5  days 
he  was  quite  cured,  and  then  went  to  do 
duty  in  camp. 

CASE  XIII. 

C.  N.  25  years  old,  came  to  the  hofpi- 
tal,  on  the  28th  of  September,  with  two 
hard  buboes  of  three  or  four  months  ftand*- 
ing.  He  took  two  fpoonfuls  of  the  folution 
twice  a  day.  After  taking  eight  dofes  of 
the  medicine,  I  found  the  tumors  beginning 
to  difcufs,  and  the  patient  told  me  he  had 
lefs  pain.  He  fweat  greatly  a  nights,  and 

made 
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made  large  quantities  of  urine.  He  never 
was  qualmifh.  By  the  4th  of  October,  he 
was  quite  well,  and  took  no  more  of  the 
medicine.  On  the  10th,  he  went  to  camp 
quite  found. 

CASE  XIV. 

W.  B.  26  years  old,  had  a  bubo  with  a 
fluctuation  of  matter :  I  incouraged  the  fup- 
puration,  and  opened  the  tumor  by  a  cauftic ; 
then  gave  him  two  fpoonfuls  of  the  folution 
twice  a  day.  He  took  the  medicine  four 
days.  The  digeftion  was  confiderable.  He 
fweated  much  a  nights,  and  made  a  great 
quantity  of  urine.  He  continued  the  courfe 
for  twelve  days,  about  which  time  we 
broke  up  camp.  Our  regiment  had  up¬ 
wards  of  140  miles  to  march  to  their  win¬ 
ter  quarters  at  Plymouth,  during  which  time 
he  took  no  medicine.  I  was  apprehenfive 
the  march  would  have  made  him  worfe ; 
but,  before  we  got  to  our  journey's  end,  I 
found  both  him,  and  feveral  others,  quite 
well,  who  had  fet  out  with  fome  little 
remains  of  their  diforder.  By  what  I 
could  learn  from  the  men  themfeives,  the 
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fecretion  by  the  kidneys  had  continued, 
in  large  quantities,  for  fome  days  after  they 
had  left  off  the  mercurial. 

CASE  XV. 

J.  H.  29  years  old,  had  a  very  bad  phy- 
mojis ,  and  feveral  venereal  fcabs  all  around 
the  Jcrotum .  We  began  the  20th  of  No¬ 
vember  to  give  him  two  fpoonfuls  of  the  fo- 
Jution  twice  a  day.  On  the  29th  he  was  con- 
fiderably  better.  By  the  2d  of  December, 
moft  of  the  fcabs  had  fallen  off,  and  his  phy- 
mojis  was  fo  much  reduced,  that  he  could  get 
the  prepuce  back.  He  continued  his  me¬ 
dicine  till  the  9th  of  December,  though  all 
his  venereal  fymptoms  had  fo  far  difappeared 
by  the  6th,  that  I  might  have  pronounced 
him  quite  well  on  that  day. 

CASE  XVI. 

J.  J.  22  years  old,  had  feveral  {bankers 
around  the  prepuce,  a  bubo,  and  a  very 
virulent  running.  When  I  faw  him,  the 
bubo  did  not  look  as  if  it  would  fuppu- 
rate  :  therefore  I  gave  him  two  fpoonfuls  of 
the  folution  twice  a  day.  He  began  taking

it  on  the  10th  of  December  ;  on  the  14th, 
the  bubo  was  quite  difcuffed,  the  fhankers 
looked  cleaner,  and  the  running  had  a  better 

appearance,  both  as  to  colour  and  confift- 

* 

ence.  On  the  24th  of  December,  he  had 
no  complaint  but  of  a  fmall  running,  which 
was  flopped  by  two  or  three  dofes  of  rhu¬ 
barb,  made  into  a  bolus  with  half,  capivi . 
On  the  29th  he  was  perfectly  cured,  and 
difcharged  from  our  hofpital. 

CASE  XVII. 

J.  C.  19  Years  of  age,  had  two  buboes,  a 
fhymojs  and  a  virulent  running.  As  the  tu¬ 
mors  were  not  far  advanced,  I  began  to 
give  him  the  folution  as  foon  as  he  ap¬ 
plied  to  me,  which  was  on  the  25th  of 
December :  he  took  two  fpoonfuls  night  and 
morning.  On  the  2d  of  January,  the  buboes 
were  quite  difcuffed,  the  phymojis  fomewhat 
reduced,  but  the  running  {till  continued  of 
a  bad  colour.  On  the  8th,  the  phymojis  was 
fo  much  better  that  he  could  uncover  the 
glans.  On  the  14th,  he  was  intirely  free 
from  any  remains  of  the  difeafe,  except  a 
fmall  running  which  was  clear  and  ropey. 

I  gave 
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I  gave  him  no  more  of  the  folution,  but 
made  him  injed,  with  the  following  mix¬ 
ture,  twice  a  day.

After  ufing  this  for  three  or  four  days,  the 
gleet  ftopt.  He  made  all  along  a  great  deal 
„  of  urine,  and  fweated  a  nights. 

CASE  XVIII. 

W.  M.  23  years  of  age,  of  a  robuft  make, 
had  feveral  ulcers  around  the  glans,  a  very 
virulent  running,  and  great  pain  in  making 
water.  On  the  29th  of  December,  I  took 
about  a  pound  of  blood  from  his  arm,  began 
with  two  fpoonfuls  of  the  folution  that 
evening,  and  repeated  the  fame  quantity 
afterwards  twice  a  day.  On  the  6th  of  Ja¬ 
nuary,  the  ulcers  began  to  look  clean,  and 
he  felt  lefs  pain  in  making  water.  On  the 
1 2th,  the  ulcers  were  intirely  healed,  and 
the  virulence  of  the  running  was  greatly 
abated.  He  continued  the  mixture  till  the 
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,  * 

1 6th  of  January  ;  and  then  I  ordered  him 
the  fame  injection  as  the  former.  On  the 
19th,  his  running  had  quite  left  him,  and 
he  was  then  perfedtly  cured. 

CASE  XIX. 

N.  A.  31  years  old,  had  feveral  fhankers 
on  the  prepuce,  with  hard  lips,  and  a  bubo. 
He  began,  on  the  ift  of  January,  to  take 
two  fpoonfuis  of  the  folution  twice  a  day. 
On  the  7  th,  the  bubo  was  quite  difcufled, 
and  the  fhankers  looked  much  better.  On. 
the  9th,  the  hardnefs  from  the  fhankers  was 
reduced,  and  the  patient  found  himfelf  fen- 
fibly  better.  On  the  13  th,  there  remained 
no  venereal  fymptoms.  He  continued  his 
medicine  till  the  15th  of  January,  and  then 
was  difcharged  from  the  hofpital,  cured,

CASE  XX. 

J.  S.  29  years  of  age,  had  feveral  fhankers 
around  the  prepuce,  and  venereal  fcabs  all 
about  the  fcrotum .  He  began  to  take  two 
fpoonfuis  of  the  folution  on  the  4th  of  Ja¬ 
nuary,  and  continued  the  fame  (twice  a  day) 
till  the  7th,  when  the  courfe  was  interrupted 

by 
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by  his  catching  cold.  On  the  12th,  he  be¬ 
gan  to  take  the  mixture  again  as  before.  On 
the  17th,  the  fcabs  were  falling  off,  and  the 
fhankers  a  good  deal  contracted.  On  the 
2 1  ft,  he  had  no  remains  of  any  venereal 
fymptom  $  though  he  ftill  continued  the 
mixture  till  the  24th  of  January,  and  was 
then  difcharged  the  hofpital  in  perfeCt 
health. 

I  could  tranfcribe  feveral  other  cafes  from 
my  notes ;  but  as  they  are  fimilar  to  thofe 
I  have  already  related,  I  (hall  not  trouble 
you  with  any  more,  but  proceed  to  make 
fome  general  remarks,  which  may  be  of  ufe 
to  fuch  as  are  willing  to  try  this  medicine. 

I  muft  obferve,  that  the  men,  who  have 
taken  the  folution  for  thefe  two  months 
paft,  have  not  fweated  fo  profufely  as  they 
did  during  the  warm  weather  laft  autumn  ; 
but  the  venereal  fymptoms  have  always  dis¬ 
appeared  in  the  coldeft  months,  by  continu¬ 
ing  the  medicine,  with  the  difference  of 
only  four  or  five  days  longer. 

In  repeating  experiments  of  any  kind,  we 
are  feldom  fo  fuccefsful  as  the  inventors. 
However,  in  thefe  tryals,  nothing  could 
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anfwer  better  for,  of  about  thirty  five  cafes 
which  were  cured  in  our  regiment,  not 
one  of  the  men  have  relapfed.  Further, 
by  the  accounts  I  have  lately  had  from  Mr. 
Boyd,  furgeon  to  colonel  Kingfley’s  regi¬ 
ment,  I  find  that  no  cafe  (out  of  a  great 
number  that  have  been  treated  by  him  in 
that  corps)  has  proved  rebellious  to  the 
medicine. 

Upon  the  whole  therefore,  as  I  have 
the  fatisfadtion  to  find  that  the  cures  have 
hitherto  flood  good,  I  believe  I  may  ven¬ 
ture  to  pronounce,  that  the  Baron  Van 
Swieten’s  method  of  treating  the  Lues  Vene¬ 
rea,  is  far  preferable  to  that  by  falivation  ; 
whether  we  confider  the  fpeedinefs,  the 
fafety,  or  the  eafinefs  of  the  courfe,  and  the 
condition  of  the  body  after  the  cure.  And 
with  regard  to  other  mercurial  alteratives, 
(though  I  think  this  medicine  cannot  be 
called  fuch,  as  having  almoft  always  fome 
fenfible  operation)  I  muft  own,  that  after 
having  tried  feveral,  and  hearing  the  accounts 
of  others,  who  have  had  a  good  deal  of  this 
kind  of  practice,  I  have  found  none  that  I 

could 
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could  fo  much  confide  in,  as  in  the  fubli- 
mate  ufed  in  this  manner. 

I  have  fometimes  prepared  the  medicine 
with  French  brandy,  but  moftly  with  me- 
lafles  fpirits ;  and,  as  both  thefe  folvents  af¬ 
forded  fome  fmall  fediment,  I  always  thought 
proper  to  fhake  the  bottle  every  time,  before 
the  dofe  was  adminiftred. 

A  few  of  the  men  were  gently  purged  by 
the  folution,  in  the  beginning  of  the  courfe  ; 
but  that  evacuation  never  continued  after  the 
third,  or  fourth  day  ;  the  chief  operation 
being  by  urine,  and  fweating  a  nights.  The 
diuretic  and  fudorific  qualities  were  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  the  dofe.  A  few  were  a  lit¬ 
tle  qualmifh  with  their  morning  dofe  ;  but 
this  laft  circumftance  only  happened  when 
I  firft  began  to  give  the  medicine.  When 
I  doubled  the  dofe,  viz.  by  giving  the  two  * 
fpoonfuls  twice  a  day,  I  did  not  find  that  the 
qualmilhnefs  increafed  in  proportion  to  the 
quantity. 

Their  diet  was  generally  as  follows.  For 
breakfaft,  water-gruel ;  for  dinner,  broth, with 
a  little  boiled  meat,  not  above  five  or  fix  ounces 
in  quantity;  for  fupper,  milk  porridge.  Barley 

water 
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water  to  drink  at  pleafure  ->  and  the  patients 
were  defired  to  ufe  from  one  quart  to  two 
every  day.  Milk  and  water  was  given  them 
at  firft,  but  the  milk  at  the  camp  foon  be¬ 
came  too  dear  for  common  ufe.  As  we  had 
a  garden  belonging  to  our  regimental  hof- 
pital,  I  allowed  my  patients  to  be  as  much 
in  it  as  they  pleafed  in  the  day  time,  and 
only  forbid  them  going  out  of  the  hofpital 
bounds,  to  prevent  drinking,  and  other  ir¬ 
regularities.  No  malt  liquor  was  allowed. 
No  preparation  was  made,  if  the  patients 
were  not  feverifh,  and  had  no  inflammatory 
fymptom ;  but  in  thefe  circumftances,  or  in 
that  of  a  phymojis ,  we  found  it  necefiary  to 
begin  with  bleeding,  but  not  to  purge  at  all. 

As  for  the  chirurgical  part,  it  was  very 
Ample.  The  chief  point  requifite,  was  to 
keep  the  fores  clean,  and  to  wafh  them  with 
the  following  mixture.

With  this  I  ufed  to  wafh  the  ulcers  two  or 
three  times  a  day :  and,  in  the  cafe  of  a  phy- 
mo/is,  thq  fame  was  injected  betwixt  the  pre- 
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Jh 

puce  and  glans,  with  a  fyringe.  When  I 
could  get  at  the  part  affected,  I  frequently 
applied  fome  lint,  with  a  little  mercurial 
ointment. 

If  the  phymojis  is  fo  bad,  that,  after  bleed¬ 
ing  and  taking  the  medicine  for  fome  days, 
there  is  no  appearance  of  the  forefkin  yield¬ 
ing,  it  may  be  prefumed  that  the  virulence 
of  the  fores  within  keeps  up  the  inflamma¬ 
tion  ;  and,  for  that  reafon,  it  will  very  much 
haften  the  cure  to  flit  up  the  prepuce  the 
whole  length,  in  order  to  come  at  the  ulcers, 
which  are  to  be  cleanfed  and  drefled  in  the 
manner  diredted.  This  operation  is  attended 
with  no  inconvenience ;  for  if  the  fmall  ar¬ 
tery,  continued  from  the  upper  part  of  the 
penis y  is  cut,  the  cure  will  be  the  more 
fpeedy,  by  the  plentiful  bleeding  of  the 
wound. 

But  if  the  phymcfis  has  continued  fo  long 
as  that  the  prepuce  has  become  thick  and 
fcirrhous,  it  will  be  in  vain  to  expedt  any 
refolution  of  this  induration,  or  the  cure 
of  the  difeafe,  whilfl:  the  glans  may  be  fup- 
pofed  to  be  in  an  ulcerous  ftate.  In  which 
cafe,  the  whole  prepuce  mu  ft  be  cut  off ; 

for 
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for  a  Ample  incifion  will  not  be  fufficient. 

In  our  hofpital,  no  cafe  of  this  kind  oc¬ 
curred  5  but  there  was  one  in  another  regi¬ 
ment,  for  which,  as  I  underftood,  the  folu- 
tion  and  other  remedies  were  tryed  in  vain, 
till  the  circumcifion  was  performed. 

In  cafes  attended  with  anv  confiderable 

J 

inflammation,  we  found  one  large  bleeding 
necefiary,  before  we  gave  the  medicine ;  but 
except  this  evacuation,  and  the  application  of 
a  bread  and  milk  poultice,  we  did  nothing 
further  to  reduce  any  inflammation.  Again, 
after  the  wafhing  the  fores  of  the  penis 
(whether  {hankers,  ulcers,  or  excoriations) 
with  the  lotion  already  defcribed,  nothing 
Was  applied  to  them  but  dry  lint.  We  ufed 
no  other  drefling  for  the  buboes,  and  I  ne¬ 
ver  knew  fuch  a  number  heal  fo  kindly. 

I  {hall  conclude  the  chirurgical  part,  with 
telling  you,  that  except  the  lunar  cauftic  for 
warts,  very  foul  fores,  and  fungous  excref- 
cences,  I  do  not  recoiled  that  any  other  ex¬ 
ternal  medicine  was  applied.

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Laflly,  I  can  allure  you,  that  from  the 
time  this  method  was  firfl  recommended  to 
us,  I  have  ufed  no  other,  and  have  never 
yet  feen  it  fail.  In  a  word,  I  have  laid  be¬ 
fore  you  my  whole  experience  of  this  medi¬ 
cine,  which,  both  from  what  I  have  feen 
myfelf,  and  learned  from  its  fuccefs  in  the 
other  field-hofpitals,  I  mull  greatly  pre¬ 
fer  to  a  falivation,  or  any  other  mercu¬ 
rial  courfe  I  have  tried,  during  the  fifteen 
years  of  my  fervice  in  the  army  5  whether 
I  confider  the  certainty  and  the  fpeedinefs  of 
the  effects,  or  the  eafe  and  fafety  of  the 
cure. 

I  mufl  indeed  acknowledge,  that,  except 
one  or  two  of  the  above  cafes,  all  of  them 
were  very  recent,  that  is,  of  not  above  two 
months  Handing.  It  may  be  therefore  faid, 
that  the  fublimate  given  in  this  manner  may 
be  powerful  enough  in  frelh  dillempers,  but 
is  not  to  be  relied  on  when  the  cafes  are  inve¬ 
terate.  From  my  own  experience,  I  can  fay 
nothing  to  the  contrary  5  but  do  we  not  all 
know,  that,  when  the  difeafe  is  of  a  long 
Handing,  a  falivation,  carried  to  the  greateH 
'  height,  is  Hill  but  an  uncertain  remedy. 

Farther, 
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Farther,  I  have  heard  Dr.  Pringle  obferve, 
that  of  the  whole  number  which  he  vifited 
(and  which  amounted  to  upwards  of  60) 
there  were  not  above  three  or  four  whofe 
diftemper  proved  obftinate,  upon  a  fair  tryal 
of  the  folution.  Now,  of  fo  large  a  number 
it  is  to  be  prefumed,  there  muft  have  been 
feveral  cafes  of  fome  confiderable  ftanding*

Gentlemen, 

1H  A  V  E  executed  your  commands,  and 
have  applied  to  Dr.  Pringle,  to  know  if 
he  could  give  us  any  information  relating  to 
the  fuccefs  of  the  Merc.  Corrof.  Sublim .  in 
the  cure  of  the  Lues  Venerea ,  more  than 
what  was  contained  in  Mr.  Gordon’s  ac¬ 
count.  The  Doctor  told  me,  that  various 
tryals  had  been  like  wife  made  in  the  other 
regiments  which  were  incamped  in  the  fame 
place  :  and  that,  in  upwards  of  60  cafes,  he 
did  not  remember  above  three  or  four  at 
moft,  in  which  it  abfolutely  failed  ;  and 
thefe  had  a!!  been  of  long  handing  ;  one  in 
particular  was  of  two  years  continuance,  even 
after  a  falivation. 

The  cafes  wherein  the  medicine  failed 
were  afterwards  put  into  a  fair  way  of  reco¬ 
very  before  the  camp  broke  up,  by  continu¬ 
ing  to  give  the  men  a  fpoonful  of  the  folution 
once  a  day,  with  a  ftrong  decodtion  of  the

R.  SarfaparilL  from  a  pint  to  a  quart  daily. 

There  were  eight  regiments  incamped,  fix 
of  Foot,  and  two  of  dragoons.  Mr.  Gor¬ 
don's  letter  to  the  Society  gives  a  full  account 
of  the  regiment  under  his  care.  5  and  the 
Dodtor  has  been  fo  obliging  as  to  let  me  have 
five  letters,  which  he  had  received  from  the 
furgeons  of  the  other  regiments  of  Foot,  re¬ 
lating  to  the  fame  fubjedl.  As  to  the  dra¬ 
goons,  they  had  fewer  cafes,  and  their 
furgeons  left  the  regiments  upon  breaking 
up  camp  ;  fo  that  there  could  be  no  proper 
account  procured  of  the  fuccefs  of  the  me¬ 
dicine  with  them. 

I  have  fubjoined  a  note  to  each  letter,  of  a 
few  particulars  which  I  learnt  in  converfing 
with  Dr.  Pringle  about  them.  To  which 
give  me  leave  to  add  the  following  remark, 
which  I  have  iince  heard  him  make. 

That  if  fome  trials,  which  have  been  made 
In  other  places,  have  not  lhewn  the  fame  de¬ 
gree  of  efficacy  with  thofe  at  the  camp,  he 
was  inclined  to  believe,  that  this  may  be 
owing,  in  fome  meafure,  to  a  difference  in  the 
preparation  of  the  fublimate.  And  he  like- 
wife  told  me,  that  fome  of  the  furgeons 
had  obferved,  that  French  brandy  more 

C  c  3  tho- 
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thoroughly  diffolved  the  fublimate  than  ei¬ 
ther  the  malt  or  melaffes  fpirits  ;  or  that,  at 
leaft,  the  brandy  depofited  lefs  of  a  fedi- 
ment,  after  the  folution,  than  either  of  the 
other  two.

A  Letter  from  Mr.  Miller,  Surgeon  Major 
to  the  Eighth  Regiment  of  Footy  command¬ 
ed  by  Lieutenant  General  Wolfe,  to  Dr .

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Lues  Venerea ,  I  have  therefore  fent  you  fome 
farther  accounts  of  thofe  patients,  to  whom 
that  medicine  was  adminiftred. 

It  is  with  pleafure  I  tell  you,  that  none  of 
thofe  you  faw  have  complained  of  a  return 
of  the  diftemper.  I  was  afraid  of  H.  who 
was  brought  to  me  juft  before  the  camp 
broke  up,  with  a  violent  inflammation  on 
the  tonfils  and  uvula>  and  on  the  glam  I  ob- 
ferved  a  lloughy  ulcer.  I  was  not  forward 
in  condemning  the  medicine,  as  the  fore 
throat  with  ulcers  had  been  epidemical  in 
our  regiment  for  the  whole  fummer.  I 
treated  the  diftemper  as  fuch,  and  cured  it, 
though  with  more  difficulty  than  any  I  had 
met  with,  as  it  appeared  to  have  a  greater 
fhare  of  malignity. 

fpoonful  twice  a  day.  He  had  1 7  cafes  of  the  Lues 
Venerea  cured  during  the  incampment,  without  one 

failure.  He  ufed  the  fame  diet  and  regimen  with  Mr.

Gordon,  and  likewife  the  fame  chirurgical  treatment, 
except  making  his  mercurial  lotion  of  the  Aq.  Calc,  iff 
Calomel ,  without  the  Ceruff.  After  breaking  up  camp 
about  the  middle  of  Odtober,  Dr.  Pringle  wanting  to 
know  how  the  cures  flood,  a  month  after  the  regi¬ 
ments  had  been  in  winter  quarters,  he  received  this 
letter  for  anfwer.

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M.  whofe  cafe  you  was  furprized  at,  had 
not  taken  the  folution  long,  when  you  broke 
up  our  hofpital  at  Pimphorn  ;  and  it  was 
fonie  time  before  one  was  eftablifhed  in  this 
place  j  he  is  now  almoft  well  :  b\it  of  all 
the  venereal  fymptoms  with  which  foldiers 
are  afflidled,  I  have  always  found  warts  the 
moft  difficult  to  be  eradicated,  though  I  am 
not  fparing  of  the  knife  and  cauftic. 

As  you  faw  the  medicine  tryed  with  fuc- 
cefs  upon  fo  many  foldiers,  I  wanted  much 
to  fee  the  effedts  of  it  upon  the  other  fex ; 
and,  very  foon  after,  I  found  a  young  wo¬ 
man  who  had  contradled  the  diftemper  in 
camp,  and  brought  it  to  this  town  in  its  full 
virulence. 

She  had  venereal  blotches  fpread  all  over 
the  groins,  the  labia  fwelled  to  fuch  a  de¬ 
gree  that  fhe  could  hardly  walk,  with  large 
ulcers  all  around  the  entrance  of  the  vaginay 
from  which  proceeded  a  very  large  difcharge 
of  matter. 

On  the  4th  of  November,  fhe  began  to 
take  the  folution  5  on  the  9th,  the  fwelling 
of  the  labia  was  fo  much  better,  that  fhe 
could  walk  without  pain  3  on  the  14th,  the 
"  *  labia 
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labia  were  aimoft  reduced  to  their  natural 
lize,  the  blotches  began  to  difappear,  and 
the  difcharge  from  the  ulcers  to  decreafe. 
As  the  medicine  operated  intirely  by  urine, 
on  the  14th,  I  increafed  the  dofe  from  a 
fpoonful  to  a  fpoonful  and  a  half,  morning 
and  evening  :  and  this  day,  which  is  the 
20th,  the  fwelling  of  the  labia  is  entirely 
gone,  the  blotches  aimoft  difappeared,  the 
difcharge  from  the  ulcers  next  to  nothing, 
and  moft  of  them  are  healed  :  and  I  think 
I  can  pronounce,  that,  in  a  few  days,  fhe 
will  be  well.  She  wafhed  the  ulcers  and 
blotches  with  the  lotion  of  Aq.  Calcis  and 
Calomel,  from  the  time  fhe  began  to  take  the 
folution. 

Give  me  leave  to  relate  one  cafe  more, 
which  is  of  a  foldier.  He  is  about  23  years 
of  age,  and  has  been  infedted  thefe  four 
months.  He  had  a  violent  pbymojis ,  inflam¬ 
mation,  and  fwelling  all  over  the  penis ,  fo 
that  he  was  afraid  of  a  mortification  3  to 
prevent  which,  I  dilated  the  prepuce,  order¬ 
ed  bleeding,  and  the  antiphlogiftic  medi¬ 
cines  to  be  given  internally  ;  a  fomentation 

of  the  antifceptic  herbs,  with  the  bread  and 

milk 
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milk  poultice,  to  be  applied  externally.  By 
this  method,  which  I  followed  for  three 
days,  a  flop  was  put  to  the  progrefs  of  the 
inflammation,  but  the  fwelling  did  not  abate  ; 
and,  by  the  difcharge  of  matter,  I  was 
convinced  that  there  were  large  ulcers  on 
the  infide  of  the  prepuce,  and  on  the  glam . 
I  then  ordered  a  fpoonful  of  the  folution  to 
be  given  morning  and  evening,  and  the  lo¬ 
tion  to  be  injedted  around  the  glans  twice  a 
day.  After  ufing  this  method  for  four  days, 
he  began  to  grow  better  ;  and  this  day,  which 
is  the  14th  from  his  beginning  to  take  the 
folution,  the  phymojis  is  cured,  and  the  ul¬ 
cers  on  the  prepuce  and  glans  healed  :  he  is 
to  continue  to  take  the  medicine  for  a  few 
days  longer.  With  this  patient  its  operation 
was  likewife  by  the  urinary  paflages. 

I  have  continued  to  prepare  the  medicine 
in  the  fame  proportions  as  in  camp  ;  and  I 
have  never  increafed  the  dofe  beyond  a  fpoon¬ 
ful  morning  and  evening,  except  in  the  cafe 
of  the  young  woman  ;  but,  for  the  future, 
whenever  I  fee  occafion,  I  fhall  do  it  with¬ 
out  hefitation.

*  Mr.  Haflie  had  feven  cafes  in  his  regimental  hof- 
pital,  at  the  camp,  all  cured  without  any  failure ;  only 
one  of  the  cures  feems  by  this  letter  not  to  have  been 
completed,  till  after  they  went  into  winter  quarters. 

writing 
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writing  till  I  had  examined  them.  I  do  not 
find  that  there  is  any  of  thofe,  to  whom  I  gave 
the  medicine  in  camp,  who  have  made 
any  complaints,  excepting  M.  who,  fince 
he  came  here,  has  had  a  fmall  ulcer  on  the 
neck  of  the  glans ;  but,  by  taking  the  fo- 
lution  a  few  days,  it  healed  up  again.  This 
circumftance  no  ways  leilens  my  good  opi¬ 
nion  of  the  medicine  ;  for,  during  my  ab- 
fence,  my  mate  gave  it  to  feveral  of  the  men 
with  fuccefs,  particularly  one  man,  who 
had  a  violent  phymofis ,  great  difcharge  from 
under  the  prepuce,  and  excoriations  exter¬ 
nally.  He  took  the  folution  four  weeks  \  the 
iymptoms  abated  gradually  5  and  he  is  now 
well.  Previous  to  his  taking  the  medicine, 
he  was  once  blooded,  and  twice  purged. 

I  have  not  many  venereal  patients  at  pre- 
fent  ;  but  whenever  its  good  effects  are  re¬ 
markable,  or  if  ever  it  fhould  fail,  I  fhall 
acquaint  you.

III  A  V  E  ufed  no  other  means  of  curing 
•  the  pox,  fince  I  faw  you,  but  by  the  fubii- 
mate  ;  which,  I  think,  as  far  as  I  have  yet 
experienced,  fhould  be  received  as  an  excel¬ 
lent  medicine.  All  thofe  you  have  menti¬ 
oned*  have  been,  to  all  appearance,  perfect¬ 
ly  cured,  except  W.  and  W.  who  complain¬ 
ed  within  thefe  few  days ;  but  which,  I  believe, 
may  be  imputed  to  their  not  perftfling  long 
enough  in  taking  it,  occafioned  by  their  be¬ 
ing  fent  to  out-quarters  with  their  companies. 
I  fhall  write,  on  the  other  fide,  the  names  and 
fymptoms  of  a  few  more  who  have  taken 
the  folution  with  futcefs  fince  I  came  to 
quarters  3  and  which  I  fhall  continue  to  life,  till 

*  Mr.  Davies  had  eleven  patients  in  his  regimental 
hofpital,  whereof  the  greateft  part  were  cured  before 
going  into  winter  quarters.  At  that  time  he  only  gave 
one  fpoonful  twice  a  day,  in  the  ordinary  proportion 
of  the  mercury  to  the  fpirits.  A  month  after,  he 
wrote  the  tirft  of  thefe  two  letters. 
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I  perceive  fomething  in  its  disfavour  that  has 
not  yet  appeared  to  me. 

I  can  let  you  know,  that  your  paralytic 
patient  is  almoft  quite  well.  When  I  came 
here,  I  put  him  under  a  courfe  of  horfe- 
radifh  and  muftard  infufed  in  cyder ;  and, 
according  to  your  directions,  I  applied  the 
aCtual  cautery  juft  on  the  fagittal  future, 
quite  to  the  bone.  He  was  fo  infenfible,  that 
he  did  not  know  I  had  touched  him  ;  but 
it  was  wonderful  to  fee  the  effeCt  it  had. 
The  next  day,  when  I  went  to  fee  him, 
with  joy  in  his  face  he  raifed  the  affeCted 
arm  as  high  as  his  head,  but  could  not 
move  his  fingers ;  his  fpeech  was  very  much 
improved,  and  his  fpirits  much  elated.  I 
have  kept  the  wound  open  as  an  iffue,  and 
brought  a  good  difcharge  from  it.  He  con¬ 
tinued  to  mend  every  day  after,  but  not  in 
near  fo  great  a  degree,  in  proportion  to  the 
time,  as  in  the  firft  24  hours.  Senfation  in 
the  part  increafed,  as  his  diforder  abated  : 
he  can  now  move  his  fingers  very  well,  and 
ufe  his  hand  equally  as  the  other,  only  it 
is  not  fo  ftrong.  Ever  fince  I  performed  the 
operation,  he  has  been  much  more  cheerful 

and 
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and  feemingly  happy,  than  before  he  was  fei- 
zed  with  his  diforder.  This  man  was  to  have 
been  difcharged  the  regiment  5  but  I  a(ked 
to  have  him  kept,  to  try  this  experiment, 
becaufe  you  feemed  defirous  to  know  the 
effects  of  it.  ' 

I  fliall  think  myfelf  happy,  if  any  thing 
ever  occurs  to  me  worth  relating  to  you,  as 
nothing  could  give  me  greater  pleafure  than 
demonftrating  with  how  much  refpedt  I  am,

J.  P.  had  deep  ulcers  on  the  glans  and 
prepuce.  He  took  the  medicine  20  days, 
and  is  to  all  appearance  cured. 

C.  G.  had  a  bubo,  which  was  opened, 
and  (hankers.  He  took  it  for  the  fame  time : 
the  bubo  is  healed,  and  the  (hankers  are 
quite  gone. 

L.  E.  had  a  bubo,  which  was  opened,  and 
ulcers  on  the  prepuce.  He  has  taken  it  1 5 

days  : 
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days :  the  ulcers  are  healed,  and  the  bubo 
is  almoft  well. 

J.  K.  had  the  glans  deeply  ulcerated  almoft 
all  over.  He  has  taken  it  15  days,  and  the 
ulcers  are  very  nearly  healed. 

I  believe  the  only  thing  wanting  to  make 
this  medicine  anfwer  all  our  wifhes,  is,  to 
determine  the  length  of  time  it  fhould  be  ta¬ 
ken,  which  experience  alone  can  teach. 

1  have  increafed  the  dofe  to  near  what 
you  mention,  (viz.  two  fpoonfuls  twice  a 
day)  without  the  leaft  additional  inconve¬ 
nience  to  the  patient. 

I  have  given  it  to  two  men  with  obftinate 
ulcers  in  their  legs,  who  have  found  the 
greateft  advantage  by  it.

Sir, 

I  PRESUME  to  trouble  you  with  a 
letter,  imagining  that  it  may  not  be  dif- 
agreeable  to  you  to  be  a  little  further  inform¬ 
ed 
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ed  concerning  the  fuccefs  of  our  fpecific* 
I  muft  firft  let  you  know,  that  a  few  days 
after  I  had  the  pleafure  of  feeing  you  in 
London,  I  was  in  company  with  fome  of  our 
profeffion,  who  feemed  to  be  prejudiced 
againft  our  method  of  treating  the  difeafe  ; 
and  who  told  me,  they  had  never  heard  of 
a  deep  rooted  diforder  being  relieved  by  it. 
I  could  not  but  confefs,  that  what  cafes  I 
had  had  under  my  care  were  recent  5  as  we 
in  the  army  have  feldom  any  other,  not  al¬ 
lowing  them  to  come  to  a  long  Handing : 
however,  I  had  foon  after  an  opportunity  of 
giving  the  medicine  a  fair  tryal,  in  two  old 
cafes  which  I  fhall  relate  to  you. 

J.  W.  a  man  of  a  remarkable  robuft  ha¬ 
bit,  got  a  pox  in  Auguft  1755,  which  ap¬ 
peared  firft  in  an  ulcer  on  the  glans ,  and  was 
fo  virulent,  as,  in  a  few  days,  to  eat  alraoft 
quite  through  it,  and  fpread  very  wide :  at  the 
fame  time  many  fhankers  appearing  on  the 
prepuce,  he  was  falivated  immediately,  and 
had  as  high  a  courfe  as  feemed  neceffary,  and 
was  to  appearance  cured.  In  April  1756, 1 
found  him  in  a  very  bad  way,  and  that  he  con¬ 
cealed  it  for  fear  of  a  falivation  5  and,  on  in- 

D  d  quiry, 
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quiry,  learned,  that  his  diforder  had  broke  out 
very  foon  after  his  courfe  was  over  $  and  that 
he  had  been  privately  in  the  hands  of  quacks, 
who  had  applied  outward  remedies  only. 
At  this  time  he  was  much  broke  out  about 
the  anus  and  fcrotum .  He  was  then  falivated, 
and  fpit  very  freely  for  full  five  weeks, 
and  afterwards  he  drank  plentifully  of  the 
decoftion  of  guaiacum  for  three  weeks 
longer.  After  all  this,  I  found,  about  fix 
weeks  ago,  that  he  had  continued  found 
but  a  very  (hort  time,  and  had  ftill  conceal¬ 
ed  his  fymptoms,  declaring,  he  had  rather 
die  of  his  diftemper  than  be  falivated  again. 
When  I  examined  him  at  the  time  laft  men¬ 
tioned,  he  had  violent  pains  in  his  fhins  and 
head,  and  the  largeft  venereal  warts  and  ex- 
crelcences  I  ever  faw,  all  about  his  anus> 
fcrotum ,  prepuce,  and  glans.  Thefe  being 
deftroyed  by  a  cauftic  or  the  knife,  he  was 
put  under  a  courfe  of  the  corrofive  fublimate, 
which  he  took  for  22  days.  After  12  days, 
no  fign  of  his  diforder  appeared,  and  he 
has  continued  well  about  three  weeks.  I 
think  if  this  cafe  holds,  it  is  fufficient  to 
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fupport  the  credit  of  this  excellent  medi¬ 
cine.  -  ' 

J.  B.  had  a  bubo  about  eleven  months 
ago,  which  he  difcuffed  by  the  mercurial  oint¬ 
ment  and  plaifter ;  and,  at  three  different 
times  fince,  he  has  had  excoriations  of  the 
prepuce,  and  (hankers,  which  he  healed 
with  a  folution  of  blue  vitriol.  He  began 
to  take  the  medicine  with  W.  having,  at 
that  time,  a  venereal  fore  throat,  with  vio* 
lent  pains  in  his  head  and  fhins.  He  took 
it  juft  as  many  days  as  the  other  man,  and 
is  to  all  appearance  quite  cured.  I  (hall  here¬ 
after  take  the  liberty  to  let  you  know  the 
fequel  of  thefe  two  cafes. 

I  have  had  eight  or  ten  others  lately  cured, 
particularly  W.  S.  and  S.  S.  who  were  both 
fo  broke  out  about  the  anus  and  perinceum , 
that  they  were  not  able  to  walk  or  (land 
for  a  week  after  they  began  their  courfe ;  but 
were  perfectly  cured  in  22  days. 

I  (hall  now  let  you  know  what  I  have 
done  in  regard  to  increafing  the  dofe  of  this 
medicine.  I  have  a  bottle  which  holds  juft 
28  fpoonfuls  ;  to  this,  full  of  fpirits,  we  ufed 
to  add  feven  grains  of  the  fublimate  :  now  1 
increafed  one  grain  every  time  I  filled  the 
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bottle,  till  it  came  to  1 6  grains  $  which  is 
more  than  one  grain  in  the  day,  by  giving 
a  fpoonful  of  the  mixture  twice  a  day. 
This  I  find  agrees  perfectly  well  with  the 
men  ;  but  on  a  tryal  of  increafing  it  further, 
I  was  foon  forced  to  defift,  as  it  made  them 
vomit  :  and  now  the  quantity  abovemen- 
tioned,  viz.  16  grains  to  28  fpoonfuls,  giv¬ 
ing  two  fpoonfuls  in  the  day,  is  my  fixed 
manner  of  ufing  the  medicine,  which  is  as 
much  more  than  double  the  dofe  firft  pre- 
fcribed,  as  16  is  more  than  14.  Note,  S. 
and  B.  fpit  pretty  freely,  but  without  any  in¬ 
convenience. 

One,  who  came  lately  in  to  the  regi¬ 
ment,  has  had  a  pox  of  a  very  long  Handing, 
and  begins  this  courfe  in  a  few  days  ;  the 
fuccefs  of  which  I  ftiall  communicate  to 
you. 

If  any  thing  I  have  faid  on  this  matter 
gives  you  fatisfaCtion,  I  fhall  have  the  great- 
eft  pleafure  by  it.  My  paralytic  patient  con¬ 
tinues  as  well  as  he  was,  but  he  is  not  per¬ 
fectly  cured.  I  beg-,  Sir,  you  may  believe  me 
to  be,  with  great  regard,  &c.

1H  AV  E  nothing  new  to  communicate 
fince  I  had  the  pleafure  of  feeing  you  at 
Blandford.  Thus  far  I  can  allure  you,  that 
none  of  the  patients,  whofe  cafes  you  noted 
down  at  the  camp,  have  relapfed.  The  only 
cafe  I  knew  it  fail  in,  was  in  that  of  T.  S.  The 
fymptoms  you  have  in  your  notes.  *  Before 
he  began  to  ufe  the  folution,  he  had 
taken  three  grains  of  Merc.  Dulc.  Sex .  Subli - 
mat.  made  into  a  pill,  twice  a  day,  for  twelve 
days,  without  the  leaft  effedfc.  I  afterwards 
ordered  two  drams  of  the  Ung .  Mercur.  Fort. 
to  be  rubbed  into  his  arms,  legs,  &c.  for 


*  Of  eight  cafes,  only  one  failed,  which  was  of 
Jong  (landing.  This  was  the  cafe  of  T.  S.  who  had 
warts  and  bad  chancres  on  th zglans,  and  ulcers  which 
had  eat  through  the  glam  into  the  urethra ,  fo  that  the 
urine  palled  that  way.  It  was  nine  weeks  after  the 
firft  fymptoms  appeared,  that  he  ufed  the  medicine  in 
the  common  proportion,  but  took  of  it  only  one  fpoon- 
Hil  twice  a  day. 
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twelve  nights  fuccefiively,  which  was  at¬ 
tended  with  no  better  fuccefs.  After  a  few 
days  interval 3  I  determined  to  try  what  the 
folution  would  do  in  his  cafe.  I  gave 
him  a  fpoonful,  morning  and  evening, 
for  upwards  of  three  weeks,  increafmg  the 
dofe,  towards  the  latter  part  of  the  time,  to 
one  fpoonful  and  a  half.  This  fucceeded  no 
better  than  the  former  method :  for  the  fymp- 
toms  had  rather  increafed,  which  determined 
me  to  leave  it  off.  I  then  ordered  him  a  de- 
codtion  of  Sarfaparilla ,  viz .  two  ounces  of 
the  Rad .  SarfaparilL  boiled  in  two  quarts  of 
water  till  the  half  was  confumed.  Of  which 
decodtion,  I  ordered  him  to  drink  a  pint  for 
a  dofe  morning  and  evening.  After  the  ufe 
of  this  for  fome  time,  he  grew  remarkably 
better  ;  but  was  feized  with  the  fmall  pox, 
had  a  favourable  kind,  and  very  few  in 
number,  fo  as  to  require  very  little  confine¬ 
ment.  He  drank  the  Decotf.  SarfaparilL  the 
whole  time,  but  weaker,  viz.  an  ounce  of  the 
root,  boiled  in  four  quarts  of  water,  till 
the  half  was  confumed  ;  to  be  taken  as 
before  directed.  The  chancres  were  treated 
in  the  ufual  manner.  When  I  left  Bland- 

ford. 
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ford,  he  was  fo  well  as  to  require  no  farther 

afliftance  from  medicine. 

If  you  remember,  W.  M.’s  cafe  was  a 

Gonorrhoea  Virulenta .  I  gave  him  the  me¬ 
dicine,  to  the  quantity  of  one  fpoonful,  night 
and  morning,  by  way  of  experiment,  but  it 
did  not  anfwer  my  expectation.  There  is 
one  thing  I  muftobferve,  that  he  is  a  very  irre¬ 
gular  fellow,  and  now  left  behind  at  Ply¬ 
mouth  dock,  with  a  fwelled  tefticle. 

If  any  thing  occurs  in  my  practice,  that 
can  in  the  leaft  tend  to  the  good  of  the  pub- 
lick,  you  may  depend  upon  having  it  com¬ 
municated.

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A  Letter  from  Mr.  Barker,  Surgeon  Major 
to  the  "Thirty  Third  Regiment  of  Footy 
commanded  by  Lord  Charles  Hay,  to  Dr. 
Pringle. 


Devizes ,  November  28,  1756. 

Sir , 

THOSE  men  of  the  thirty  third  re¬ 
giment,  you  took  minutes  of  at 
Blandford,  were  all  cured  in  30  days,  *  ex¬ 
cept  C. ;  who  was  left  at  Blandford  when  the 
regiment  decampt,  and  was  fent  from  thence 
about  three  weeks  ago..  When  he  came  here, 
he  had  a  fmall  fore  at  the  upper  part  of  the 
divifion  of  the  prepuce,  (that  had  been  flit  up) 
which  has  gradually  grown  worfe,  though  he 
has  taken  the  folution  twice  a  day  ever  fince. 
S.  feemed  to  grow  worfe  while  he  was  taking 
the  medicine  at  Blandford,  and  I  imagined 
nothing  would  have  got  the  better  of  his 
complaints  but  a  falivation :  but  when  I  vifit- 
ed  him  in  country  quarters,  three  days  after

one  of  which  was  obftinate,  and  could  not  be  cured 
without  the  afiiftance  of  the  Decot?.  Sarfaparill.  How¬ 
ever,  the  fuccefs  afterwards  of  the  folution  by  itfelf 
appears  by  this  letter,  written  fix  weeks  after  breaking 
up  camp. 


we 
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we  came  here,  I  was  amazed  to  find  him 
welL  There  was  not  the  leaft  appearance  of 
any  thing,  except  an  excrefcence  at  the  verge 
of  the  anus ,  about  the  fize  of  a  nutmeg. 
This  I  intended  to  have  taken  off,  as  it  might 
be  troublefome  in  going  to  ftool :  but  the 
next  time  I  faw  him,  it  was  manifeftly 
fmaller,  and  it  is  now  reduced  to  the  fize  of 
a  common  bean.  From  the  time  we  left 
Blandford,  till  I  faw  him  in  quarters,  he  had 
applied  nothing  to  the  part  but  dry  lint. 

H.  has  had  a  little  fore,  or  rather  excori¬ 
ation  upon  the  prepuce,  fince  we  came  into 
quarters  ;  but  it  was  well  again  in  a  few 
days,  without  the  help  of  internals. 

L.  the  grenadier,  that  had  the  bubo  in  the 
right  groin,  and  eruptions  all  over  his  body, 
was  perfectly  cured  in  a  month’s  time  with 
the  folution,  in  a  decodlion  of  Sarfaparilla. 

I  have  given  the  folution  to  feveral  men 
fince  we  came  into  quarters,  and  have  fuc- 
ceeded  in  all. 

J.  J.  aged  33,  of  a  ftrong  conflitution, 
and  full  habit  of  body,  had  a  beginning  bu¬ 
bo  in  the  right  groin,  with  great  hardnefs 
and  inflammation  j  a  phymojis  and  foul  fhan- 
■  ’.'f  kers 
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kers  upon  the  glam  and  prepuce.  He  took 
the  folution,  twice  a  day,  for  twenty  days  ; 
the  fhankers  healed,  and  the  fuelling  and 
hardnefs  in  the  groin  difappeared*  He  con¬ 
tinued  the  medicine,  twice  a  day,  for  feven 
days  afterwards ;  and  then  took  half  the  quan¬ 
tity  for  a  week.  In  this  cafe  it  fucceeded 
to  a  miracle.  He  was  bled,  and  took 
four  dofes  of  phyfick,  before  he  began  the 
folution. 

L.  D.  aged  21,  had  excrefcences  and  ex¬ 
coriations  about  the  anus.  He  took  the  fo¬ 
lution  thirty  days,  and  is  perfectly  cured. 
About  the  twentieth  day,  his  mouth  grew 
fore,  and  he  fpit  about  a  pint  and  a  half  in 
twenty  four  hours.  Whilft  his  mouth  was 
fore,  the  medicine  was  omitted.

W.  B.  aged  41,  had  a  bubo  in  the  left 
groin.  After  the  efchar  feparated,  the  fore 
was  exceffively  foul  and  fpungy.  He  has  ta¬ 
ken  the  folution  a  month,  and  is  perfedtly 
cured.  Thofe  with  buboes,  never  begin  the 
courfe  till  the  buboes  are  opened. 

I  have  given  the  fublimate  to  ten  or  twelve, 
and  have  fucceeded  in  all  except  C.  Upon 
the  whole,  I  have  a  much  better  opinion  of 

the 
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the  medicine  now,  than  I  had  when  we  were 
at  Blandford. 

I  give  the  folution  in  the  manner  you  di¬ 
rected  at  Blandford.  Perhaps  double  the 
dofe  might  hurt  the  ftomach  and  bowels. 
My  men  fometimes  complain  of  ficknefs  and 
gripings  even  with  this  quantity.

Mr.  Barker  has  lately  informed  Dr.  Pringle,  that  one 
J.  W.  after  taking  the  folution,  a  fpoonful  twice  a 
day,  for  fix  weeks,  and  a  fpoonful  once  a  day,  for  a 
fortnight  longer,  was  to  appearance  cured,  but  relap- 
fed  two  months  after,  without  any  fufpicion  of  a  frefh 
infedlion :  whereupon  Mr.  Barker  put  him  into  a  fall- 
vation  by  unCtion,  and  foon  removed  all  the  fymptoms. 
But  he  added  that  this  perfon  had  only  finilhed  his  laft 
courfe  a  fortnight  before  this  information.  Mr.  Bar¬ 
ker  likewife  acquainted  Dr.  Pringle,  that  C.  mention¬ 
ed  in  the  beginning  of  his  letter,  was  perfectly  cured 
by  continuing  the  medicine,  and  ufing  the  decoCtion 
of  Sarfaparilla .  Mr.  Barker  has  conftantly  kept  to  • 
the  ufual  proportions  of  half  a  grain  of  fublimate  to 
an  ounce  of  fpirits,  and  has  never  exceeded  a  fpoon¬ 
ful  for  a  dofe,  twice  a  day.

Experiments  on  mixing  oyl  and  water  by 
means  of  a  mucilage . 

TH  E  mucilage  I  firft  made  tryal  of 
was  the  following. 

I  diffolved  four  ounces  of  clean  gum  ara- 
bick  in  eight  ounces  of  New  River  water* 
which  formed  a  mucilage  of  the  confiftence 
of  a  thick  fyrup. 

Experiment  I. 

To  two  drachms  of  this  mucilage,  I  put 
half  an  ounce  of  olive  oyl,  one  ounce  of  wa¬ 
ter.  By  agitation,  the  mixture  affumed  the 
appearance  of  an  emullion,  and  continued 
fo,  after  {landing  about  three  or  four  mi¬ 
nutes,  when  the  oyl  and  water  began  to  fe- 
parate. 

Experiment  II. 

I  put  the  fame  quantity  of  oyl  and  water 
to  half  an  ounce  of  the  mucilage.  This 
mixture  likewife,  by  agitation,  foon  became 
like  an  emulfion,  and  remained  fo  as  long 
as  the  former.

Experiment  III. 

I  tryed  the  fame  experiments  with  a  like 
quantity  of  oyl  of  almonds.  ‘  A  perfedt  uni¬ 
form  emulfion  was  produced  $  but,  on  ftand- 
ing  three  or  four  minutes,  a  feparation 
enfued. 

Experiment  IV. 

Two  drachms  of  oyl  of  almonds,  half 
an  ounce  of  the  mucilage,  and  two  ounces 
of  water,  were  put  together  ;  thefe,  by 
lhaking,  foon  had  the  appearance  of  a  uni¬ 
form  emulfion  j  though,  on  Handing,  they 
feparated  as  in  the  former  experiments. 

Experiment  V. 

I  put  half  a  drachm  of  the  powder  of  gum 
arabick  to  the  fame  ingredients  as  in  experi¬ 
ment  i  ft.  and  found,  that,  by  means  of  a 
fomewhat  longer  agitation,  the  like  union 
was  obtained  ;  and  this  was  alfo  more  laft- 
ing.  Of  the  feveral  oyls  made  ufe  of  in  the 
experiments,  I  think  the  oyl  of  almopds 
unites  the  moft  fpeedily,  and  remains  united 
in  the  form  of  an  emulfion,  much  longer 
than  any  of  the  others.

Exper  iment  VI. 

To  one  drachm  of  fimple  fyrup,  and  one 
drachm  of  the  mucilage,  I  put  half  an 
ounce  of  olive  oyl,  two  drachms  of  proof 
fpirit,  and  one  ounce  of  water.  Thefe,  by 
a  fhort  agitation,  produced  a  very  uniform 
emullion,  and  retained  this  appearance  feve- 
ral  minutes. 

Experiment  VII. 

The  fame  ingredients  without  the  fyrup, 
in  the  fame  proportions,  fhook  together  an 
equal  time,  did  not  afford  fo  equable  a  mix¬ 
ture,  and  a  feparation  fooner  enfued. 

Experiment  VIIL 

To  one  drachm  of  oyl  of  almonds,  I  put 
two  drachms  of  honey,  and  one  ounce  of 
water.  Thefe,  by  agitation,  were  feemingly 
united  $  but  foon  parted  upon  Handing. 

Experiment  IX. 

Inftead  of  the  mucilage,  I  made  tryal  of 
fome  of  the  more  vifcid  fyrups,  but  none  of 
them  fucceeded  fo  well  as  the  mucilage  :

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the  fyrup  of  marfhmallows  anfwered  the 
beft ;  though  this  but  indifferently,  and  not 
without  labour. 

Experiment  X. 

One  fcruple  of  the  powder  of  gum  arabick, 
with  one  drachm  of  Balfam  Peru ,  Capivi> 
and  Balfam  Guaiacin.  two  drachms  of  proof 
fpirit,  and  one  ounce  of  water,  unite  eafily 
by  agitation.  The  balfam  Guaiacin .  by  this 
means,  affords  a  mixture  of  a  fine  blue  colour, 
iaftingly  uniform  $  with  the  Balfam  Peru . 
it  did  not  long  continue  mixed,  though,  on 
fhaking,  it  reaffumed  a  good  appearance. 

Experiment  XI. 

To  one  drachm  of  Balfam  Capfai ,  was  put 
one  drachm  of  the  mucilage  of  gum  arabick, 
and  one  ounce  of  water.  Thefe,  by  agita¬ 
tion,  prefently  formed  a  neat  fmooth  draught, 
though  the  parts  feparated  a  little  upon 
ftanding.

To  one  drachm  of  the  mucilage  of  gum 
arabick,  I  put  two  drachms  of  olive  oyl, 
and  one  ounce  of  water.  Thefe,  by  mode¬ 
rate  attrition  in  a  mortar,  formed  a  neat 
emulfion,  and  continued  perfectly  mixed 
many  days.

I  varied  the  proportions  of  mucilage  and 
oyl,  but  found  the  mucilage  would  not 
keep  more  than  double  its  quantity  of  oyl, 
united  with  water,  any  confiderabie  time.

A  dram  of  mucilage,  and  a  dram  of 
Balfam  Capivi>  being  fir  ft  well  rubbed  toge¬ 
ther  ,  and  an  ounce  of  water  added,  form’d  an 
A-  -  E  e  homogeneous 
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homogeneous  milky  liquor,  which  remained 
intimately  mixed  many  days. 

Experiment  XVI. 

The  fame  quantity  of  yolk  of  egg,  mixed 
the  balfam  and  water  as  fpeedily,  and  the 
mixture  remained  united  as  long  as  the  for¬ 
mer  ;  but  the  tafte  of  this  was  more  unplea- 
fant.

Experiment  XVII. 

A  fcruple  of  the  mucilage  mixed  half  a 
dram  of  Balf  Peru .  with  an  ounce  of  water, 
as  perfectly  and  expeditioufly  as  a  like  quan¬ 
tity  of  the  Vi  tel.  Ovi ,  and  covered  the  tafte 
of  the  balfam  much  better,  though  it  parted 
fooner  from  the  mucilage  than  the  ViteL  Ovi, 
when  thus  mixed  in  equal  quantities. 

Experiment  XVIII. 

Balfam  of  Gilead,  the  thinner  Strafburgh 
turpentine,  the  fine  liquid  refin  of  late  years 
brought  from  Newfoundland  and  Nova  Sco¬ 
tia,  commonly  called  Balfamum  Annapoiita - 
nnm ,  treated  in  the  fame  manner,  united  with 
water  as  readily,  by  the  means  of  the  mu¬ 
cilage. 
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cilage,  as  when  the  Vi  tel.  Ovi  is  ufed,  and 
the  tafle  at  the  fame  time  was  better. 

Experiment  XIX. 

To  half  a  drachm  of  mucilage  of  gum 
arabick,  I  put  one  drachm  of  Balfam  Gua~ 
iac .  one  drachm  of  proof  fpirit,  and  one 
ounce  and  half  of  water,  which,  by  attrition, 
made  a  very  fmooth  draught,  and  did  not  fe- 
perate;  that,  by  agitation,  (Exp.  X.)  was 
of  a  deeper  blue  colour;  perhaps  this  was 
owing  to  the  parts  not  being  fo  perfedtly  di¬ 
vided  ;  but  both  fucceeded  well. 

Experiment  XX. 

I  took  one  fcruple  of  Gum  Guaiac .  in  pow¬ 
der,  one  fcruple  of  mucilage,  and  one  ounce 
and  half  of  water,  which  I  rubbed  carefully 
in  a  marble  mortar;  I  did  the  fame  with  the 
Vitel.  Ovi ;  and,  on  ftanding  fome  days,  it 
appeared,  that  the  gum  was  belt  fufpended 
by  the  mucilage.

Gum  Benzoin  difTolved  aim  oft  intirely  by 
this  management,  and  continued  perfectly 
mixed  with  the  water  a  confiderable  time. 

Experiment  XXII. 

One  fcruple  of  Balfam .  Tolu ,  one  fcru- 
pie  of  the  mucilage,  with  the  fame  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  other  ingredients  as  in  the  former 
experiment,  fucceeded  rather  better,  and 
made  a  neat  draught  full  of  the  flavour  of 
the  balfam. 

Experiment  XXIII. 

Myrrh  half  a  drachm,  mucilage  of  Gum 
Arabick  one  drachm,  firft  rubbed  together, 
and  then  mixed  with  one  ounce  and  half  of 
water;  formed  a  fmooth  uniform  mixture, 
which  continued  equally  united  feveral  days, 
when  a  fmall  part  fubfided,  but,  upon  fha- 
king  the  mixture,  foon  refumed  its  former 
appearance.

Experiment  XX VL 

I  took  five  grains  of  camphire,  with  a 
fcruple  of  mucilage  of  Gum  Arabick ,  and 
an  ounce  and  half  of  water,  and  it  formed 
a  very  agreeable  draught,  which,  on  ftanding 
fome  nights,  feparated  but  very  little. 

Experiment  XXVII. 

I  melted  bees- wax  in  fpirit  of  wine  upon 
the  fire,  and  filtred  off*  the  fpirit :  Half  a 
drachm  of  the  wax  fo  treated,  rubbed  with 
a  drachm  of  mucilage,  mixed  with  an  ounce 
and  half  water,  fo  as  to  appear  like  an  uni¬ 
form  emulfion  5  but  this  requires  fome  la¬ 
bour  :  the  wax  foon  fwims  at  top,  but  eafily 
mixes  again  by  agitation.

A  fcruple  of  Sperma  Ceti ,  rubbed  with  an 
equal  quantity  of  mucilage,  makes  an  elegant 
draught:  but  more  labour  is  here  required 
than  in  the  common  folution  with  yolk  of 
egg;  the  mixture  continues,  however,  much 
longer  homogeneous,  the  Sperma  Ceti  appear¬ 
ing  only  like  a  cloud  on  the  top  of  the 
vial  fome  days  after ;  but,  on  agitation,  be¬ 
comes  perfedly  fmooth,  and  its  tafte  as  little 
rancid  as  when  the  mixture  was  frelh  made* 

Experiment  XXIX. 

Four  grains  of  musk,  one  fcruple  of  the 
mucilage  of  Gum  Arabick ,  one  ounce  and 
half  of  water,  of  fpirituous  water  and  Ample 
fyrup,  of  each  a  dram ;  with  very  little  la¬ 
bour,  formed  an  agreeable  draught;  which 
appeared  uniform,  and  continued  fo  for  fome 
time,  when  the  musk  fubfided  a  little,  but, 
by  a  flight  agitation,  foon  refurned  its  firft 
uniform  appearance.

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Experiment  XXX. 

I  took  one  fcruple  of  Balfam .  Sulph.  with 
a  fcruple  of  mucilage,  and  one  ounce  and 
half  of  water;  and  this  alfo  mixed  agreeably, 
and  feperated  but  little  on  ftanding  fome 
time :  the  tafte  was  likewife  lefs  offenfive 
than  might  have  been  expe(fled. 

Experiment  XXXI. 

With  ten  drops  of  oil  of  cloves,  one 
ounce  of  water,  and  a  fcruple  of  mucilage  of 
Gum  Arabick ,  a  perfedt  union  may  eafily  be 
produced,  and  the  mixture  continues  uni¬ 
form  many  days. 

Experiment  XXXII. 

I  tried  the  fame  experiment  with  five 
•drops  of  oil  of  cloves,  annifeeds  and  nut¬ 
megs,  by  means  of  the  mucilage  of  Gum 
Arabick  and  an  ounce  and  half  of  water, 
which  readily  united. 

Experiment  XXXIII. 

A  mucilage  was  prepared  of  clean  Gum 
Tbragacanth ,  diffolved  in  the  fame  water,  and

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of  a  fimilar  confiftence  with  that  made  from 
Arabick :  with  this  mucilage  I  repeat¬ 
ed  the  preceding  experiments  by  agitation, 

but  could  not  unite  oil  and  water  by  this 
medium  fo  fpeedily  or  laftingly  as  by  the 

mucilage  of  Gum  Arabick ,  tho’  I  made  ufe 
of  double  the  quantity  of  mucilage  to  that  of 

oil  in  fome  of  the  experiments. 

Experiment  XXXIV. 

The  mucilage  of  Gum  Hragaccinth  was  al~ 
fo  tried  with  the  balfams,  by  attrition,  but  £ 
larger  quantity  was  required,  and  the  union 
was  neither  fo  perfect  nor  fo  lafting  ;  tho’  by 
fimple  agitation,  double  the  quantity  of  mu¬ 
cilage  mixed  the  balfam  and  water  fo  well 
as  to  have  the  appearance  of  an  uniform 
fsmulfion ;  but  the  parts  foon  feparated. 

Experiment  XXXV. 

Many  of  thefe  experiments,  by  attrition,  I 
repeated  with  mucilage  of  quince  feeds, 
made  of  the  like  confiftence  with  the  others 
I  had  ufed,  and  found  the  mixture  fucceed*-

I  likewife  made  trial  of  ftarch,  reduced  to 
a  jelly  by  boiling  it  with  water,  and  found 
that  this  alfo  united  many  of  the  liquid  re¬ 
fins  ,  tho’  on  ftanding  they  feperated :  fe- 
veral  fyrups  were  like  wile  made  ufe  of  for 
the  like  experiments,  but  fcarcely  any  of 
thefe  fucceeded  :  fyrup  of  marfh-mallows 
anfwers  the  beft  $  but  even  this  is  inferior 
to  a  much  fmaller  quantity  of  the  mucijage 
of  Gum  Arabick  of  the  fame  confidence.

Experiment  XXXVI. 

I  tried  to  cover  the  acid  of  vitriol  by  thefe 
mucilages,  and  found  that  of  Gum  Arabick 
anfwered  beft  >  the  quince  feeds  better  than 
the  Tragacanth ,  and  that  better  than  the  Sy¬ 
rup  Althea  ;  thefe  I  did  by  agitation. 
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Remarks  on  the  preceding  Experiments. 

By  J.  FOTHERG1LL ,  M.  D. 

IT  may  not  be  improper  to  acquaint  the 
Society  with  what  View  the  preceding 
Experiments  have  been  made,  and  what 
Purpofes  they  are  intended  to  ferve ;  I  fhall 
do  this  with  as  much  Concifenefs  as  I  can 

and  fhall  point  out  fome  of  the  Advantages 
which  I  think  may  refult  from  them. 

In  1748  I  received  a  MS.  from  a  cor- 
refpondent  at  Dublin,  intituled,  A  new 
Method  for  the  Improvement  of  the  Manufac¬ 
tures  of  Drugs ,  in  a  treatife  on  the  Elixir 
Proprietatis ,  which  was  printed  here  the 
fame  year  under  this  title  :  at  that  time  I 
afcribed  it  to  Dr.  Rutty,  from  whom  I  re¬ 
ceived  it,  though  it  was  fent  to  me  as  the 
work  of  an  anonymous  acquaintance;  but  I 
have  fince  been  informed,  the  public  is  in¬ 
debted  for  it  to  H.  Barton,  an  ingenious 
apothecary  in  Dublin. 

Tho’  thefe  circumftances  may  feem  fo¬ 
reign  to  the  fubjedt,  yet  as  I  think  the  trea¬ 
tife  above-mentioned  contains  much  ufeful 
inftrudtion,  and  as  I  am  obliged  to  it  for  the 

hint 
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hint  which  gave  rife  to  the  preceding  expe¬ 
riments,  and  for  the  advantages  received  from 
them,  I  think  it  is  but  juftice  to  give  the 
public  this  information. 

Our  author  tells  us  (in  page  20)  that  he 
diffolved  gum  Arabic  in  water  to  the  con- 

fiftence  of  a  thick  mucilage,  with  this 
made  an  union  of  turpentine  with  water, 
in  the  form  of  a  neat,  fmooth  emulfion : 
He  likewife  acquaints  us,  that  the  fame  mu¬ 
cilage,  with  fome  oyl  of  almonds  and  com¬ 
mon  water,  were  mixed  together  in  the  form 
of  an  emulfion. 

At  this  time  I  was  engaged  in  fome  enqui¬ 
ries  into  the  origin  of  amber,  and  as  I  had 
many  reafons  to  believe  that  it  was  a  vege¬ 
table  refin,  reduced  by  time  and  a  vitriolic 
acid,  into  the  condition  we  now  fee  it,  I 
imagined  it  not  impracticable  to  produce  a 
fubflance  refembling  amber  in  many  of  its 


properties. 

To  mix  a  ftrong  vitriolic  acid  intimately  with 
any  of  the  vegetable  refins,  was  a  difficulty  I 
could  not  furmount  till  I  met  with  the  treatife 
above-mentioned  $  for  the  oyl  of  vitriol  burns 
that  part  of  the  refin  which  it  touches,  the 
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moment  they  come  in  contad  ;  and  if  the 
oyl  is  lowered  with  water,  it  will  not  mix 
by  any  other  means  I  am  acquainted  with, 
fo  intimately,  and  without  burning  the  refin, 
as  by  the  afliftance  of  a  mucilage ;  and  I 
had  the  pleafure  of  obferving,  from  the  fir  ft 
effay  I  made,  that  the  mixture  inftantly 
gave  the  fragrance  of  amber  fufficiently 
ftrong  and  diftind. 

Other  affairs  took  me  off  from  profecuting 
this  enquiry  any  farther  at  that  time ;  but  I 
have  ffill  made  ufe  of  the  fame  contrivance 
to  exhibit  feveral  medicines,  in  a  liquid  form, 
which,  with  refped  to  extemporaneous  pre- 
fcription,  are  feme  of  the  moft  untradable 
in  the  materia  medic  a, 

Expreifed  and  effential  oyls,  balfams,  re¬ 
fins,  gummi-refins,  refinous  tindures,  pin- 
-guious  animal  fubftances,  by  the  means  of 
a  vegetable  mucilage,  are  rendered  to  a  cer¬ 
tain  degree  mifcible  with  water,  and  capa¬ 
ble  of  being  adminiftred  in  this  form,  as 
fpeediiv  and  effedually,  as  by  means  of 
the  vitellum  oviy  the  common  medium  now 
in  ufe. 

TU 
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The  mucilage  has  belides  this  further  ad¬ 
vantage  ;  it  is  feldom  foreign  to  the  prefer!- 
ber’s  intention,  when  he  gives  thefe  fub- 
ftances ;  it  is  not  known  to  difagree  with 
the  ftomach  in  any  cafe ;  which  cannot  be 
faid  of  the  vitel.  ovi.  It  is  not  liable  to  be¬ 
come  rancid  and  exceffively  prejudicial ;  and, 
what  will  be  of  weight,  with  fome  com¬ 
pounders,  it  is  much  lefs  expenlive. 

When  I  was  fatisfied,  from  my  own  expe¬ 
riments,  that  this  method  was  in  mo  ft  cafes 
preferable  to  any  other  commonly  praftifed; 
and  thought  it  might  be  of  ufe  to  others ;  I 
prevailed  upon  J.  Bogle  French ,  an  ingenious 
apothecary,  with  whom  I  was  cafually  con- 
verfing  upon  the  fubjeeft,  to  be  at  the  pains 
of  making  fome  experiments,  on  purpofe  to 
determine,  whether  the  proportions  I  had 
commonly  ufed,  were  the  moft  proper ; 
whether  any  other  mucilage  would  fucceed 
better  than  that  which  I  had  commonly 
ufed,  viz.  the  mucilage  made  from  gum 
Arabic  :  and  whether  fimple  agitation  would 
not,  in  many  inftances,  render  the  mixture 
fufficiently  uniform  to  be  exhibited  without 
difguft. 


With 
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With  this  view  divers  experiments  were 
tried,  by  putting  the  feveral  ingredients 
mentioned,  into  a  phial,  and  fhaking  them 
together.  This  is  all  that  is  meant,  when 
the  union  is  faid  to  be  performed  by  agita¬ 
tion.  And  it  appears  from  feveral  of  the 
experiments,  that  this  procefs  is  all  that  is 
neceffary  to  mix  feveral  liquids  together, 
which  have  hitherto  required  much  more 
labour  by  any  other  method,  viz .  expreffed 
and  diftilled  oyls,  the  more  liquid  refins? 
and  reftnous  tinctures. — There  are  however, 
feveral  fubftances,  viz.  the  thicker  balfams, 
refins,  and  many  others,  that  cannot  be 
treated  in  this  manner.  Thefe  were  firfl 
rubbed  with  mucilage  in  a  glafs  or  marble 
mortar,  the  other  liquids  then  added,  and, 
by  rubbing  them  together,  well  mixed. 
This  is  all  that  is  intended  when  mention  is 
made  of  mixture  by  attrition. 

It  will  appear  from  the  preceding  experi¬ 
ments,  that  the  mucilage  of  G.  Arabick  is, 
of  all  others  yet  tried,  the  mo  ft:  proper,  and 
fucceeds  the  moft  eafily  and  laftingly  of  any. 
That  by  means  of  this  mucilage,  and  in  fome 

cafes 
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cafes  even  by  the  powder  of  G.  Arabic 
alone,  not  only  oyls  and  refins,  but  even 

pinguious  fubftances  may  be  reduced  to  the 
form  of  an  emulfion  with  water.  That  tho’ 
even  a  vifcid  fyrup  alone  effedts  this  union 

with  difficulty,  yet  an  addition  of  fyrup  to 
the  mucilage,  renders  the  union  more  per<- 

fedt.  (Exp.  VI.  VII.)  That  the  addition  of 
a  diftilled  fpirituous  liquor  does  not  prevent 
this  union. 

And  that  a  proportion,  like  the  following, 
will  feldom  difappoint  the  prefcriber’s  expec¬ 
tation  of  forming  a  neat  compofition.

That,  in  fome  cafes,  the  mucilage  not  only 
adts  this  part  the  beft  of  any,  but  conceals 
difagreeable  taftes,  and  covers  extreme  pun¬ 
gency. 


That 
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That  it  preferves  the  fubftances  it  is  thus 
united  with,  and  cannot  be  in  hazard  of  con¬ 
tracting  the  putrid  rancidity  that  the  yolk  of 
eggs,  the  medium  hitherto  moft  generally 
ufed,  is  liable  to. 

That  camphire  and  musk  may  thus  be  ex¬ 
hibited  in  a  liquid  form,  with  certainty,  in  re¬ 
gard  to  the  dofe whereas  nothing  is  more 
uncertain  than  the  prefent  method  of  admi- 
niftring  them  in  a  liquid  form ;  which,  where 
the  dofe  can  be  afcertained,  is  often  the 
bell. 

For  camphire,  given  in  fubltance,  either 
in  pills  or  a  bolus,  unlefs  it  is  very  carefully 
mixed,  will  often  occalion  great  anxieties, 
from  the  pungency  of  a  large  particle  of 
camphor  vellicating  the  Itomach.  And  the 
prefent  Julepu?n  e  Camphora  is  feldom  pre¬ 
pared  alike  in  any  two  /hops. 

The  fame  uncertainty  attends  the  musk 
when  given  in  a  liquid  form  5  for  if  the 
compounder  values  himfelf  on  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  neatnefs,  perhaps  great  part  of  the 
musk  is  thrown  away.  The  mucilage, 
however,  unites  it  with  water  fo  readily 
-  _  and 
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and  intimately  as  to  make  the  whole 
frfrooth  and  uniform. 

Beeswax^  from  the  difficulty  of  giving  it 
in  a  liquid  form,  has  hitherto  been  very  lit¬ 
tle  ufed  internally ;  tho’  in  painful  diarrhoeas 
and  dyfenteries,  it  feems  to  promife  confide- 
rable  benefit.  From  Exp.  XXVIL  it  appears 
however,  that  this  fubftance  likewife  may 
be  rendered  mifcible  with  water,  by  firft 
making  the  Butyrum  Cera  Bateaniim ,  and 
then  dividing  it  farther  by  the  powder  or 
mucilage  of  Gum  Arabic .  Half  an  ounce  of 
the  wax  fo  diffolved,  with  a  pint  of  barley- 
water  j  a  proper  quantity  of  fpirituous  water 
and  a  little  fyrup,  forms  an  emulfion,  that  in 
the  cafes  fpeeified  may  be  given  to  advan¬ 
tage.  . 

Sperma  Ceti  beat  fine  in  a  marble  mortar* 
With  an  equal  quantity  of  the  Arabic  muci¬ 
lage,  forms  a  fmooth  pafte,  which  may  be 
kept  for  life  in  this  condition  many  days.  It 
grows  fomewhat  dry  and  hard  by  keeping, 
but  contracts  no  apparent  acrimony  or  ranci¬ 
dity.  This  pafte  eafily  mixes  with  water  by 
attrition,  and  fpeedily  forms  an  homogeneous 

F  f  /  milky 
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milky  liquor.  This  method  of  manufactu¬ 
ring  the  Sferma  Ceti  for  extemporaneous 
prefcription,  feems  the  more  worthy  of  no¬ 
tice,  as  the  prefcriber  is  fupplied  with  a  me¬ 
dicine  lefs  difguftful,  and  with  more  expedi¬ 
tion,  by  this  than  by  the  ufual  means, and  at 
the  time  fame  with  more  eafe  to  the  com¬ 
pounder. 

The  molt  common  method  of  uniting 
oils  and  waters  at  prefent,  is,  by  means  of 
fome  volatile  alcaline  fait  or  fpirit;  but  there 
are  many  difeafes  in  which  thefe  are  im¬ 
proper  :  oil  is  often  prefcribed  in  nephritic 
cafes ;  to  give  it  alone  adds  to  the  naufea 
which  the  diforder  itfelf  produces  $  here  vo¬ 
latile  fpirits  are  foreign  to  the  intention.  The 
mucilage  coincides  with  the  general  delign, 
and  produces  an  emullion  both  grateful  and 
falutary. 

Another  circumltance  that  renders  this 
method  of  exhibiting  oils  preferable  in  many 
cafes  to  that  with  volatile  alkalies,  is,  that 
acids  may  be  eafilv  and  agreeably  given  at  the 
fame  time.

When  I  firft  began  to  ufe  the  mucilage 
for  the  purpofe  of  mixing  oil  and  water,  in 
order  to  fucceed  the  more  effectually,  I  fome- 
times  directed  a  fmaller  quantity  of  muci¬ 
lage,  and  likewife  of  the  volatile,  than  would, 
of  themfelves  alone,  be  fufficient  to  unite 
the  oil  and  water  together.  But  this,  in- 
ftead  of  promoting,  prevented  it  intirely  : 
the  mucilage  curdled,  its  latent  acid  deftroy- 
ed  the  alcali  5  and  no  lading  union  could 
be  obtained,  even  by  long  attrition.  Hard 
calcarious  waters  likewife  render  the  mixture 
difficult,  fometimes  impracticable. 

But  acids  have  no  fuch  effeCt ;  the  union 
fucceeds  as  well  when  dulcified  fpirit  of  ni¬ 
tre,  elixir  of  vitriol,  oil  of  vitriol,  or  any 
other  acid  I  have  yet  tried,  are  added,  as 
without  them.  Nay,  their  acidity  is  fo  far 
concealed,  that  a  quantity  may  be  given 
under  this  difguife,  in  a  fmaller  compafs, 
than  by  any  other  way  I  am  acquainted 
with. 
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
